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THE  EBELL  OF  LOS  ANGELES 

A   MACHINE   MADE   WORLD 
By  Mrs.  Sumner  P.  Hunt 


(A  paper  read  before  the  Social  Science  and  Psy- 
chology sections  of  Ebell  of  Los  Angeles.) 

Is  this  a  machine  made  world?  Is  its  civilization 
becoming  mechanical?  Is  man  himself  becoming 
more  and  more  a  machine  body  worked  by  a  ma- 
chine mind — from  which  the  soul  is  gradually  being 
eliminated?  These  questions  arose  most  vividly  in 
my  mind  after  seeing  the  two  plays,  "R.  U.  R."  and 
"The  Adding  Machine"  which  were  given  at  the  Fine 
Arts  Theatre  last  year.  Everyone  should  have  seen 
these  plays,  for  they  performed  on  of  the  most  vital 
functions  of  the  drama — they  awakened  thought.  But 
few  did  see  them — people  don't  want  to  think. 

"R.  U.  R."  was  billed  as  an  ultra  modern  melo- 
drama. It  told  in  vivid  fashion  of  what  happened 
after  the  manufacture  of  Rossom's  Universal  Robots. 
Rossom  was  the  inventor  of  creatures,  human-like  in 
form  and  the  physical  composition  of  their  bodies  and 
with  minds  of  a  phonograph  quality.  They  could 
be  taught  anything  their  owners  desired,  and  having 
learned  a  thing  could  reproduce  it  continually  until 
the  limit  of  their  life's  span  was  reached,  which  was 
twenty  years.  These  robots  were  without  souls — 
or  feelings,  or  desires,  or  initiative,  n  fact  without 
any  of  those  qualities  which  make  men  human.  They 
were  made  to  take  the  place  of  human  labor  which 
was  continually  growing  more  expensive  and  rebel- 
lious. At  first  made  with  very  low  grade  minds; 
their  intelligence  was  gradually  increased  by  the 
director  in  charge  of  that  department  of  the  work, 
so  they  were  able  to  more  and  more  replace  human 
labor.  This  human  labor  rebelled  against  its  em- 
ployers, who  in  self-defense  armed  the  robots  against 
labor.  The  robots,  having  learned  to  destroy,  kept  on 
■  destroying  until  only  one  human  being,  the  architect 
of  the  works,  was  left  alive  in  all  the  world.  He  and 
a  few  robots  were  its  only  inhabitants  and  the  robots 
were  all  dying  as  they  reached  their  life  limit.  The 
robots  demanded  that  Alquist,  the  architect,  make 
more  robots.  He  could  not,  the  formula  had  been 
destroyed.  They  then  demanded  an  analysis  of  some 
living  robot  that  the  process  might  be  rediscovered. 
Alquist  suggests  that  Radius,  the  leader,  be  the  sac- 
rifice. He  refuses,  but  demands  that  either  Primus 
or  Helena,  the  last-made  robots,  to  whom  had  been 
given  the  germ  of  soul,  be  the  victim.  Each  agrees 
to  die  if  the  other  is  spared.  They  have  learned  to 
love.  The  play  ends  as  Alquist  exclaims — "There 
is  the  solution — they  have  become  human — they  love 
and  their  love  shall  re-people  the  Earth!"  Two  two 
great  lessons  the  play  attempts  to  teach  are  the  peril 
of  dehumanizing  men  by  making  them  machines 
and  the  regenerating,  rehumanizing  power  of  love. 

!'The  Adding  Machine"  was  even  more  poignant, 
as  its  actors  were  not  fanciful  automatons  created  by 
the  imagination,  but  real  human  beings  reduced  almost 
to  the  level  of  robots  by  pitiless,  stultifying  work 
which  made  no  demand  on  heart  and  soul  and  very 
little  on  the  mind  when  once,  what  Mencken  calls, 
"the  little  bag  of  tricks  by  which  man  lives,"  was 
learned.  This  bookkeeper.  Zero,  and  his  assistant 
were  veritable  "adding  machines."  The  man's  only 
human  traits  were  a  low  sort  of  sex  interest  in  any 
woman  except  his  wife,  and  the  hope  that  his  em- 
ployer might  some  time  give  him  a  better  job.  The 
girl's  only  spark  of  humanity  was  a  very  real  affec- 
tion for  Zero.  Zero's  hope  turns  to  despair  when  his 
boss,  instead  of  advancing  him,  fires  him.  A  brain 
storm  follows  and  Zero  murders  his  employer  by  stab- 
bing him  with  with  a  letter  file.  He  is  arrested,  tried 
and   hanged    and   goes   finally   to   the   Elysian   Fields, 


there  finding  himself  very  much  the  same  creature 
he  was  when  alive.  After  some  adventures  with 
the  girl  who  loved  him  and  who  had  committed 
suicide  after  his  execution,  he  finds  himself  caught 
in  the  immense  "Adding  Machine"  of  the  gods  and 
is  told  he  must  return  again  to  Earth  and  Earth's  add- 
ing machine  to  atone  for  his  crirrie.  To  comfort  his 
despair,  the  gods  tell  him  they  will  still  give  him 
"Hope"  to  take  with  him. 

That  such  plays  are  written  and  played — "R.  U.  R." 
ran  for  nearly  a  year  in  New  York — shows  that  some 
people  are  thinking  of  what  our  present  social  condi- 
tions are  doing  to  humanity  and  what  may  be  the 
fate  of  this  material,  mechanical  civilization  of  which 
we  are  so  proud.  So  I  thought  I  would  take  a  brief 
survey  of  some  of  life's  activities  and  perhaps  find 
an  answer  to  the  questions — "Are  we  making  machines 
01"  human  beings?" — and — "Is  this  becoming  a  ma- 
chine dominated  age?"  In  a  book  called  "Social  Or- 
ganization", treating  of  the  very  beginnings  of  human 
society  in  India — the  Manu,  or  Great  Teacher,  sent 
by  Brahma  to  give  them  a  civilization,  spoke  this 
warning,  "Beware  the  day  of  big  machines".  And 
then  the  Manu,  with  the  best  intentions,  makes  for 
them  a  machine  society.  He  invented  the  "Caste  Sys- 
tem", dividing  his  people  into  castes,  or  bodies  of 
workers  and  assigning  each  worker  to  the  Caste  for 
whose  work  he  was  best  fitted,  priests,  rulers,  pro- 
ducers, or  laborers.  The  value  of  this  order  was  at 
first  great — it  increased  efficiency,  prevented  waste 
and  duplication  of  work  and  found  for  each  man 
the  place  for  which  he  was  best  fitted.  In  the  begin- 
ning there  was  no  law  which  prevented  a  man  from 
leaving  one  caste  to  enter  another  for  which  he  was 
better  fitted,  but  as  time  went  on  the  rules  of  caste 
became  rigid,  the  organization  became  a  great  mon- 
ster dominating  the  whole  people,  holding  them  in  a 
never  ending  slavery  to  the  "system"  and  so  stopping 
the  wheels  of  evolution  for  which  the  freedom  of  in- 
dividual choice  is  necessary.  This  system  has  pre- 
vailed for  thousands  of  years,  so  that  India,  except 
for  her  Brahmin  caste,  is  a  stunted  and  aborted  civi- 
lization. So  with  all  organizations,  the  tendency  is 
for  the  organization  to  finally  exist  for  its  own  sake 
and  to  dominate  its  units.  We  say  of  our  great  busi- 
ness corporations,  "They  are  machines  having  no 
souls,  no  morals,  no  feelings." 

Is  this  a  machine  age?  Let  us  take  the  evidence  of 
the  last  fifty  years  in  the  material  realm.  Hand  work 
has  almost  vanished,  machines  make  everything  we 
use — even  more  machines  to  make  these  machines. 
Everything  we  use  is  machine  made — the  contents  of 
our  homes,  our  clothes,  furniture,  food.  All  means 
of  transportation  are  machines — we  no  longer  walk 
or  ride  horses — we  go  by  boat,  ship,  train,  automobile, 
aeroplane,  submarine.  We  communicate  with  each 
other  by  telephone,  telegraph  and  the  radio.  The 
workers  of  the  world  are  reduced  to  machine  tenders, 
button  punchers — making  one  motion  perhaps  for  eight 
hours  a  day.  I  once  watched  the  assembling  of  Ford 
motor  cars — the  workers  standing  on  an  inclined  plane 
with  the  cars  passing  before  them  on  a  moving  in- 
cline. As  each  car  reached  a  man  he  did  one  thing 
to  it,  a  hood,  a  wheel,  a  fender — what  not,  and  at  the 
end  of  every  eight  minutes  a  car  was  finished.  I 
felt  that  such  an  existence  for  a  year  would  reduce 
me  to  a  raving  lunatic,  or  a  mindless  moron.  Rebecca 
West,  in  one  of  her  lectures  here,  said  that  the  thing 
that  impressed  her  most  in  America  was  a  man  in  the 
Chicago  stockyards  who  thrust  a  knife  blade  into  the 
throat  of   a   steer   every  five   minutes   for   eight   hours

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a  day.  Would  we  be  surprised  if  he  had  a  brain 
storm  and   started  amuck  killing  humans? 

What  do  machines  do  for  us?  Increase  production, 
you  say.  But  for  whose  benefit?  Increase  leisure,  you 
say — a  man  only  works  eight  hours  a  day  instead  of 
sixteen.  But  what  is  done  with  that  leisure?  Play 
bridge,  go  to  the  movies,  listen  to  radios,  anything 
f'or  excitement,  nothing  for  thought.  Are  machines 
evil  in  themselves?  No,  they  are  of  great  benefit.  It 
is  not  what  they  do  for  us  that  is  evil — it  is  what  they 
do  to  us.  Our  development  is  one-sided.  Our  de- 
pendence on  mechanical  appliances  reduces  the  neces- 
sity of  our  thinking — kills  our  imagination  and  dulls 
our  powers  of  feeling.  What  we  do  not  use  atrophies. 
We  are  machine  ridden.  Automobiles,  radios  and 
moving  pictures  take  possession  of  our  leisure.  We 
no  longer  think.  Our  own  company  is  boresome  and 
we  rush  out  to  add  ourselves  to  the  machine  crowd. 

When  we  turn  to  the  world  of  art,  we  find  in  this 
modern  civilization  this  same  tendency  toward  me- 
chanical expression  which  interferes  with  the  true 
purpose  of  Art,  which  is  to  promote  the  growth  of  the 
soul — the  spirit.  In  recent  art  we  find  a  devotion  to 
technique  rather  than  to  ideas  or  ideals.  A  desire  to 
perform  stunts  rather  than  to  inspire.  Thus  we  find 
modern  art  expression  of  average  quality.  We  have 
many  artists  but  no  great  art.  A  unique  example  of 
one  of  the  modern  artistic  stunts  is  that  canvas — I  can 
hardly  call  it  a  picture — ^called  'The  Nude  Descend- 
ing the  Stair."  To  the  casual  eye  it  is  a  representa- 
tion of'  planes  and  lines  extending  diagonally  across 
the  line  of  vision.  It  looks  much  like  a  loosened  bundle 
of  shingles  falling  from  a  roof.  It  is  an  attempt  to 
paint  not  an  object  but  motion  itself,  and  if  viewed 
carefully  at  the  right  angle  with  the  eyes  half  closed 
and  moved  slowly  across  the  canvas  the  stunt  is  real- 
ized. The  lines  and  planes  come  to  life  and  the  nude 
figure  of  a  woman  runs  down  the  stairs  and  stops 
suddenly  at  their  foot.  I  know,  for  I  saw  it  myself. 
But  it  isn't  what  we  call  art.  It  is  not  beauty — -it 
awakens  no  f'eeling,  except  wonder  that  such  a  trick 
is  possible.  So  the  modern  legerdemain  of  the  brush 
portrays  motion,  light,  air,  wonderful  technique,  but 
gives  us  no  thrills  of  joy,  adds  nothing  to  our  culture. 
It  is  machine  made. 

In  modern  music  is  the  same  devotion  to  technique, 
with  a  tendency  to  reproduce  the  masterpieces  of  the 
past  rather  than  to  create  new  master  symphonies. 
The  use  of  the  machines,  Victrola,  Arapico  and  Radio 
which  so  widely  broadcast  the  music  of  the  masters, 
as  well  as  of  the  jazzers,  this  dominance  of  machine 
made  music  conduces  to  passivity — day  dreaming  on 
the  part  of  the  hearer.  It  does  not  arouse  the  ambi- 
tion to  new  creative  effort,  for  which  purposefully 
directed  thinking  is  necessary.  Technique  becomes 
more  perfect,  but  mechanical.  Our  music  loses  the 
human  element,  the  soul  of  the  performer  speaking 
through  the  music.  The  performer  becomes  not  even 
an  organ-grinder — he  doesn't  even  have  to  grind- — • 
just  punches  a  button  or  looses  a  lever  and  music 
pours  out. 

When  we  come  to  drama,  the  case  is  even  more  seri- 
ous. I  read  some  place  that  only  five  percent  of  the 
theatre  admissions  are  for  stage  productions,  which 
some  movie  fan  has  belittled  to  "the  speakies".  Just 
think  of  a  Sarah  Bernhardt  called  a  "speakie"!  This 
same  article  said  that  in  this  country  there  is  a  film 
theatre  for  every  seven  thousand  people!  Even  their 
greatest  admirers  must  admit  that  film  plays  are  ma- 
chine made  from  every  angle,  from  production  to  pre- 
sentation. Even  the  actors  have  no  individual  initia- 
tive. They  almost  seem  robots  who  are  wound  up, 
or  puppets  whose  strings  are  pulled  by  the  producers. 
Here  again  the  emphasis  is  on  technique,  not  on  ideas 
nor  ideals.     Film  drama   tends  to   destroy  thought   in 


the  onlookers,  they  only  emotionalize  and  the  emotion 
is   rather  cheap   at  that. 

Our  poets  of  today  are  more  intent  on  finding  new 
ways — stunt  ways — in  which  to  express  themselves 
than  in  searching  for  great  ideas  to  express.  We  have 
a  marvelous  use  of  words  and  tricks  of  rhyme  and 
rhythm,  words  used  to  obscure  thought  rather  than 
express  it,  and  at  the  end  we  say  "how  clever",  not 
"how  great,  how  wonderful". 

The  syndicate  production  of  articles  and  stories  is 
destructive  of  thought  and  originality.  A  book  that 
must  be  finished  by  a  certain  time  keeps  its  author  on 
the  jump.  He  can't  live  and  love  and  humanize  his 
people  or  his  ideas — he  must  just  pound  a  typewriter 
and  do  it  f'ast.  New  spontaneous,  creative  ideas,  not 
exactly  germane  to  his  present  galloping  production, 
must  be  ignored  for  a  leisure  moment  and  when  that 
moment  comes,  if  it  ever  does,  the  idea  refuses  to 
emerge  from  the  unconscious  storehouse  to  which  his 
creator  consigned  it  and  so  is  lost,  perhaps  forever. 

In  modern  education  we  see  two  tendencies — one 
reactionary  and  mechanistic,  as  where  one  of  our 
Western  States  proposes  to  close  all  schools  excepting 
the  public  schools,  with  their  more  or  less  mechanical 
courses  of  study,  so  making  all  children  the  products 
of  a  machine.  This  is  proposed  in  the  course  of  a 
higher  loyalty  to  the  "State" — another  great  machine, 
the  dominant  machine  of  all.  An  article  in  a  late 
number  of  the  Atlantic  shows  the  evil  that  may  result. 
It  says,  "If  our  Democracy  is  to  endure,  it  must  re- 
spect, especially  in  its  schools  the  qualities  which  alone 
can  save  it — ^individualism,  variety,  personal  initiative. 
To  suppress  all  non-state  groups  in  the  supposed  inter- 
ests of  a  national  loyalty  will  always  be  opposed  by 
right  thinking  men  as  an  act  of  grossest  tyranny,  the 
final  result  of'  which  can  only  be  destructive  of  the 
State  itself".  Opposed  to  this  is  the  second  and  more 
hopeful  tendency  of  many  modern  movements  toward 
a  greater  individualization  of  education.  In  Califor- 
nia is  an  organization  whose  motto  is  "It  is  the  school 
that  is  public  not  the  child — he  is  not  a  national  unit, 
he  is  an  ndividual".  Many  new  schools,  such  as  the 
Platoon  School  at  Gary,  Indiana,  the  observation  school 
conducted  by  Columbia  College  and  Princeton's  new 
method  of  individual  and  independent  research,  are 
the  first  indications  of  the  revolt  against  a  mechanical 
world,  and  coming  from  the  educational  field  of  en- 
deavor gives  hope  for  the  future. 

Our  government  has  had  a  recrudescence  of  late  to 
the  old  Puritan  idea  that  man  can  be  made  moral  by 
law.  So  we  have  had  the  "blue  laws"  and  the  multi- 
plicity of  laws  attempting  to  regulate  man's  every 
action.  A  moral  machine  is  liable  to  break  down  at 
the  most  critical  moment,  but  man,  free,  independent 
and  good  because  he  wants  to  be  good,  is  the  captain 
of  his  soul  and  fit  to  be  a  ruler  of  his  state. 

Politics  is  frankly  a  machine  and  we  speak  of  the 
party  machine  not  as  a  term  of  reprobation,  but  of 
approval.  "Of  the  party,  by  the  party,  and  for  the 
party".

Instead  now  do  we  not  place  our  emphasis 
on  the  non-essentials  on  the  "Church"  the  organiza- 
tion, on  splendor  of  buildings,  on  size  of  congregations, 
on  the  doctrines  of'  theology,  on  controversies  between 
modernists  and  fundamentalists.  The  greatest  Teacher 
of  all  gave  us  the  real  foundation  of  all  religion — 
that  new  commandment — "That  ye  love  one  another".

ganization  loses  its  soul,  those  who  work  lose  interest 
when  they  only  administer  impersonal  support,  and 
the  recipients  lose  the  only  thing  that  makes  charity 
endurable — the  interest  and  love  of  the  giver. 

But  time  is  too  short  to  point  out  any  further  ex- 
amples of  machine  activities.  You  all  know  them,  so 
I  will  ask  and  try  to  answer  a  few  questions: 

Are   machines  or  organizations   evil   in  themselves? 

No,  they  are  valuable,  necessary,  'tis  their  dominance 
that  is  harmf'ul. 

What  is  the  evil  their  dominance  entails? 

They  tend  to  destroy  individuality,  to  reduce  humans 
to  the  status  of  "robots",  to  destroy  personal  respon- 
sibility, to  develop  herd  consciousness,  as  opposed  to 
individual  consciousness,  to  make  every  man  after  the 
same  pattern,  to  make  him  think  in  grooves  and  act  in 
ruts,  in  fact  to  standardize  man — to  dehumanize  him. 
Man  is  a  triune  being — body,  mind,  soul — all  must  be 
developed  equally,  any  over-emphasis  on  one  principle 
deteriorates  the  others,  usually  the  next  higher  the 
most.  If  man  concentrates  his  vital  urge  on  the  physi- 
cal and  material — his  mind  and  soul  suffer.  Any  prin- 
ciple or  faculty  unused  tends  to  atrophy.  If  mind  and 
soul     atrophy    man    becomes     an     "adding    machine". 


There  are  still  many  thinkers,  inventors,  creators;  per- 
haps ten  percent  of  civilized  man  thinks,  but  we  must 
all  think — not  let  these  great  ones  think  for  us.  Our 
prime  duty  is  individual  development.  Soul  growth 
is  our  only  excuse  for  being.  Our  second  duty  is  to 
return  our  accumulated  individual  value  to  society 
in  service  for  mankind. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  quote  from  a  sermon 
preached  by  Rabbi  Edgar  F.  Magnin  of  our  city, 
"Men  are  not  machines,  nor  can  human  souls  be  sub- 
jected to  system.  A  civilization  that  fails  to  consider 
the  human  element  and  undervalues  the  importance 
of  emotions,  moods,  aspirations,  ideals,  and  all  of'  the 
things  that  make  man  human,  must  perish  and  fall. 
Nor  can  men  place  all  their  hopes  in  the  works  of 
their  hands  and  succeed.  Unless  the  hearts  and  souls 
of  men  be  cultivated  they  will  destroy  themselves  with 
their  own  machines.  We  must  take  heed  lest  we  make 
idols  of  such  terms  as  'system',  'efficiency',  'saving 
time'  and  some  of  the  other  catch  words  that  have 
burst  forth  from  the  shell  of  a  commercial  and  ma- 
terial civilization.  Life  was  given  man  to  be  enjoyed 
— to  be  made  beautiful — to  be  glorified  with  freedom, 
faith  and  art."

After  ten  years  of  faithful  service,  Mrs.  Robert 
Fargo  has  retired  from  the  office  of  program  chair- 
manship of  the  Los  Angeles  Audubon  Society,  much 
to  the  regret  of  those  who  have  worked  with  her  and 
have  the  continued  progress  of  the  society  at  heart. 
As  president  of'  the  Audubon  Society  during  1914  and 
1915  she  prepared  her  own  programs,  thus  bringing 
to  the  chairmanship  of  a  new  administration  a  natural 
ability  enhanced  by  the  wisdom  of  experience,  mak- 
ing her  work  of  two-fold  value.

Her  sole  object  has  been  to  advance  the  Audubon 
movement  of'  bird  and  natural  life  conservation,  and 
through  the  society's  educational  programs,  to  impress 
the  public  with  the  importance  and  uplifting  influence 
of  Nature  study.  A  woman  of  culture,  she  is  qualified 
to  approach  scientists  on  their  own  ground   and  to  so 


successfully  wield  her  scepter  of  persuasive  appeal  for 
their  time  and  knowledge,  as  to  invariably  meet  with 
a  ready  response. 

The  society's  programs,  which  are  open  to  the  pub- 
lic, have  become  noted  for  their  accurate  knowledge, 
scientific  data  and  fascinating  themes.  Naturalists 
and  nature  lovers  are  specially  attracted  to  these  in- 
structive lectures.  Without  thought  or  desire  for  self 
exaltation;  but  counting  her  labors  as  special  privi- 
leges, Mrs.  Fargo  has  serenely  borne  the  Los  Angeles 
Audubon  program  standard  to  its  present  dignified 
success.

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BIRDS  AND  MAN 

By  Frank  M.   Chapman 

An  address  delivered  in  Washington,  D.  C,  May  22, 

1924,   before  the  National  Conference  on  Recreation, 

called   by   President   Coolidge. 


The  myths  and  legends  of  primitive  peoples  no  less 
than  the  literature  of  our  own  day  reflect  the  remark- 
able, one  may  even  say  the  mysterious  influence  which 
at  all  times  birds  have  had  on  the  mind  of  man. 

An  endless  variety  of  feathered  forms  enter  into  the 
superstitions  and  ceremonials  of  savages.  The  Stolk 
brings  us  into  the  world  and  at  the  call  of  the  Owl  we 
leave  it.  We  make  war  beneath  the  aegis  of  the 
Eagle,  and  the  Dove  bears  our  emblem  of  peace;  while 
everyone  has  intimate  relations  with  those  "little  birds" 
which  tell  us  things  which  we  are  not  supposed  to 
know ! 

Moses  advocated  bird-protection;  Solomon  marked 
the  season  by  the  time  of  the  singing  ol'  birds.  Aris- 
tophanes, four  hundred  years  before  Christ,  wrote: 
"But  of  late  birds  are  the  fashion;  birds  are  all  in  all. 
Our  modes  of  life  are  grown  to  be  mere  copies  of 
birds'  habits".  Hudson's  pages  sing  with  the  melodies 
of  birds,  and  Thornton  Burgess  puts  our  children  to 
sleep  with  bed-time  stories  of  Blue  Jay  and  Chickadee. 

We  may  say  that  the  birds'  appeal  is  made  through 
their  beauty  of  plumage,  sweetness  of  voice,  their  in- 
telligence, grace  of  motion  and  space-defying  mastery 
of'  the  air,  but  there  will  still  remain  an  elusive  some- 
thing which  bespeaks  a  closer  relation  between  bird 
and  man  than  is  revealed  in  our  zoological  classifica- 
tion. 

I  can  give  no  ornithological  reason  for  the  belief, 
but  for  my  part  I  am  confident  that  everyone  is  born 
with  a  bird  in  his  heart.  Whether  this  implies  a  line 
of  descent  from  same  avian  ancestor  or  whether  it  is 
the  gift  of  forbears  who  lived  nearer  to  nature  than 
we  do  today,  the  fact  remains  that  we  all  have  an 
inherent  interest  in  bird  life  which  needs  only  to  be 
aroused  and  developed  to  become  a  potent  bond  be- 
tween us  and  nature,  and  an  uplifting  influence  of  in- 
estimable value. 

,  iWhen  Izaak  Walton,  after  describing  the  songs  of 
tjje  Skylark,  Thrush  and  Nightingale,  said,  "Lord, 
what  music  hast  Thou  provided  I'or  the  saints  in 
Heaven  when  Thou  affordest  bad  men  such  music  on 
-  earth?"  he  was  but  giving  voice  to  the  bird  within 
him. 

When  Burns  wrote,  "I  never  hear  the  loud,  solitary 
Whistle  of  the  curlew  in  a  summer  afternoon,  or  the 
wild  mixing  of  a  troop  of  gray  plovers  in  an  autumnal 
morning,  without  feeling  an  elevation  of  soul  like  the 
enthusiasm  of  devotion  and  poetry,"  he  paid  just 
tiibute  to  the  power  of  birds'  songs.  Burroughs,  on 
hearing,  at  evening,  the  solemn  chant  of  the  Hermit 
Thrush,  writes  in  almost  similar  vein  of  that  "serene 
exaltation  of  sentiment"  of  which  "music,  literature, 
and  religion  are  but  the  faint  types  and  symbols." 

And  Emerson  gave  expression  to  that  sympathy 
with  birds  which  has  so  often  been  the  inspiration  of 
poets,  when  he  wrote, 

Beloved  of  children,  bards  of  the  spring, 
O  Birds  your  perf'ect  virtues  bring: 
Your  forms,  your  songs,  your  rhythmic  flight, 
Your  manners  for  the  heart's  delight. 

But  how,  to  quote  again  from  Emerson,  may  we 
"come  at  these  enchantments?"  how  may  we  make  the 
acquaintance  of  the  potential  bird  within  us?  Our 
existing  relations  to  birds  may  be  grouped  under  four 
heads:    Science,     Sport,     Commerce,     and      Sentiment. 


Science  reveals,  classifies,  explains,  co-ordinates,  in- 
forms and  instructs.  I  believe  it  is  demonstrable  that 
our  fast-growing  realization  of  the  beauty  and  value 
of  birds  is  founded  largely  on  the  work  of  scientific 
ornithologists,  whose  influence  as  a  body  began  to 
be  effective  in  this  country  with  the  founding  of  the 
American  Ornithologists'  Union  in  1883.  It  was  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Union  that  our  Government  es- 
tablished a  bureau  for  the  study  of  the  economic  rela- 
tions  of   birds — now   the   Biological    Survey. 

It  is  to  members  of  the  Union  that  we  owe  the 
formation  of  the  Audubon  Society,  the  first  and  most 
effective  organization  in  America  for  the  protection  of 
birds  and  the  dissemination  of  information  concerning 
them.  So  I  enter  a  plea  for  the  encouragement  of 
tlje  technical  researches  of  the  scientist  which,  to  the 
layman,  often  seem  so  futile,  but  which  in  the  aggre- 
gate are  of  such  basic  importance. 

There  is,  however,  one  branch  of  scientific  ornith- 
ology, the  value  of  which  is  so  obvious  that  no  excuse 
is  needed  for  its  pursuit.  This  is  the  study  of  the 
food  habits  of  birds.  In  this  field,  thanks  to  Federal 
and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  state  support,  the  United 
States  stands  pre-eminent.  The  ear  that  is  deaf  to 
bird-song,  the  hardened  heart  that  holds  only  a  fossil 
bird  embryo,  may  still  be  reached  by  an  appeal  to  that 
sense  of  profit  and  loss  that  rarely  atrophies.  When 
the  voter  and  the  lawmaker  learn  that  the  stomach  of 
a  single  Cedar-bird  contained  100  canker  worms,  that 
one  Cuckoo  had  eaten  250  tent-caterpillars,  that  454 
plant-lice  were  found  in  the  stomach  of  a  Chickadee, 
that  a  Flicker  had  devoured  1,000  chinch  bugs,  that  a 
Scarlet  Tanager  was  seen  to  eat  630  gypsy  moth 
caterpillars  in  18  minutes,  or  at  the  rate  of  2,100  an 
hour,  and  that  a  Maryland  Yellow-throat  ate  3,500 
plant-lice  in  40  minutes,  they  are  apt  to  sit  up  and 
take  notice ! 

Thanks  to  the  researches  of  economic  ornithologists, 
we  are  in  possession  of  a  mass  oi'  data  concerning  the 
food  of  birds,  proving  beyond  question  their  incal- 
cuable  value  as  the  destroyers  of  weed  seeds  and  as 
Nature's  check  upon  the  undue  increase  of  injurious 
insects  and  noxious  rodents.  While  I  believe  that  no 
question  of  sentiment  should  prevent  due  justice  be- 
ing meted  out  to  bird  offenders,  I  hope  that  this  body 
will  protest  against  the  wholesale  condemnation  of 
any  bird  without  due  consideration  of  its  merits,  as 
well  as  its  demerits.  A  verdict  should  not  be  pro- 
nounced by  the  plaintiff;  give  the  accused  a  hearing 
before  the  "Federal  Court"  of  the  Biological  Survey. 
Then    we    may    accept    whatever    decision    is    handed 
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down  with  the  assurance  that  it  is  based  on  adequate 
evidence  and  an  unbiased,  expert  estimate  of  it,  not 
from  a  local,  but  from  a  national  viewpoint. 

When  we  learn  that  some  five  million  hunting  li- 
censes are  annually  issued  in  this  country,  chiefly  to 
hunters  of  water-f'owl,  quail,  and  grouse,  we  get  some 
conception  of  the  demand  which  sport  makes  on  bird 
life. 

The  person  who  attempts  to  explain  how  the  sports- 
man may  thrill  to  the  music  of  Bob-white  in  the  spring 
and  joyfully  kill  him  in  the  fall,  sets  himself  no  easy 
task.  "They  both  feed  and  refresh  him;  feed  him 
with  their  choice  bodies  and  refresh  him  with  their 
heavenly  voices,"  a  statement  which  quaintly  but  clear- 
ly expresses  the  dual  nature  of  imperfect  man. 

In  England  not  only  game-birds,  but  Plovers'  eggs 
and  even  the  bodies  of  Skylarks  are  still  sold  for  food, 
but  the  fact  that  in  this  country  the  sale  of  all  wild 
birds  is  prohibited  is  an  indication  of  our  gradually 
changing  attitude  toward  bird-life.  If  one  may  pre- 
dict the  evolution  of  a  race  from  the  development  of 
the  individual,  the  day  will  come  when  we  will  all 
get  more  pleasure  from  intimate  association  with  birds 
than  we  do  now  in  hunting  them.  Many  men  we  know 
have  laid  aside  the  gun  for  the  field-glass  and  camera. 
Witness,  for  example,  the  transformation  of  Jack 
Miner  from  a  market  hunter  to  a  zealous  conserva- 
tionist. 

Meantime  let  us  take  human  nature  as  we  find  it 
and  in  the  light  of  his  unequaled  record  as  a  bird- 
protector,  place  our  assets  in  game-birds  in  the  hands 
of  the  sportsman  knowing  that  he,  more  than  anyone 
else,  is  concerned  in  their  conservation.  To  sportsmen 
chiefly  we  owe  existence  of  the  Federal  Migratory  Bird 
Law,  the  most  effective  legislation  of  its  kind  ever  en- 
acted ;  and  if  we  will  stand  behind  the  sportsman  in 
his  efforts  to  improve  and  enforce  protective  measures, 
to  establish  sanctuaries  and  game  refuges,  we  may  be 
assured  of  the  continued  existence  of  the  birds  which 
are  his  special  wards. 

Time  permits  me  only  to  mention  the  bloody  history 
of  the  bird  in  commerce  as  the  greed  of  man  and  the 
vanity  of  woman  has  brought  species  after  species  to 
the  verge  of  extermination.  Beginning  with  the  day 
when  a  dawning  desire  f'or  decoration  prompted  sav- 
ages to  wear  feathers,  mankind  has  waged  a  world 
war  against  birds  for  their  plumage.  On  the  Ameri- 
can front,  thanks  to  the  Audubon  Society,  the  enemy 
is  held  in  check,  but  we  must  remain  under  arms.  In 
other  parts  of  the  world  the  battle  is  still  on,  and,  as 
in  another  crisis  we  sent  forces  over  seas,  so  we 
should  now  assist  our  allied  conservationists,  who  less 
fortunate  than  we,  are  still  unable  to  stop  the  wanton 
and  disastrous  traffic  in  feathers  of  birds. 

And  finally  I  speak  of  the  sentiment  of  ornithology: 
of  the  bird  not  as  a  specimen  to  be  dissected  and  classi- 
fied, not  as  our  efficient  co-worker  in  garden,  field  and 
forest,  not  as  a  creature  to  be  hunted  in  sport  or  killed 
for  its  plumage,  but  as  the  most  eloquent  expression  of 
Nature's  beauty,  joy,  and  freedom. 

The  clarion  'honk"  of  migratory  geese  wedging  their 
way  to  parts  unknown,  the  call  of  the  Loon  on  lonely 
mountain  lake,  the  sunrise  carol  of  the  Robin  on  our 
lawn,  the  evening  hymn  of  the  Hermit  Thrush  in  the 
cathedral  of  hemlocks,  "Do  you  ne'er  think  of  what 
wondrous  beings  these?"  How  clearly  their  notes 
express  the  sentiment  of  the  season,  place  and  hour! 
How  eagerly  the  bird  in  our  heart  responds  to  them! 
I  will  base  no  argument  for  their  protection  on  the 
character  of  their  food.  I  should  resent  an  inquiry  as 
to  their  economic  status.  Do  we  ask  a  statue  how 
many  bugs  it  can  devour  before  we  accord  it  a  place 
in  our  parks  or  galleries?  Why,  then,  should  our 
plea  for  the  continued  existence  of  creatures  infinitely 
more   attractive  than  the  most  perfect  product  of'  the 


sculptor's  chisel  be  based    on    an    analysis     of     their 
stomach  contents? 

And,  so,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  commend  to  you  and  your 
associates  the  cause  of  Citizen  Bird,  with  a  hope  that 
you  may  secure  for  him  that  consideration  from  man 
which  science,  sport,  and  sentiment  acclaim  he  so  well 
deserves.

RIGHTS   AND   DUTIES   OF 
CITIZENSHIP

The  subject  of  citizenship  is  receiving  more  attention 
at  the  present  time  than  it  ever  has  in  all  past  history. 

There  are  two  reasons  for  this:  one  because  it  is 
the  year  of  our  national  campaign,  when  we  elect  the 
highest  officer  of  our  land,  and  the  other  is  the  ex- 
tensive and  intensive  study  of'  our  Federal  Consti- 
tution. 

Citizenship  may  be  classified  as  good,  bad,  and  in- 
different; as  constructive  and  destructive.  In  consid- 
ering constructive  good  citizenship,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  go  back  into  history  for  more  than  a  century, 
to  the  formation  of  our  government. 

With  the  independence  of  our  country,  it  became 
necessary  that  new  laws  be  made,  and  some  of  the 
leading  citizens  met  to  form  a  new  government. 
Among  these  were  such  able  and  well  known  men  as 
Benjamin  Franklin,  Thomas  Jefferson,  John  Adams, 
and  many  other  capable  statesmen  of  the  times.  After 
eleven   months  of  earnest   consideration,   the   "Articles 
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of  Confederation,'  'were  adopted,  but  these  were  soon 
found  to  be  insufficient  to  meet  ttie  needs  of  the  newly 
f'ormd  government.  It  became  evident  that  a  stronger 
government  must  be  organized,  and  the  legislators  of 
the  country  applied  themselves  to  the  task.  Among 
these  most  prominent  to  advocate  a  change  of  govern- 
ment were  Hamilton  and  Madison,  both  men  of  high 
intellect,  ability  and  statesmanship.  To  these  men, 
aided  by  the  wise  council  of  Washington  and  the  ven- 
erable Franklin,  is  given  the  chief  credit  for  the  com- 
pleteness of  the  Federal  Constitution  and  to  Gouver- 
neur  Morris,  its  simple   and   concise  composition. 

While  it  does  not  conflict  with  the  laws  and  constitu- 
tion of  any  of  the  individual  states,  every  law  of  our 
country  and  every  negotiation  with  any  foreign  coun- 
try must  be  submissive  to  this  law.  It  is  the  supreme 
law  of  our  land. 

Our  next  example  of  great  American  citizenship 
occurs  many  years  later  when  our  beloved  Abraham 
Lincoln  in  enforcing  the  law  of  our  Constitution  signed 
the  Emancipation  Proclamation,  thereby  freeing  three 
million  slaves.  No  greater  event  is  recorded  in  Am- 
erican history.  Lincoln's  name  lives  today  as  the 
"Great  Emancipator,"  and  will  always  be  loved  for 
his  great  humanity  to  man. 

Another  period  of  more  than  fifty  years  has  passed 
and  we  have  another  example  of  great  citizenship, 
when  Woodrow  Wilson,  answered  the  call  of  the  suf- 
fering nations  in  the  great  World  War,  and  gave 
months  of  his  time  in  time  in  strenuous  efforts  in  their 
behalf,  wrecking  his  health  and  bringing  his  life  to 
an  untimely  end.  It  is  said  that  in  the  future  genera- 
tions Woodrow  Wilson  will  be  one  of  our  honored 
heroes,  and  his  name  will  be  ranked  with  Washington 
and   Lincoln. 

We  could  not  attempt  to  mention  all  of  our  honored 
citizens,  as  their  number  is  legion.  Nor  are  they 
all  statesmen:  in  the  World  War  we  had  the  Dollar  a 
Year  man,  who  gave  his  time  and  fortune  to  the 
cause.  We  had  nearly  four  millian  American  soldiers 
who  answered  the  call  of  their  country,  and  many 
sacrificed  their  lives  that  our  government  might  stand 
unmolested.  Nearly  every  man,  woman  and  child 
did  their  part  to  make  our  nation  safe  for  democracy. 

Our  foreign  immigration  is  responsible  for  much 
of  our  bad  citizenship.  While  most  of  these  people 
come  here  with  honest  intentions  and  make  good  citi- 
zens, many  are  Bolsheviks  and  criminals,  coming  for 
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the  purpose  of'  making  discord.  It  is  claimed  that 
Europe  at  the  present  time  is  making  the  United  States 
a  dumping  ground  for  its  crominals.  A  few  weeks  ago 
a  school  for  Bolsheviks  was  discovered  in  the  out- 
skirts of  San  Pedro  where  they  were  studying  and  cir- 
culating their  literature.  This  school  was  broken  up 
by  the  police,  but  it  is  impossible  to  know  how  much 
of  this  activity  is  going  on.  A  few  years  ago  it  was 
found  that  anarchy  was  well  rooted  in  our  State  Uni- 
versity at  Berkeley. 

According  to  statistics  just  compiled  in  Los  An- 
geles, it  was  found  that  31  per  cent  of  the  population 
are  foreigners.  When  we  stop  to  think,  this  means 
nearly  every  third  person  in  that  large  city  of  over 
a  million  people.  In  many  of  the  eastern  cities, 
the  percentage  is  even  greater.  In  New  York 
City,  it  is  claimed  that  42  per  cent  of'  the 
population  is  foreign.  With  the  annual  immigration 
of'  350,000,  we  have  cause  to  think  of  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation,  and  to  ask  what  can  be  done  to  change 
this  condition.  The  solution  to  the  problem  is  legis- 
lation and  education.  If  the  people  of  this  country 
knew  of  all  of  the  plotting  and  intrigue  going  on 
against  our  government,  our  legislative  halls  would 
again  echo  with  the  words  of  Patrick  Henry,  "We 
must  legislate  or  we  will  perish." 

During  the  draft  in  the  World  War  it  was  found 
that  40  per  cent  of  the  American  soldiers  were  illit- 
erate and  90  per  cent  knew  nothing  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  their  country.  This  matter  has  been  taken 
up  by  Martin  Wade,  who  has  presented  it  to  the 
legislature  of  the  different  states  and  has  succeeded  in 
having  a  law  passed  in  tvventy-five  states  requiring 
the  teachers  of  th  public  schools  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion on  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  teach  it  in  the 
schools.  A  text  book  is  being  prepared,  putting  the 
constitution  in  a  simplified  form,  so  that  pupils  as 
low  as  the  sixth  grade  can  understand  it.  This  book 
is    planned    to    be    in    use    the    coming  year. 
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The  high  schools  are  also  taking  up  the  study  of 
the  Constitution,  and  oratorical  contests  have  been 
held  all  over  our  state  and  country.  This  study  can 
not  fail  to  promote  better  citizenship  in  our  rising 
generation. 

The  indifferent  citizen  is  neither  destructive  or  con- 
structive. He  is  not  a  nation  builder,  a  community 
builder  nor  a  home  builder.  He  is  like  the  man  in  the 
parable  of  the  ten  talents,  "He  only  had  one  talent, 
and  he  buried  it."  Had  our  country  to  depend  on  the 
indifferent  citizen,  there  VFOuld  be  no  progress.  In- 
stead of  living  under  the  greatest  government  on  earth, 
we  might  still  be  under  British  authority,  paying  taxes 
to  support  royalty.  Had  our  forefathers  been  of  this 
type  in  the  days  of  the  Civil  War,  our  Union  would 
have  been  disrupted  and  slavery  would  still  be  a  con- 
dition. At  the  time  of  the  World  War,  had  the  in- 
different citizen  been  in  majority,  we  might  now  be 
under  German  rule,  with  the  Kaiser  for  our  "Lord 
and   Master." 

We  are  the  people  just  the  same  today  as  they  were 
in  1787,  when  our  Constitution  was  formed,  and  it  is 
our  privilege  and  our  duty  to  use  our  right  of  fran- 
chise to  elect  people  to  make  the  kind  of  laws  we 
f'eel  our  nation  needs  and  help  see  that  they  are  ob- 
served. We  must  stand  for  "One  Nation  Indivisible 
with  Freedom  and  the  Right  of  Happiness  for  All." 


NEW  "BLUE  BOOK"  OUT 

Changes  numerous  and  important  are  recorded  in 
the  current  issue  of  the  Southwest  Blue  Book,  just 
received.  This  popular  society  and  club  director}', 
issued  annually  by  Lenora  H.  King,  is  now  in  its 
twenty-second  edition,  and  many  persons  who  retain 
their  copies  from  year  to  year,  look  upon  them  as 
invaluable  records  of  a  rapidly  changing  local  his- 
tory, the  book  having  been  inseparable  from  the  city's 
social  and  club  life  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

The  present  number  is  thicker  by  many  pages  than 
that  of  last  year,  not  a  few  new  residents  having  been 
listed,  while  the  club  department  shows  a  decided  in- 
crease of  organizations,  ranging  from  country,  yacht 
and  other  pleasure  clubs  to  the  organized  bodies  in 
which   women   seriously   study  economc  problems   and 


seek  to  bring  about  better  municipal  and  national  con- 
ditions. Newly  elected  officers,  together  with  places 
and  times  of  meetings  are  given,  and  indeed  the  book, 
taken  all  in  all,  contains  an  ensemble  of  valuable  infor- 
mation that  shows  much  careful  editing  and  attention 
to  detail. 

There  is  a  roster  of  the  Pacific  Fleet  ships  stationed 
off  San  Pedro — names  of  the  officers  being  given — 
while  a  record  of  the  year's  fashionable  weddings  is 
another  feature,  and  the  generous  club  department  fol- 
lows, telling  in  concise  form,  an  interesting  story  of 
activity  and  expansion  along  all  lines.

THE  FRIDAY  MORNING  CLUB

"With  privileges  come  responsibilities"  is  perhaps, 
a  trite  saying  but  when  applied  to  club  or  community 
life  it  takes  on  a  broader  meaning.  With  Friday 
Morning  Club's  new  and  spacious  building,  there  are 
possibilities  in  dispensng  hospitality  and  friendliness 
that  have  never  been  available  before.  To  realize 
them  a  new  committee  is  now  functioning  in  the  club, 
that  of  Reciprocal  Relations.  It  is  the  plan  of  this 
committee,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  John  T.  Cole- 
man, the  chairman,  to  have  as  a  guest  at  each  Friday 
luncheon  the  president  of'  some  federated  club  in  the 
district  and  to  give  time  on  the  program  for  a  word 
of  greeting  and  an  outline  of  the  nature  of  the  work 
of  the  club  she  represents. 

It  has  been  one  of  the  most  interesting  features  of 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Federation  to  listen 
to  the  "Four  Minute  Women"  outline,  in  a  brief  way, 
the  nature  and  work  of  the  various  clubs,  and  in 
that  way  we  have  discovered  that  clubs  as  well  as 
people,  have  distinct  personalities.  Another  new  fea- 
ture, made  possible  by  the  new  club  house,  and  be- 
ing introduced  this  year,  is  that  of  extending  hospi- 
tality to  husbands  of'  members.  To  that  end  a  "Hus- 
band's dinner"  was  given  on  October  24  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  John  Newton  Russell.  Mrs.  Andrew 
Stewart  Lobingier  was  toastmistress  and  the  success 
of  the  first  dinner  immediately  established  it  as  a 
monthly  occurrence  in  Friday  Morning  Club  activities. 

Although  hospitality  plays  an  important  part  in  club 
life,  after  all  the  program  is  the  thing.  In  the  first 
half  of  the  October  calendar  the  members  heard  three 
ditsinctive  programs  of  interest.  On  October  3,  Mr. 
John  Clair  Monteith,  of  New  York,  gave  a  song  re- 
cital. On  October  10  Miss  Nellie  Fernandez,  of  Mexi- 
co and  Senor  Luigi  Ferrazzano,  of  South  America, 
presented  a  most  artistic  program  of  folk  songs  and 
dances.  On  October  17  the  Presidential  campaign 
issues  were  presented  by  speakers  of  note  represnting 
all  political  parties  that  have  presidential  candidates. 

The  section  meetings  are,  to  many  members  of'  the 
club,  of  more  interest  even  than  the  regular  Friday 
morning  programs.  One  of  the  largest  meetings  was 
the  Travel  Luncheon,  when  the  program  was  given 
by  two  of  the  club  members — Mrs.  Estelle  Heartt 
Dreyfus  speaking  on  South  America  and  Mrs.  E.  K. 
Foster   speaking  on   Ceylon. 

The  Literature  Committee,  Dr.  Dorothea  Moore 
chairman,  gave  their  first  program  on  October  14, 
when  the  life  and  letters  of  Olive  Schreiner  were  re- 
viewed by  Eva  Newman  Gilmour  and  Anne  Kava- 
naugh. 

Mrs.  Gustav  Biofkman,  a  member  of  the  District 
Federation  Art  Department,  is  also  chairman  of  the 
Art  Department  of  the  Friday  Morning  Club  and  the 
club  is  indebted  to  her  for  two  noted  exhibitions  for 
for  the  month  of  October,  one  a  collection  of  rare 
Japanese  prints  by  T.  R.  Flemming  and  the  other  by 
Evan  Kalmykoff.  The  Art  Section  will  hold  a  monthly 
meeting  in  the  Assembly  Room  as  well  as  conduct  pil- 
grimages to  studios. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  French  Reading  Circle, 
conducted  by  Mrs.  Jules  Kauffman,  the  Assembly  Room 
was  filled  with  French  speaking  people  who  were 
highly  entertained  by  two  charming  French  comedies 
under  the  direction  of  Madame  Isabelle  Archinard, 
a  teacher  of  French  at  the  Hollywood  School  for  Girls. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  month  a  program  on  Na- 
poleon was  given  by  Professor  Guerard,  of  the  French 


department  of  the  University  of  California,  Southern 
Branch.  On  the  last  Friday  of'  the  month  a  play, 
"The  Tender  Passion,"  was  presented  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Dickson  Morgan.  Mrs.  Morgan  is  better  known 
in  club  circles  as  Willamene  Wilkes.

LECTURE   COURSES   IN   LOS   ANGELES   EBELL 

Four  courses  of  lectures  in  the  departments  of  Los 
Angeles  Ebell  are  attracting  appreciative  audiences. 

Mrs.  Samuel  Puterbaugh,  curator  of  the  Music  Sec- 
tion, by  reason  of  her  long  association  with  the  art- 
ists of  the  city  and  her  generous  patronage  of  all 
things  musical,  is  in  a  position  to  present  in  her  de- 
partment unusually  brilliant  programs,  and,  in  addi- 
tion, she  has  prevailed  upon  Gertrude  Ross,  the  vrell 
known  composer  and  pianist,  to  give  a  course  of'  lec- 
tures taking  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  for  her  sub- 
ject. The  instruments  comprising  a  symphony  or- 
chestra will  be  described  as  to  value  and  tone  color 
and  the  programs  for  the  current  concerts  will  be 
analyzed  and  the  themes  illustrated  on  the  piano.  Any 
one  attending  the  concerts  will  find  these  lectures  of 
inestimable  value  in  the  fuller  appreciation  of  the 
music. 

"Through  the  Bible,  A  Book  At  a  Time,"  is  the 
subject  of  the  course  of  lectures  being  given  before 
the  Bible  department  by  Miss  Winifred  M.  Rouzee, 
the  well  known  authority,  whose  vivid  personality 
and  brilliant  mind  hold  her  audience's  keenest  atten- 
tion. In  this  course  Miss  Rouzee  plans  to  give  the 
connected  story  of  the  Bible  as  it  is  unfolded  in  the 
different  books  of  the  Old  Testament,  giving  character 
sketches  of  the  great  men  and  women  of'  Bible  History. 
Commencing  in  January,  Mr.  Frederick  Warde  is  to 
lecture  once  a  month  on  the  plays  which  the  Shake- 
spearian section  is  studying.  Mr.  Warde  is  one  of 
the  most  famous  authorities  on  Shakespeare  in  the 
world,  he  belongs  to  the  old  school  of  pure  diction 
and  charming  English  such  as  is  seldom  heard  in 
these  days  of  hurry  and  he  has  endeared  himself  to 
Ebell  in  so  many  ways  that  he  %vill  receive  a  most 
cordial  welcome. 

Mrs.  Jack  Vallely,  curator  of  Books  and  Current 
Literature,  has  planned  to  give  a  course  of  lectures 
for  the  benefit  of  her  department,  following  a  most 
comprehensive  outline  of  the  best  literature  of  differ- 
ent countries.  Mrs.  Vallely  is  a  brilliant  student  and 
Ebell  is  f'ortunate  in  having  her  services  in  this  im- 
portant work. 

Mrs.  Francis  Davidson,  the  assistant  curator  of 
Books  and  Current  Literature,  will  give  a  review 
of  current  fiction   each  month. 

The  press  chairman  of  Ebell  takes  pleasure  in  send- 
ing to  The  Clubwoman  three  little  poems  written  by 
Mrs.  Emerson  Clyde  Gates,  one  of  Ebell's  former  vice 
presidents  and  most  valuable  members.

About  Bills 

By  R.    R.    PEARSON,    Chief  Bookkeeper 


OW  are  my  gas  and  elec- 
tric bills  made  up?"  asks 
the  interested  consumer. 
The  process  is  quite  sim- 
ple and  accurate,  result- 
ing in  very  fe^v  complaints  from  the 
400,000  bills  rendered  each  month. 
First,  the  addressing  department  stamps 
the  consumer's  name  and  address  in 
three  places  on  the  blank  bill  forms. 
This  is  done  by  automatic  machines, 
each  of  which  has  a  capacity  of  1  6,000 
bills  per  8-hour  day. 

Next,  the  stamped  bills  go  to  the  book- 
keeper for  comparison  with  the 
ledgers.  They  are  then  sent  to  the 
billing  room,  where  the  billing  clerks 
insert  the  meter  readings  as  shown  by 
the  meter  readers'  "statement  books," 
and  also  the  reading  dates,  total  gas 
or  electricity  used  and  the  amount  of 
the  bill.  The  total  consumption  and 
the  amount  of  the  bill  are  automatically 
calculated   by  the   billing  machines. 

The  bills  as  thus  compiled  31*6  again 
sent  to  the  bookkeepers,  w^ho  check 
them  with  their  ledger  records  for  any 
possible  errors  before  they  are  pre- 
sented to   the  consumers. 

It  requires  the  services  of  1  I  8  persons 
to  make  up  the  bills  for  the  consumers 
of  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Cor- 
poration.

WOMAN'S  CLUB  OF  HOLLYWOOD

Mrs.  C.  J.  Shepard,  first  vice-president  and  program 
chairman  of  the  Woman's  Club  of  Hollywood,  has 
announced  most  unusual  offerings  f'or  the  meetings 
to  be  held  each  Wednesday  in  the  large  auditorium 
of  the  clubhouse  at  2:30  p.  m. 

On  November  5,  Charles  Breasted  will  lecture  on 
"Tutankhaman:  the  Romance  of  His  Death  and  Re- 
discovery." Mr.  Breasted  is  the  son  of  Professor  J. 
H.  Brested,  the  noted  archaeologist  who  has  been  as- 
sisting Mr.  Howard  Carter  in  deciphering  the  inscrip- 
tions on  the  tomb  of  the  ancient  Egyptian  king.  Mr. 
Breasted  has  been  his  father's  companion  in  his  trav- 
els and  field  research  work  since  childhood  and  he 
was  with  his  father,  as  the  latter's  personal  secretary, 
at  the  time  the  Tutankhaman  tomb  was  brought  to 
light  in  Egypt.  He  served  later  as  a  special  corre- 
spondent in  Egypt  for  the  Christian  Science  Monitor 
and  The  Chicago  Daily  News.  He  will  bring  a  first 
hand  knowledge  of  this  most  recent  of  great  scientific 
discoveries  to  his  audience. 

Miss  Neely  Dickson,  director  of  the  Hollywood 
Community  Studio  of  the  Theatre,  will  present  a 
group  of  one-act  plays  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednes- 
day, November  12.  Miss  Dickson  is  the  organizer 
of  the  Hollywood  Community  Theatre  and  has  been 
its  director  and  manager  for  seven  years. 

On  November  19  John  Farrar,  editor  of  The  Book- 
man, will  discuss  "The  Younger  Generation  of  Amer- 
ica." Mr.  Farrar  is  a  member  of  that  generation 
himself  but,  despite  his  youth,  has  acquired  a  prom- 
inent place  in  the  literary  life  of  America. 

Robert  Malise  Bowyer  Nichols  will  give  the  pro- 
gram on  November  26.  It  will  consist  of  interpreta- 
tions and  personal  glimpses  of  some  modern  English 
poets.  Mr.  Nichols  has  been  professor  of  English 
literature  in  the  Imperial  University,  Tokio  (chair  of 
Lafcadio  Hearn),  since  1921.  He  was  lieutenant  in 
the  R.  F.  A.  from  October,  1914.  to  .August,  1,916, 
and  served  on  the  western  front  with  British  Mission 
(Ministry  of  Information)  to  the  United  States  in 
1918.  Mr.  Nichols  is  one  of  the  younger  group  of 
English  poets  and  numbers  several  volumes  of  verse 
among  his   published   works. 

The  regular  Wednesday  luncheons  during  the 
month  will  be  held,  respectively,  by  the  literature, 
public  affairs,  music  and  film  sections.  On  each  occa- 
sion speakers  will  be  prominent  persons  identified 
with  these  subjects. 

November  will  mark,  too,  the  meetings  of  the  new 
classes  formed  by  the  art  department.  Mrs.  Edith 
Truesdell,  whose  picture,  "The  Scooters,"  won  the 
gold  medal  prize  at  the  recent  Laguna  art  exhibit, 
will  conduct  a  class  in  drawing  and  painting,  to  meet 
every  Tuesday  from  2  till  4  p.  m.  Miss  Vivian 
Stringfield  will  instruct  in  applied  arts.  On  Monday 
this  class  will  meet  from  10  a.  ra.  till  1  p.  m.  for  work 
in  designing;  from  2  till  5  p.  m.  for  application  of 
design  to  textiles,  and  on  Tuesdays  from  10  a.  m. 
till  1  p.  m.  for  arts  and  crafts. 

French  classes  will  be  in  session  each  Monday  and  . 
Thursday  from  9  a.  m.  till  noon;  Spanish  classes  on 
Tuesdays  at  the  same  time.  The  Mothers'  Educa- 
tional Center,  under  the  Child  Welfare  Department, 
will  be  held  at  the  clubhouse  all  day  Thursday.  Dr. 
Maud  Wilde  will  give  physical  examinations  as  well 
as  advice  on  psychological  problems  to  mothers  with 
children  not  over  six  years  of  age.

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PASADENA  SHAKESPEARE  CLUB 


An  important  milestone  in  the  history  of  the 
■women's  clubs  of  Pasadena  was  the  opening  of  the 
new  Shakespeare  Club's  new  home  on  South  Los 
Robles  avenue,  October  7. 

In  the  words  of  the  Pasadena  Star-News,  much 
water  has  flowed  under  the  bridge  since  a  small 
group  of  earnest  women  gathered  in  188S  to  form  a 
club  for  the  study  of  the  works  of  the  great  dramatist 
and  other  forms  of  self -culture.  Vast  are  the  changes 
since  the  club  outgrew  the  private  homes  in  which  it 
had  met,  and  some  thirty  years  ago  held  its  sessions 
in  G.  A.  R.  hall. 

Even  the  clubhouse,  built  twenty  years  ago,  has 
been  outgrown  by  the  club,  which,  incorporated  in 
1898,  entered  the  state  federation  in  1900  and  the 
general  federation  in   1902. 

With  every  widening  of  its  interest  came  increased 
membership,  the  demand   for  greater  activity. 

The  new  building  is  appropriately  designed  in  old 
English  style.  Entrance  from  a  brick-paved  terrace 
is  directly  into  the  Great  Hall,  with  high  arched  roof. 
At  one  end  is  a  fireplace;  above  it,  a  leaded  stained 
glass  window,  with  a  medallion  of  William  Shake- 
speare, and  smaller  motifs  of  characters  from  his 
plays  as  the  decorative  elements.  At  the  other  end, 
to  the  north,  a  narrow  stair  leads  to  a  minstrels'  bal- 
cony that  needs  only  slight  imagination  to  fill  with 
strolling  troubadors.  This  charming  room,  with 
orange  colored  hangings,  chairs  and  other  furnishings 
in  old  English  style,  will  be  used  as  a  general  meet- 
ing place. 

The  auditorium,  need  for  which  was  the  driving 
power  that  made  the  new  building  possible,  is  a  de- 


light.    Here,  on  main  floor   and  in  the  balconies,   are 
961   comf'ortable  opera  chairs,  spaced  far  apart. 

Old  English  blue  is  the  color  chosen  for  all  the 
draperies  in  the  room:  rich  velvet  is  the  fabric.  The 
stage,  designed  especially  for  concert  use,  is  also 
adapted  to  dramatic  performances. 

A  complete  projection  room  is  provided  in  the  gal- 
lery, and  a  modern  ventilating  and  heating  plant  in 
the  basement. 

Connection  with  the  old  building,  which  will  be 
used  for  luncheons,  tea  room  and  parlor,  is  by  way  of 
a  brick-paved,  roofed  walk  between  the  parlor  and 
the  Great  Hall,  opening  b)'  French  doors  under  the 
minstrels'   balcony. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the  new  building, 
with  its  very  beautiful  furnishings,  will  total  $125,- 
000.  Last  year  the  Shakespeare  Club  also  made  alter- 
ations to  the  building  amounting  to  $25,000. 

An  appropriate  program  marked  the  building's 
opening.  Members  were  greeted  in  the  Great  Hall 
of  the  building  by  Mrs.  Clayton  R.  Taylor,  president, 
and   members   of  the   executive   board. 

The  president's  address  was  followed  by  short  ad- 
dresses by  the  vice-presidents,  Mrs.  Edwin  F.  Hahn 
and  Mrs.  Harry  Coleman.  The  musical  program  fol- 
lowed, arranged  by  Mrs.  Coleman.  Mrs.  M.  Hennion 
Robinson  was  assisted  by  the  following  artists:  Mary 
Teitsworth,  dramatic  soprano;  Mary  Newkirk  Bower, 
lyric  soprano;  Frank  Geiger,  basso;  Mrs.  Harry  H.

He  said  that  we  are  all  respon- 
sible not  only  for  our  own  children,  but  for  the  de- 
linquent child  in  our  block,  our  own  village,  city,  state 
and  nation.  He  made  it  very  emphatic  that  each  one 
of  us  is  a  law  enforcement  officer  in  the  case  of  de- 
linquent children.  He  cited  cases  of  recent  happen- 
ings to  show  how  even  accidental  interference  on  the 
part  of  one  interested  in  a  child  brought  before  the 
court,  may  assist  the  court  to  mete  full  justice,  where 
necessary  facts  unknown  and  even  withheld  from  the 
court,  but  for  some  f'riendly  informant,  will  frustrate 
that  justice  which  should  be  the  right  of  defenseless 
childhood. 

Every  woman's  club  in  this  district  needs  such  a 
stirring  eye  opening  speech  as  only  Mr.  Joos  can  give 
in  such  a  tolerant  way.  There  was  food  for  thought 
in  his  statement  that,  "Should  all  communities,  whether 
small  or  large,  be  willing  to  spend  more  money  for 
more  teachers  per  pupil,  they  would  find  their  budget 
for  charity  and  criminal  court  expenses  materially 
lessened." 

Delinquency  is  largely  caused  by  lack  of  training, 
and  lack  of  attention.  These  things  left  to  the  public 
school  teacher,  which  should  be  taken  care  of  at  home, 
require  more  individual  attention  than  a  teacher  of 
forty  or  more  children   can   possibly  give. 

The  music  of'  the  afternoon  was  exquisite,  rendered 
by  Marian  Bemis  Wilson,  soprano,  and  accompanied 
by  Pauline  Allyn   Cordary. 

Miss  Catherine  Howard,  president  of  the  Junior 
Auxiliary,  outlined  the  object  of  the  junior  club  and 
invited  the  senior  club  to   share  in  their  social  life. 

Mrs.  L.  B.  Stern,  program  chairman,  and  Mrs.  Ellis 
T.  Yarnell,  chairman  of  music,  were  responsible  for 
a  profitable  and   delightful  afternoon.

The  plot  deals  with  the  eternal  tri- 
angle, and  the  methods  employed  to  dispose  of  an 
undesired  husband  are  comparable  to  those  used  in  the 
notorious  Hight  case  which  has  agitated  present-day 
society.  Poisoning  and  hammer  blows  are  not  pe- 
culiar to  the  twentieth  century.

NAVAJO  BLANKETS 


'.  Navajo  Indian  blankets,  direct  from  the  Trading  Post  in  Arizona,  are  now  obtainable,  thanks  to  the  in- 
genuity of  a  woman  who  dared  to  introduce  a  novel  plan  whereby  the  handsome  blankets  can  be  sold  direct 
from  the  Indian  makers  to  the  consumer.  Life  on  an  Indian  reservation,  where  for  many  years  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
C.  R.  Johnson  conducted  the  trading  posts,  at  Wide  Ruins  and  Todelide,  Arizona,  is  replete  with  thrilling  in- 
cidents. "Lo"  the  poor  Indian,  however,  thanks  to  his  skill  as  a  blanket  weaver,  is  rapidly  becoming  able  to 
care  for  himself  and  his  family. 

The  Navajos,  according  to  Mrs.  Johnson  are  the  only  self-supporting  tribe  of  the  Red  men,  now  the  wards 
of  Uncle  Sam.  The  blankets,  made  in  the  handsomest  of  colors,  these  bright  colors  rivaling  the  brilliant  sun- 
sets of  the  Arizona  desert,  are  the  stock  in  trade  of  the  Navajo. 

Groceries  and  the  necessities  of  life  were  traded  to  the  squaws  who  gave  in  exchange  the  bright-hued 
■blankets  and  were  only  too  glad  to  find  a  market  for  them  at  the  Post.  However,  Mrs.  Johnson  soon  found 
she  had  a  problem  on  her  hands.  She  gave  the  groceries  and  provisions  of  every  sort,  but  while  doing  so 
began  to   accumulate   a   considerable   number   of   blankets  which  threatened  to  be  a  drug  on  the  market. 

Then  it  was  driven  to  extremity  that  this  plucky  wife  of  the  Indian  agent,  hit  upon  a  plan  for  disposing 
of  the  Navajo  blankets.  If  others  could  sell  goods  along  the  roadside  here  in  Los  Angeles  why  could  not  Mrs. 
Johnson.  She  had  during  her  tours  in  and  near  this  city  seen  merchandise  of  almost  every  sort  traded  and 
sold.     She  would  try  and   at  once  she  put  her  plan  into  operation. 

I  First  she  offered  a  blanket  or  two  to  the  autoists  who  were  driving  by.  These  sold  readily.  Then  she 
tcied  numbers  of  the  handsome  Navajo  creations  and  these  again  were  raidly  disosed  of.  Then  Mrs.  John- 
son determined  to  make  a  regular  business  of  selling  the  blankets  and  the  business  became   a  success. 

Two  lots  have  been  purchased  and  the  new  plan  calls  for  a  bungalow,  Indian  style,  of  course,  where  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Johnson  will  make  their  home,  at  the  same  time  keeping  their  representative  at  both  the  Wide  Ruins 
and  Todelide  reservations.  In  the  bungalow  a  commodious  salesroom  will  be  established  and  as  the  blankets 
a^e  received  from  the  reservation  they  will  be  placed  on  sale  immediately  making  it  possible  to  purchase  direct 
ic'pm  producer  to  the  consumer. 

i  Mr>  and  Mrs.  Johnson-are  located  on^Foothill  boulevard  at  Glen  avenue  just  east  of  Lamanda  Park. 
Their  home  faces  the  boulevard  and  "while  the  bungalow  is  being  built  the  blankets  can  be  obtained  and 
may  be   seen  during  the   daytime   displayed   oh   the   clothes  line  in  front  of  their  home.

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PURE  MILK' 

By  Robert  E.  Jones,  California  Dairy  Council 


Dairy  Council  workers  have  often  pointed  out  that 
malnutrition  among  children  was  not  confined  to  the 
poorer  classes.  Frequently  children  of  well-to-do 
parents  are  malnourished  for  the  reason  that  they 
do  not  get  the  proper  food.  Often  seemingly  "well" 
children   are  malnourished. 

This  condition  in  America  is  a  serious  menace  and 
is  one  that  the  dairy  industry,  through  its  various 
Dairy   Councils,   is   helping  to   correct. 

It  is  not  often  that  such  facts  as  these,  although 
vital  to  the  welfare  of  our  country,  reach  the  general 
public  through  newspapers.  The  reason  is  that  sen- 
sational news  frequently  crowds  out  news  of'  the 
things  which  are  more  vital. 

A  recent  dispatch  of  the  Associated  Press  from 
New  York,  dealing  with  this  problem  therefore  is  of 
much  interest.  The  article  in  mind  was  based  on  a 
report  of  the  New  York  Association  for  Improving 
the    Condition    of    the    Poor.      This    report    sets    forth 


that  among  2,181  apparently  well  children  examined 
in  the  medical  clinics  of  the  society,  636,  or  30  per 
cent  were   diagnosed    as   malnourished. 

This  condition  of  malnutrition  was  not  due  to  in- 
sufficient food,  but  to  the  constant  use  of  improperly 
chosen  food  or  the  inability  of  the  body  to  make  use 
of  the  food  eaten  because  of  insufficient  air,  rest,  sun- 
shine or  physical   defects. 

Indifference,  women  working  and  no  one  at  home 
to  look  after  the  children,  living  conditions  too  con- 
gested, resulting  in  inadequate  rest  and  improper 
ventilation ;  and  mother  ill  were  other  problems  found 
to   be   responsible   for  malnutrition. 

A  guide  to  proper  nutrition  which  the  A.  I.  C.  P. 
will  use  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  malnutrition  among 
the  tenement  districts  of  this  city  includes,  in  addi- 
tion to  suggested  diets  and  menus,  a  few  "good  health 
rules  for  children,"  which  read  as  follows: 

Emphatically   do — 

1 — Use  milk— fresh,  clean,  whole  milk  for  children.

The  first  two  months  of  the  club  year  have  been  a 
time  of  adjustment  to  new  surroundings  for  the  Fri- 
day Morning  Club.  As  a  family  moving  into  a  new 
home  must  have  a  period  of  settling,  so  the  club 
household  coming  into  larger  and  more  pretentious 
quarters  has  had  to  learn  the  way  about  as  well  as 
how  to  use  the  new  home.

EBELL  CLUB  OF  LONG  BEACH

Several  hundred  interested  spectators  gathered  at 
the  corner  of  Third  Street  and  Cerritos  Avenue  Mon- 
day afternoon,  October  6.  and  witnessed  one  of  the 
most  important  events  in  club,  social  and  civic  circles 
of  this  or  any  year  in  the  history  of  Long  Beach. 

It  was  the  impressive  ceremony  of  laying  a  beau- 
tiful gray  granite  cornerstone  bearing  the  inscription,

Mrs.  Charles  F.  Van  de  Water,  the  president,  was 
the  proud  and  happy  mistress  of  ceremonies  speaking 
from  an  improvised  platform  gayly  decked  with  patri- 
otic bunting  and  flanked  by  Old  Glory.  She  was 
surrounded  by  officers  of  the  club,  past  presidents  and 
invited  guests,  who  participated,  in  the  program 
which  opened  with  the  bugle  call  to  order,  sounded 
by  members  of  the  municipal  band,  and  was  given 
a  devotional  touch  when  Rev.  George  D.  Knights 
pronounced    a   beautiful    invocation. 

Councilman  Fillmore  Condit  made  a  congratulator}' 


address,  in  the  absence  from  the  city  of  Mayor  Clark. 
His  serious  passages  were  interwoven  with  sparkling 
persiflage.  City  Manager  Windham  mentioned  in  his 
brief  talk  the  important  part  that  women's  organiza- 
tions, such  as  the  Ebell  Club,  will  play  from  a  cultural 
standpoint  in  the  city's  future.

THE  EBELL  OF  LOS  ANGELES 


Mannerisms  and 

By  Frederic 

(A  paper  read  before  the  Better  American  Speech 
Department  of  Los  Angeles  Ebell.) 

First  of  all,  ray  subject  put  me  in  the  mood  to  ask: 
"What  is  the  value  of  such  a  paper?"  And  I  began 
to  think.  Do  we  as  Americans  desire  to  speak  good 
English?  If  we  are  inclined  to  regard  correct  English 
as  an  affectation  and  quite  superfluous,  then  any  in- 
quiry into  its  possibilities  and  values  would  be  a  loss 
of  time  and  energy.  But  every  once  in  a  while  there 
comes  to  the  surface  of  our  turgid  society  an  indication 
that  we,  as  a  people,  do  desire  to  perpetuate  the  mother 
tongue  in  as  fair  a  form  as  is  consistent  with  life 
and   growth. 

We  have  had  Good  English  Week  with  rousing 
slogans  calling  our  attention  to  the  need  and  beauty 
of  clean-cut,  correct  speech.  The  movement  in  its 
last  appearance  was  nation-wide,  judging  from  the 
publicity  it  received  in  the  columns  of  the  leading 
newspapers. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  that  such  a  movement  could  not 
come  any  too  early  in  our  headlong,  busy  American 
life.  We  are  so  eager  to  conserve  time  and  energy, 
that  we  forget  sometimes  that  short-cuts  are  very  ex- 
pensive. We  lose  strength  when  we  are  actually  try- 
ing to  conserve  it. 

But  setting  aside  the  more  utilitarian  consideration, 
do  we  as  a  people  wish  to  be  known  for  our  grace 
of  speech,  our  appreciation  of  the  delicate  shades  of 
meaning,  our  love  of  beauty  which  is  its  own  excuse 
for  being? 

Let  us  assume  that  we  do. 

How  can  we  accomplish  the  results?  The  question 
is  too  big  for  haphazard  suggestions,  and  too  practi- 
cal for  vague  theories.  Because  it  is  a  question  of 
importance  to  the  whole  nation,  it  must  be  a  matter 
for  the  whole  nation  to  discuss.  Our  great  organs 
for  concerted  action  are  the  church,  the  school,  the 
newspapers,  the  magazines,  and  books,  and  of  course 
the  home  circle,  the  clubs  and  other  social  gatherings. 
Among  all  these  agencies,  supervised  unity  of  action 
can  be  brought  about  only  through  the  school.  Books 
are  always  an  agency  for  usefulness  and  are  already 
doing  a  definite  work  in  the  upbuilding  of  a  good 
national  language.  The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to 
unify  our  efforts  as  club-workers. 

But  just  how  necessary  is  this  effort?  The  other 
day  I  picked  up  a  modern  novel  at  a  book-stall  while 
I  was  waiting  to  be  served,  and  I  read  several  pages 
of  the  story.  The  characters  were  mainly  from  across 
seas,  but  there  was  an  American  among  the  number. 
No  effort  was  made  by  the  author  to  introduce  the 
American  by  the  usual  formal  description — he  was 
known  at  once  by  his  speech.  "This  is  some  boat," 
he  said  and  immediately  our  countryman  was  set 
before  the  reading  public. 

Can  a  graceful  speech  be  taught?  Is  it  not  too 
much  the  result  of  birth  and  character  to  be  a  thing 
that  can  be  imposed?  By  birth  I  mean  traditions  of 
the  family  operating  from  birth,  like  taste  in  clothes, 
in  pictures  and  music.  Or  better  still,  in  morals. 
Are  not  these  things  inherited  with  the  high-boy  and 
the  china? 

With  grown  people  the  desire  to  speak  correctly 
and  gracefully  is  the  main  requisite.  If  there  is  no 
reverence  for  good  speech,  naturally  there  will  be  no 
effort  made  to  acquire  that  speech.  With  children, 
however,  there  seems  to  be  an  opportunity  not  only 
to  create  a  desire,  but  to  instill  the  love  of  language 
at  least  to  such  a  degree  that  an  unconscious  prefer- 
ence will  develop  that  may  increase  with  the  mul- 
tiplying years. 

I  do  not  believe  that  in  America  the  pedagogue  or 
the  purist  will  ever  dominate.     Freedom  in  speech   is

so  much  a  part  of  the  national  bias,  that  the  tyranny 
of  culture  is  not  threatening.  It  is  slovenly  speech 
that  we  must  guard  against,  just  as  it  is  slovenly  writ- 
ing and  slovenly  spelling.  Slovenly  speech  can  never 
be  desirable,  even  under  the  unfurled  banner  of 
freedom. 

Just  what  is  a  colloquialism? 

The  dictionary  definition  of  colloquialisms  is  hardly 
in  keeping  with  the  examples  of  colloquialisms  given 
in  the  vocabularies.  The  definition  states  that  collo- 
quialisms pertain  to  common  and  familiar  conversa- 
tion, informal  unstudied  phrases  or  pronunciations; 
but  in  the  lists  of  words  appear  examples  that  do  not 
belong  to  the  familiar  conversation  of  even  the  least 
educated  persons.  Henry  L.  Mencken  picks  up  the 
language  of  the  street  and  calls  it  American;  but  the 
sponsors  of  the  International  dictionary  are  as  greatly 
at  fault  if  they  attribute  the  words  and  phrases  they 
call  colloquialisms  to  the  ordinary  speech  of  the  edu- 
cated American. 

There  is,  to  be  sure,  a  difference  between  the  written 
and  spoken  speech  of  all  persons.  There  are  certain 
contractions,  for  example,  on  everybody's  tongue — 
doesn't,  isn't  and  the  like;  but  such  expressions  are 
of  a  totally  different  kind  of  spirit  from  the  vulgarisms 
that  seem  to  have  earned  a  place  in  the  columns  of 
the  International  dictionary. 

In  the  more  dignified  sense,  Americanisms  are  not 
colloquialisms.  We  have  necessarily  broken  away 
from  the  mother  tongue  of  Old  England,  though  we 
have  not  broken  faith.  In  terms  like  these — cars  and 
trams,  lifts  and  elevators,  posts  and  positions — the 
words  have  grown  up  on  different  sides  of  the  water, 
but  they  are  first  cousins   and  of  equal  dignity. 
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But  our  great  pioneer  country  has  made  a  language 
as  it  has  raised  its  crops — with  hard  knuckles  and  an 
eye  to  the  practical  side.  Plows  are  not  aesthetic,  and 
language  even  less  so,  according  to  their  narrow, 
commercial  outlook.  A  peasant  speech  may  be  a  pic- 
turesque speech,  but  a  commercial  speech  is  bound 
to  be  drab  and  unimaginative.  It  does  not  express 
aspirations;    it  only   exposes   need. 

The  pioneer  spirit  experiences  a  certain  pride  in 
its  hardy  accomplishments  and  expresses  this  pride 
in  sturdy,  rough-shod  speech — like  the  heavy  boot,  the 
unengineered  road,  and  the  hastily  thrown  together 
shack    of    the    adventurous    home    seeker. 

Great  sections  of  the  country  were  settled  by  Swedes 
and  other  foreigners  whose  tongue  being  different 
from  ours  affected  very  largely  the  English  of  all  that 
part  of  the  country,  a  very  ordinary  English  re- 
sulting. 

Americans  of  a  so-called  public  spirited  type  ap- 
pear to  regard  it  as  a  rather  generous  and  gracious 
thing  to  accost  a  friend  or  an  acquaintance,  or  even 
a  stranger,  in  language  that  is  marked  by  a  total 
absence  of  formality — the  slap  on  the  back,  as  it  were, 
to  express  the  thought  that  they  are  good  fellows,  but 
they  make  the  language  bear  the  strain.  "Just  folks" 
has  come  to  be  a  synonym  for  cordial,  straightforward 
Americans.  It  must  sound  strange  to  English  ears, 
especially  when  the  phrase  is  used  to  describe  the 
social  attributes  of  the  august  personages  in  the  White 
House.  "Folks"  grew  out  of  the  pioneering  days, 
when  this  great  interior  empire  of  ours,  the  Middle 
West,  was  battling  for  existence ;  and  those  days  of 
pioneering  are  still  so  recent  that  their  speech  be- 
trays  the   struggle. 

"It's  a  whole  lot  better";  "All  right";  "Good  and 
plenty";  "Just  fine";  "A-plenty" — these  expressions  are 
so  ingrained  that  they  form  the  warp  and  woof  of 
the  common  speech  and  are  often  not  recognized  by 
the  users  as  offenses  against  the  dignity  of  the  mother 
tongue. 

Colloquialisms  are  of  the  race  or  the  locality,  not 
of  the  individual.  But  in  a  country  like  America  there 
is  no  locality  marked  as  such;  nor  should  there.be  a 
conglomerate,  patch-quilt  race.  We  are  so  free — so 
unbound  by  lines  of  demarcation,  so  assuredly  present 
at  the  feast  of  the  whole  nation,  and  all  above  the 
salt,  that  if  we  are  bound  by  local  traditions,  it  is  be- 
cause we  have  not  wished  to  be  masters  of  our  lin- 
guistic fate,  but  have  preferred  to  rest  lazily  in  the 
language  that  was  handed  down  to  us  by  a  pioneer 
ancestry,  or  early  neighborhoods.  There  is  no  excuse 
for  Americans  not  to  use  good  English,  for  they  have 
every  opportunity  to  become  enlightened,  since  there 
is  no  peasant  class  here  except  by  choice. 

The  very  thing  democracy  should  do  it  does  not 
do;  it  would  almost  seem  to  be  a  common  belief  among 
Americans  that  democracy  means  stepping  down  to 
the  level  of  the  lowest.  We  are  too  prone  to  proclaim 
that  all  persons  should  wear  homespun  and  live  below 
Main  Street  because  some  Americans  in  the  democracy 
are  obliged  to  do  these  things.  But  when  we  come 
to  carry  out  our  high  resolves  we  withdraw  our  enthu- 
siasm for  everything  except  our  language — that  we 
generously  make  democratic  to  the  level  of  extinction. 
We  seem  to  regard  good  English  as  a  badge  of 
snobbery,  and  we  say,  "Howdy"  and  "So  long"  in  a 
self-conscious    effort    to    controvert   the    charge. 

But  snobbery  in  language  is  the  last  thing  we  have 
to  fear.  As  long  as  it  means  good  fellowship  to  drop 
the  final  "g"  and  an  aristocratic  bent  to  sound  the 
long  "u",  so  long,  as  a  people,  we  must  make  our 
struggle   against   democracy    and   favor    aristocracy. 

The  Philistine  arms  himself  with  colloquialisms  be- 
cause he  thinks  he  is  aiming  a  blow  at  pedantry — to 
the  Philistine  high  ideals  in  language  make  for  pedan- 
try, and  to  show  his  scorn  of  such  weaknesses,  he 
becomes  vulgar  and  familiar.  The  Philistine  is  mid- 
dle   class    and    complacent;    he    does    not    recognize    a

spiritual  content.  He  scorns  the  graces  of  life.  To 
his  commonplace  mind  beauty  has  no  excuse  for  be- 
ing. Philistinism  rides  rough-shod  over  the  scholar's 
ideals,  but  does  not  always  know  it.  Philistinism  is 
a  menace  because  a  great  many  people,  still  unformed 
in  judgment,  mistake  commonplaceness  for  common 
sense — as  if  all  genuine  things  had   to  be   ugly. 

Colloquialisms  are  indolent  concessions  to  the  lin- 
guistic bias  of  a  neighborhood,  or  a  locality,  or  a  sec- 
tion of  the  country;  they  spread  because  of  the  easy 
indifference  of  the  American  people  to  anything  which 
might  be  called  exclusiveness.  We  are  so  democratic 
that  we  jostle  elbows  with  vulgarity  of  phrase,  and 
though  we  may  begin  by  disliking  it  at  first,  we  end 
by  accepting  it  with  tolerance  or  embracing  it  with 
enthusiasm. 

We  should  be  wary  of  colloquialisms  because  of  this 
very  democratic  spirit,  which  enters  even  into  the 
policy  of  our  dictionaries.  The  most  offensive  ex- 
pressions flaunt  themselves  from  the  dictionary  page 
with  all  the  dignity  of  reputable  words.  If  we  do 
not  fight  linquistic  democracy  inch  by  inch,  we  shall 
find  our  language  invaded  by  a  host  of  expressions 
that  belong  to  nowhere — to  neither  the  cultured  nor 
the  ignorant — they  are  dull  creatures  in  peasant  cos- 
tumes, that  push  into  elegant  speech  by.  virtue  of  lack 
of  sensitiveness. 

We  are  sometimes  told  that  colloquialisms  will  be 
acceptable  in  spoken  but  not  in  written  language. 
However  this  rule  would  not  hold  good  in  many,  many 
instances.  In  the  last  International  dictionary,  "gent", 
and  "party"  (meaning  a  person)  are  marked  collo- 
quialisms when  their  inclusion  in  any  speech  what- 
soever could  not  be  reconciled  with  possible  use.  The 
word  "pants"  is  relegated  to  the  fine  print  among  the 
foot-notes,  marked  as  a  colloquialism,  but  it  stands 
among  reputable  scientific  words.  All  such  terms 
should    be   ignored    in   the   dignified   body   of   the   die- 
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tionary  and   put  in   a   list  of   non-usable   words,   with 
proper  explanations   and  censorship. 

Colloquialisms  are  a  matter  of  diction  rather  than 
grammar,  and  because  they  are  not  glaring  violations 
of  grammar,  they  are  insidious,  assuming  an  air  of 
respectability,  and  this  makes  them  all  the  greater 
menace.  "It  don't"  is  a  peculiarly  offensive  collo- 
quialism because  it  savors  of  ignorance  of  gram- 
matical relations   as  well   as  being  slovenly. 

"Plead"  for  "pleaded";  "proven"  for  "proved"; 
"quite  a  few"  for  many  or  several;  and  "just",  as  in 
the  phrase,  "I  just  could  not  bear  it",  are  all  collo- 
quialisms that  have  forced  their  way  across  the  thresh- 
old of  good  society;  but  common  as  their  use  is,  they 
have  not  gained  recognition,  but  belong  to  the  fringe 
of  the  social  four  hundred. 

Holler,  accomnyist  for  the  much  easier  word,  ac- 
companist, ask  or  ast  for  asked,  Febuary  for  Febru- 
ary are  examples  of  mispronunciations  in  familiar 
use.  But  these  errors  of  speech  are  distinctly  matters 
of  character — they  belong  to  the  category  of  eating 
with  a  knife  or  dragging  the  heels.  In  a  sense  they 
are  even  less  acceptable  than  colloquialisms  because 
they  show  a  conscious  disregard  for  correctness  of 
speech. 

"Yes,  ma'am"  is  one  of  those  pathetic  touches  that 
indicate  a  latent  desire  to  do  something  nice  for  the 
language  at  all  costs. 

There  is  a  sort  of  relation  between  colloquialisms 
and  slang,  in  that,  sometimes  slang  phrases  find  such 
favor  with  the  great  middle  class  that  they  are  ac- 
cepted as  commerciable  medium  and  are  used  as  genu- 
ine coin. 

Colloquialisms  differ  from  slang  in  that  slang  is 
lawless,  irresponsible,  whereas  colloquialisms  are 
merely  vulgar — the  Latin  word  "vulgus",  meaning  the 
common  people.  Slang  is  daring,  insolent,  springing 
from  a  lively  if  a  sordid  imagination;  colloquialisms 
are  heavy;  the  dictionary  says  they  are  humorous  but 
they  are  the  off-spring  of  an  elphantine  humor.  A. 
cultured  person  in  a  spirit  of  jubilant  daring  might 
use  slang,  as  a  millionaire  might  ride  in  a  Ford  if  it 
suited  his  purpose;  but  a  cultured  person  could  not 
use  a  colloquialism  in  any  mood  whatsoever  of  mock- 
ery or  fun. 

Mannerisms  are  phrases  that  are  repeated  so  often 
they  lose  their  value  as  far  as  meaning  is  concerned. 
"You  see" ;  "You  know" ;  "You  see  what  I  mean" ; 
"Listen".  These  phrases  detract  much  from  the  pleas- 
antness of  spoken  language.  Expletives  are  of  this 
character — "Oh,  my",  "Oh,  my  goodness",  "Gracious 
me" — mannerisms  are  more  personal  than  colloquial- 
isms, inasmuch  as  they  do  not  belong  to  one  certain 
section  of  the  country,  but  rather  to  individuals.  The 
effect  of  expletives  upon  language  is  deleterious  and 
its  universality  is  to  be  deplored ;  it  robs  the  real 
speech  of  its  emotional  quality,  and  that  is  detrimental 
to  the  best  effect — for  words  should  be  valued  for  their 
emotional  quality  as  well  as  for  their  intellectual  sig- 
nificance. 

How  can  we  guard  our  beautiful  language  against 
these  inroads?  It  can  not  be  done  by  weakly  sub- 
mitting to  the  invaders.  A  very  direct  effort  will  have 
to  be  exerted  in  holding  to  the  genuine  and  the  pedi- 
greed English  tongue.  Those  of  us  who  love  our  lan- 
guage as  we  love  our  country's  flag,  will  have  to  love 
militantly. 

The  inexpressible  beauty  and  loveliness  of  Shake- 
speare's language  must  surely  impress  us  all  at  this 
time.  In  that  gracious  renaissance,  when  the  world 
was  learning  how  great  was  the  joy  of  acquisition, 
and  the  Elizabethans  most  of  all  were  rioting  in  the 
glory  and  richness  of  a  newly  awakened  tongue, 
Shakespeare  arose  and  played  those  exquisite  strains 
upon  the  English  lyre.  The  Elizabethans  loved  their 
language  and  love  brought  its  own  reward.  For  the 
language   of  Shakespeare's   time  is  the  most  beautiful 


and  pregnant  ever  known  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
Our  beautiful  St.  James's  version  of  the  Bible  belongs 
to  this  period  of  the  English  language,  and  we  know 
that  the  language  of  the  Bible  surpasses  all  other 
literature  in  its  richness   and   dignity  and   power. 

Words  are  like  spirits — as  light  as  air  and  as  per- 
sonal as  aerial  visitants.  They  pass  like  Arthur,  mys- 
terious one,  but  they  cannot  die.  And  sometimes  even 
the  word  that  seems  most  fleeting  will  return  to  live 
again.  A  single  word  may  be  like  a  flash  of  light,  to 
illumine  or  to  blast.  A  word  has  lived  in  the  mem- 
ory a  life-time,  to  inspire  or  to  choke  the  heart.  How 
can  a  word  have  such  power?  Because  a  word  is  not 
a  dead  thing — it  is  indeed  a  spirit  for  it  is  freighted 
with  a  spirit's  own  personality  and  vitality.  Tlie  ac- 
tion is  confined  but  the  power  of  the  word  is  limitless. 
The  action  can  not  live  without  words. 

Is  it  ascribing  too  much  to  the  power  of  the  word 
to  say  that  it  carries  the  soul  of  the  speaker?  A 
friend  brings  you  a  printed  paragraph  detached  from 
its  context,  and  you  glance  at  it  and  say  "That  is 
Ruskin"  or  "that  is  Carlyle".  No  one  else  writes  like 
that,  you  think.  "What  stronger  proof  that  the  lan- 
guage is  the  man?  Are  we  then  no  greater  than  the 
language  we  use?  But  we  must  remember  that  the 
word  stands  for  the  spirit,  the  soul,  for  memory,  ideas 
— those  bodiless  realms  that  are  only  apprehended 
through   the   words  that   give  them   form. 

In  the  light  of  this  stupendous  truth  how  dare  we 
barter  our  soul's  dignity  for  the  mistaken  privilege  of 
committing  our  being  to  language  that  is  loose,  or  even 
only  ignorant?  We  should  not  be  satisfied  with  broken 
records  of  our  inner  selves. 

We  need  not  be  afraid  that  our  language  will  be  a 
dead  thing  if  we  free  it  from  colloquialisms  and  slang. 
Our  English  tongue  affords  us  margin  enough  at  this 
stage  to  exonerate  it  from  any  charge  of  rigidity. 
Even  in  one  generation,  since  we  older  ones  were  chil- 
dren, great  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  language 
— maiiy  new  words  have  been  introduced,  old  ones 
lost;  and  expressions  that  once  offended,  now  the 
grammarian  allows  a  dignified  place  in  speech.  Lan- 
guage is  constantly  yielding  to  the  will  of  the  people — 
to  such  an  extent  that  in  some  instances  we  have  three 
accepted   pronunciations  for  the  same  word. 

English  is  rich  in  synonyms.  We  go  to  a  great 
many  store-houses  for  our  words,  and  acquire  them 
simply  and  easily.  Through  classical  and  romance 
channels  we  have  a  double  stream  flowing  in — such 
a  language  needs  no  aid  from  the  untrained  speech 
of  the  vulgar  and  uninitiate. 

For  us  today  this  meeting  is  a  sort  of  Renaissance. 
If  we  chobse  a  beautiful  English  for  our  own,  it  will 
repay  us  as  it  repaid  the  Elizabethans.  Our  language 
will  influence  our  thought  and  character,  and  will 
leave  marks  of  culture  and  charm  that  will  distinguish 
us  from  those  who  are  slovenly  and  careless  in  speech. 
We  have  nothing  more  valuable  than  our  speech.  No 
possession  means  as  much  to  our  growth  spiritually. 
Language  is  the  measure  of  the  soul — the  garment  of 
the  soul — let  us  choose  it  well.

GALPIN  SHAKESPEARE  CLUB

On  Wednesday,  November  12,  at  10:30  a.  m.,  the 
Galpin  Shakespeare  Club  met  at  the  beautiful  home 
of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Fitzgerald,  2445  South  Western  Avenue. 

Loyalty  to  our  hostess,  to  our  president,  Mrs.  Harry 
C.  Bender,  and  to  the  never-dying  memory  of  Mrs. 
Kate  Tupper  Galpin  brought  together  a  large  number 
of  the  club  members  in  spite  of  the  many  insistent 
calls   in   other   directions. 

Mrs.  R.  H.  F.  Variel  was  in  charge  of  the  program 
for  the  day,  which  was  devoted  to  the  play  of 
"Othello." 


In  regard  to  this  often-acted  and  much  discussed 
play,  in  which  the  great  Italian  actor  Salvini  scored 
one  of  his  greatest  triumphs  a  generation  ago,  it  does 
not  seem  that  much  that  is  new  could  be  said.  But 
who  can  tell  whither  discussion  will  tend? 

Mrs.  Variel  conducted  the  lesson  by  the  method  of 
giving  out  questions  previously  to  club  day,  to  cer- 
tain members,  who  were  free  to  look  up  any  author- 
ities they  pleased   in  formulating  their   answers. 

The  club  uses  no  textbook  in  particular,  any  author 
of  importance  can  be  quoted  on  any  point,  and  half 
a  dozen  by  one  member  if  she  wishes  to  do  so.  It 
is  not  even  necessary  that  the  writer  quoted  should  be 
widely  known. 

On  this  particular  day  the  discussion  drifted  very 
decidedly   to   the    race   question. 

It  was  suggested  that  perhaps  Shakespeare  in  writ- 
ing this  play  meant  to  hint  at  the  evil  of  inter-racial 
marriages,  but  this  view  was  not  strongly  sustained 
by  the  club  in  general. 

The  diabolical  cleverness  of  lago  in  arousing  the 
jealousy  of  Othello  seems  to  have  more  influence  on 
the  plot  than  any  other  factor. 

And  should  Othello,  a  "Moor,"  be  considered  a 
Negro,   anyway? 

Of  course  it  is  quite  possible  that  Shakespeare, 
whom  we  all  know  was  often  careless  about  details, 
believed  that  a  "Moor"  looked  just  about  like  a  regu- 
lar Ethiopian,  but  if  the  poet  was  wrong  in  this  be- 
lief should  Othello  be  made  up  as  a  Negro  on  the 
stage  as  was  formerly  done? 

The  general  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  a  Moor  was 
a  dark  Caucasion  of  an  Arabian  type  and  should 
be   so  represented  on  the  stage. 

The  discussion  was  followed  by  a  most  interesting 
reading  from  the  play,  given  by  Mrs.  George  Rotle, 
Mrs.  H.  A.  McClain,  Mrs.  Ralph  Arey,  Mrs.  Lelia

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CLUB  HOUSE  NOTES 

Observed  without  and  within  the  club  house,  943 
South  Hoover  Street: 

The  hilltop  club  house  with  a  green  shield  between 
It  and  the  avenue. 

The  tower  room  that  looks  out  over  the  spread 
city  and  away  to  the  blue-misted  hills  under  wide 
reaches  of  sky. 

The  dignified  doorway  giving  onto  the  wide  re- 
ception hall. 

The  spacious  drawing-room  with  its  book  shelves, 
open  fire  and  grand  piano. 

The  big  dining  room  where  the  members  gather 
both  their  men  and  women  friends  for  luncheons, 
dinners  and  teas. 

The  office  at  one  side  of  the  house  with  its  own 
corridor  leading  to  the  main  hall  and  with  a  separate 
entrance  from  the  portico. 

The  adaptability  of  the  house  by  which  the  entire 
lower  floor  becomes  an  auditorium,  a  ballroom  or  the 
setting  for  a  reception. 

A  generously  equipped  kitchen  from  which  several 
hundred  persons   can  be  served. 

A  bedroom  twenty-one  feet  square  with  four  built- 
in  closets;  seven  other  bedrooms,  two  sleeping  porches, 
a  cedar  closet. 

The  attic  on  the  third  floor  big  with  promise.  It 
suggests  many  things — an  auditorium,  a  ballroom,  a 
dormitory,  studios. 

A  Russian  samovar  which  has  furnished  forth  the 
tea  table  almost  from  the  beginning  of  the  club's 
history. 

Two  French  chairs  of  admirable  design,  more  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  years  old,  still  wearing  their 
original  upholstering  of  crimson  velour;  several  old 
Persian  rugs,  rare  examples  of  that  marvelous  craft; 
an  old  mahogany  cabinet  with  five  drawers  used  by 
a  French  surgeon  as  a  case  for  his  instruments;  a 
mahogany  pedestal  table.  All  these  historic  things 
are  in  the  room  and  belong  to  the  family  of  Mrs. 
Fred  Wood  who  lives  at  the  club,  but  who  is  now  in 
Tahiti.  Mrs.  Wood's  father  was  a  French  physician 
in  San  Francisco.  He  brought  these  treasures  with 
him  from  France. 

A  sampler  in  the  drawing  room,  the  gift  of  Miss 
Brigham  who  last  year  entered  into  the  higher  learn- 
ing.    The  sampler  bears  this  legend: 

"The  Product   Of  My   Needle   View. 
Dear  Parents  I  Do  Owe  To  You 
Much  Gratitude  And  Love; 
But  My  Best  Love  To  God  I  Owe. 
O  May  I  Serve  Hina  Here  Below, 
Then  Dwell  With  Him  Above." 


Miss  Brigham  was  a  charter  member  of  the  club; 
also  a  charter  member  of  the  Society  of  American 
College  Women,  now  known  as  The  American  Asso- 
ciation of  University  Women.  She  was  present  in 
a  wheel  chair  on  the  day  that  the  club  house  was 
formally  opened.  She  enrolled  as  a  life  member 
though  she  knew  that  for  her  it  would  be  only  a  little 
while. 

A  lot  two  hundred  feet  deep;  a  garden  in  the  rear 
where  the  June  breakfast  of  the  club  was  served. 
Here  the  natural  incline  of  the  ground  suggests  the 
ease  with  which  tiers  of  seats  could  be  placed  and 
a  garden  theater  set  up. 

The  chatelaine.  Miss  Jane  Spalding,  who  directs  a 
faultless  menage  and  presides  over  her  household  with 
distinction  and  charm. 

College  women  from  thirty  or  more  affiliated  groups 
who  use  this  house  as  a  center.     All  with  their  hopes 
and   aims  and   problems  old   and  new,  ideas  practical 
and   plans  which   as  yet   are   no  more  than   dreams; 
but  which  recall  the  words  of  Matthew  Arnold:

TRAIL  TRIPS  OF  BIRD  LOVERS 

By  Mrs.  C.  H.  Hall,  Chairm  an  Birds  and  Natural  Life 


These  "Trail  Trips"  do  not  in  any  way  interfere 
with  the  monthly  "Field  Days"  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Audubon  Society  that  come  on  the  first  Thursday  of 
every  month,  nor  the  "Program"  meetings  with  lec- 
tures, on  the  third  Thursdays  at  Exposition  Park, 
State  Building,  1:45  p.  m. 

"Trail  Trips"  may  suggest  a  "hike"  or  long  walk. 
Not  so!  Just  a  small  group  of  nature  lovers  eager 
to  learn  the  wild  birds  and  their  value  in  our  own 
parks  and  gardens,  at  the  sea  shore  or  in  the  foot- 
hills. You  may  form  your  own  group  and  ask  for 
a  leader. 

Requirements — Dress  in  dull  colors  which  will  har- 
monize with  the  surroundings  and  wear  old  com- 
fortable shoes.  Take  a  good  pair  of  field  or  opera 
glasses    for   beginners    and    binoculars    for    advanced 


nature  lovers.  A  pocket  lunch,  note  book  and  pen- 
cils  make   up   the   necessary   equipment. 

Choose  a  suitable  birding  place.  The  place  chosen 
may  be  a  city  park  and  the  group  should  conceal 
themselves  among  some  shrubs  or  trees. 

Beyond  is  a  leaky  faucet  or  a  small  pool  of  water 
where  our  feathered  friends  come  to  drink  and  bathe. 
Any  damp  place  near  shelter.  A  running  stream, 
ever  so  small,  is  best  of  all,  or  a  canyon  near  the 
foothills  is  ideal.  It  depends  a  great  deal  on  the 
birds  one  wishes  to  study;  but  wherever  one  goes 
there  should  be  water  near. 

How  to  study. — A  satisfactory  way  to  study  the 
birds,  is  perfect  qiiiet;  no  pointing  or  quick  move- 
ments of  the  arms.  While  seated  in  a  shady  nook, 
with   good   outlook   for   birds,   try  to   learn  the   call-

About  Bills 

By  R.  R.   PEARSON,   Chief  Bookkeeper 


OW  are  my  gas  and  elec- 
tric bills  made  up?"  asks 
the  interested  consumer. 
The  process  is  quite  sim- 
ple and  accurate,  result- 
ing in  very  few  complaints  from  the 
400,000   bills   rendered   each   month. 

First,  the  addressing  department  stamps 
the  consumer's  name  and  address  in 
three  places  on  the  blank  bill  forms. 
This  is  done  by  automatic  machines, 
each  of  which  has  a  capacity  of  16,000 
bills  per  8-hour  day. 

Next,  the  stamped  bills  go  to  the  book- 
keeper for  comparison  with  the 
ledgers.  They  are  then  sent  to  the 
billing  room,  where  the  billing  clerks 
insert  the  meter  readings  as  shown  by 
the  meter  readers'  ''statement  books," 
and  also  the  reading  dates,  total  gas 
or  electricity  used  and  the  amount  of 
the  bill.  The  total  consumption  and 
the  aniount  of  the  bill  are  automatically 
calculated  by   the  billing  machines. 

The  bills  as  thus  compiled  are  again 
sent  to  the  bookkeepers,  who  check 
them  with  their  ledger  records  for  any 
possible  errors  before  they  are  pre- 
sented to  the  consumers. 

It  requires  the  services  of  118  persoivs 
to  make  up  the  bills  for  the  consumers 
of  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Cor- 
poration.

notes  and  songs  of  each  bird  seen  and  be  sure  the 
song  comes  from  the  bird  you  are  watching.  Note  its 
throat  or  tilt  of  head.  If  one  learns  to  identify  two 
birds  and  remembers  the  notes  of  one  on  each  trip, 
one  is  doing  well  and  should  feel  encouraged.  As 
you  advance  and  your  interest  grows,  you  will  soon 
be  asking  "where  do  these  birds  go  in  summer?"  or 
"where  do  they  spend  their  winters?"  This  is  a  big 
subject,  all  under  Migration. 

Identification. — Do  not  expect  to  remember  all  that 
the  books  tell  you  in  a  few  observations.  Take  ex- 
tensive notes  in  the  field  and  study  detailed  descrip- 
tions at  home.  If  you  see  a  bird  you  do  not  know, 
there  are  five  things  to  record:  First,  size,  compared 
with  some  well  known  bird.  Second,  location,  on 
ground,  high  or  low  in  tree  or  shrub;  what  kind  of 
tree  or  shrub.  Third,  if  possible,  the  shape  of  the 
bill,  whether  short  and  stout  or  long  and  pointed. 
Fourth,  the  most  conspicuous  colorings  and  marking's. 
Fifth,  time  of  year;  here  are  two  illustrations — a 
bird  larger  but  slimmer  than  a  Robin,  flies  to  the 
housetop  or  telegraph  pole  any  day  of  the  year,  a 
gray  bird,  showing  large  white  patches  on  wings  and 
white  outer  tail  feathers  (a  Mockingbird)  and  he  is 
quite  certain  to  give  a  call  note  or  song;  a  small  gray 
bird,  about  five  and  a  half  inches,  darts  out  from 
trees  or  shrubbery  and  has  a  very  uncertain  flight, 
watch  for  the  yellow  spot  on  rump  (upper  part  of 
tail)  always  visible  in  young  and  mature  birds. 
These  are  abundant  in  winter  and  have  a  striking 
costume  of  black,  yellow,  bluish-gray  and  some  white, 
before  leaving  for  their  mountain  nesting  sites.  This 
is  the  Audubon  Warbler  that  is  always  busy  hunting 
for  something  to  eat,  and  cleaning  your  foliage  of 
small  insects  and  their  larvae.  Behavior  and  flight 
are  interesting  phases  and  help  greatly  in  identifica- 
tion. The  economic  value  is  another  important  part 
of   "Trail   Trip"   work. 

Groupings. — When  beginning  the  study  of  birds, 
divide  your  lists  into  four  groups:  First,  resident 
birds  (those  that  we  have  with  us  all  the  year  and 
learn  where  to  find  them).  Second,  winter  visitants, 
(this   is   a  favorable  time   to  study  our  eleven   species 


of  Sea  Gulls,  also  many  land  birds).  Third,  summer 
residents,  (birds  that  nest  here  but  go  elsewhere  in 
winter).  Fourth,  the  migrants  that  pass  through,  or 
along  our  coast  in  great  numbers  in  the  fall,  young 
and  old,  and  a  smaller  number  that  return  in  the 
spring  on  their  way  to  their  nesting  grounds  in  the 
far  north.  These  are  mostly  wading  or  deep  sea 
birds  seen   at  or  near  the  shore. 

What  is  Gained  by  "Trail  Trips"? 

Any  one  can  comprehend  their  value  by  summing 
up  the  topics.  We  learn  from  "Requirements"  that 
congeniality  brings  pleasure  and  knowledge.  "Equip- 
ment" shows  us  how  to  dress  correctly  and  what  to 
carry.  "Choosing  a  suitable  location"  shows  a  sat- 
isfactory way  in  which  to  study  our  "friends  of  the 
air,"  saves  time  and  labor  and  is  sure  to  bring  suc- 
cess. "Identification"  proves  an  easy  way  to  recog- 
nize birds  in  the  field  and  "Groupings"  proves  help- 
ful as  it  eliminates  many  species  from  each  season. 
"Behavior,"  "Flight"  and  "Value"  and  for  advanced 
students,  the  "U.  S.  Government  Bird  Banding"  are 
all   exceedingly  interesting  subjects. 

Our  great  Creator  has  placed  these  "feathered 
hosts"  here  for  a  special  purpose  and  endowed  many 
with  beautiful  songs  for  our  enjoyment  and  has 
dressed  others  in  gay  raiment.  The  trees,  shrubs  and 
flowers  are  His  also  and  one  can  learn  them  while 
studying  the  birds.  From  thirty  to  fifty  varieties  of 
wild  flowers  can  be  found  even  in  the  dry  season 
and  they  are  never  over-looked  by  our  groups,  but 
are  left  as  found  for  others  to  enjoy.  Get  acquainted 
with  the  butterflies  also  and  learn  which  species  the 
yucca  depends  upon  for  pollination.  These  tall, 
blooming  stalks  of  desert  and  hillside  are  also  appro- 
priately known  as  "Candles  of  our  Lord." 

Do  you  read  the  roadside  as  you  go  up  and  down 
the  highway?  Begin  now  to  know  and  love  God's 
great  out-of-doors  and  you  will  see  far  more  on  your 
drives  and  vacation  outings  and  life  will  hold  twice 
the  beauty  and  interest,  your  memories  will  be  more 
golden  and  your  prayers  twice  as  earnest  for  the 
preservation  of  our  natural  resources.     Try  it!

THE  LOS  ANGELES 
AUDUBON  SOCIETY

When  Roland  Case  Ross  presented  his  illustrated 
lecture — "Water  Fowls  of  California"  to  the  Los  An- 
geles Audubon  Society  recently,  so  vivid  were  his 
word  pictures  and  so  accurate  and  sweetly  penetrat- 
ing his  imitation  call  notes,  that  he  carried  his  audi- 
ence with  him  into  the  birds'  real  haunts  and  habitats, 
and  the  pictured  screen  became  living  Canada  Geese 
in    V-formation,    honking    their    way    across    the    blue 
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sky-line  or  Pintail  and  Red-headed  Ducks  busily  gos- 
siping about  domestic  cares  within  their  secluded  tule- 
screened   bowers. 

For  the  last  five  years  Mr.  Ross  has  ably  filled  the 
position  of  assistant  instructor  of  Nature  Study  in  the 
public  schools  of  Los  Angeles  and  is  recognized  as  a 
progressive  student  of  nature-lore,  untiring  in  his  ef- 
forts for  first-hand  knowledge;  alert  and  responsive 
to  all  phases  of  the  fascinating  subject.  In  his  pres- 
ent field  as  writer  and  lecturer  he  is  popular  and 
successful  and  in  constant  demand.  Those  who  secure 
his  services  are  most  fortunate,  for  added  to  his 
knowledge  of  natural  life,  he  possesses  the  rare  talent 
of  imitating  the  songs  and  calls  of  our  birds  and 
other  wild  life  so  accurately  that  they  come  out  in 
the   open   or   gather   about   him. 
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In  his  lecture  to  the  Audubonites,  he  spoke  of  the 
tremendous  slaughter  of  our  Geese  and  Ducks  and 
their  constant  decrease  through  the  drainage  of  their 
marsh-land  nesting  grounds,  rightfully  theirs  by  every 
law  of  nature,  and  which  should  be  respected  and 
protected  by  all  true  sportsmen  as  well  as  nature 
lovers.  By  the  colored  plates,  Mr.  Ross  called  atten- 
tion to  certain  characteristics  and  identification  marks 
of  the  different  species  of  Ducks — the  sloping  fore- 
head of  the  Red-headed,  the  incomplete  black  band 
near  the  tip  of  bill  of  the  Ring-necked  and  also  said 
that  while  some  Ducks  fearlessly  seek  the  open  water 
for  tid-bits,  others  feed  among  the  tall  reeds  and 
grasses  for  better  protection. 

He  made  the  startling  announcement  that  the  thou- 
sands of  Sandhill  Cranes  of  the  pioneer  days  of  Cali- 
fornia have  been  reduced  by  constant  warfare  until 
only  six  pair  now  represent  that  interesting  species 
in  this  state.  (Can  one  doubt  the  necessity  for  con- 
servation?) Their  flight  is  in  single  formation  and 
their  challenge  notes  when  in  the  field,  are  mellow 
yet  powerful.  Their  courtship  dance  is  a  swaying, 
leaping,  high-kick  minuet  in  which,  with  outstretched 
wings  and  beaks  nearly  touching  the  ground,  twenty 
pairs  may  join.  They  are  supposed  to  mate  for  life, 
though  never  omitting  their  spring-time  dance. 

Other  species  of  water  fowl  were  described  by  the 
speaker,  as  the  projector,  manipulated  by  Miss  Louisa 
Merritt  of  Pasadena,  portrayed  the  colored  biographic 
pictures  on  the  screen.

Wan  Club  at  the  Junior  Department  meetings.  Those 
passing  satisfactory  examinations  will  receive  twenty 
points.  Sight  reading  examinations,  ten  points.  Ten 
books  on  music  appreciation  are  submitted  to  be  read, 
these  to  be  selected  by  a  committee,  fifteen  points  are 
allowed.  Attendance  at  concerts  and  general  knowl- 
edge on  numbers  heard,  fifteen  points.  There  will  be 
special  judges  in  languages  as  well  as  in  music.  Full 
particulars  and  entrance  blanks  will  be  sent  by  apply- 
ing to  Edith  Wing-Hughes,  736  Whittier  Street,  chair- 
man of  Young  Artists'  Contest. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  November  12,  a  splendid 
program  was  presented  by  Lucile  Gibbs,  soprano, 
Mrs.  Leslie  Baird,  contralto,  Evelyn  Paddock  Smith, 
pianist  and  Mrs.  M.  Hennion  Robinson,  accompanist.

Besides  her  work  as  district  chairman  she  Is 
chairman  of  Church  Music  for  the  National  Federa- 
tion of  Music  Clubs.  The  Century  Publishing  Com- 
pany has  recently  published  a  song-book  compiled  by 
Mrs.  Mabee  giving  sixty-four  of  the  most  common 
hymns  used  and  with  story  of  their  origin.  She  or- 
ganized the  National  Hymn  Contest  last  year.  Al- 
ready this  movement  has  done  much  to  bring  about 
the  use  of  better  music  in  churches  and  Sunday 
Schools.  Mrs.  Mabee  has  been  heartily  supported  by 
religious,  ecclesiastical  organizations  and  individuals 
and  they  have  co-operated  with  her  in  very  way  pos- 
sible. Many  church  choirs  have  been  linked  up  with 
the  National  Federation  of  Music  Clubs  since  the  cam- 
paign started — seventeen  in  Washington  alone. 

The  fact  that  music  knows  no  creed  was  once  more 
demonstrated  by  the  contest.  Many  educational  pro- 
grams were  arranged  in  which  Protestant,  Roman 
Catholic  and  Jewish  choirs  took  part,  showing  the 
development  of  church  music  from  its  beginning  up 
to  the  present  time.

In  planning  the  work  of  the  scholarship  fund  of  the 
Long  Beach  College  Women's  Club,  the  committee 
realized  keenly  the  necessity  of  knowing  what  amount 
could  be  depended  upon  each  year,  so  that  the  best 
use  might  be  made  of  the  money  contributed.  Let 
us  tell  you  of  our  plan,  suggested  and  carried  out 
by  Mrs.  Sara  Jane  Simmons,  who  has  seen  its  success- 
ful operation  in  the  Mu  Phi  Epsilon  Sorority  of  which 
she  is  a  member.  Mrs.  Simmons  prepared  a  sub- 
scription form  which  is  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
club  so  that  all  may  have  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
definite  annual  contribution  to  the  scholarship  fund, 
for   any  number  of  years  desired.     To   those  who  do 


not  wish  to  make  a  continuous  pledge,  a  new  card  is 
sent  each  year. 

Mrs.  Simmons  has  presented  to  the  club  a  scholar- 
ship book  in  which  are  entered  the  names  of  all  sub- 
scribers, thus  constituting  a  permanent  honor-roll ; 
while  a  special  card-index  is  provided  for  the  regular 
bookkeeping  in  which  the  treasurer  enters  the  amount 
pledged,  and  dates  of  payment,  of  all  subscriptions.

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PURE  MILK

"Is  well  justified"  is  the  stamp  of  approval  given 
by  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion, to  the  work  such  as  is  being  carried  on  by  Cali- 
fornia Dairy  Council.  At  the  same  time  this  staid 
publication  of  the  medical  profession  frowns  upon 
the  "Eat  More"  campaigns. 

The  Journal  explains  its  position  in  a  recent  issue 
under  the  headin<?  of  "Milk  Consumption  in  the 
United  States."  This  editorial  republished  herewith, 
shows  definitely  why  the  dairy  councils'  slogan  of 
"A  Quart  A  Day  For  Every  Child — A  Pint  For  Every 
Adult"  is  justified  and  laudable. 

The  dairy  industry  should  feel  proud  to  have  the 
support  and  encouragement  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion, which  is  exceedingly  wary  to  lend  its  aid  to  any 
campaign  that  will  not  stand  the  most  severe  test  of 
scientific  facts.  The  editorial  is  reproduced  in  full 
herewith: 

"A  student  of  nutrition  has  recently  reminded  us 
that  the  history  of  science  warns  against  the  dangers 
of  dogmatism  in  the  presence  of  so  much  that  remains 
unknown  or  unapproachable.  When  experience  and 
science  seem  to  be  in  conflict,  it  is  particularly  well 
to  keep  an  open  mind.  The  science  of  nutrition  is  in 
the  midst  of  a  continual  evolution  of  facts  and  de- 
velopment of  truth.  The  propagandist  employs  strik- 
ing slogans  or  euphonious  catch  phrases  in  order  to 
promote  his  aims.  Publicity  promoted  in  this  way 
may  be  highly  appropriate  and  effective ;  no  one,  for 
instance,  would  interpose  objection  to  the  widely 
heralded  admonition  of  'safety  first.'  This  does  not 
apply  without  exception,  however,  to  all  the  dogmatic 
assertions  that  are  purveyed  flamboyantly  to  the  pub- 
lic. Indeed,  the  Journal  has  criticised  some  of  the 
current  advice  that  is  supposedly  directed  through 
nationwide  advertising  in  the  interest  of  the  public 
health  or  the  nutritive   welfare  of  our  population. 

"The  use  of  milk  and  dairy  products  is  being  pro- 
moted by  many  agencies  in  this  country.  The  recom- 
mendation of  a  quart  a  day  for  every  child,  a  pint 
for  very  adult'  has  come  to  have  a  familiar  ring;  it 
has  been  urged  since  the  days  of  the  World  War  as  not 
too  high  an  ideal.  The  unusual  nutritive  virtues  of 
milk  have  become  familiar  not  only  to  'experts'  in 
nutrition  but  even  to  every  school  child  in  these  days 
when  food  values  are  a  topic  of  conversation  in  the 
school  and  home,  and  when  the  popular  magazines 
feature  calories  and  vitamins  in  every  issue.  It  may 
not  be  amiss,  hoix'cver,  to  remind  the  ■public  again  and 


again  that  milk  is  unique  in  furnishing  more  calcium 
than  any  other  common  food.  This  is  accordingly 
one  of  the  standpoints  from  which  milk  may  be  espe- 
cially evaluated  as  a  dietary  essential.  The  studies 
of  Sherman  and  Hawley  of  Columbia  University 
showed  significantly  that  on  an  ordinary  mixed  diet 
containing  daily  750  gm.  of  milk  and  furnishing  a 
total  of  from  0.74  to  1.02  gm.  of  calcium  a  day,  chil- 
dren of  from  3  to  13  years  of  age  stored  from  0.15 
to  0.62  gm.  of  calcium  a  day,  the  amount  being  ap- 
proximately proportional  to  the  size  of  the  child  and 
averaging  0.01  gm.  of  calcium  per  kilogram  of  body 
weight,  daily.  When  the  daily  allowance  of  milk 
was  increased  to  1,000  gm.,  the  storage  of  calcium 
was  increased.  The  results  obtained  indicate  that 
optimal  storage  of  calcium  is  made  when  the  diet 
contains  1  quart  of  milk  a  day  for  each  child.  This, 
with  a  normal  allowance  of  other  foods,  will  usually 
mean  a  daily  intake  of  at  least  1  gm.,  of  calcium  for 
the  growing  child.  According  to  Sherman,  it  would 
be  best  to  maintain  this  level  of  milk  intake  up  to  at 
least  the  age  of  12  or  14  years. 

"In  contemplation  of  advice  that  seems  at  length 
to  be  based  on  dependable  physiologic  information, 
one  is  impelled  to  inquire  whether  the  dictum  of  'a 
quart  of  milk  daily'  would  encounter  obstacles  in 
the  direction  of  available  supply.  Smith  regards  the 
possibilities  of  expansion  of  the  dairy  industry  as 
almost  unlimited.  This  world,  he  has  assured  us, 
may  have  ten  or  twenty  times  as  much  milk  as  it 
now  has,  without  any  serious  reduction  of  any  other 
food  supply.  This  apparent  contradiction  comes  from 
the  fact  that  the  keeping  of  cattle  is  almost  a  neces- 
sary accompaniment  of  intensification  of  agriculture. 
The  total  production  of  milk  in  the  United  States  has 
been  variously  estimated  at  from  0.8  to  1.15  quarts 
for  each  person,  daily. 

"How  far  are  the  American  people  from  realizing 
the  ideal  daily  milk  consumption  that  has  just  been 
defended?  In  answer  to  this  question,  statistics  have 
recently  been  compiled  by  Haven  Emerson.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  1900  the  non- 
farming,  that  is,  the  urban  and  suburban  population 
of  the  United  States  purchased  about  0.5  pint  of  milk 
per  capita  daily.  In  1920  the  amount  had  risen,  ac- 
cording to  the  same  authority,  to  0.9  pint,  daily.  The 
reports  compiled  by  other  organizations  interested  in 
public  health  indicate  that  the  daily  per  capita  con- 
sumption varies  widely  in  the  larger  cities  of  the 
country.      Several    municipalities    in   various   parts   of 
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The  ordinary  kind  can  be  pur- 
chased much  cheaper,  but  par- 
ticular people  demand  the  best. 

It  is  produced  and  sealed  at 
Arden  Dairy  Farm,  pure, 
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the  union  report  a  figure  above  one  pint  a  day;  a 
larger  number  indicate  much  smaller  consumption. 
Geographic  conditions  do  not  seem  to  exert  a  decisive 
influence.  Thus  Detroit,  with  its  high  record  of  1.3 
pints,  is  approached  by  Springfield,  Mass.,  with  1.1 
pints;  while  the  neighboring  city  of  Worcester  re- 
ports only  0.39  pint.  An  almost  identical  consumption 
of  approximately  0.45  pint  is  given  for  New  York, 
Indianapolis,  Dallas,  Norfolk,  Omaha,  Savannah  and 
San  Antonio.  Fifty-two  large  cities  not  here  included 
reported  a  daily  milk  consumption  of  from  0.5  to  0.99 
pint  per  capita.  These  figures  will  suffice  to  lend 
some  assurance  that  there  is  still  abundant  occasion 
to  increase  the  use  of  milk,  and  large  opportunity  for 
the  promotion  of  public  health  policies  in  this  direc- 
tion. It  is  satisfying  to  have  the  figures,  and  en- 
couraging to  believe  that  the  current  propaganda  is 
ivett  justified."

FICTION— IT'S  ORIGIN, 
NATURE  AND  PURPOSE

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Book  Department,  we 
pointed  out  the  difference  between  poetry  and  prose — 
poetry  which  adds  to  the  sum  of  existences,  which 
creates  characters  and  events  and  prose  which  tells  of 
actual  happenings.  Here  we  will  deal  with  one  branch 
of  poetry.  You  remember  that  we  have  the  three 
kinds  of  poetic  creation — epic,  which  is  concerned 
with  words  and  which  has  the  narrator  interposed 
between  the  events  and  the  audience — lyric,  which 
is  reflection  and  which  features  music — and  dramatic, 
which  is  concerned  chiefly  with  action,  and  which  is 
presentation  with  the  audience  in  actual  contact  with 
the  events  as  they  take  place. 

You  remember  that  we  explained  how  these  three 
grew  out  of  the  ballad   dance,  the  germ   from  which 
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all  writing  springs  and  which  combined  words,  music 
and  action.  We  said  that  this  ballad  developed  of 
necessity  from  the  cave  man's  overwhelming  need  of 
expressing  his  feelings  after  a  big  battle,  the  need 
of  conveying  his  emotions  to  the  old  men,  women 
and  children  of  the  tribe,  who  had  not  seen  the  bat- 
tle. He  had  to  tell  of  the  emotions  which  he  had 
experienced  preceding,  during  and  after  the  battle. 
This  emotional  outlet  was  the  beginning.  We  will 
now   trace   the   future   steps. 

We  are  going  to  speak  no%v  of  epic  literature.  We 
may  call  this  type  of  creative  writing  by  many  names 
— epic,  narrative,  fiction,  novel,  but  these  various 
terms  one  and  all  designate  a  certain  class  of  liter- 
ature, the  kind  with  the  once-upon-a-time  beginning, 
the   kind    with    a    story   to   tell. 

A  few  days  after  the  tribal  celebration,  after  the 
ballad  dance  had  taken  place,  one  of  the  young  men 
of  the  tribe,  let  us  call  him  Bear-Killer — I  am  really 
not  up  on  the  various  cognomen  of  the  first  families 
of  pre-historic  times  but  Bear  Killer  will  do.  Well, 
a  few  days  later  Bear-Killer,  son  of  the  chief,  in 
order  to  while  away  the  evening  hours  about  the  fire, 
recounted  in  a  sing-song  voice,  with  no  doubt  a 
rhythmic  accompaniment  on  the  part  of  the  other 
young  men,  the  story  of  his  hand-to-hand  combat  with 
one  Sharp-Tooth,  leader  of  the  opposing  forces.  He 
was  inspired  to  this  effort  doubtless  by  the  desire  to 
impress    a    blue-eyed   member    of    the    opposite    sex. 

At  the  first  telling  the  raconteur,  while  giving  a 
very  favorable  impression  of  himself,  probably  ad- 
hered pretty  closely  to  the  facts,  since  there  had  been 
many  witnesses  to  the  encounter.  The  event  was  of 
such  interest,  however,  that  he  had  to  repeat  the  nar- 
ration the  next  night  and  the  next  and  the  next.  With 
these  nightly  repetitions  and  by  dwelling  more  and 
more  upon  the  parts  of  the  adventure  which  brought 
forth  the  most  response  from  his  hearers  in  emo- 
tion and  applause,  the  story  unconsciously  changed. 
The  exaggerations  were  at  first  quite  unintentional, 
but  nevertheless  by  the  time  the  great  great  grand- 
son of  Bear-Killer  and  the  blue  eyed  maiden,  was 
himself  a  grandfather,  the  story  had  become  a  part 
of  the  folk  lore  of  the  clan  and  Bear-Killer  was  by 
this  time  a  hero,  a  fighter  of  marvelous  prowess,  who 
had  freed  his  people  from  the  clutches  of  a  frightful 
giant,  one  Sharp-Tooth  by  name — a  giant  with  the 
strength  of  ten  ordinary  men  and  who  was  versed 
in   all  magic  lore. 

For  many  decades  this  type  of  exaggeration  served 
the  people  for  literature.  Foes  became  giants,  brave 
men  heroes,  wise  men  gods  and  cunning  ones  magi- 
cians. But  one  day,  some  artistic  soul  in  that  band 
conceived  the  idea  that  adventures  could  be  much 
better  told  if  one  sat  quietly  at  home  and  thought 
them  out.  He  was  a  poet  and  a  genius  as  great 
for  his  time  as  the  greatest.  With  him  a  new  force 
came  into  the  world — a  force  which  was  to  rule  the 
field  of  literature  and  other  fields  as  well,  imagina- 
tion. 

So  we  have  fiction  safely  launched;  growing  from 
the  unintentional  exaggeration  to  the  intentional  exag- 
geration of  actual  events  and  then  with  the  limitless 
scope  of  its  possibilities  opened  up  by  the  use  of 
imagination.  For  fiction  in  its  broadest  sense  is  mere- 
ly the  intentional  separation  of  the  expression  from 
the  fart. 

In  time  the  names  of  certain  men  were  lost  sight 
of  and,  while  their  adventures  were  remembered,  these 
adventures  were  gradually  ascribed  to  heroes,  who  had 
a  more  popular  appeal.  Stories  of  a  certain  type 
came  to  be  associated  with  the  name  of  a  certain  hero 
of  that  type  and  we  find  this  oral  poetry,  which  was 
sung  by  the  bards,  fusing  together  "agglutinized," 
one  writer  says,  and  we  get  an  heroic  cycle,  as  for 
example,   the   Achilles    cycle   of   warriors    stories — the 
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Odysseus  cycle  of  wandering  stories — the  King  Ar- 
thur cycle  of  the  Holy  Grail  stories — the  outlaw  cycle 
of  Robin  Hood  stories,  etc.  R.  G.  Moulton  says  that 
these  heroic  cycles  are  not  as  yet  poems  but  rather 
a  state  of  things  in  poetry.  A  mass  of  incidents 
having  no  necessary  connection  with  one  another 
except   that   they    are   attributed    to   the   same   hero. 

At  this  point  comes  the  very  important  step  between 
the  oral  or  floating  literature  and  the  written  or  fixed 
literature.  These  generations  of  singers  or  minstrels 
or  trouveres  have  played  their  important  role  in 
accumulating  a  wealth  of  material,  but  we  have  as 
yet  no  unity,  no  co-ordination  of  plot  until  some 
age,  some  lucky  age  produces  a  Homer,  and  Homer 
means  a  piecer-together.  All  of  that  material  comes 
into  contact  with  his  genius,  passes  through  his  or- 
ganizing mind  and  the  result  is  a  poem,  a  perfect 
whole,  an  Iliad  or  an  Odyssey.  This  then  is  fixed 
literature,  written  down  and  unchangeable.  All  art 
has  two  steps;  the  selection  of  essentials  and  the 
arrangement   of  those   essentials    into   a   pattern. 

The  plot  of  the  Iliad  is  very  simple.  Homer  has 
chosen  from  this  mass  of  oral,  changing  stories,  the 
important  episodes  and  has  arranged  them  logically, 
one  event  leading  to  the  next,  that  one  to  the  third 
and  so  on  up  to  the  climax  and  then  a  swift  drop 
to  the  close.  The  main  story  is  merely  the  recount- 
ing of  the  quarrel  between  Achilles  and  Agamemnon 
over  Briseis,  the  captive  slave  girl,  whom  each  cov- 
eted. When  the  reconciliation  takes  place  between 
these  two,  the  story  ends.  The  enveloping  action, 
the  setting  or  the  background  is  the  Trojan  war, 
but  when  the  main  thread  is  unwound,  when  amicable 
relations  are  again  in  order  between  the  two  leading 
characters,  the  narrative  is  finished.  We  find  here 
no  solution   of  the   war,   and   we   have  to  go   to  other 
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sources  to  find  out  what  happened  to  the  characters 
if  we  insist  upon  knowing.  "And  then  what?"  for 
Homer  was  artist  enough  to  know  when  to  stop. 

In  these  early  epics,  action  is  the  thing,  large 
movements,  struggles  in  which  the  whole  known 
world  took  part.  To  really  appreciate  them  one 
must  acquire  a  pagan  state  of  mind,  for  it  is  very 
easy  for  our  twentieth  century  minds  to  pick  ethical 
flaws  in  them.  George  Bernard  Shaw  says  in  his 
introduction  to  his  play  "Saint  Joan,"  that  until 
one  can  so  get  into  the  medieval  mind  that  he  could 
even  vote  for  the  burning  of  the  Maid,  he  cannot 
understand  her  life  and  her  work.  So  with  these 
early  epics  we  must  become  pagan  to  really  appre- 
ciate their  beauty.  Gilbert  Murray  says  that  they 
are  an. Heroic  Age  idealized.  He  says,  "People  and 
things  were  at  their  best,  seen  through  a  mist  of  yearn- 
ing memory  and  tradition.  There  might  be  death 
and  battle,  but  there  were  no  colds,  coughs,  or  tooth- 
aches. All  eating  was  a  feast  and  rejoicing.  All 
the  cities  in  Homer  are  well  founded,  or  'set  on 
hills,'  or  'homes  of  fair  women,'  or,  in  other  words 
'lovely.'  Houses  are  strong  and  well  built.  The  poet 
seldom  mentions  a  door  without  saying  how  well 
it  fits.  Clothes  are  all  that  clothes  should  be.  You 
love  your  helmet  and  your  shield;  your  axe  fits  your 
hand.  Your  ships  are  'dark'  and  'even'  and  'smooth' 
and  'well-benched.'  The  sails  are  strong  and  well 
balanced ;  and  there  you  sit  and  smite  the  blue  salt 
water  into  foam  and  a  high  west  wind  goes  shouting 
over  the  wine-faced  sea." 

In  the  Middle  Ages  along  with  the  epics  we  have 
a  new  type  of  story  developing.  Short,  with  few 
characters,  sometimes  with  a  turn  for  the  miraculous, 
sometimes  amusing,  often  a  wee  bit  naughty.  One 
group  of  these  stories  has  been  collected  and  written 
by  some  monk  in  Latin  and  is  called  the  Gesta 
Romanorum.  To  each  storj'  is  attached  a  moral,  the 
ecclesiastical  mind  of  the  Middle  Ages  could  not  have 
countenanced  them  otherwise.  Frequently  the  moral 
is  longer  than  the  story,  often  it  is  irrelevant  but 
the  church  was  satisfied  by  the  mere  presence  of  a 
moral,   however   incongruous. 

Modern  fiction  tries  to  strike  a  happy  medium  be- 
tween the  story  which  is  all  action  and  the  story  which 
is  all  moral.  Now  the  purpose  of  fiction  is  to  teach 
a  general  truth  or  law  but  it  must  do  so  without 
seeming  to  do  so.  As  soon  as  your  story  teller 
preaches,  he  looses  interest  as  a  story  teller,  he  should 
become  a  philosopher  or  an  essayist.  Now  it  may 
seem  a  bit  contradictory  to  say  that  the  purpose  of 
fiction  is  to  teach  truth.  But  fiction  and  truth  are 
not  antithetic.  The  antithesis  is  between  fiction 
and  fact.  And  truth  and  fact  are  by  no  means 
synonymous.  Fact  is  the  actual  showing  or  prov- 
ing of  a  truth.  To  explain  this  Clayton  Hamilton 
gives  the  following  example.  He  says  that  if  a  wind 
blows  and  an  apple  is  blown  from  the  tree,  that  is 
a  fact.  But  the  truth  behind  that  fact  is  that  bodies 
in  space  attract  each  other  with  a  force  which  varies 
inversely  as  the  square  of  the  distance  between  them. 
Fact  is  concrete,  we  see  it,  we  feel  it,  we  experience 
it,  but  truth  is  abstract,  a  theory  of  the  mind.  Fact 
deals  with  actualities,  truth  with  realities.  The  pur- 
pose of  all  science  is  to  discover  these  truths  of  which 
the  facts  are  the  specific  manifestations — the  purpose 
of  all  philosophy  is  to  understand  and  appraise  these 
truths — and  the  purpose  of  all  art  is  to  present  or 
utter  these  truths. 

Fiction  presents  these  truths  by  means  of  the  nar- 
ration of  a  series  of  imaginary  events  which  are  sup- 


posed to  befall  a  group  of  imaginary  characters.  But 
because  we  say  that  these  events  and  these  characters 
are  imaginary  does  not  mean  that  therefore  they  are 
not  real.  Can  anyone  deny  the  reality  of  say,  Tom 
Jones,  Becky  Sharp,  Tess,  Robinson  Crusoe,  Lord 
Jim,  Jan  Eyre,  Rip  Van  Winkle,  Long  John  Silver, 
Kim,  or  the  Little  Tin  Soldier?  And  no  one  can  say 
that  what  happened  to  the  Elephant's  Child  didn't 
happen.  Why  it  did  !  And  we  kiiow  that  the  barge 
bearing  the  three  tall  queens  dressed  in  black,  came 
for  King  Arthur  after  he  was  mortally  wounded,  and 
we  know  that  it  bore  him  away  down  the  river  to 
the  sea  and  on  to  the  mystic  isle  of  Avalon.  "And 
on  the  mere  the  wailing  died  away."  And  how  sure 
we  are  of  the  results  of  that  fatal  " — pleasant  walk 
and  pleasant  talk  along  the  briny  beach,"  with  the 
walrus   and   the   carpenter. 

All  of  these  people  and  happenings  are  real  and 
why?  Because  they  are  in  perfect  accord  and  har- 
mony with  the  truth  which  underlies  them.  And 
when  you  find  a  piece  of  fiction  which  is  not  true  in 
this  sense  then  you  ha%'e  an  immoral  piece  of  fic- 
tion. There  is  no  subject  which  in  itself  is  immoral, 
and  one  is  unfair  to  judge  a  piece  of  writing  by  the 
choice  of  subject,  the  only  real  basis  of  judgment 
is  the  treatment  of  the  subject.  A  very  immoral  book 
may  be  very  beautifully  and  delicately  written  but 
at  heart  be  rotten,  while  many  books  that  offend  us 
by  the  seemingly  unnecessary  brutality  of  their  real- 
ism, maj'  as  a  matter  of  fact  leave  us  with  an  up- 
lift, a  philosophy  that  is  stimulating  and  satisfying. 
Don't  confuse  coarseness  with  immo^alit3^  You  may 
object  to  coarseness  on  aesthetic  but  not  on  ethical 
grounds. 

I  want  to  quote  Clayton  Hamilton  again  here.  "The 
one  thing  needful  in  order  that  fiction  may  be  moral, 
is  that  the  author  maintain  throughout  his  "work,  a 
sane  and  healthy  insight  into  the  soundness  or  un- 
soundness of  the  relations  between  his  characters.  He 
must  know  when  they  are  right  and  know  when 
they  are  wrong  and  must  make  clear  to  us  the  rea- 
sons for  his  judgment.  He  cannot  be  immoral  unless 
he  is  untrue.  To  make  us  pity  his  characters  when 
they  are  vile,  or  love  them  when  they  are  noxious, 
to  invent  excuses  for  them  in  situations  where  they 
cannot  be  excused,  to  leave  us  satisfied  when  their 
baseness  has  been  unbetrayed,  to  make  us  wonder  if 
after  all  the  exception  is  not  greater  than  the  rule- 
in  a  single  word,  to  lie  about  his  characters,  that  is 
for   the   fiction   writer   the   one   unpardonable   sin."

THE    DRAMA    COMMITTEE   —   WHAT    IT   IS   AND    HOW   IT   WORKS 

The  new  and  beautiful  quarters  of  the  Friday 
Morning  Club  of  Los  Angeles  must  be  justified  by 
an  increase  in  activity  among  its  members  unless 
the  club  is  to  be  swallowed  up  by  its  own  domicile. 
The  drama  committee  believes  that  it  is  helping  in 
that  justification  by  increasing  its  active  member- 
ship from  a  mere  chairman,  which  in  former  times  was 
necesary  and  good  for  many  reasons,  to  a  busy  and, 
let  us   hope,   effective   group    of   twenty-five. 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Thurston,  our  very  stimulating  chair- 
man, and  Miss  Willamene  Wilkes,  her  very  capable 
vice-chairman,  and,  as  everyone  knows,  director  of 
the  Majestic  Theatre  in  our  city,  are  the  leaders  of 
this  group  and  have  divided  them  into  sub-commit- 
tees covering  the  various  expressions — or  we  might 
say,  children — of  the  drama  and  just  as  the  whole 
drama  committee  feels  itself  to  be  the  most  important 
committee  in  the  Friday  Morning  Club,  so  each  sub- 
committee is  impressed  with  its  own  individual  im- 
portance and  as  I  cannot  in  justice  to  all,  say  which 
ii  the  most  important,  I  will  dodge  the  issue  as  is 
done  by  more  or  less  cowardly  minds  by  mentioning 
their   activities   in   their   alphabetical   order. 

First  of  all  we  have  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
which  Miss  Eleanor  Bissell  is  chairman  and  which 
includes  Mrs.  Hugh  Neal  Wells  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Harrington.  These  members  work  with  the  chairman 
as  the  whole  committee  on  programs  of  which  you 
will  read  more  later  on. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  A.  L.  Bagnall,  an 
amateur  dramatic  organization  is  in  embryo.  Besides 
being  the  guiding  spirit  of  this  growing  child,  Mrs. 
Bagnall  has  lent  her  charming  house,  set  on  a  hill 
and  far  away  from  the  ceaseless  noise  of  traffic,  for 
the  development  of  the  latent  theatrical  talent  among 
Friday  Morning  members.  Here  young  and  old  can 
give  expression  to  theii"  pent-up  feelings  in  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  various  characters  in  the  plays  cho- 
sen by  Mrs.  Bagnall  and  her  committee  for  the  presen- 
tation before  the  club  sr)me  time  in  February.  Mrs. 
Andrew  Blackmore  is  vice-chairman  of  this  sub-com- 
mittee and  Mrs.  Park  French,  an  active  member  of 
the  Majestic  Theatre  organization,  is  directing  that 
latent  talent,  so  that  by  February  a  performance  is 
expected  that  will  bid  fair  to  rival  any  of  the  other 
amateur  dramatic  organizations  of  the  city,  despite 
its  youth. 

Then  there  is  a  committee  for  oA'erseeing  and  re- 
porting on  the  legitimate  drama  as  given  to  us  in  the 
various  local  theatres  and  little  theatre  groups.  This 
committee  is  suppo>ed  to  guide  tfie  members  to  the 
plays  most  worth  while,  or  th."  per.'oririance  most 
creditably  given  by  reporting  on  each  new  offering 
as  it  appears.  Very  often  one  must  decide  in  a  few 
moments  which  production  would  suit  one's  guests  the 
best  and  information  and  opinions  on  the  various  pro- 
ductions can  be  obtained  by  communicating  with  Mrs. 
Otis  H.  Castle,  chairman  of  this  committee,  Mrs. 
Richard  S.  Davis,  vice-chairman,  or  any  of  their 
associates  in  this  work  who  comprise  Mrs.  Mark  Kel- 
sey,  Mrs.  Andrew  Blackmore.  Mrs.  James  Shelton, 
Mrs.  George  Dryer.  Mrs.  Robert  Leonard  and  Mrs. 
Ernest   Bent. 

Just  as  this  latter  committee  takes  care  of  the 
"speakies"  so  Mrs.  Martin  Carter's  committee  gives 
us  information  concerning  the  "movies."  Their  work 
is  most  stimulating  and  important  not  only  to  club 
members  but  as  a  part  of  the  development  of  enter- 
tainment as  a  growing  factor  in  the  lives  of  our  chil- 
dren.    The    movies    in    most    ca>es    are    Sfi    cheap,    sc

available  and  so  attractive  to  the  young  that  unless 
we  accept  our  proper  responsibility  in  this  regard  we 
cannot  criticize  the  results  of  our  negligence.  Mrs. 
Louise  Tolhurst  is  vice-chairman  of  this  committee; 
Mrs.  John  Vruwink.  secretary;  Mrs.  John  H.  Russell, 
Miss  Eleanor  Otis  Booth  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Noble,  addi- 
tional members.  We  feel  that  this  sub-committee 
has  an  opportunity  to  keep  its  hand  on  the  pulse  of 
the  people's  likes  and  dislikes  and,  with  the  co- 
operation of  other  like  committees,  can  in  a  measure 
guide  those  likes  and  dislikes  to  the  great  advantage 
of  all.  Also  in  this  sub-committee  we  have  a  con- 
necting link  with  the  Women's  Federation  of  Clubs 
as  Mrs.  John  Vruwink,  whom  I  have  mentioned  as 
secretarv  of  our  own  sub-committee,  is  also  chairman 
of  children's  films  and  matinees  in  the  larger  organ- 
ization. 

Mrs.  Frank  Van  Steenburg  is  alone  in  the  very  en- 
grossing task  of  keeping  us  in  touch  with  the  new 
plays.  Most  of  this  work  must  of  necessity  be  done 
through  reading,  but  Mrs.  Van  Steenburg  has  such  a 
grasp  of  dramatic  content  that  she  brings  to  us 
through  that  grasp  the  possibility  of  keeping  abreast 
of  the  dramatic  world  which,  of  necessity,  has  its 
headquarters  in  New  York. 

A  most  interesting  development  is  being  given  ex- 
pression by  Mrs.  Milbank  Johnson's  committee  on  the 
Prize  Play  contest.  This  committee  hopes  to  be  able 
to    a\vard     a    substantial    prize,    half    of    which    has 
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already  been  subscribed,  to  that  play  written  by  a 
member  of  the  Friday  Morning  Club  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  judges  deserves  that  distinction.  There 
are  rules  governing  the  contest  which  have  been  given 
to  the  members  and  as  it  is  open  to  all  the  members, 
an  equal  chance  is  given  to  all  not  only  to  give  ex- 
pression to  their  talent  for  dramatic  composition,  but 
also  to  achieve  a  material  reward  for  the  results  of 
their  efforts.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  success  of  this 
first  prize  play  contest  another  year  the  same  sort  of 
thing  may  be  carried  out  for  another  form  of  cultural 
effort,  a  poem,  short  story,  picture,  scenario  or  what 
you  will,  to  the  end  that  a  permanent  fund  may  be 
established  for  distribution  annually  of  prizes  for 
work  of  this  kind. 

Not  only  is  the  drama  committee,  however,  doing 
all  this  outside  work,  but  it  is  also  responsible  for 
one  Friday  program  a  month,  a  luncheon  speaker  for 
that  same  Friday  and  in  addition  a  program  for  one 
Tuesday  in  each  month.  The  Tuesday  program  has 
usually  been  given  in  connection  with  a  luncheon, 
and  while  this  added  social  feature  may  have  been  a

is  no  necessity  for  violence;  that  the  nation  is  ruled 
by  the  majority,  but  the  minority  have  rights ;  lastly, 
the  Supreme  Court  and  all  the  judiciary  is  for  the 
protection  of  the  minority. 

Mr.  Cooper  made  an  impression  of  clear,  concise 
reasoning  on   an   appreciative   audience. 

A  feature  of  the  day  was  charming  demonstrations 
of  the  art  of  good  dressing,  given  by  Mme.

This  citizen-supported  educational  movement  has 
been  heartily  endorsed  by  President  Coolidge  and  is 
gaining  momentum. 

The  Educational  Committee,  of  which  Mr.  Charles 
Barclay  Moore,  principal  of  Franklin  High  School,  is 
chairman,   announces  that   a  speakers'  bureau  of  men 


and  women  expert  in  some  phase  of  educational  work 
has  been  organized  to  present  to  the  various  organiza- 
tions of  the  community  what  has  been  accomplished  in 
the  public  schools. 

Mrs.  Nancy  M.  Schoonmaker  of  New  York,  who  was 
sent  by  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  to 
Europe  to  investigate  the  social,  economic  and  political 
conditions  of  the  women  throughout  the  European 
countries,  spoke  on  the  International  Obligations  of 
American  Women. 

The  following  excerpt  is  from  the  Christian  Science 
Monitor: 

"Teachers  and  Citizens  to  Be  United  in  Interests  of 
World  Friendship 
"Recognizing  that  the  seeds  of  war  lie  in  the 
thoughts  of  the  individual,  Los  Angeles  educators  to- 
day launched  an  organization  dedicated  to  advance  a 
higher  plane  of  teaching  which  will  implant  feelings 
of  trust  and  friendship  toward  each  other  in  the 
thoughts  of  the  coming  generation  of  every  nation, 
and   thus  insure   world   peace. 

"The  Teacher-Citizen-Friendship  League  is  Jthe 
name  of  this  new  body,  organized  to  bend  every  effort 
toward  putting  into  action  locally  the  international 
program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Education  Asso- 
ciations, formed  in  San  Francisco  last  June  under 
the  auspices  of  the  National  Education  Association. 
It  will  take  in  its  membership  all  civic  and  social 
organizations  of  Los  Angeles  which  are  willing  to  co- 
operate toward  the  eradication  of  war  through  educa- 
tion, thus  fulfilling  its  name  by  bringing  together 
teacher  and  citizen  in  the  interests  of  world  friend- 
ship. 

"The  Los  Angeles  City  Teachers'  Club  and  its 
president.  Miss  Jeannette  Jacobson,  stand  as  sponsors 
for  the  league.  Announcement  of  its  formation  was 
made  at  a  luncheon  given  by  the  club  at  the  teachers' 
institute  in  session  here,  and  was  met  by  ringing 
applause  from  the  educators  who  crowded  the  ball- 
room of  the  Biltmore  Hotel.  Dr.  Augustus  O.  Thomas, 
president  of  the  World  Federation  of  Education  Asso- 
ciations, who  delivered  the  principal  address  at  the 
luncheon,  said  afterward  to  a  representative  of  The 
Christian   Science   Monitor: 

"  'This  league  is  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  organ- 
ized anywhere,  and  is  just  what  is  needed  to  make 
practical  the  plans  of  the  World  Federation.  It  is, 
of  course,  created  solely  to  care  for  the  Los  Angeles 
field,  but  I  think  there  is  little  doubt  that  it  will  be 
followed  quickly  by  similar  organizations  in  many 
parts  of  the  United  States.  Eventually  such  leagues 
the  world  over  should  carry  forward  and  put  into 
application  the  ideals  of  the  World  Federation.'  " 

To  quote  the  president  of  the   league: 

"We  of  the  educational  world  are  convinced  that 
education  is  the  remedy  for  all  community  ills  from 
the  least  to  the  world-wide." 

"If  teachers  are  thus  to  take  their  rightful  place 
as  practical  leaders  among  the  public,  they  must 
stand  a  solid  unit  behind  this  movement.  Further 
suggestions  for  its  success  will  be  most  gladly  re- 
ceived." 

Some  time  ago  an  article  appeared  in  The  Club- 
woman on  the  Teacher-Citizen  Friendship  League 
in  which  the  tentative  constitution  was  presented. 
The  following  are  the  permanent  by-laws  which  have 
since   been   adopted: 
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ARTICLE  I.— NAME 

The  organization  shall  be  known  as  "The  Teacher- 
Citizen   Friendship   League." 

ARTICLE  II.— OBJECT 

It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  league  to  establish 
mutual  understanding  and  co-operation  between  the 
educational  and  citizen  interests;  to  afford  the  means 
of  contact  and  reciprocal  service  between  the  teacher 
and  citizen  groups;  to  support  the  purpose  of  the 
World  Federation  of  Education  Associations  for  peace 
through  education  and  to  help  make  the  city,  state, 
nation  and  world  a  unit  for  good. 

ARTICLE  III.— MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  members — 
active  and  honorary. 

Sec.  2.  The  active  membership  of  this  league  shall 
consist  of  non-sectarian,  non-political  organizations 
and   individual  citizens. 

Section  3.  Other  persons  not  active  members  may 
become  honorary  officers  or  members  who,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  re- 
ceive a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

Sec.  4.  Subsidiary  organizations  in  other  commun- 
ities may  affiliate  with  the  main  organization  upon 
acceptance  of  application  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  a  first 
Vice-President,  a  second  Vice-President,  a  third  Vice- 
President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding 
Secretary   and    a   Treasurer. 

These   officers   and   ten  directors,   together   with   the 
chairman   of    each    Standing   Committee,    shall   consti- 
tute the  Board  of  Directors,  provided  that  the  number 
of    Directors    and    of    the    Standing    Committees    may

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WOMEN'S  UNIVERSITY  CLUB

Mrs.  Charles  F.  Turner's  personal  guest  at  the 
afternoon  tea  program  on  Friday,  November  21,  was 
Miss  Croff,  a  graduate  of  Radcliffe  College,  who  has 
just  come  on  from  Washington,  D.  C,  to  take  a 
place  in  the  faculty  of  Westlake  School  for  Girls. 

Miss  Croff  is  delightfully  reminiscent  of  life  at  the 
capital.  She  leaves  one  in  no  doubt  regarding  the 
commanding  place  held  by  the  American  Association 
of  University  Women  in  the  social  and  diplomatic 
life  of  Washington.  During  the  visit  of  the  Lloyd 
Georges,  when  plans  were  forming  for  a  reception 
to  them,  every  one  was  eager  to  honor  England's  war 
premier,  and  almost  every  available  club  and  private 
house  was  offered  for  the  reception,  but  the  decision 
was  made  to  use  the  clubhouse  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  University  Women.  This  is  the  house 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Russian  Embassy,  one  of 
the   historic  places  of  Washington. 

Another  notable  reception  was  that  tendered  the 
delegation  of  Welsh  women  who  came  representing 
their  country-women  in  the  interest  of  world  peace. 
The  delegates  brought  with  them  an  old  chest  of 
seasoned  oak  containing  a  petition  signed  by  2,000 
Welsh  women.  The  signatures  were  gathered  with 
tremendous  effort.  To  reach  many  of  the  signers  it 
was  necessary  to  go  back  in  remote  hill  regions.  Num- 
bers of  them  could  not  sign  their  names — could  only 
make  their  mark.  President  Coolidge  was  so  touched 
by  this  dumb  appeal  that  he  ordered  the  oak  chest 
with  its  precious  contents  placed  in  the  Smithsonian 
Institute. 

Not  only  on  such  high  days  as  those  just  mentioned, 
but  every  day  the  clubhouse  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Women  is  a  point  of  international 
contact.  Callers  drop  in  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 
And  all  these  women  say  "Let  there  be  peace."  And 
there  shall  be  peace. 

Dr.  Aurelia  Reinhardt,  president  of  Mills  College, 
is  president  of  the  American  Association  of  Uni- 
versity Women.  She  presided  over  a  meeting  of  the 
board  of  directors  in  Washington,  D.  C,  November 
10-12.  The  national  convention  of  the  Association 
will  be  held  in  Indianapolis  in  April,   1925. 

The  state  president  of  the  California  Division  of  the 
American  Association  of  University  Women  is  Mrs. 
Henry  Goodcell  of  San  Bernardino.  There  are  fourteen 
branches  in  the  following  towns  and  counties:  Fresno 
branch,  Glendale  College  Women's  Club,  Imperial 
Valley  College  Women's  Club,  Long  Beach  College 
Women's  Club,  Los  Angeles  Women's  University  Club, 
Northern  California  branch  of  A.  A.  U.  W.,  Chico; 
Pomona  Valley  branch.  Son  Gorgonio  branch,  Sacra- 
mento branch,  Santa  Barbara  branch,  San  Diego 
branch,  San  Francisco  branch,  San  Jose  branch,  Ven- 
tura branch. 

On  Saturday,  December  6,  the  Women's  University 
Club  held  a  joint  meeting  with  the  California  League 
of  Women  Voters,  Southern  Section,  and  the  Pomona 
Valley  and  Glendale  branches  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  University  Women.  The  meeting  was  in 
the  auditorium  of  the  Catholic  Women's  clubhouse 
and  the  chief  speaker  was  Mrs.  William  Palmer  Lucas, 
chairman  of  International  Co-operation,  California 
League  of  Women  Voters  and  chairman  of  Interna- 
tional Relations,  State  Division  A.  A.  U.  W.  Mrs. 
Lucas'  subject  was  "Relation  of  University  Women 
to  the  Problem  of  America's  Foreign  Policy."  Mrs. 
Lucas  spoke  in  a  simple,  forthright  manner.  She 
introduced  her  topic  by  saying  that  university  women 
are  a  privileged  class,  not  a  class  of  privilege.  Col- 
lege women  have  been  given  four  years  in  which  to 
be   taught  to  think.     Mrs.   Lucas   urged   an   informed 


opinion.  She  closed  with  the  lines  of  Herman  Hage- 
dorn's  "Unknown  Soldier,"  in  which  the  heroic  dead 
of  the  world  war  speak  to  the  unheroic  living,  saying 
that  they  died  because  we  would  not  think.  Mrs. 
Lucas  is  a  graduate  of  Smith  College,  did  post- 
graduate work  at  Columbia  University  and  Oxford, 
England.  She  is  the  author  of  "The  Woman  Who 
Spends,"  "The  Children  of  France  and  the  Red 
Cross,"  "Hopper,"  "A  Scrap  of  Paper,"  and  other 
war  sketches.  She  served  in  the  publicity  department 
of  the  Red  Cross  both  in  France  and  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.

OUR  YOUTH,  THE  SOLUTION 

In  America,  as  elsewhere  throughout  the  world 
today  youth  is  stirring  with  consciousness  of  the  vast 
social  problems  of  the  age.  Many  of  the  educators 
and  leaders  of  today  believe  that  a  definite  American 
youth  movement  has  begun.  The  youth  of  today  in- 
tends to  realize  its  ideals,  to  make  needed  reforms, 
and  above  all  to  face  problems  squarely  and  honestly. 
We,  the  older  generation,  must  sympathize  with  this 
movement  and  strive  to  aid  in  its  progress.  For  the 
older  generation  to  continuously  distrust  and  ridicule 
the  efforts  of  the  younger  wastes  much  time  and  only 
postpones  the  day  of  accomplishment.  Therefore  the 
best  means  of  realizing  the  ideals  we  now  hold  for  our 
social  order  is  to  help  the  youth  of  our  generation, 
because  with  them  lies  the  task  of  solving  our  prob- 
lems. For  this  task  they  need  special  help  and  en- 
couragement. We  must  look  to  youth  with  trust  and 
understanding,  keeping  ourselves  plastic  for  the  needed 
social  changes.  To  do  this  we  must  have  much  to 
do  with  youth,  know  it,  talk  with  it,  fellowship  with 
it,  and  see  its  visions.  The  Long  Beach  College 
Women's  Club  in  creating  a  "Big  Sister"  department 
hopes  to  make  this  possible  to  its  members. 

The  "Big  Sister"  movement  aims  to  help  especially 
the  adolescent  girl.  There  are  four  organized  adol- 
escent-girl groups  in  Long  Beach,  viz:  the  Girl  Re- 
serves, under  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.;  the  Camp  Fire  Girls, 
under  the  City  Department  of  Recreation;  the  Girl 
Guards,  under  the  Salvation  Army;  and  the  Bethel 
of  Job's  Daughters,  organized  by  the  Masonic  order. 
With  these  groups  we  wish  to  co-operate,  and  also 
with  the  dean  of  the  high  school,  the  part  time  educa- 
tion, the  Juvenile  Court,  and  the  probation  officer. 


The  policy  of  the  Big  Sister  department  will  be  to 
place  the  responsibility  of  the  training  of  children  on 
the  parents,  but  where  broken  homes  exist  and  other 
maladjustments  make  adequate  training  impossible, 
the  Big  Sister  will  be  available  to  study  and  advise — 
to  study,  not  to  criticize  or  blame,  but  to  enter  into 
the  place  of  youth  and  to  work  a  way  out,  remember- 
ing that  a  Big  Sister  loves,  understands  and  guides. 

Therefore,  the  Big  Sister  department  will  delve  into 
the  very  root  of  the  youth  problem,  for  we  believe 
that  the  "little  sisters"  of  today  whom  we  want  to  help 
will  be  the  leaders  of  the  youth  movement  tomorrow.

GALPIN   SHAKESPEARE  CLUB

It  may  sometimes  seem  in  a  world  where  there  is 
so  much  hurry  and  worry,  so  many  human  needs  and 
so  much  to  be  done,  that  a  merely  cultural  club  like 
the  Galpin   Shakespeare  is  out  of  place. 

But  the  intensive  study  of  a  major  poet  may  settle 
many  a  question,  satisfy  many  a  spiritual  need.  The 
more  we  know  of  the  works  of  the  great  authors  who 
have  delineated  life,  the  more  clearly  we  see  that  our 
problems  are  old — that  no  sorrow,  misfortune  or  per- 
plexity comes  to  us  that  many  human  beings  have  not 
known  long  before  our  time.  Some  of  them  flatten 
out  under  their  loads,  others  adjusted  them  on  their 
shoulders  and  bravely  plodded  on.  To  which  class 
do  I  belong?  we  ask  ourselves. 

For  a  variety  of  tj'pes  portrayed  in  a  variety  of  cir- 
cumstances, those  of  us  who  read  only  English  must 
always  come  back  to   Shakespeare. 

A  very  remarkable  little  Christmas  play  has  been 
compiled  by  Mrs.  Robert  Robinson  of  the  Galpin 
Shakespeare  Club  entirely,  or  practically  so,  from  the 
writings  of  the  Bard  of  Avon. 

This  play  represents  Germany.  Of  course  the 
names  of  the  characters  are  not  taken  from  Shakes- 
peare planning  to  attack  Belgium  and  France  again, 
urged  to  this  wickedness  by  the  Spirit  of  Discord. 
England  comes  to  the  rescue  boldly,  France  stands  to 
her  colors  and  another  World  War  seems  imminent. 
But  the  Spirit  of  Christmas  comes  upon  the  scene  and 
with  tactful  and  well-chosen  reproofs  she  makes  the 
would-be  combatants  ashamed  of  themselves,  and 
finally  white-robed  Peace  appears  and  addresses  the 
still  hardly  pacified  nations  very  beautifully,  thus  con- 
cluding the  play.  Mrs.  Robinson  has  certainly  been 
ingenious  in  picking  out  bit  by  bit  sentences  and 
phrases  to  carry  her  ideas. 

Miss  Dorothy  Levoy  superintended  the  rehearsals 
of  the  play,  which  was  given  December  27.

LANDMARKS    CLUB 

As  January  13,  1925,  is  the  seventy-eighth  anni- 
versary of  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Cahuenga 
by  Lt.-Col.  John  C.  Fremont,  Gen.  Andres  Pico  and 
their  commissioners,  the  California  History  and 
Landmarks  Club  will  hold  its  regular  monthly  meet- 
ing on  this  day  at  Cahuenga  Park,  Fremont-Pico 
Memorial  and  Museum,  the  place  where  the  treaty 
was  signed. 

The  program  for  the  day  will  begin  at  2  p.  m. 
and  will  be  personal  sketches  of  the  signers  of  the 
treaty;  namely,  Fremont,  Reading,  Russell  and 
McLane  for  the  United  States  forces,  and  Pico, 
Carrillo  and  Olvera  for  the  Californians.  There  will 
also  be  dances  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  May  Clarke 
of  Burbank.  The  Fremont-Pico  Memorial  is  situated 
on  Lankershim  Blvd.  opposite  the  Universal  Film 
Co.  It  can  be  reached  either  by  motor  or  P.  E.  cars; 
the  latter  leave  the  Fourth  and  Hill  street  station 
hourly.  Take  the  car  marked  Universal  City  and 
leave  it  at  the  Universal  City  station,  walk  about 
300  yards  toward  the  film  company  plant.  The  Me- 
morial has  a  high  adobe  wall  in  front  with  a  tall 
Camino  Real  bell  to  mark  the  place.  Those  desiring 
to  go  early  and  take  lunch  with  them  will  find  pleas- 
ant pergolas,  tables  and  benches.  The  Park  Depart- 
ment has  planted  a  few  trees,  sodded  the  lawn  and 
erected  pergolas.  A  cement  foundation  for  a  foun- 
tain has  been  placed,  but  as  yet  the  building  intended 
for  the  collection  of  historic  relics  is  not  ready  for  the 
valuable  collection  as  a  nucleus  for  the  museum. 

At  the  November  meeting  of  the  California  History 
and  Landmarks  Club  the  members  voted  fifty  dollars 
toward  placing  iron  bars  on  the  windows  and  doors 
of  the  building  to  be  used  as  a  museum.

Mr.  Donald  McAlpine  of  the  local  high  school 
spoke  on  the  subject.  "The  Youth  of  Today,"  at  the 
Wednesday  .Afternoon  Club  luncheon  of  December  6.

While  the  proponents  assert  that 
"this  is  true,  it  is  in  keeping  with  the  age — the  next 
generation  will  be  meek  and  lowly."

THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  AMERI- 
CAN FLAG 

By  Mrs.  J.   C.  Maclay 

Henry  Cabot  Lodge  has  said,  "The  flag  stands  for 
all  that  we  hold  dear — freedom,  democracy,  govern- 
ment of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people. 
These  are  the  great  principles  for  which  the  flag 
stands,  and  when  that  democracy  and  that  freedom 
and  that  government  of  the  people  are  in  danger,  then 
it  is  our  duty  to  defend  the  flag  which  stands  for  them 
all  and  in  order  to  defend  the  flag  and  keep  it  soar- 
ing as  it  soars  here  today,  undimmed,  unsullied,  vic- 
torious over  the  years,  we  must  be  ready  to  defend 
it  and  like  the  men  of  '76  and  '61,  pledge  to  it  our 
lives,  our   fortunes,   and   our   sacred  honor." 

In  my  research  for  data  concerning  the  evolution  of 
the  Star  Spangled  Banner  I  found  much  which  is 
beautiful,  awe-inspiring  and  strangely  pathetic.  From 
1619,  when  Henry  Hudson  planted  the  flag  of  Old 
Holland  on  our  shores,  down  to  1777  when  the  first 
strictly  American  flag  was  decreed  by  Congress,  is  a 
chain  of  years  whose  many  links  represent  each  a 
separate  story  of  a  flag  used  in  the  making  of  "Old 
Glory,"  but,  because  of  limited  time  today,  we  can 
merely  touch  lightly  upon  the  more  important  ones. 
We  will  commence  with  the  flag  brought  across  the 
sea  by  the  settlers  of  our  first  English  colony,  James- 
town, in  Virginia,  which  was  the  brand-new  flag  of 
the    Mother   country. 

The  English  flag  had  been  white  with  a  red  up- 
right cross  known  as  "St.  George's  Cross,"  but  the 
new  king,  James  I,  was  King  of  Scotland  by  birth, 
and  the  Scotch  flag  was  blue  with  the  white  diagonal 
cross  of  St.  Andrew.  As  William  Backus  Guittean 
has  said,  "Love  of  country  is  a  sentiment  common  to 
all  peoples  and  ages,"  and  so  King  James  I  united 
the  two  flags  by  placing  on  a  blue  background  the 
upright  cross  of  St.  George  over  the  diagonal  cross 
of  St.  Andrew.  The  King  was  so  well  pleased  with 
the  result  that  he  commanded  every  English  vessel 
to  bear  in  its  maintop  this  flag,  which  he  declared  was 
"Joined  together  according  to  the  form  made  by  our 
own  heralds."  And  so  was  born  the  "Union  Jack" — 
in  the  very  year  when  Virginia's  grant  was  obtained. 

The  colonies  fairly  reveled  in  flags,  each  having 
many,  but  I  will  only  describe  one,  and  that  one  be- 
cause it  appeals  to  me  as  having  reached  out,   across 
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the  centuries  to  our  late  World  War.  This  way  the 
flag  was  chosen  by  New  England  after  King  James  II 
had  fled  from  his  country.  It  was  of  red  with  a  white 
union  cut  by  a  red  St.  George's  cross  into  four  squares, 
in  one  of  which  was  the  representation  of  a  pine  tree. 
The  people  of  Massachusetts  so  loved  it  that  their 
General  Court  decreed  it  should  be  stamped  upon  the 
coins  minted  in  that  colony,  and  these  were  "The 
Pine-Tree  Shillings"  of  Hawthorne's  story.  The 
daughter  of  a  soldier  who  participated  in  the  battle 
of  Bunker  Hill  has  declared  her  father,  at  that  battle, 
helped  hoist  the  standard  known  as  the  New  England 
Flag,  and  which  she  said  he  called  a  "noble  flag." 
This  also  bore  the  pine  tree  on  a  white  union  crossed 
by  the  red  of  St.  George's  cross  but  had  a  blue  field. 
At  this  time — 1775 — the  favorite  flag  on  the  sea  seems 
to  have  been  a  white  flag  displaying  a  green  pine 
tree,  and  one  year  after  the  battle  of  Lexington, 
Massachusetts  formally  decreed  that  this  flag  should 
be  used  on  all  her  vessels,  and  that  their  officers  should 
wear  a  green  and  white  uniform.  Even  two  years 
later  than  this,  the  Pine  Tree  Flag  was  borne  by 
floating  batteries  on  the  Delaware  River.  In  our  late 
World  War,  you  will  recall,  the  91st  Division  made 
such  a  splendid  record,  going  into  action  on  their 
first  front  at  St.  Mihiel,  September  12,  1918.  From 
there  they  went  to  the  Argonne  Forest,  where  they 
inaugurated  that  famous  drive  and  received  their 
first  citation  for  bravery.  In  less  than  a  month  after 
winning  these  laurels,  they  were  found  fighting  in 
Flanders,  where  they  drove  the  oppressor  across  the 
Scheldt  River  in  two  days.  After  peace  was  declared 
the  insignia  ordered  for  the  91st  Division  was  the  pine 
tree,  which  is  worn  upon  the  left  sleeve.  Whether 
this  had  some  connection  with  the  "Pine  Tree  Flag" 
or  was  just  a  coincidence  of  history  repeating  itself, 
I  have,  at  this  time,  been  unable  to  ascertain,  but  it 
seemed    significant. 

After  the  middle  of  the  18th  century  there  was 
much  talk  of  libertj'  among  the  colonies,  and  at  that 
time  the  pole  on  which  the  flag  was  hung  was  no 
longer  called  flag  pole,  but  a  liberty  pole.  Most 
of   the   flags   bore    mottoes,    many   decidedly   bold    and 


defiant.  New  York's  bore  the  one  word  "Liberty." 
This  pole  was  twice  cut  down  by  British  soldiers,  and 
a  third,  although  sheathed  with  iron  around  its  base, 
was  also  finally  cut  do\*n.  After  this  the  city  authori- 
ties would  not  risk  planting  another  pole  on  city  land, 
so  the  Sons  of  Liberty  bought  a  piece  of  land  and 
forming  a  brilliant  procession,  headed  by  a  band 
playing  lustily,  followed  by  six  horses  gorgeously  be- 
decked with  bright  ribbons,  and  drawing  from  the 
shipyard  a  fine  new  pole,  sheathed  in  iron  two-thirds 
of  its  length,  and  escorted  by  the  Sons  of  Liberty  in 
full  numbers,  marched  to  the  land  and  erected  the 
pole. 

In  1754,  more  than  twenty  years  before  the  Revo- 
lutionary War,  there  was  some  talk  of  a  union  of  the 
colonies,  suggested  by  the  most  far-sighted  man  then 
in  America,  Benjamin  Franklin,  at  a  meeting  at  Al- 
bany of  delegates  from  several  colonies.  His  plan 
was  for  the  colonies  to  elect  a  Grand  Council,  to  meet 
every  year  in  Philadelphia,  to  levy  taxes,  enlist 
soldiers,  plan  for  defense,  and,  in  fact,  attend  to  all 
matters  concerning  the  colonies  as  a  whole,  and  what- 
ever affected  them  separately  was  to  be  managed  by 
the  colony  interested.  The  Council  was  to  have  much 
the  same  powers  as  our  Congress  of  today.  Franklin 
was  deeply  interested  in  the  scheme  and  inserted  a 
cut  in  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette  picturing  a  snake, 
sliced  into  ten  parts,  the  head  marked  "N.  E."  for 
New  England,  and  each  slice  marked  with  initial  of 
some  one  of  the  nine  colonies,  with  the  motto  "Unite 
or  die."  This  was  probably  the  suggestion  which  was 
responsible  for  the  "Rattlesnake  Flag"  which  was 
later  somewhat  of  a  favorite.  One  of  these  was  borne 
by  Patrick  Henry's  men  when  they  forced  the  Gover- 
nor of  Virginia  to  pay  for  powder  which  he  had 
taken  from  the  colonial  magazine. 

In  the  winter  of  1775  an  article  appeared  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Journal  suggesting  the  propriety  of 
adopting  the  rattlesnake  to  represent  America.  There 
is  no  proof  of  the  author  but  the  style  and  keenness 
suggest  Franklin.  The  writer  noted  that  the  "rattler" 
is  peculiar  to  America,  that  the  brightness  of  its  eyes 
and   their  lack  of   lids,  make   it   a   fit  emblem  of  vigi-

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iance.  It  never  begins  an  attack  and  never  surren- 
ders, never  wounds  till  it  has  given  warning.  The 
writer  had  counted  the  rattles  on  the  naval  flag  then 
in  use  and  found  them  to  be  thirteen,  which  was  the 
number  of  the  colonies.  He  had  also  noted  that  the 
rattles  were  independent  of  one  another,  and  that  al- 
though one  rattle  alone  was  incapable  of  producing 
sound,  the  thirteen,  firmly  united,  would  sound  an 
alarm   sufficient  to  frighten  the  boldest  man   living. 

Congress  ordered  the  building  of  war  ships  with 
all  possible  speed,  five  cruisers  first.  The  Alfred  be- 
came the  flagship.  She  was  of  English  build  and  had 
been  employed  in  commerce  for  nine  or  ten  years. 
She  had  space  for  two  hundred  and  twenty  men,  and 
had  sixteen  guns,  carried  for  protection  against 
pirates.  She  was  put  in  full  repair  and  became  a 
frigate  of  twenty-eight  guns,  and  was  the  first  vessel 
of  the  Continental  Navy.  John  Paul  Jones  was  a 
lieutenant  and  was  chosen  to  hoist  the  new  naval  flag 
prepared  for  the  embarkation  in  February.  1776,  of 
Commodore  Esek  Hopkins.  This  flag  displayed  a  un- 
ion with  thirteen  stripes  crossed  by  a  rattlesnake  and 
the  ominous  motto,  "Don't  tread  on  me."  As  it 
reached  the  mast — hand  guns  were  fired  and  the 
crowds  cheered — it  was  the  first  ensign  ever  flung  to 
the  breeze  on  an  American  man-of-war.  While  Paul 
Jones  appreciated  the  honor  of  raising  the  Flag  he 
wrote  in  his  journal,  "Twas  always  at  loss  to  know 
by  what  queer  fancy  or  by  whose  notion  that  device 
was  first  adopted.  For  my  own  part,  I  never  could 
see  how  or  why  a  venomous  serpent  could  be  the  com- 
batant emblem  of  a  brave  and  honest  folk  fighting  to 
be  free.  Of  course  I  had  no  choice  but  to  break  the 
pennant  as  it  was  given  to  me.  But  I  always  ab- 
horred the  device."  And  with  him  we  are  thankful 
our  flag  bears  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  and  not  a  serpent. 

There    are  no   records   to   show    that   the   continental 


congress  had  anything  to  do  with  the  choosing  of  any 
flag,  but  on  June  14,  1777,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,  that  the  flag  of  the  thirteen  United  States 
be  thirteen  stripes,  alternate  red  and  white;  that  the 
union  be  thirteen  stars,  white  on  a  blue  field,  repre- 
senting a   new  constellation. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Griscom  Ross,  more  familiarly  and 
lovingly  known  as  Betsy  Ross,  was  a  skillful  needle- 
woman of  the  day,  and  could  draw,  free  hand,  the 
complicated  patterns  that  were  used  in  quilting,  the 
supreme  proof  of  artistic  ability — so,  whenever  folk 
wanted  anything  especially  fine  in  that  line,  she  was 
always  sought.  One  day  three  gentlemen  entered  her 
little  home  on  Arch  Street,  Philadelphia.  One  was 
Colonel  Ross,  her  uncle  by  marriage,  one  is  said  to 
ha\'e  been  Robert  Morris,  and  one  was  General 
George  Washington.  The  commander-in-chief  stated 
their  errand.  They  had  come  from  Congress  to  ask 
her  if  she  could  make  a  flag.  "I  don't  know,  but  I  can 
try,"  was  her  answer.  She  conferred  with  them  re- 
garding the  size,  shape,  and  design,  after  which  it 
was  arranged  for  her  to  borrow  a  flag  from  a  ship- 
ping merchant,  that  she  might  learn  how  to  sew  it. 
When  the  flag  was  completed  it  was  run  up  to  the 
peak  of  one  of  the  vessels  in  the  Delaware,  to  try  the 
eff^ect,  and  the  result  was  so  pleasing  that  it  was 
carried  into  and  was  accepted  by  Congress  on  the 
day  of  its  completion,  and  she  was  told  to  buy  all 
the  material  she  could  and  make  as  many  flags  as 
possible  for  the  Government,  which  she  did  for  more 
than  fifty  years.  This  flag  was  made  just  before  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  although  the  resolution 
endorsing  it  was  not  passed  until  June  14,  1777.  No 
one  has  expressed  better  the  significance  of  the  new 
flag  than   did   Washington.     He  said:

be  increased  or  decreased  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
membership  present  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  apportioned  as  follows:  one  from  members 
not  represented  in  affiliated  organizations ;  one-half 
of  the  remaining  members  from  Teachers'  organiza- 
tions ;  one-half  from  other  Citizens'  organizations. 

ARTICLE  v.— BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

Section  1.  The  powers  of  officers  and  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  such  as  are  generally  recognized, 
provided  that  special  powers  may  be  suggested  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  accepted  by  a  majority 
vote   at  the   annual   meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Sub-chairman  shall  represent  a  Standing 
Committee  when  the  chairman  cannot  be  present  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of   Directors. 

ARTICLE  VI.— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  six  Standing  Committees — a  Civic 
Affairs  Committee,  Publicity  Committee,  Clubs  Com- 
mittee, Rules  Committee,  Membership  Committee  and 
World  Peace  Committee. 

ARTICLE   VII._— NOMINATION   AND   ELECTION 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  nominating  committee 
of  five  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  not  less 
than  four  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  This  committee  shall  meet  and  select  candi- 
dates for  the  officers  and  directors  according  to  Sec- 
tion 2  of  Article  IV;  and  shall  present  these  names 
for    election    at   the    annual    meeting. 

Sec.  3.     Election   shall    be   by   ballot    at   the    annual 


business  meeting  of  the  league  and  a  plurality  vote 
shall  elect. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  assembly  may  dispense 
with  the  ballot  when  there  is  but  one  candidate  for 
an  office  and  the  election  be  by  viva  voce  vote,  or  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— DUES 
The  annual  dues  shall  be  one  dollar  for  organiza- 
tions  and   twenty-five  cents   for   individuals,   payable 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX.— MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  business  meeting  of  the 
league  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  at 
a  place  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  organization  may 
be   called    by   the    Board    of    Directors. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  the 
call   of   the   President  or   any  three   members   thereof. 

Sec.  4.  Twenty-five  (25)  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum   at  a  meeting  of  the  organization. 

Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  three  of  whom 
shall  be  from  the  Teachers'  organizations  and  three 
from   the    Citizens'    organizations. 

ARTICLE  X.— POLICY 
No  partisan  or  sectarian  question  shall  be  brought 
before   this   league. 

ARTICLE   XL— PARLIAMENTARY   AUTHORITY 
The    proceedings   of    this    organization    shall    be    in 
accordance  with  Robert's  Rule  of  Order,  Revised. 

ARTICLE  XII.— AMENDMENTS 
These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing   by    a    two-thirds    vote,    notice    of    the    proposed 
amendment   to    be    given    at   least    thirty   days   before 
the  meeting.

PUBLIC  AFFAIRS  COMMITTEE 

By  Mrs.  Paul  Jordan  Smith 


The  women  of  the  Friday  Morning  Club,  from 
its  beginning,  have  maintained  an  interest  in  the 
affairs  pertaining  to  group  life,  beginning  with 
the  municipality  in  which  the  club  exists  and  ex- 
tending to  the  world  at  large.  While  they  have 
not  failed  to  value  music,  art,  drama  and  litera- 
ture, all  things  that  make  for  beauty  and  culture, 
they  have  always  related  these  to  the  community, 
and  the  club  has  made  for  itself  a  notable  place 
in  matters  of  social  and  civic  concern. 

Emphasis  has  been  placed,  not  so  much  upon 
the  self-culture  that  comes  from  study  classes, 
but  rather  upon  the  enlightenment  of  women  in 
regard  to  opportunities  where  their  especial  qual- 
ities and  gifts  can  be  of  service  in  public  affairs ; 
and  also  upon  the  application  to  our  problems 
of  the  power  that  comes  from  concerted  action. 
It  is  with  this  thought  in  mind  that  the  program 
committee  gives  so  large  a  place  to  this  branch 
of  our  work — not  with  any  idea  of  over- 
shadowing other  vital  interests,  but  because  of 
the  recognition  of  the  important  place  commu- 
nity life  holds  in  the  life  of  each  individual,  and 
the  realization  of  both  the  privilege  and  the  duty 
of  women  to  contribute  of  their  especial  gifts  to 
the  problems  that  face  us  as  a  people. 

This  year  the  supervision  of  this  department 
is  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Shelley  Tolhurst,  well 
known  among  club  women  for  her  vital  interest 
in  public  welfare,  her  wide  knowledge,  her  tol- 
erance and  her  original  point  of  view.  Under 
her  direction  the  Public  Affairs  Committee  has 
been  organized  with  nine  divisions.  The  first, 
Citizenship,  is  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs. 
George  Herbert  Clark,  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  It  was  she  who  arranged 
the  Tuesday  luncheon  at  which  Dr.  Carl  S.  Pat- 
ton  and  Rabbi  Thrattner  spoke  most  effectively 
upon  present  world  conditions  and  hope  for  the 
future. 

Mrs.  Herman  S.  Darling  has  charge  of  mat- 
ters of  Legislation,  serving  as  a  look-out  for  the 
rest  of  us,  to  warn  us  of  inimical  legislative  pro- 
posals; to  inform  the  bewildered  in  the  face  of 
complicated  laws  offered  us  for  our  ballot ;  to  dis- 
cover and  proclaim  upon  the  housetops  the  so- 
called  "niggers  in  the  woodpile,"  menaces  craft- 
ily inserted  into  innocent  looking  bills ;  in  short, 
our  political  watch-woman.  In  pursuance  of 
this  work  the  committee,  before  the  October 
elections,  provided  speakers  on  the  much  discussed 
Water  and  Power  Bill,  John  W.  Kent  advocat- 
ing its  passage,  Leslie  B.  Henry  warning  us  of  its 
perils.  We  were  also  given  a  last  chance  to  hear 
the  claims  of  each  of  the  three  leading  parties 
for  our  suffrage  a  short  time  before  the  Novem- 


ber election.  Probably  each  one  of  us  had  her 
mind  well  made  up  beforehand,  but  nevertheless 
we  courteously  listened  and  had  a  chance  to  sum 
up  the  proposals  and  revise  our  opinion  if  it 
icemed  wise. 

Mrs.  Arthur  Heineman  represents  the  League 
of  Women  Voters,  that  organization  which  has 
M'on  praise  on  every  hand  for  its  success  in  "get- 
ling  out  the  vote."  It  is  also  making  available 
to  all  who  wish  it,  well  organized  material  for 
the  study  of  the  great  questions  before  our  coun- 
try,— is  doing  most  excellent  work  in  enlighten- 
m.ent,  that  most  essential  thing  in  a  democracy. 
During  a  temporary  absence  of  Mrs.  Darling 
Mrs.  Heineman  stands  guard  over  legislative 
matters. 

Mrs.  Paul  Jordan  Smith  is  chairman  of  Inter- 
nationalism. In  November,  under  this  division 
of  Public  Affairs,  the  club  had  the  privilege  of 
hearing  an  address  by  Takashi  Komatsu,  a  gen- 
tleman and  a  scholar,  who  made  real  to  his  hear- 
ers the  essential  humanity  of  the  ajpanese,  the 
posibility  of  co-operation  between  the  educated 
people  of  our  respective  nations,  and  the  bane  of 
"jingos"  of  very  race. 

December  turned  our  thoughts  the  other  way 
and  took  us  to  England,  showing  us  "The  Prob- 
lems of  the  British  Commonwealth"  as  they  ap- 
pear to  Mr.  J.  A.  Stevenson,  an  Oxford  man, 
and  Canadian  correspondent  of  the  Manchester 
Guardian  and  the  London  Daily  News.  On  an- 
other date  of  the  same  month  a  London  barrister, 
a  member  of  the  Middle  Temple  Inn,  Mr.  A. 
Moresby  White,  set  forth  for  us  the  procedure 
of  an  English  trial  for  murder,  as  contrasted  with 
our  own.  Would  that  we  might  learn  from  them 
speed,  order  and  surety. 

Although  this  branch  of  the  committee  has 
had  no  program  during  January,  an  event  of 
large  significance  in  the  city  has  served  to  call 
the  attention  of  thoughtful  people  to  this  most 
vital  question, — internationalism.  I  refer  to  the 
presentation  of  the  Herman  prize  to  Dr.  David 
Starr  Jordan  in  recognition  of  the  outstanding 
merit  of  his  plan  of  education  for  peace. 

In  February,  Sarah  Wambaugh,  a  graduate  of 
Radcliffe  College,  and  for  some  time  member  of 
the  secretariat  of  the  League  of  Nations,  is  to 
give  us  a  resume  of  what  has  been  accomplished 
during  the  six  years  since  the  armistice. 

Education,  a  matter  of  fundamental  impor- 
tance, is  the  division  of  Public  Affairs  under 
the  supervision  of  Mrs.  O.  Shepard  Barnum, 
whose  scholarly  attainments  have  been  an  asset 
to  Los  Angeles  from  her  grammar  school  days  to 
the  present.     Under  her  sponsorship  there  was

gi---en  in  December  a  report  of  the  Child  Guid- 
ance Ch'nic  by  Miss  Edith  Burleigh,  who  has 
been  at  its  head.  Our  city  has  had  the  good 
fortune  to  be  chosen  by  the  National  Society  of 
AJental  Hygiene  as  one  in  which  to  demonstrate 
the  value  of  such  work.  It  is  good  to  know  that 
the  experiment  has  been  so  successful  that  the 
\\ork  is  to  be  continued  under  local  support. 

In  line  with  this  type  of  study  will  be  the 
series  of  eight  lectures  which  Dr.  Miriam  Van 
Waters  is  to  give  in  the  Assembly  Room  during 
February  and  March  on  the  Psychology  of  the 
Child  and  on  Social  Relationships. 

Before  we  have  education  we  must  have  fit 
subjects  to  which  it  may  be  applied,  hence  Dr. 
Jennie  Spencer,  chairman  of  Public  Health,  has 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  club  women  that 
question  that  is  receiving  more  and  more  study, 
birth  control,  and  the  Cummins-Vaile  Bill.  The 
speaker  was  Mrs.  Mary  ^Vare  Dennet,  president 
of  the  Voluntary  Parenthood  League — that  or- 
ganization that  is  working  to  bring  about  a  legal 
condition  in  this  country  under  which  may  be 
made  available  to  women  information  by  which 
they  may  control  the  number  of  children  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  ability  to  rear  them. 

Aliss  Rose  Smith,  in  behalf  of  the  Community 
Service  Section,  secured  for  us  recently  speakers 
on  the  Traveler's  Aid  Society  and  on  housing, 
Miss  Dorothy  Wysor  for  the  first  subject  and 
Miss  Nora  Sterr\'  for  the  second.  Miss  Wysor 
has  done  a  remarkable  piece  of  work  in  organ- 
izing and  administering  this  aid  for  the  many 
wayfarers  who  are  attracted  to  this  city,  but 
who  find  themselves  stranded  or  in  need  of 
friendly  guidance.  Miss  Wysor  for  five  years 
previous  to  her  work  with  the  Traveler's  Aid 
was  with  the  Red  Cross  in  administrative  work, 
both  here  and  abroad.  Miss  Sterry,  the  princi- 
pal of  the  Macy  Street  Grammar  School,  who 
spoke  so  wisely  and  effectively  about  housing 
conditions,  is  the  woman  who  won  the  gratitude 
and  admiration  of  the  Los  Angeles  people  by  her 
heroic  and  large-hearted  humanity  during  the 
short  outbreak  of  plague  in  the  Mexican  quarter. 

Mrs.  Frank  Phelps  has  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  club  scholarships,  which  are  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  continued  study  possible  to  worth 
while  children  of  intermediate  and  high  school 
age,  who,  because  of  home  conditions,  are  threat- 
ened with  the  necessity  of  leaving  school. 

A  valiant  and  valued  division  of  this  large 
committee  is  the  one  on  City  Planning,  Parks, 
Boulevards,  and  Gardens,  headed  by  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Mead,  who  is  aided  and  abetted  in  the  work 
of  building  our  city  wisely,  beautifully  and  well 
by  Mrs.  Herman  Darling,  Mrs.  Martha  Nelson 
McCan,  Mrs.  E.  K.  Foster,  Mrs.  Reinhard 
Wernigk,  and  others. 

This  completes  the  list  of  the  sub-divisions  of

the  Public  Affairs  Committee,  but  it  by  no  means 
does  justice  to  the  work  done  nor  the  fields  cov- 
ered. 

This  particular  committee  would  like  to  claim 
that  every  other  is  contributing  to  the  Public  Af- 
fairs work,  for  each  is  doing  something  to  pro- 
vide, not  simply  entertainment  to  the  members 
of  the  club,  but  to  bring  to  them  interesting  and 
valuable  information  in  its  own  line,  with  the 
idea  that  this  smaller  group  will  return  increased 
^alue  to  the  community ;  and  to  align  the  Friday 
Morning  women  with  the  many  other  club 
women  who  attempt  to  contribute  wisely  the 
woman's  mind  and  heart  to  the  problems  of  life 
today. 

To  illustrate  the  contention  that  other  com- 
mittees, perhaps  unconsciously,  are  aiding  in  pub- 
lic affairs,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the 
excellent  reviewing  and  commending  of  good 
moving  pictures  which  the  dramatists  are  doing 
is  unquestionably  as  much  a  matter  of  public 
\velfare  as  it  is  of  art.  Then,  the  International- 
ism chairman  would  like  to  thank  the  Litera- 
ture chairman  for  providing  programs  that  take 
us  beyond  local  bounds  and  show  that  in  the 
world  of  the  intellect  there  are  no  national 
bounds  or  jealousies.  She  it  is  who  included  the 
Scandinavians  in  December,  and  is  taking  us  to 
India  in  February,  who  showed  us  South  Amer- 
ica and  Ceylon  in  October.     Not  to  be  outdone 
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in  this  matter  of  internationalism,  the  Drama 
section  in  February  is  to  report  recent  European 
plays.  We  have  had  music  from  South  America 
and  Mexico  and  soon  will  have  the  privilege  of 
listening  to  an  international  authority  on  Arts 
and  Crafts,  Kanellos,  the  Greek. 

Turning  to  matters  nearer  at  home,  there  is 
the  interest  in  the  Community  Chest,  in  the  work 
for  disabled  soldiers  in  the  Hut,  the  Needlework 
Guild,  and  the  work  for  Crippled  Children. 
Then  there  may  be  noted  the  fostering  and  en- 
couragement of  local  artists  as  exemplified  in  the 
exhibitions  of  the  art  gallery,  and  of  the  musi- 
cians as  exemplified  by  the  program  in  February, 
which  is  to  present  the  work  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia composers. 

Is  it  not  true  that  everything  outside  the  in- 
dividual, yea,  even  the  spirit,  so  apparently  iso- 
lated, has  a  bearing  upon  the  life  of  humanity, 
is  ultimately  a  matter  of  common  interest,  a 
public  affair?

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HONOR  MME.  SEVERANCE 

When  the  International  Kindergarten  Union 
meets  in  Los  Angeles,  July  8-11,  Friday  Morn- 
ing Club  will  officially  participate,  in  the  name 
of  Madame  Caroline  M.  Severance,  founder  of 
the  club,  who  established  one  of  th  first  kinder- 
gartens in  the  world  here  half  a  century  ago. 

The  104th  anniversary  of  the  birthday  of  this 
leader  of  the  Friday  Morning  Club  was  cele- 
brated recently  and  Mrs.  Frank  Gibson,  herself 
a  pioneer  club  woman  of  the  west,  gave  personal 
reminiscences  of  Madame  Severance,  picturing 
her  as  a  woman  with  rare  qualities  of  leadership, 
with  a  quiet,  judicial  way  of  attacking  questions, 
calm  in  judgment,  courageous  and  persistent. 

"Madam  Severance  came  to  Los  Angeles  just 
50  years  ago  from  New  England,  where  she  had 
assisted  in  organizing  the  first  woman's  club," 
said  Mrs.  Gibson.  "She  brought  with  her  opin- 
ions which  were  considered  advanced,  to  put  it 
mildly,  in  that  day  and  age.  She  was  an  aboli- 
tionist ;  an  advocate  of  peace ;  of  birth  control, 
demanding  the  right  of  a  child  to  be  well  born, 
and  of  the  single  standard  of  morals.  She  didn't 
believe  in  wearing  corsets,  and  she  had  friends 
who  wore  bloomers. 

"It  was  Madame  Severance  who  caused  the 
kindergarten  to  be  put  into  our  school  system  and 
to  have  teachers  sent  from  Washington.  It  was 
she  who  'discovered'  Kate  Douglas  Wiggin,  one 
of  these  teachers  with  such  an  enormous  capacity 
for  work  that  she  was  sent  to  San  Francisco  to 
establish  the  kindergarten  there,  which  became 
known  all  over  the  world  as  a  model  school.  It 
was  here  that  Kate  Douglas  Wiggin  wrote  'The 
Birds'  Christmas  Carol'  and  the  'Story  of  Patsy,' 
which  at  the  time  of  her  death  in  1923  were 
printed  in  all  languages,  and  for  the  blind." 

Mrs.  Gibson  spoke  strongly  for  the  develop- 
ment of  trained  leaders  for  today  to  carry  on 
the  splendid  humanitarian  projects  for  which 
Madame  Severance  was  noted. 

Across  the  stage  curtain,  while  Mrs.  Gibson 
was  speaking,  a  banner  was  lowered  bearing  the 
words  used  by  Madame  Severance  in  dedicating 
the  first  Friday  Morning  Clubhouse: 

"We  dedicate  this  building  to  the  highest  wel- 
fare of  our  homes,  our  schools,  our  country  and 
the  world.  We  pledge  ourselves  that  nothing 
human  shall  be  foreign  to  our  sympathies  and 
our  helpfulness." 

Mrs.  E.  K.  Foster,  Miss  Mary  Workman, 
Miss  Anna  Peterson  and  Miss  Ethel  Richardson 
were  speaking  in  a  program  which  was  a  cele- 
bration of  the  ratification  of  the  child  labor  act 
by  the  California  legislature,  and  touched  on 
various  phases  of  "The  American  Child  in  In- 
dustrv."

A  LOSS  TO  CLUBDOM 

In  the  death  of  our  beloved  president,  Mrs. 
Evan  Lewis,  the  Inglewood  Woman's  Club  and 
the  city  of  Inglewood  have  lost  one  of  their  most 
esteemed  members  and  citizens. 

Mrs.  Lewis  was  stricken  by  a  cerebral  hem- 
orrhage while  doing  her  Christmas  shopping,  hav- 
ing gone  to  the  Inglewood  Flower  Shop  to  pur- 
chase flowers  for  her  home  to  be  used  at  the  din- 
ner party,  December  24. 

Mrs.  Lewis  with  her  family  have  been  resi- 
dents of  Inglewood  for  twelve  years.  She  was  a 
devoted  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
had  served  as  Worthy  Matron  of  Eastern  Star 
Lodge  of  Inglewood,  secretary  of  the  Inglewood 
Woman's  Club  and  a  year  and  half  as  president, 
also  a  member  of  the  Park  Commission  and  sec- 
retary of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  and  was  deeply 
interested  in  all  community  affairs. 

The  past  four  months  she  had  devoted  almost 
every  day  to  the  supervising  of  the  new  club 
house  and  was  looking  forward  to  its  opening 
January  9  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure,  as  it  had 
been  her  hope  that  the  club  house  would  be  built 
during  her  term  of  office.  Her  last  official  act 
one  hour  before  she  was  stricken  was  the  sign- 
ing of  the  acceptance  papers  with  the  contractor. 

Mrs.  Lewis  was  an  only  child  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  Maring  and  was  born  at  Barnesville, 
Ohio,  Jan.  19,  1875.  At  Gas  City,  Ind.,  June 
23,  1897,  she  was  married  to  Evan  Lewis  and 
to  them  two  sons  were  born,  Eugene  and  James. 

As  a  citizen  she  was  super-loyal  to  the  good  of 
others.  As  a  neighbor  she  was  ideal.  In  all 
good  works  she  has  earned  the  reward  that  came 
to  her  on  Christmas  day,  the  birthday  of  the 
Christ  whom  she  loved  to  serve.

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THE  EBELL  OF  LOS  ANGELES 

WELFARE  WORK  IN  BUSINESS  AS  THE  CLERK  SEES  IT 


Madame  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Ebell 
Club :  ^Vhen  I  was  asked  to  come  here  today 
and  tallc  about  welfare,  I  promptly  stated  I  knew 
nothing  .about  it.  But  I  was  not  to  get  out  of  it 
so  easily,  for  I  was  then  informed  that  all  I  had 
to  do  was  give  the  employee's  standpoint  or  idea, 
and  sinpe  I  was  an  employee  of  long  standing,  I 
ought  to  have  some  idea  of  what  I  believed  in 
for  my  rown  good.  I  was  given  three  questions 
as  a  leader,  and  I  believe,  Madame  President, 
that  these  came  directly  from  you. 

What  is  welfare  work?  What  welfare  work 
is  being  done  in  the  plant  where  you  are  em- 
ployed ?  and — What  specific  forms  of  welfare 
work  are,  in  your  judgment,  most  helpful  ? 

You  should  not  have  asked  me  that  last  ques- 
tion, for,  in  spite  of  all  the  holding  tight  I  tried 
to  do,  I  got  right  up  out  of  my  office  and  circled 
the  globe.  That  was  a  long,  hard  trip  for  a 
working  girl  who  has  lived  as  narrow  a  life  as 
I  have,  and  so,  with  "I-don't-know-much-about- 
it"  for  a  beginning,  I  started  out. 

I  began  by  asking  other  girls.  I  live  in  a  house 
with  nearly  200  other  self-supporting  young 
women.  I  had  plenty  of  material  of  a  high 
standard.  I  chose  from  my  own  table  three  rep- 
resentative girls,  one  a  milliner,  who,  when  I 
asked  her,  said,  "Well  I  think  there  should  be 
lavi's  regulating  the  heating  of  all  business  build- 
ings. We  just  moved  into  a  new  building  out 
on  Seventh  Street.  That  building  occupies  a  lot 
50x75  feet,  I  guess.  When  we  moved  in,  it  was 
one  big  empty  room.  We  had  to  put  in  our  own 
partition,  dividing  our  work  room  from  our  show 
room.  In  that  building  there  was  one  and  only 
one  gas  outlet  for  heating  purposes.  My  boss 
says  she  is  paying  such  a  high  rent  she  feels  she 
is  entitled  to  more  outlets.  The  owner  of  the 
building  says :  "You  signed  the  lease  three 
months  ago."  So  we  work  sitting  huddled  around 
one  inadequate  heater  praying  that  no  customer 
will  come  in  to  be  shown  hats  up  in  front  where 
it  is  cold  and  shivery." 

Another  girl  is  a  comptometer  operator.  She 
works  for  a  large  corporation,  is  well  paid,  and 
when  asked  the  three  questions  on  welfare  said, 
"I  believe  that  back  of  all  these  things  done  for 
our  welfare,  such  as  rest  rooms  and  matrons  and 
nurses  and  sick  insurance  should  be  the  big  boss. 
I  mean  that  we  would  like  to  feel  that  he  is  do- 
ing it  because  of  his  truly  friendly,  personal 
belief  in  the  big  things  it  means  to  us." 

Girl  number  three  said  in  substance:  "Give 
us  better  bosses — not  one  who  is  better  to  us, 
but  a  better  kind  of  man.     Why  look  here,  what 


is  my  employer  requiring  of  me  when  he  hires 
me?  If  he  is  a  wise  man  he  requires  first  a  good 
disposition,  for  an  unamiable  person  in  ever  so 
large  an  office  can  stir  up  bedlam.  Next,  a  thor- 
ough knowledge,  either  by  experience  or  train- 
ing, of  the  work  he  will  have  me  do.  He  requires 
me  to  have  a  pleasing  personality  and  be  always 
courteous,  to  be  punctual,  well  groomed,  decently 
dressed,  to  be  as  accurate  as  it  is  humanly  possible 
to  be,  to  be  thrifty,  of  good  reputation,  fairly 
good  looking,  industrious,  not  too  fat,  too  short, 
or  too  tall,  or  lame.  He  wants  to  know  how  I 
employ  my  time  outside  of  the  office  in  the  way 
of  recreation  and  suggests  that  night  schools  are 
a  help  in  the  advancement  of  any  clerk.  How 
much  of  all  this  is  my  employer?  I  would  like 
hull  to  go  to  night  school  and  learn  the  differ- 
ence between  'don't  and  doesn't'  and  how  to  dic- 
tate a  good  letter.  My  biggest  boss  has  secreta- 
ries coming  and  going  all  the  time  because  he  is 
two  things  wrong — he  has  a  crabby  disposition — 
I  mean  he  is  bad  tempered — and  he  doesn't  know 
enough.  I  could  have  that  position  but  I  am 
afraid  to  give  up  my  safer,  more  secure  one  as 
stenographer  to  the  office  in  general  because  I 
know  we  could  not  work  together." 

Then  I  talked  to  younger  girls  of  shorter 
terms  of  experience,  but  they  were  most  of  them 
a  bit  indifferent  to  welfare  work.  One  group  of 
girls  were  living  at  home  with  mother,  well  cared 
for,  well  housed,  and  they  said,  that  welfare 
work  was  for  the  girls  less  fortunate  than  they. 
Many  girls  admitted  that  they  believed  it  was 
harder  for  the  employee  to  see  the  employer's 
side  of  any  question  than  otherwise  and  that  the 
^employer  would  be  doing  himself  a  great  good 
if  he  could  find  a  way  of  educating  his  employees 
along  lines  of  economics  or  find  a  way  of  working 
out  their  problems  together.  I  am  fond  of  quot- 
ing a  line  or  two  I  read  some  place  that  there 
are  three  sides  to  every  question — your  side,  my 
side  and  the  right  side. 

The  sum  and  substance  of  all  the  talking,  lis- 
tening, suggesting  and  recalling  that  I  was  able 
to  do,  was  chiefly  not  concrete  things  like  rest- 
rooms — girls  had  them  in  most  cases,  and  they 
were  reaching  out  for  something  greater — a 
higher  standard  of  relationship.  They  didn't  say 
it  like  that.  I  said  it  like  that  "right  off  the 
bat"  when  I  asked  myself  that  question  number 
three. 

I  do  not  believe  this  standard  has  yet  to  be 
created — it  exists.  Listen,  you  mothers  with 
children  in  public  schools.  Didn't  you  a  year  or 
two  ago  begin  asking  for  higher  salaries  for  the 
teachers  of  your  children?     Because  they  needed 
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more  money  for  living  expenses?  No,  but  be- 
cause of  the  relationship  existing  between  teacher 
and  pupil,  you  wanted  a  higher  type  of  person 
as  teacher.  Was  that  relationship  a  new  thnig? 
It  was  not.  It  has  existed  for  ages  but  you 
had  discovered  it  and  immediately  began  to 
reach  out  after  all  the  possibilities  that  high 
standard  of  relationship  implied.  What  did  that 
relationship  affect?  Your  home,  your  home  life, 
the  very  nation  itself.  Mr.  Employer,  the  same 
relationship  exists  today  between  you  and  us 
and  it  reaches  right  into  the  home.  There  are 
many  large  corporations  in  our  country  recogniz- 
ing this  standard  and  it  is  their  incentive  in  all 
their  welfare  work. 

You  know  when  you  take  the  receiver  off  the 
hook  to  call  a  number,  you  release  the  current 
of  power  for  your  use.  That  current,  on  an 
individual  line  is  released  down  town  in  the 
plant  of  the  telephone  company.  It  comes  sing- 
ing out  across  the  wires  into  your  home,  goes 
right  through  that  instrument,  and  returns  to 
the  plant  for  use  again.  Mr.  Employer,  you  are 
the  plant.  The  American  home  is  the  instru- 
ment, and  that  power  gets  back  to  you  from  that 
home  for  you  to  use  all  over  again.  But  of 
course,  on  a  party  line,  that  power  comes  singing 
out  from  your  plant  into  two  or  four  instru- 
ments and  goes  on  out  from  the  home,  follows  a 
short  wire  into  the  ground.   Remember,  Mr.  Em- 


ployer, you  have  the  advantage,  for  you  own 
and  control  that  power  but  you  profit  by  our 
use  of  it  because  it  is  so  necessary  as  to  affect 
our  home  life. 

Webster's  dictionary  defines  welfare  thus: 
State  of  faring  or  doing  well,  negatively,  exemp- 
tion from  evil  or  calamity.  Does  that  affect  you? 
Are  you  exempt  from  evil  or  calamity?  Well, 
then  isn't  the  employer's  welfare  the  welfare  of 
the  employee?  I  would  believe  so  if  I  were  an 
employer,  whether  I  employed  five  or  five  thou- 
sand. We  working  girls  are  like  a  great  army. 
We  would  like  to  be  individuals  but  we  must 
accept  facts.  What  would  occur,  what  might 
occur,  if  the  army  of  our  nation  were  poorly 
housed,  poorly  fed,  allowed  to  live  in  unsanitary 
conditions,  allowed  a  freedom  that  was  lawless 
and  misdirected,  and  taught  nothing? 

When  I  refer  to  my  freedom,  I  know  my  free- 
dom ends  right  where  your  nose  begins.  /  know 
when  and  how  to  bathe.  /  am  living  comfort- 
ably, but  what  about  the  girl  who  sits  next  to 
me?  She  may  also  be  American  born,  the  chances 
are  twenty  to  one  she  is  not.  She  is  a  stenogra- 
pher. I  am  not.  I  know  she  is  getting  more 
money  that  I  am  but  she  is  not  clean,  she  isn't 
physically  fit,  she  has  low  standards  of  living, 
morally  she  is  more  human  than  righteous  and 
she  marries  and  leaves  your  office  and  has  chil- 
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dren  and  they  in  time  will  come  back  to  you. 
Mr.  Employer,  they  will  come  back  to  you — 
how  ?  Will  you  get  more  out  of  them  physically, 
mentally,  morally,  than  you  did  from  their 
mother  ? 

In  all  my  life,  I  never  have  imagined  what  I 
might  do  if  I  were  an  employer,  until  the  large 
order  of  coming  over  here  today  was  handed  out 
to  me.  I  thought  it  would  be  fun  to  try  it  out 
for  a  short  time.  First  I  would  house  my  busi- 
ness in  a  building  properly  ventilated  but  airy. 
I  would  not  permit  any  glaring  lighting  system, 
nor  would  I  as  a  rule  permit  plate  glass  tops  to 
be  used  on  desks.  I  would  not  want  my  girls  or 
men  to  go  squinting  or  ducking  light  reflections 
distracting  to  their  work  and  a  menace  to  their 
eyes.  I  would  provide  a  restroom  and  have  my 
clerks  take  a  short  period  for  recreation,  morning 
and  afternoon.  I  would  not  want  them  to  use  on 
their  own  time  the  physical  and  mental  strength 
which  I  am  entitled  to  in  their  working  hours 
and  so,  I  would  have  to  find  a  means  of  showing 
them  how  to  play,  eat,  sleep,  grow.  This,  of 
course,  in  case  I  employed  the  kind  of  people  not 
so  reared  or  fortunate  as  to  understand  these 
things.  When  I  saw  that  an  employee  was  going 
below  the  standard  set  in  my  oflfice,  I  would  have 
at  my  command  a  physician  of  high  standard  to 
talk  with  that  girl  or  man  and  find  out  if  possi- 
ble and  before  too  late,  what  sickness  might  be 
slowly  but  surely  interfering  with  that  person's 
progress,  whose  progress  is  my  progress.  For 
the  physical  condition  of  an  employee  is  without 
doubt  the  root  of  most  evil.  Because  I  know 
how  to  care  for  myself  physically  doesn't  mean 
that  I  know  when  I'm  ill.  What  is  back  of 
nervousness,  hysteria,  crabby  spells  or  ill  temper 
or  sulkiness,  headaches,  and  that  chronic  tired 
feeling  that  takes  away  the  snap  of  life  and  keeps 
you  knocking  all  the  time?  Isn't  the  well  child 
sweet-tempered,  active  and  affectionate? 

I  would  never  allow  any  employee  in  my  office 
in  the  grip  of  a  cold.  Do  you  think  it  is  fair  to 
that  clerk  who  goes  to  work  in  the  morning,  full 


of  vigor  and  enthusiasm,  to  have  to  sit  next  to 
sneezing,  coughing,  sniffling,  spitting  illness?  If 
every  individual  in  the  world  were  compelled  to 
dress  properly,  bathe  properly,  and  stay  at  home 
when  ill  with  a  common  cold,  such  a  thing  would 
be  little  heard  of.  The  first  two  enforcements 
would  do  away  with  the  stay  at  homes. 

I  should  have  at  my  command  a  nurse  as  well 
as  physician  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  visit  all 
employees  ill  and  do  for  them  the  things  helpful 
and  necessary  for  that  employee's  recovery.  Mind 
you — I  said  do  for  them,  not  just  go  out  and 
see  if  the  employee  is  "fudging." 

I  would  give  two  weeks'  vacation  with  pay 
with  a  certain  few  extra  days — that  I  believe  an 
employee  is  entitled  to  in  the  living  of  his  life 
outside  of  my  office.  I  would  not  say  to  those  I 
hired,  "This  business  is  built  on  Christian  princi- 
ples. Later,  if  you  work  here  a  hundred  years, 
you  will  get  just  six  days  a  year  off  for  rest  and 
recreation,"  because  I  don't  want  that  employee 
to  come  back  at  me  and  say,  "Never  mind  the 
Christian  principles,"  I  would  prefer  a  Christ- 
mas vacation."  I  would  give  every  employee  a 
half  day  each  week,  even  though  my  business  had 
to  keep  going  all  day  every  day.  I  think  that 
what  I  have  been  told  of  the  custom  in  England 
of  having  employees  divided  into  classes  accord- 
ing to  their  occupation  or  otherwise  an  excellent 
one  to  be  applied  to  those  places  of  business  which 
cannot  close  on  Saturday  at  noon,  that  certain 
of  the  employees  take  Tuesday  afternoon  off, 
others  Wednesday,  and  so  on.  I  would  teach 
my  employees  every  single  one  of  them,  from  the 
negro  porter  to  my  own  private  secretary,  polit- 
ical economy. 

I  would  compel  them  to  save — they  would  not 
like  that  for  two  reasons:  the  thrifty  employee 
would  wish  to  do  his  own  saving.  Well ;  he 
could  do  it  but  he  would  have  to  show  me  that 
it  was  being  done.  The  other  employee  against 
me  would  be  that  one  always  planning  to  save 
but  never  seeming  to  be  able  to  get  a  start  be- 
cause  she   viras   always   needing   her   money   for 
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something  else.  I  am  that  kind  of  a  saver.  I 
am  a  poorer  citizen  because  of  that  weakness  and 
I  know  it,  and  eighteen  years  ago  I  wouldn't 
have  thanked  my  employer  for  depositing  for  me 
in  the  bank  any  sum  of  my  salary  unless  I  could 
draw  it  out  on  my  own  order.  But  today  I  wish 
he  had  deposited  at  least  $1.00  per  week. 

I  would  not  hire  a  married  woman — without 
personally  finding  out  if  she  really  needed  or  had 
the  moral  right  to  work.  Last  Saturday  night 
it  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  banquet  in 
honor  of  Miss  Mary  Anderson.  It  was  my  first 
venture  into  anything  like  that.  Many  women's 
organizations  were  represented  there  and  marvel- 
ous things  they  all  stood  for  in  the  advancement 
and  welfare  of  this  old  world.  I  was  thrilled, 
but  I  missed  one  thing — there  wasn't  one  word 
said  directly  from  a  mother  whose  one  and  only 
and  biggest  job  was  mothering.  Am  I  ignorant 
of  this  great  movement — as  I  may  seem  to  be — 
am  I  old  fashioned  ? — I  am.  But  I  honestly  be- 
lieve that  I  have  sense  enough  to  know  that  the 
welfare  of  our  nation,  the  welfare  of  employer 
and  employee — the  welfare  of  men  and  sons,  the 
welfare  of  women,  is  lodged  fast  in  the  heart 
of  the  home.  I  believe  in  freedom  of  women  and 
their  independence,  of  course  I  do — but  when  our 
American  women  want  so  much  freedom  that 
"the  sky  is  the  limit,"  something  is  fundamen- 
tally wrong  with  them. 

Too  many  young  men  of  today  are  not  plan- 
ning to  marry  a  woman  that  they  might  have  to 
support.  If  you  don't  believe  it,  listen  in  when 
they  don't  think  you  are  around.  In  every  de- 
partment store  and  every  ofSce  on  Broadway 
are  women  working  today  because  they  are  mor- 
ally too  lazy  or,  above  keeping  up  home  fires. 
And  are  men  assuming  the  responsibility  that 
they  are  shoving  oft  their  shoulders.  Oh !  no, — 
they  are  following  suit  and  shedding  responsi- 
bility also.  If  you  employers  and  women's  clubs 
want  to  do  a  great,  far-reaching  welfare  work, 
make  a  law  against  any  citizen  shirking  home  re- 
sponsibilities and  establish  a  bureau  of  discrim- 
ination. 

If  I  were  an  employer  I  would  not  encourage 
girls  to  go  to  work  until  they  were  twenty  or 
even  older.  If  I  were  a  mother  I  should  like 
my  daughter,  for  the  good  of  her  citizenship,  to 
be  self-supporting,  but  I  would  keep  her  in  school 
as  long  as  I  could,  for  the  more  she  knows  when 
she  starts  out  the  better  she  learns  the  business 
of  living. 

I  hear  you  say,  Mr.  Employer:  "Well,  look 
here,  you  cut  short  the  years  of  our  employees' 
service  by  keeping  them  in  the  home  and  you  put 
them  back  again  to  raise  new  armies  for  us — 
where  do  we  come  in?  We  assume  that  women 
are  coming  into  this  great  army  as  a  profession — 
taking  it  seriously  for  our  mutual  interest." 

Well  now,  just  how  seriously  are  they  taking 
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it?  Just  listen  in  on  the  talk  of  girls — our 
younger  girls  under  24  years  of  age.  What  are 
they  talking  about?  Hope  chests — they  are  try- 
ing to  find  a  reliable  fortune  teller — it's  a  fact 
you  can't  get  away  from  that ;  they  were  created 
just  for  that.  The  crying  need  of  the  women 
today  is  that  industry  will  pay  to  their  men  such 
salaries  as  can  own  and  maintain  a  home. 

The  things  I  have  suggested  here  can  be  done 
by  any  employer  whether  he  employs  one  clerk 
or  many,  but  both  employer  and  employee  will 
require  education  to  this  principle.  Small  em- 
ployers can  pool  their  offices  for  medical  and 
nurses  services.  Large  office  buildings  would  do 
well  to  install  proper  rest  rooms  with  nurses  in 
attendance,  etc.,  instead  of  the  usual  4x6  wash 
room. 

And  this  is  all  that  I  should  say.  I  have  not 
mentioned  industrial  work,  I  have  never  come 
within  sight  of  it.  I  have  not  quoted  writers  on 
welfare  work — I  have  never  read  a  book  on  the 
subject.  I  have  told  you  just  my  own  ideas,  and 
I  am  not  unlike  the  average  American  business 
girl,  in  the  working  world.

GALPIN  SHAKESPEARE  CLUB

The  Galpin  Shakespeare  Club  met  on  January 
14,  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Fitzgerald,  to  dis- 
cuss "Timon  of  Athens."  The  question  natural- 
ly arises,  "Why  bother  to  discuss  this  play?"  Of 
course  "Timon"  has  always  been  considered  by 
both  critics  and  readers  one  of  the  great  drama- 
tist's very  poorest  works  and  it  is  never  put  on 
the  professional  stage  in  our  day.  But  the  club 
is  studying  Shakespeare — at  his  best  and  at  his 
worst — not  only  the  plays  he  really  wrote  but 
those  he  merely  touched  up  for  use  at  the  Globe 
Theater.  Timon  of  Athens  comes  in  this  latter 
class  but  shows  some  of  the  great  playwright's 
characteristics,  as  for  instance  his  indifference  to 
a  correct  geographical  setting. 

At  the  January  14  meeting  Mrs.  Milton  K. 
Young,  who  visited  Athens  in  1924,  gave  a  little 
talk  on  the  beauties  of  the  city,  and  though  en- 
thusiastic she  was  no  more  so  than  others  who 
have  travelled  in  Greece,  but  at  the  discussion  of 
the  play  later  it  was  mentioned  that  not  one  of 
the  city's  noble  buildings,  famed  for  centuries, 
was  alluded  to  in  the  drama,  and  neither  was  the 
surpassingly  beautiful  scenery  surrounding  it. 

The  meeting  being  in  the  capable  hands  of 
Mrs.  H.  Flateau,  she  had  provided  not  only 
leaders  for  the  discussion — Mrs.  George  Rice, 
Mrs.  R.  H.  F.  Variel  and  others  equally  com- 
petent, but  some  "active  readings."

HOLLYWOOD— CHILD  WELFARE

About  four  years  ago,  the  Woman's  Club  of 
Holh"\vood  extended  the  hand  of  co-operation  to 
the  Mothers'  Educational  Center  for  the  purpose 
of  inaugurating  an  educational  and  service  pro- 
gram that  would  make  for  better  babies  in  Holly- 
wood. This  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a 
Holh^vood  branch  of  that  organization,  namely, 
the  Child  Welfare  Department  of  the  club.  Mrs. 
Charles  Wondries  assumed  chairmanship  of  the 
department  at  that  time  and  she  has  continued 
to  give  her  valuable  services  ever  since.  Under 
her  guidance  the  department  has  grown  so  that 
several  innovations  are  now  in  operation  to  meet 
its  varied  demands. 

The  Child  Welfare  Section  is  in  session  every 
Thursday  from  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  from  1  to  4 
p.  m.,  at  the  club  house,  7078  Hollpvood  Boule- 
vard. At  that  time  young  mothers  with  their 
babies  assemble  to  seek  knowledge  in  the  most 
advanced  methods  of  child  culture.  Any  child 
from  birth  till  six  years  of  age  is  eligible  for  ex- 
amination and  advice.  A  general  examination 
is   given   and    nutritional    advice    is   offered    for 


children  of  these  ages.    Mental  examinations  and 

consultations  on  questions  of  control,  discipline, 
and  character  building  are  given  for  children 
ranging  in  ages  from  14  months  to  6  years. 
There  are  orthopoedic  examinations  and  consul- 
tations as  to  postural  correction  and  growth 
handicaps  for  children  learning  to  walk  to  6 
years.  Instruction  is  given  on  how  to  overcome 
present  defects  and  how  to  forestall  possible 
defects. 

An  excellent  corps  of  professional  people  are 
devoting  their  time  and  knowledge  to  this  work. 
The  regular  examining  staff  consists  of  Dr.  Zada 
G.  Higgins,  Dr.  Douglas  MacMillan,  Dr.  E.  C. 
Beach,  and  Dr.  Leonard  H.  Greenbaum.  In  the 
division  of  instruction,  Mrs.  L.  P.  Sine  is  in 
charge  of  weights  and  measures;  Miss  Adelaide 
Hovey,  nutrition,  and  posture ;  and  Dr.  Maud 
Wilde,  president  and  founder  of  the  Mothers' 
Educational  Center,  is  instructor  in  character 
building  and  habit  formation. 

Child  psychology  lectures  are  held  on  the 
third   Thursday  of   each   month   at   2 :30   p.  m.. 
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with  Dr.  Wilde  in  attendance.  Each  lecture  is 
followed  by  an  informal  discussion,  and  parents 
are  invited  to  ask  questions  about  their  individ- 
ual problems.  The  subject  discussed  at  the  last 
lecture  was  "My  Child's  Confidence."  Other 
subjects  have  been  "The  Story  of  Life,"  "The 
Naughty  Child,"  and  "Self  Control." 

The  tremendous  value  in  this  program  of  ac- 
tivity is  that  it  gives  the  mother  the  tools  of 
knowledge  so  that  she  herself  may  prevent  illness 
in  both  the  mind  and  the  body  of  her  growing 
child.  In  other  words,  it  seeks  to  build  the 
health  and  character  of  the  child  by  careful 
training  rather  than  to  reform  it  after  the  dam- 
age of  ignorance  is  done. 

No  admission  fee  is  asked  in  this  department 
and  it  is  open  to  non-members  as  well  as  to 
members  of  the  club.

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EDUCATION  FOR  PEACE

(Radio    address    given    from    Station    KFON,  Long  Beach,  Monday,  January   19) 


No  one,  I  am  confident,  will  be  disposed  to 
question  the  statement  that  the  most  important 
concern  of  the  world  today  is  the  bringing  about 
of  universal  peace.  We  go  further  than  Lincoln 
did  when  he  pleaded  for  "  a  just  and  lasting 
peace  among  ourselves  and  with  all  nations," 
for  we  plead  also  for  such  a  boon  for  the  entire 
world. 

None  of  us  can  ever  forget  the  wild  delight 
that  swept  the  country  on  that  Armistice  Day  of 
1918,  when  the  war  which  we  all  confidently 
expected  would  end  war,  ceased,  and  we  thought 
the  dawn  of  peace  was  come,  bringing  a  new 
heaven  and  a  new  earth.  The  rude  awakening 
came  later  as  gradually  old  hatreds,  old  jealous- 
ies flamed  anew  in  the  countries  of  Europe.  To- 
day, though  the  world  talks  peace,  there  are  every- 
where preparations  being  made  for  the  next  great 
war,  which,  please  God,  shall  not  come  if  the 
women  of  our  great  country  have  their  wish. 

The  great  surge  of  feeling  across  America  to- 
day is  not  that  of  pacifism,  as  we  knew  it  during 
the  World  War,  as  a  force  which  would  have 
blocked  the  success  of  America's  crusade  for  jus- 


tice. The  lads  who  went  bravely  to  their  duty, 
who  "gave  their  merry  youth  away  for  country 
and  for  God,"  were  sent  forth  by  mothers  none 
the  less  brave,  who  scarcely  dared  utter  the  deep 
longings  of  their  hearts  for  peace,  lest  they  should 
destroy  the  morale  of  the  crusaders. 

But  now,  when  America  is  at  peace  with  all 
the  world,  the  women,  who  are  ever  the  greatest 
sufferers  from  war,  are  possessed  by  a  growing 
determination  for  peace,  realizing  that  a  contin- 
uance of  war  means  the  destruction  of  civiliza- 
tion. Feeling,  as  we  do,  the  utter  futility  of 
warfare,  having  the  heartsick  knowledge  that  all 
the  suffering  and  sacrifice,  all  the  loss  of  human 
life  and  property,  while  they  undoubtedly  saved 
Europe  and  perhaps  America  from  vandalism  of 
the  "Hun  at  the  gates,"  accomplished  nothing 
permanent,  settled  no  difficulties,  solved  no  prob- 
lems, we  are  face  to  face  with  the  conviction  that 
our  America,  as  a  country  at  peace  with  all, 
having  no  selfish  considerations  involved,  must 
head  the  way  in  finding  a  solution — and  "solu- 
tion there  is  none,  save  in  the  Golden  Rule  of 
Christ  alone."     After  all,  those  who  gave  their 
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all  in  the  great  conflict  "died  not  for  flag,  nor 
king,  nor  emperor,  but  for  a  dream,  born  in  a 
herdsman's  shed  and  for  the  simple  annals  of  the 
poor."  This  dream  of  "peace  on  earth  and  good 
will  among  men"  will  only  be  realized  as  the 
peoples  of  the  world  come  to  know  each  other 
and  to  understand  each  other's  problems.  Be  it 
the  happy  privilege  of  the  women  of  the  world 
to  have  some  part  in  bringing  about  such  a  con- 
dition ! 

The  Federated  Clubs,  representing  our  own 
and  many  other  nationalities,  have  set  themselves 
to  the  task  of  furthering  the  cause  of  peace  by 
education  in  mutual  understanding. 

One  of  our  California  women  has  said,  "The 
greatest  single  moral  task  of  our  generation  is  the 
abolition  of  war."  To  what  nobler  purpose  can 
we  dedicate  our  club  activities?  for  women  are 
a  power  for  good.  Mr.  Coolidge  said  last  Fall, 
"I  know  the  influence  of  women  will  guard  the 
home,  which  is  the  citadel  of  the  Nation.  I 
know  it  will  be  on  the  side  of  humanity.  I  wel- 
come it  as  a  great  instrument  of  mercy  and  a 
mighty  agency  of  peace." 

That  the  women  of  the  clubs  have  the  full  con- 
sciousness of  their  responsibility  was  demon- 
strated at  the  biennial  last  June,  when  every 
speaker  on  the  program,  every  utterance  of  their 
great  leaders  stressed  the  necessity  of  work  for 
peace.     Mrs.  Winter,  who  is  now  chairman  of 


International  Relations,  has  pledged  herself  to 
dedicate  her  remaining  years  to  the  work.  Every 
club  is  giving  space  on  its  programs  to  discus- 
sion and  study  of  the  World  Court,  the  League 
of  Nations,  international  relations,  the  abolition 
of  war  and  kindred  subjects.  All  clubs  of  the 
Los  Angeles  district  and  California,  as  well  as 
of  the  General  Federation,  are  urging  upon  the 
Senate  that  America  enter  the  World  Court. 
Mr.  Wells  has  said  "The  driving  force  that 
makes  for  either  peace  or  war  is  engendered 
where  the  young  are  taught.  The  teacher, 
whether  mother,  priest  or  schoolmaster,  is  the 
real  maker  of  history.  The  politicians  and 
masses  of  our  time  dance  on  the  wires  of  their 
early  education."  If  this  be  true,  as  we  believe 
it  is,  women  have  the  first  chance  at  education 
for  peace,  for  they  are  the  first  teachers  of  the 
children,  and  the  ultimate  hope  of  peace  rests 
upon  bringing  up  a  generation  who  shall  have 
been  made  peace  lovers  through  the  training  of 
the  early  years. 

World  peace  may  not  come  in  our  day,  but  if 
we  do  our  duty  as  mothers  and  teachers,  the  citi- 
zens and  legislators  of  tomorrow  will  put  into 
practice  what  we  are  preaching  all  the  while 
today. 

There  is  now  in  session  in  Washington  what 
is  said  to  be  the  world's  greatest  gathering  of 
women — a  conference  on  "The  Cause  and  Cure 
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of  War,"  called  by  eight  national  women's  or- 
ganizations. Mrs.  Winter,  chairman  of  Inter- 
national Relations  in  the  General  Federation  of 
Clubs,  is  in  charge  of  the  program  and  Mrs. 
Carrie  Chapman  Catt  presides.  Out  of  this 
meeting  will  doubtless  come  much  of  good,  for 
the  speakers  are  brilliant  men  and  women  who 
are  experts  in  their  subjects  and  open  forums 
will  be  held  for  discussion  of  the  speeches. 

We  are  told  by  people  who  claim  to  know  that 
eight  years  will  elapse  before  the  next  great  war. 
Surely  much  can  be  done  in  eight  years  to  mold 
public  sentiment  against  war,  to  create  a  will  and 
an  organization  for  peace. 

The  women's  clubs  do  not  advocate  pacifism, 
in  the  old  sense — -or  that  if  the  aggressor  should 
appear  at  our  doors  we  should  refuse  to  help  in 
preparations  for  resistance.  Rather  do  we  hope 
to  so  help  in  convincing  people  of  the  uselessness 
of  war  as  a  way  out  of  our  difficulties  that  some 
other  way  shall  be  found  by  all  nations. 

The  war-weary  world  looks  to  America  to 
lead  the  way.  Shall  we  not  engage  in  a  crusade 
for  peace,  insisting  that  our  legislators  lift  the 
matter  above  partisan  politics  and  take  the  first 
step  toward  peace  by  entering  the  World  Court. 

It  has  been  wisely  suggested  that  Congress 
might  help  create  an  open  mind  toward  peace  by 
legislating  for  conscription  of  labor  and  property, 
as  well  as  life,  in  case  of  another  war,  for  no 


man  should  go  out  to  fight  for  his  country  at 
$30  a  month  while  a  man  could  strike,  at  home, 
for  $16  a  day! 

May  we   not,    as   women,    also   emphasize    in 
our  homes  that  peace  hath  her  victories,  no  less 
renowned  than  war,  and  that  it  is  better  to  live 
for  one's  country  than  even  to  die  for  her? 
Still  lives  for  earth,  which  fiends  so  long  have 

trod, 
The  great  hope,  resting  on  the  truth  of  God, 
Evil  shall  cease — violence  pass  away — 
And  the  tired  world  breathe  through  a  long  Sab- 
bath Day.

The  outsanding  program  of  the  year  for  the 
Los  Angeles  Audubon  Society  was  given  Janu- 
ary 15  in  the  State  building  at  Exposition  park, 
when  a  large  audience  assembled  to  hear  Mrs. 
F.  T.  Bicknell,  president  emeritus  of  the  society, 
give  a  most  delightful  and  informative  lecture 
on  the  subject  "The  Architecture  and  Economic 
Value  of  Birds."  The  facts  and  figures  that 
Mrs.  Bicknell  gave  would  fill  an  encyclopedia 
yet  they  all  came  from  the  storehouse  of  her 
brain  and  flowed  out  from  the  tip  of  her  tongue 
limpid  as  a  waterfall.  Her  talk  was  illustrated 
with  slides  of  nests,  birds  and  eggs,  made  from 
photographs  she  had  taken  in  the  field.     Also  on 


a  table  were  displayed  specimens  of  nests  and 
bird  skins.  She  spoke  of  the  wide  individuality 
in  the  tastes  of  birds  as  to  the  kind  of  home  they 
built,  no  two  alike,  and  compared  them  to  the 
variety  of  architecture  of  the  houses  in  Holly- 
wood. 

Her  acquaintance  with  the  birds  reveals  to  her 
that  they  have  fine  instincts  and  judgment  in  de- 
ciding where  to  locate  and  in  the  care  and  pro- 
tection of  their  young.  The  meeting  was  hon- 
ored by  the  presence  of  Wallace  Havelock  Robb 
who  is  Warden  of  Natural  Life  for  the  Domin- 
ion of  Canada.  He  came  from  Long  Beach, 
having  seen  the  press  notice  in  the  "Morning 
Sun."  Mr.  Robb  is  in  the  United  States  "to 
learn  of  the  work  here"  and  said  he  was  deeply 
impressed  by  the  showing  of  this  society — so 
much  "pep  and  ginger"  was  evidenced.  He 
asked  for  a  bunch  of  the  printed  slogan  cards 
which  he  wished  to  distribute  "to  every  Audu- 
bon Club  in  Canada."

THE   LOST  ART  OF  CONVERSATION 

Extracts  from   a  Talk   Given   to  the   Department  of   Better  American   Speech,   Los   Angeles  Ebell   Club, 

By  Mrs.  W.  S.  Bartlett 


In  what  sense  is  conversation  an  art?  An  art  is 
something  acquired  or  cultivated,  in  distinction  from 
something  natural  and  spontaneous.  We  recognize 
this  in  our  use  of  the  word  artificial — "artificial  flow- 
ers." An  artificer  is  one  who  takes  something  natural 
and  deliberately  molds  it  to  his  purposes.  It  was 
natural  for  Giotto  to  cover  the  rocks  of  the  Cam- 
pagna  with  sketches  of  sheep  and  goats,  but  long 
years  of  study  were  necessary  before  the  Lily  Tower 
of  Florence  raised  its  graceful  shaft  against  the  blue 
of  the  sky.  Caruso's  lute  notes  were  natural  to  him, 
but  cultivation  made  him  a  supreme  artist.  The 
French  are  the  only  people  who  have  made  conversa- 
tion an  art  and  carried  it  to  studied  perfection.  With 
all  other  nations  it  is  a  result — a  by-product.  The 
brilliant  salons  of  the  eighteenth  century  were  the 
result  of  deliberate  cultivation.  Men  and  women 
learned  things  in  order  to  say  them.  Gallants  often 
repeated  their  bon  mots  ahead,  and  the  trained  wits 
of  the  women  caught  them  and  tossed  them  back  in 
conversation. 

Rousseau  has  written  of  this  social  pastime:  "The 
conversation  of  the  Parisians  is  neither  dissertation 
nor  epigram;  they  have  pleasantry  without  buffoon- 
ery; they  associate  with  skill  and  with  genius  and 
with  reason,  maxims  and  flashes  of  wit;  sharp  satire 
and  severe  ethics.  *  *  *  They  propose  their  themes 
casually  and  treat  them  rapidly;  each  succeeding  sub- 
ject grows  naturally  out  of  the  preceding  one;  no  one 
attacks  with  undue  heat  the  supposition  of  another,  nor 
defends  obstinately  his  own."  Thus  conversation  be- 
came an  art  in  France. 

Such  carefully  pruned  and  guarded  conversation 
does  not  accord  with  even  the  best  Anglo-Saxon  tra- 
ditions. The  "Coffee  Houses"  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury in  England  were  forums  where  celebrated  men 
held  forth  to  appreciative  audiences.  The  delightful 
glimpses  of  social  intercourse  which  we  get  in  such 
records  as  the  "Memories  of  Caroline  Fox";  the  Life 
and  Letters  of  George  Eliot  and  of  the  two  Carlyles ; 
the  Letters  of  Thackeray  and  the  Brownings,  are  all 
the  unstudied  expression  of  great  men  who  had  great 
things  to  talk  about.     But  genius  is  rare. 

In  the  common  walks  of  life  today  in  America,  we 
give  no  place  in  our  plan  of  education  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  social  charm.  Life  trains  our  men  for  living; 
their  language  is  learned  in  the  stock  exchange  and 
the  football  field — and  I  would  say  on  the  golf  links, 
but  that  is  "languidge"  in  the  Pickwickian  sense! 
Our  women  are  schooled  for  public  platforms  and 
business,  not  for  the  drawing  room.  We  hear  of 
courses  for  the  cultivation  of  the  "speaking  voice," 
but  they  have  no  relation  to  what  the  poet  called 
"an  excellent  thing  in  woman."  Our  colleges  have  no 
chair  of  Social  Graces.  Why  strive  to  entertain  when 
agencies  are  organized  to  furnish  entertainers  for  all 
occasions,  grave  or  gay; — lecturers,  dancers,  singers, 
readers,  vaudeville  artists,  always  at  command. 

The  dinner  table  has  always  been  the  sanctum  sanc- 
torum of  conversation.  But  the  small,  intimate  dinner 
table  is,  except  in  rare  cases,  a  thing  of  the  past. 
We  dine  in  public  to  the  sound  of  a  jazz  orchestra, 
and  snatch  our  food  in  brief  intervals  of  dancing.  No 
wonder  that  conversation  languishes.  Or  we  "feed"  at 
banquets,  where  the  oppressive  anticipation  of  "after 
dinner  speeches"  quenches  our  vivacity.     If  we  are  at 


the  speaker's  table  we  eat  absently,  our  minds  busy 
rehearsing  the  oration  expected  of  us.  If  we  belong 
to  the  listeners,  we  are  struggling  with  well-fed  som- 
nolency, comforted  by  the  thought  that  nothing  but 
silence  is  to  be  our  part.  However,  the  home  dinner 
has  not  ceased  to  exist  and  we  know  with  what 
pleasing  anticipation  we  accept  ab  invfltation  to 
gather  with  a  few  well-chosen  guests  at  the  table  of 
a  friend.  The  atmosphere  of  intimacy;  the  sense  of 
leisure,  the  certainty  of  personal  interest,  all  encour- 
age conversation;  and  welcome  indeed  is  the  guest 
that  is  equipped  for  it.  That  we  may  be  prepared  to 
do  our  part  on  such  rare  and  delightful  occasions  it 
may  be  useful  to  consider  what  is  conversation,  and 
some  of  the  rules  which  govern  it. 

Above  all,  conversation  is  a  dialogue,  not  a  mono- 
logue. The  person  who  holds  forth  in  company  on 
the  subject  of  his  own  hobby  or  business,  regardless 
of  the  interests  of  his  listeners,  is  inevitably  a  bore. 
He  should  be  relegated  to  the  platform,  where  he  can 
lecture  without  fear  of  interruption. 

It  is  as  important  to  be  a  good  listener  as  a  good 
talker.  Successful  dinner  guests  are  those  who  sug- 
gest topics  for  discussion,  then  draw  out  the  thoughts 
of  others.  Conversation  is  the  interchange  of  ideas, 
rather  than  the  statement  of  opinions.  It  is  the  nim- 
bleness  of  wit  to  catch  up  any  chance  subject,  and 
pass  it  on  to  others; — elaborated  perhaps,  but  not 
worn  to  a  frazzle.  It  is  the  discussion  of  any  subject 
whatever,  grave  or  gay,  except  those  which  provoke 
controversy.  Cowper  says  in  his  essay  on  Conversa- 
tion: 

"Ye  powers  who  rule  the  tongue,  if  such  there  are. 
And  make  colloquial  happiness  their  care. 
Preserve  me  from  the  thing  I  dread  and  hate — 
A  duel  in  the  form  of   a  debate." 

Gossip  is  by  no  means  barred  from  table  talk,  but 
it  must  be  gossip  without  a  sting.  Scandal  belongs 
on  the  kitchen  side  of  the  butler's  pantry,  but  inci- 
dents and  anecdotes  concerning  personal  friends  are 
always  interesting.  "Shop  talk"  is  often  deadening 
to  conversation — unless  used  with  care  and  to  illus- 
trate the  subject  under  discussion.  Good  stories  have 
an  important  place,  but  the  professional  story  teller 
who  only  awaits  a  pause  to  drag  one  in  regardless 
of  its  relevancy,  is  universally  dreaded.  Even  the 
"dreadful  D's — dress,  disease  and  domestics — if  spar- 
ingly introduced,  have  their  place   in   conversation. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  rule  of  all  is — Beware 
of  allowing  discussion  to  become  argument.  Argu- 
ment kills  conversation,  but  discussion  is  its  sauce 
piquante.  There  is  no  greater  bore  than  the  person  who 
agrees  with  everybody.  A  rubber  stamp  has  its  uses, 
but  is  not  stimulating.  Stevenson  says:  "Too  great 
a  desire  to  please,  banishes  from  conversation  all 
that  is  pleasing."  Carlyle  calls  it  "coquetting  with 
an  echo."  Dissent  should  be  guarded  from  becoming 
contradiction.  Dean  Swift  affirms  that  "a  person 
given  to  contradiction  is  more  fit  for  Bedlam  than 
for  conversation."  Benjamin  Franklin  tells  in  his 
autobiography  how  he  learned  in  France  to  say  "Do 
you   not   think?"    instead   of   "I   think,"   or   "I   know." 

In  closing  we  might  say  that  the  secret  of  conversa- 
tion can  be  summed  up  in  the  following  rules: 

Be  unselfish  and  show  an  interest  in  what  others 
wish  to  talk   about. 
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Do  not  talk  about  yourself  without  giving  your 
guest  a  chance  to   do   the  same. 

As  a  dinner  guest,  feel  a  responsibility  for  the 
success  of  the  conversation ;  you  are  expected  to 
give   out,   as   well    as   fut   in. 

Store  your  mind  with  something  worth  saying.  An 
emptT,-  mind  may  produce  talk,  but  never  conversation.

Los  Angeles  Ebell  is  enjoying  a  year  of  quiet  cul- 
tural improvement  to  which  each  department  is  con- 
tributing by  a  consistent  production  of  excellent  pro- 
grams and   interesting  study  classes. 

The  president,  Mrs.  William  Read,  has  endeared 
herself  to  the  club  more  and  more.  Surely  this 
position,  leader  of  nearly  3000  women,  is  one  that 
brings  out  all  that  is  splendid  in  those  chosen  to  fill  it. 
By  her  broad  and  deeplj'  studious  mind,  as  well  as 
her  charm  and  appreciation  of  others,  Mrs.  Read  has 
made  for  herself  a  place  in  the  loyal  affection  of  Ebell 
that  will  endure. 

The  general  curator,  Mrs.  Charles  V.  Craig,  has 
carried  on  for  two  years  the  general  oversight  of  the 
thirteen  departments,  which  taken  collectively,  are 
Ebell,  and  never  before  have  there  been  offered  better 
programs  or  more  constructive  study  courses  than 
have  been   offered  this  year. 

Outstanding  are  the  programs  of  the  Music  depart- 
ment under  Mrs.  Nora  Puterbaugh,  when  some  of 
the  best  talent  in  the  city  have  given  of  their  talents. 
The  lectures  by  Gertrude  Ross  on  the  programs  of  the 
Philharmonic  Orchestra  have  been  of  inestimable  value 
to  those  who  have  attended  the  series,  giving  them  a 
background  of  understanding  for  their  love  of  har- 
mony. 

The  curator  of  the  Art  and  Travel  section  has 
said  that  she  loves  to  build  programs,  and  the  results 
she  achieves  justify  her  enthusiasm.  A  world  traveler 
herself,  Miss  Stubbs  brings  to  her  department  such 
subjects  that  can  best  be  enjoyed  in  word  pictures. 

The  Books  and  Current  Literature  department  has 
been  fortunate  in  having  a  charming  and  enthusiastic 
book  lover  as  curator.  Mrs.  Jack  Vallely  has  lectured 
on  different  forms  of  literature,  has  reviewed  new 
books  of  fiction  and  biographj-,  and  has  brought  to 
her  department  a  fresh  outlook  and  a  broader  under- 
standing. She  has  been  assisted  in  the  work  by  Mrs. 
Francis  Davidson,  who  has  given  interesting  reviews 
of  current  magazines,  calling  attention  to  articles  of 
especial   importance.

No  more  than  brief  mention  can  be 
made  of  the  intense  interest  manifested  in  the  fort- 
nightly meetings  of  the  department  of  Better  Ameri- 
can Speech,  Mrs.  Clyde  Emerson  Gates,  curator. 

The  Bible  department  is  enjoying  a  course  of  lec- 
tures. 'Through  the  Bible  a  Book  at  a  Time,"  by 
Winifred  M.  Rouzee.  The  curator,  Mrs.  Joel  B. 
Gw)-nne,  reports  the  largest  attendance  in  the  history 
of  the  department. 

The  Browning  department  under  the  leadership  of 
Mrs.  John  E.  Coffin,  does  quite  serious  work,  the  pro- 
grams usually  being  given  by  members  of  the  de- 
partment. 
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Parliamentary  Law  continues  to  attract  a  certain 
group  who,  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Charles  S. 
McKelvey,  are  becoming  familiar  with  Roberts'  Rules 
of  Order.  Many  of  them  are  officers  in  Ebell  or 
other  organizations  where  such  knowledge  is  very 
necessary.

WOMAN'S    INTEREST  IN  GOVERNMENT 

By  Mrs.  Arthur  S.  Heineman 


Always  have  a  few  women  pioneers  been  interested 
in  government,  but  not  until  the  memorable  year  when 
over  twenty  million  women  came  into  the  electorate 
at  one  time  did  great  masses  of  women  have  their 
interest  centered  upon  the  problems  and  responsi- 
bilities of  good  citizenship.  The  pioneers  of  yester- 
day have  become  the  leaders  of  the  movement  to  edu- 
cate these  newly  enfranchised  citizens  of  today,  voters 
with   no   political   habits,   eager   and   teachable. 

Wide  indeed  is  the  field  of  woman's  endeavor,  and 
great  is  her  zeal  to  be  equal  to  the  extraordinary 
opportunity  offered  her  in  the  great  adventure  opened 
to  her  by  the  Nineteenth  Amendment.  I  shall  attempt 
to  touch  upon  only  three  lines  of  woman's  effort  to 
play  an  active  and  helpful  part  in  public  life: 

1.  Citizenship   education. 

2.  Needed  legislation. 

3.  Women  in  government  positions. 

The  whole  thinking  world  seems  to  preach  the  doc- 
trine of  education  which  precedes  action.  Let  me 
quote   at   random   from   several   sources: 

Horace  Mann  wrote  to  the  Reverend  Samuel  May 
back  in  1858:  "There  are  a  few  causes — such  as 
universal  peace  and  universal  freedom,  and  educa- 
tion, the  parent  of  them  all — in  which  I  have  become 
intensely  interested  and  want  to  fight  in  their  ranks 
at  least  a  hundred  years  before  being  summoned 
away." 

H.  G.  Wells  in  almost  the  last  page  of  the  last 
chapter  of  the  Outline  of  History:  "Human  history 
becomes  more  and  more  a  race  between  education  and 
catastrophe." 

Robert  L.  Duffus  (in  the  February  Century)  review- 
ing the  first  twenty-five  years  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury— "Before  democracy  is  possible,  there  must  be 
education." 

Richard  J.  Walsh,  in  the  same  magazine,  in  an 
article  "Tools  for  Tomorrow — Facts  about  Profes- 
sionalizing Business":  "Business  will  not  become  pro- 
fessional until  it  acquires: 

(a)  Respect  for  facts  and  for  the  processes  of  re- 

search and  teaching. 

(b)  A  body  of  organized  knowledge. 

(c)  Men  trained  to   apply  that  knowledge." 

Dr.  Jordan  says:  "When  we  think,  war  will  end." 
Ethel  Richardson  in  a  recent  School  Journal:  "For 
no  matter  what  problem  of  human  society  a  solution 
is  being  sought,  the  conclusion  is  usually  reached  that 
the  ultimate  solution  must  come  through  education. 
Whether  it  be  world  peace,  or  class  hatred,  or  the 
traffic  in  drugs,  or  the  elimination  of  disease  and 
other  forms  of  human  inadequacy,  sooner  or  later 
someone  proposes  that  only  by  means  of  education 
can  the  end  be  reached.  Those  of  us  closely  con- 
cerned with  education,  and  especially  public  educa- 
tion, to  whose  broad  shoulders  so  much  is  entrusted, 
have  many  grave  misgivings.  What  kind  of  power 
will  our  schooling  produce?  Are  those  who  leave 
our  classrooms  better  prepared  to  ask  questions  or  to 
answer  them?  Are  they  filled  with  information  or 
with   an   insatiable  curiosity?" 

From  every  platform  of  every  woman's  club  in 
America,  women  are  being  exhorted  by  speakers  of 
authority  and  with  the  zeal  of  missionaries,  to  think, 
to  substitute  reason  for  emotion.  We  wag  our  heads 
in  approval  and  all  too  often  fail  to  do  anything  about 


it.  We  must  be  up  and  about  this  business  of  edu- 
cating ourselves  for  true  citizenship  if  a  new  reforma- 
tion, a  new  revival  of  learning  is  to  be  possible. 

Would  that  the  world  could  wait  for  that  golden 
day  when  the  little  children  of  today,  trained  with 
the  larger  vision  of  world  consciousness,  are  grown 
to  man's  estate !  Then  there  will  no  longer  be  any 
pettiness  of  outlook  or  narrowness  of  vision.  Many 
agencies  are  at  work  to  educate  the  youth  of  the 
land  to  the  international  mind.  Dr.  Jordan's  educa- 
tional plan  points  the  way  to  world  peace  through 
teaching  the  new  generation  the  truth  about  war, 
the  truth  about  historical  facts.  The  National  Child 
Welfare  Association  publishes  a  folder  of  beautiful 
posters — especially  designed  to  train  the  child  to  the 
ideal  of  the  brotherhood  of  man. 

England  is  accomplishing  this  rather  well  with  the 
little  folk.  Among  dozens  of  books  and  pamphlets 
sent  me  from  England  last  summer  by  a  devotee  of 
the  League  of  Nations,  was  one  that  touched  me 
deeply.  It  is  just  a  little  pamphlet  written  by  that 
great  ethicist,  Frederick  J.  Gould,  entitled  "The 
League  of  Nations:  Notes  for  Lessons,  or  Addresses 
to  Young  People."  So  admirably  does  it  illustrate 
the  desire  of  the  English  people  to  educate  the  little 
folk  of  the  land  to  an  understanding  of  international 
co-operation  through  the  agency  of  the  League  of 
Nations,  that  I  venture  to  quote  from  the  simple, 
earnest  pages: 

"The  first  words  are — in  order  to  promote.  Young 
people  can,  and  do,  promote,  or  move  forward,  the 
work  of  the  school,  success  of  games,  comfort  of  house- 
hold, etc.  The  sentence  continues — in  order  to  promote 
international  co-operation  and  to  achieve  international 
peace.  The  sentence  should  be  recited  distinctly  and 
seriously,  just  in  the  way  that  American  school  chil- 
dren often  recite  in  chorus,  with  uplifted  hands, 
clauses  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence." 

"Teachers  and  others  should  take  all  possible  pains 
to  represent  L.  N.  as  a  growing  institution,  with  de- 
fects to  be  removed,  and  new  horizons  to  be  beheld." 

So  it  would  seem  that  sages  and  preachers,  educat- 
ors and  philosophers  are  agreed  that  education  is 
fundamental,  that  the  youth  of  all  lands  must  be 
trained  to  have  the  international  mind.  If  we  could 
wait  for  another  generation  or  still  another,  the  mil- 
lenium  might  be  at  hand,  but  if  we  believe  with 
H.  G.  Wells  and  with  such  thinkers  and  scholars  as 
Dr.  Alexander  Meiklejohn,  that  there  is  not  time  to 
wait  in  a  world  so  war-worn  and  weary,  we  must 
perforce  devote  ourselves  to  the  education  of  the 
adult  as  well  as  the  child.  Women  all  over  the 
land  seem  to  have  recognized  this  need  and  are  ex- 
pressing their  eagerness  for  knowledge  in  various 
ways.  It  matters  little  what  the  individuals  educa- 
tional background  may  be  if  he  has  the  desire,  the 
yearning  for  knowledge.  The  Greek  philosopher  used 
to  say;  "He  who  is  fond  of  learning  is  much  learned." 
A  college  education  profits  a  man  little  if  the  yearn- 
ing for  knowledge  is  stultified  by  the  machinery  of 
education.  So  well  recognized  is  this  as  a  problem 
among  educators  that  one  of  the  subjects  to  be  dis- 
cussed at  an  important  conference  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  Women,  to  be  held  at  an 
early  date,  is  "How  to  Keep  the  College  Woman  In- 
terested   in    Intellectual    Pursuits    after    Graduation?" 
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].  E.  Newell  writes  in  the  January  School  Journal 
on  the  Workers'  Educational  Association  in  England: 
"The  most  inspiring  thing  about  this  successful  Eng- 
lish experiment  in  adult  education  is  that  it  has  ad- 
ministered the  solar  plexus  blow  to  that  popular  mis- 
conception before  which  so  many  hopelessly  bow 
down:  that  education  is  a  mystic  rite,  based  on 
Algebra  and  Latin,  and  open  only  to  the  elect.  The 
educators  of  England  have  discovered  that  a  person 
with  average  intelligence,  who  has  spent  his  life  from 
fourteen  to  thirty  in  industry,  has  had  better  prepara- 
tion for  the  study  of  economics,  industrial  history, 
and  sociology,  than  a  large  percentage  of  the  total 
number  of  persons  graduated  yearly  from  the  uni- 
versities. Those  questions  in  which  more  mature  minds 
are  particularly  interested  have  little  meaning  for 
young  people  and  can  be  grasped  only  after  experi- 
ence  in  the  world." 

Women  in  America  are  making  a  real  contribution 
to  the  cause  of  adult  education  in  many  splendid 
ways.  In  the  field  of  education  for  citizenship  per  se, 
there  are  four  methods  that  are  proving  vital  and 
fruitful  of  results: 

1.  Citizenship   Schools. 

2.  Institutes  of  Politics. 

3.  Round  Table  Discussion  Groups. 

4.  Conferences. 

A  few  examples   are: 

1.  Citizenship  Schools — The  Citizenship  School  held 
last  fall  under  the  auspices  of  the  Los  Angeles  District 
Federation  Chairman  of  Citizenship  and  International 
Relations  made  a  real  contribution  to  the  civic  life  of 
club  women. 

2.  Institutes  of  Politics.  (a)  In  June,  1924,  the 
League  of  Women  Voters  held  in  San  Francisco  an 
Institute  of  Politics  under  the  leadership  of  experts 
from  the  University  of  California  and  Stanford  Sum- 
mer School  Faculties,  (b)  The  Massachusetts  League 
of  Women  Voters  has  just  concluded  a  very  success- 
ful Institute  with  the  co-operation  of  the  faculty  of 
Radcliffe  College. 

3.  Round  Table  Discussion  Groups.  Of  the  four 
approaches  to  a  better  knowledge  of  government, 
group  discussion  seems  to  embody  much  that  is  good 
in  each  of  these  methods.  Harrison  Sackett  Elliott  in 
his  treatise  on  "The  Why  and  How  of  Group  Dis- 
cussion" makes  this  brief  for  group  discussion  for  the 
average  person:  "Discussion  stimulates  individual 
thinking.  It  introduces  the  opinions  of  experts.  It 
gives  an  opportunity  for  a  person  to  know  what  his 
neighbor  is  thinking  about.  It  considers  the  custom 
and  common  practice  of  the  community.  It  takes  into 
consideration  whatever  light  experience  both  of  the 
present  and  of  the  past  has  to  throw  upon  the  ques- 
tion. But  it  adds  a  very  important  element,  namely, 
group  thinking  and  decision.  Group  discussion  must 
be  distinguished  from  a  haphazard,  talk-jest,  where 
persons  meet  to  talk  about  a  subject  with  neither  plan 
nor  procedure,  and  but  little  basis  in  fact  or  evi- 
dence. Group  discussion  must  also  be  distinguished 
from  an  argument  or  debate.  In  an  argument  the 
persons  representing  each  side  usually  have  their 
minds  made  up  and  their  purpose  is  to  defeat  the 
opposing  side  and  to  prove  they  are  right  and  oppos- 
ing side  wrong." 

Examples    are: 

(a)  Round  Table  Groups  on  International  Rela- 
tions throughout  the  State  in  Federated  Clubs,  A.  A. 
U.  W.  branches  and  local  Leagues  of  Women  Voters 
have  been  organized  by  Mrs.  Seward  Simons  and 
Mrs.    William    Palmer   Lucas. 

(b)  The  same  three  organizations  have  had  for 
two  years  groups  organized  to  study  California's 
Method   of    School   Financing. 

(c)  Dr.  Miriam  Van  Waters'  Wednesday  morn- 
ing   lectures    on    psychology   at   the   Friday   Morning

Club  with  the  group  discussion  afterward  are  an 
ideal    example. 

Conferences — Two  conferences  of  women  which 
have  great  significance  in  the  realm  of  woman's 
endeavor  are  the  Conference  on  the  Cause  and  Cure 
of  War,  just  held  in  Washington,  January  18-24,  and 
the  Sixth  Quinquennial  Convention  of  the  Interna- 
tional Council  of  Women  to  be  held  in  Washington, 
May  4-14.  The  aims  of  the  Conference  on  the  Cause 
and  Cure  of  War  were:  "The  conference  aims  to 
give  an  unbiased  presentation  of  accurate  data  which 
will  insure  more  effective  programs  of  work.  It  also 
hopes  to  find  common  points  of  interest  which  may 
serve  as  a  basis  for  a  more  concerted  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  participating  organizations."  Carrie 
Chapman  Catt  opened  the  conference  with  the  chal- 
lenge: "Can  the  organized  women  of  the  United 
States  sink  their  differences  of  opinion  and  draw 
closely  enough  together  to  put  over  an  effective  pro- 
gram of  peace?  If  they  cannot  arrive  at  a  common 
viewpoint  and  make  common  progress,  then  let  us 
cease  to  wonder  that  the  nations  of  the  world  are 
slow   in  coming  to   perfect  faith   and   understanding." 

Lady  Aberdeen,  president  of  the  International  Coun- 
cil of  Women,  writes  this  message  to  the  thirty-five 
million  women  of  the  Council,  in  her  call  to  the  con- 
ference: "We  have  to  show  that  we  have  understood 
the  object  set  before  us  by  our  founders  that  our 
main  business  is  to  serve  as  a  center  through  which 
all  women's  organizations  all  over  the  world,  formed 
for  advancing  the  welfare  of  mankind,  can  link  them- 
selves  together   for   mutual   help   and    service." 

Women  are  essentially  practical  and  are  beginning 
to  follow  up  citizenship  education  with  practical 
methods  of  realizing  ideals.  One  method  of  realizing 
ideals  is  the  initiation  and  support  of  needed  legisla- 
tion; another  is  the  election  and  appointment  of 
women    upon    boards,   commissions,    in    administrative 
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offices  and  in  legislative  bodies,  for  women  can  con- 
tribute a  characteristic  and  necessary  point  of  view 
to  government — national,   state  and   local. 

For  nearly  five  years  the  Women's  Joint  Con- 
gressional Committee  at  Washington,  composed  of 
representatives  of  more  than  twenty  national  organ- 
izations of  women,  first  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Maud  Wood  Park,  president  of  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  and  now  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  John 
U.  Sherman,  president  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  has  sponsored  national  legislation 
largely  for   women    and    children. 

Modelled  after  the  Joint  Congressional  Committee 
are  many  state  legislative  committees,  as  in  our  own 
California  Women's  Joint  Legislative  Committee. 
Many  good  things  has  this  committee  to  its  credit. 
Undoubtedly  the  work  of  the  women's  organizations 
had  much  to  do  with  the  promptness  of  the  ratification 
of  the  Child  Labor  Amendment.  The  fact  that  the 
amendment  has  failed  to  gain  the  ratification  of  the 
necessary  two-thirds  of  the  states  this  year  should  not 
dishearten  us,  but  act  as  a  spur,  a  stimulus  to  Cali- 
fornia women  to  help  to  educate  sister  states  to  Cali- 
fornia  standards   of   child    labor. 

So  it  would  seem  that  women  quite  generally  are 
attempting  to  solve  in  a  scholarly,  scientific  and 
thoughtful  way  some  of  the  problems  of  government, 
especially  as  they  relate  to  women  and  children.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  women  in  increasing  numbers 
will  stop,  look  and  listen  as  they  approach  the  cross- 
roads and  analyze  their  thinking  processes.  It  might 
profit  us  to  have  a  number  of  conferences  on  the 
cause  and  cure  of  a  number  of  things.  So  many  of 
us  have  so  little  margin  of  time  left  for  pure  thinking. 

But,  lest  we  forget  and  take  ourselves  too  seriously 
(for  the  good  cheer  and  comfort  of  American  women). 


let  me  quote  bits  of  an  anonymous  letter  writen  by 
".\.  A.  A."  on  California  Women  for  The  Landmark, 
the  magazine  of  the  English-Speaking  Union:  "These 
women  run  their  houses  practically  single-handed 
(for  the  number  of  people  with  an  adequate  staff  of 
servants  is  limited),  and  their  standard  of  cleanliness 
is  abnormally  high.  The  mere  fact  that  any  woman 
can  manage  to  cook  and  serve  those  copious  and 
delicious  meals,  to  take  a  practical  interest  in  politics 
and  in  civic  affairs,  to  be  an  active  member  of  any 
number  of  clubs  and  committees,  to  garden  with 
knowledge,  to  drive  a  car  through  any  kind  of  traf- 
fic, to  be  always  daintily  dressed,  with  manicured 
nails  and  waved  hair,  to  do  and  to  be  all  that  and 
much  more,  and  yet  to  have  leisure  and  thought 
for  all  the  little  kindnesses  that  seem  to  be  part 
of  their  daily  life,  appears  to  prove  that  the  tension  is 
not  so  criminally  high  as  people — themselves  among 
their  critics — say  it  is.  As  for  me,  I  spend  strenuous 
mornings — I  who  have  no  housekeeping  cares,  who 
discuss  the  details  of  a  proposed  lunch  party  over  the 
telephone — trying  to  read  all  there  is  to  read  in  three 
languages,  so  as  not  to  be  hopelessly  out  of  the  run- 
ning when  I  go  to  those  clubs  where  new  books  are 
discussed.  And  it  is  always  some  busy,  servantless 
wife  and  mother  who  calls  for  me  in  her  car,  who 
takes  me  to  the  club,  who  gives  the  paper  or  joins 
cleverly  in  the  discussion.  She  usually  takes  me  home 
with  her,  where  she  serves  a  wonderful  Californian 
meal  that  begins  with  salad  and  ends  with  ice  cream 
and  coffee.  How  they  do  it  I  do  not  know,  but  I 
admire    them    and    revere    them." 

How  many  of  us  club  women  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia can  identify  "A.  A.  A."?  Is  she  the  lovely 
little  lady  who  lived  in  our  midst  for  a  year  and 
got  so  much  from  life  in  California  because  she  gave 
so  much  ?

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WOMEN'S  UNIVERSITY 
CLUB 

By  M.  E.  Tannehill 

The  alumnae  of  Leland  Stanford  University  re- 
cently assembled  in  the  parlors  of  the  Women's  Uni- 
versity Club  for  a  tea  and  renevred  friendship  with 
Dean  Mary  Yost.  After  the  social  hour,  Miss  Yost 
spoke  to  the  former  students  in  regard  to  the  plans 
which  the  University  Council  has  outlined  for  the 
construction  of  dormitories  for  women.  The  first  of 
these,  Robley  Hall,  is  complete.  Other  dormitories 
of  this  type  will  be  added  until  all  women  students 
will  be  assured  of  this  rich,  sheltered  life.  The  ad- 
visory board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  democratic, 
scholastic  atmosphere  of  the  dormitories  is  more  har- 
monious with  a  well-conceived  college  life  than  the 
present  social  divisions  among  undergraduates.  Many 
agree  with  Dean  Yost.  Those  who  do  not,  at  least 
agree  that  she  presented  the  subject  in  a  logical,  con- 
vincing way.  When  the  building  program  has 
reached  the  point  where  all  women  students  can  be 
offered  homes  in  the  dormitories,  chapter  houses  will 
be  taken  over  by  the  University  and  adequate  re- 
muneration made. 

ON  CIVIC  CENTER 

On  Tuesday,  February  17,  Mr.  G.  Gordon  Whitnall, 
director  of  the  City  Planning  Commission,  interpreted 
to  his  audience  the  two-fold  task  of  the  commission — 
the  old  city  to  be  remade,  the  future  city  to  be 
planned ;  so  that  when  the  1432  subdivisions  become 
incorporated,  the  old  and  the  new  will  "match."  An- 
ticipating this  city  of  the  future,  plans  for  all  sub- 
divisions must  be  submitted  to  the  Commission.  Cer- 
tain arbitrary  features  must  be  adhered  to — for  in- 
stance, all  boulevards  are  required  to  be  one  hundred 
feet  wide. 

Mr.  Whitnall  said  that  the  administration  of  city 
and  county  are  gradually  being  unified,  so  that  event- 
ually the  two  will  be  fused,  and  the  same  locale 
become  the  site  for  all  administration  buildings. 
This  problem  is  clarified  by  the  remarkable  and  un- 
precedented "Center"  already  fixed.  Los  Angeles  is 
the  only  city  in  the  world  in  which  the  lines  of 
accessibility  converge  at  a  focal  point  which  is  also 
the  center  of  activity  and  the  center  of  population. 
In  aesthetic  planning  as  well,  there  is  a  logical,  al- 
most inevitable  center.  That  is  Bunker  Hill.  On  this 
hill  above  the  new  public  library  will  be  laid  out  a 
magnificent  esplanade.  Here  is  the  potential  setting 
for  the  most  beautiful  acropolis  in  the  world. 

On  this  occasion  the  luncheon  was  prepared  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  club  and  the  waitresses  were 
new  members.  The  musical  program  was  given  by  Miss 
Beatrice  Shapiro,  dramatic  soprano,  and  Miss  Ger- 
trude Ehrlich,  pianist.  Miss  Ehrlich  played  a  Bee- 
thoven sonata.

TO  SAVE  THE  TREES 


The  following  letters  have  been,  dispatched  by  the 
San  Gabriel  Woman's  Club: 

San  Gabriel,  Cal.,  Jan.  16,  1925. 
To  the  Board  of  Supervisors   San  Gabriel,   Cal.,  and 
to    the    Board    of    Supervisors    of    Los    Angeles 
County,  Cal. 

Gentlemen:  In  the  published  notice  concerning  the 
proposed  improvement  of  San  Gabriel  boulevard  be- 
tween Broadway  and  Hermosa  drive  in  East  San 
Gabriel,  there  is  no  mention  of  any  intention  to  pro- 
tect or  to  save  the  noble  eucalyptus  trees  now  beautify- 
ing  that   stretch   of   the   boulevard. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  trees  have  long  been 
a  landmark  in  the  valley  and  in  our  own  little  city, 
we,  the  San  Gabriel  Woman's  Club,  petition  you  to 
use  every  possible  means  to  save  these  trees. 

Our  arguments  in  support  of  this  plea  are  appended 
to   this   petition.

REASONS  FOR  SAVING  TREEES 

First — The  existing  trees  are  an  asset  for  beauty. 
Their  removal  would  leave  a  frontage  like  that  now 
visible  north  of  the  intersection  of  Broadway  and  the 
boulevard,  similar  to  almost  any  street  in  a  desert 
or   prairie    town. 

Second — The  destruction  of  trees  is  not  an  indica- 
tion of  progressiveness,  but  of  short-sightedness  on 
the  part  of  town  builders.  Old  cities  that  originally 
had  trees  in  narrow  streets  now  fall  into  two  classes: 
those  that  destroyed  the  trees  to  widen  their  streets 
and  those  that  widened  their  streets  and  also  pre- 
served their  trees.  In  the  first  class  may  be  named 
Rome  and  part  of  London.  In  the  second  class  belong 
Paris,  Berlin  and  Vienna.  It  is  true  that  the  im- 
proved boulevard  might  be  replanted,  but  it  would 
take  more  than  forty  years  to  regain  the  stately 
beauty  that  we  now  possess.  And  not  in  that  time, 
even,  can  this  city  expect  to  rival  in  traffic  and  in 
trade  such  famous  streets  as  the  Ring  in  Vienna,  the 
Linden  in  Berlin,  the  Avenue  Henri  Martin,  the 
Boulevard  des  Italiens  or  the  Champs  Elysees  in 
Paris ;  not  to  mention  famous  streets  in  some  of  our 


own  older  cities.  Besides  that,  we  have  the  trees 
now  and  need  not  wait  for  them  to  grow ;  while  the 
replanting  would  not  grow,  even  in  our  incomparable 
climate,  fast  enough  for  the  present  generation  in 
San  Gabriel  to  see  again  "God's  lace  against  the 
sky." 

Third — Practical  objection  may  be  made  on  the  score 
of  need  or  space  for  increased  traffic.  The  state  has 
already  made  laws  to  regulate  the  speed  for  motor 
vehicles  through  congested  districts.  No  driver  exer- 
cising ordinary  care  and  observing  the  traffic  regula- 
tions need  be  in  any  danger  from  our  trees.  If  the 
choice  must  be  made  between  reckless  drivers  and 
our  trees,  consensus  of  opinion  would  probably  be  for 
the  trees  as  against  the  reckless  drivers.  Let  the  law 
violators  be  eliminated. 

Fourth — If  more  roadway  be  needed,  let  it  be  taken 
from  outside  the  existing  line  of  trees.  The  adjacent 
property  owners  will  in  time  find  their  holdings  in- 
creased in  value  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  land 
taken  for  the  wider  roadway. 

Fifth — These  trees  are  now  old  enough  that  their 
roots  would  not  cause  any  disturbance  of  the  paving 
laid  around  or  near  them. 

Sixth — The  existing  line  of  road  might  be  reserved 
for  the  use  of  persons  driving  for  pleasure,  and  outer 
lines  created  for  commercial  traffic. 

Seventh — A  further  plea  is  based  upon  the  growing 
public  sentiment  against  wanton  destruction  and  for 
the  preservation  of  the  beauty  spots  that  we  now 
possess.  Most  people  regard  trees  as  things  of  value. 
All  artists  and  poets  love  them.  More  than  that, 
hard-headed  business  men  realize  their  value  for  their 
beautifying  effect  in  the  city  streets,  if  for  nothing 
else.  In  proof  of  this,  your  attention  is  called  to  a 
petition  issued  by  the  Realty  Board  of  Riverside  with- 
in the  past  month,  asking  for  the  preservation  of 
trees  in  that  city.  Such  a  request  would  not  have 
been  made  without  good  reasons. 

Knowing  that  you  gentlemen  of  the  two  boards 
addressed  can  work  out  a  practical  method  of  saving 
the  trees  on  San  Gabriel  boulevard,  we  ask  you,  in 
behalf  of  many  residents  and  loyal  citizens  of  San 
Gabriel  to  consider  carefully  our  petition  herewith 
enclosed.

In  introducing  her  theme  of  international  peace, 
she  said  that  the  obligation  rests  more  heavily  on 
American  women  than  on  any  one  else  in  the  whole 
world,  and  that  the  tragedy  of  it  all  is  that  we  have 
so  soon  forgotten  about  the  results  of  the  war.  Amer- 
ica lies  apart  from  other  countries  and  with  our 
mixed  blood,  we  can  understand  all  people,   and  that 
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we  women  stand  for  conservation  and  not  destruc- 
tion of  life.  War  hurts  us  more  than  it  does  men 
because  we  are  life  givers  and  for  that  reason  we 
should  work  harder  for  international  peace.  Four 
things  we  learned  from  the  world  war:  first,  that  we 
are  not  too  civilized  to  fight;  second,  to  be  prepared 
does  not  prevent  war;  third,  war  settles  nothing;  and 
fourth,  we  in  America  learned  we  could  not  stay 
out.  We  are  all  children  of  one  God  and  we  cannot 
stay  in  peace  while  other  countries  are  in  war. 

Mrs.  Schoonmaker  urged  the  ladies  to  set  them- 
selves to  the  task  of  talking  peace  every  day.  When 
the  people  of  the  world  think  right  and  talk  right, 
everything  will  be  right.  In  conclusion  she  said 
"women  cannot  face  their  previous  accomplishments 
and  doubt  that  they  have  power  to  prevent  war,  and 
it  will  be  up  to  women  to  prevent  the  next  war." 

Mrs.  E.  K.  Foster,  president  of  Juvenile  Protective 
Asociation  of  Los  Angeles  County,  told  at  the  lunch- 
eon hour,  of  the  work  being  accomplished  by  that 
organization.  For  the  past  fifteen  years  much  in- 
tensive work  has  been  done  to  protect  the  neglected 
and  abandoned  children. 

On  February  11,  Mrs.  Otis  Manchester  directed  the 
current  events  of  world  interest  and  also  reviewed 
and  discussed  several  of  the  most  widely  read  books. 
A  review  of  "Blind  Rafferty,"  a  wandering  poet  of 
Ireland,  was  intensely  interesting. 

Margaret  Riner  Minor  and  Cordelia  Story  enter- 
tained with  readings  and  songs  on  February  18,  after 
which  Mrs.  Jack  Laughlin,  as  chairman,  gave  a  de- 
lightfully appointed  reception  to  the  new  members 
numbering  one  hundred  and  four  ladies  who  wore 
tiny  red  hearts  with  their  names  on  and  carried  red 
carnations.

The  people  of  the  United  States  are  keenly  inter- 
ested in  what  is  happening  in  Russia  today,  in  any- 
thing that  will  aid  to  a  better  understanding  of  what 
is  going  on  in  the  country  which  holds  so  much  of 
promise  as  well  as  of  black  despair.  And  so  there 
has  been  eager  interest  in  the  last  month  at  the  Con- 
temporary Club   in  the  Russian   programs. 

So  delightful  were  the  scheduled  talks  by  Mme. 
Ponafidine  that  she  was  asked  to  give  three  addresses 
instead  of  two.  On  each  occasion  the  auditorium  was 
filled,  not  only  with  club  members,  but  with  men 
and  other  active  minded  people  of  the  community 
who  thoroughly  enjoyed  what  she  had  to  say. 

Madame  Ponafidine  was  most  impressive  in  her 
evident  desire  to  tell  the  truth  as  she  knew  it,  as  a 
result  all  those  who  heard  her  felt  they  had  come  in 
closer  touch  with  what  is  going  on  in  Russia  today. 
And  the  keenest  interest  was  displayed  in  her  last 
talk  in  which  she  spoke  of  the  turning  of  the  people 
again  to  the  church ;  how  they  have  starved  them- 
selves to  keep  the  ministers  in  the  villages,  and  how 
the  Soviet  government,  greatly  alarmed  by  this  move, 
is  doing  everything  possible  to  stamp  out  religion. 
Madame  Ponafidine  believes  that  the  people  of  Rus- 
sia will  bring  their  country  through  its  most  terrible 
crisis  by  keeping  a  strong  hold  on  religion. 

Of  an  entirely  different  type,  but  equally  as  inter- 
esting, was  the  talk  given  by  Dr.  Alexis  Kail,  for- 
mer head  of  the  Peoples  Conservatory  in  Petrograd, 
on    "Russian    Music."

With  a  membership  of  nearly  six  hundred  it  is 
becoming  necessary  to  provide  more  commodious 
quarters,  and  the  club  is  now  considering  a  site  for  a 
new  clubhouse. 

Very  ambitious  plans  are  being  made  in  the  way  of 
offices,  committee  rooms,  an  adequate  diningroom  and 
auditorium,  for  the  new  building  should  it  mate- 
rialize. 

The  clubhouse  is  open  every  Wednesday,  either  to 
the  regular  program  or  the  study  sections,  and 
lunches  are  served  at  each  meeting.  Two  new  study 
sections  have  been  added  to  the  four  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  and  all  show  good  attendance  and  en- 
thusiasm. 

The  work  of  the  seven  departments — Civics,  His- 
tory and  Landmarks,  American  Citizenship,  Social 
Service,  Co-operation  with  Ex-Service  Men  and  Wo- 
men, and  International  Relations,  is  done  outside  of 
the  regular  club  meetings,  and  is  not  very  well 
known  by  members  other  than  those  acting  on  these 
committees.  Yet  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  final 
summing  up  of  the  work  of  the  club,  it  ranks  of  first 
importance. 

And  last,  but  not  least,  no  more  can  this  club  be 
called  by  its  familiar  friends,  the  "Imp"  Club,  for 
it  has  changed   its   name.

WOMAN'S    CLUB    OF    REDON- 
DO   BEACH

The  Woman's  Club  of  Redondo  Beach  continues  to 
interest  itself  in  the  betterment  of  the  community. 
Through  the  earnest  solicitation  of  Mrs.  T.  A.  Gould, 
one  of  the  university  regents,  Mrs.  Joseph  Sartori, 
went  down  to  view  the  Palos  Verdes  site  offered  to 
the  university  for  its  southern  branch.  The  impres- 
sion made  upon  this  regent  has  reacted  to  bring  most 
of  the  other  regents  to  see  this  beautiful  site.  The 
prominent  Redondo  Beach  club  women  who  acted  on 
this  committee  in  behalf  of  the  Redondo  Chamber  of 
Commerce  were  Mrs.  T.  A.  Gould,  Mrs.  P.  S.  Ven- 
able,  Mrs.  Blanche  Friend  Austin,  the  club  president, 
Miss  lone  Gale,  as  well  as  other  representative  club 
women  of  the  South  Bay  cities. 

At  the  busines  meeting  of  the  club  on  Monday,  Feb- 
ruary 2,  it  was  announced  that  the  entire  membership 
of  the  club  is  to  be  divided  into  six  groups,  each  to 
function  under  a  captain.  The  duty  of  each  group 
will  be  to  raise  $200  for  the  club  during  the  remain- 
der of  the  club  year.  The  luncheon  groups  are  prov- 
ing a  success.  The  first  group  paid  expenses  and 
turned  over  $30  to  the  club  treasurer.  The  group  for 
the  second  month  donated  the  supplies  and  returned 
a  profit  of  $60,  while  the  February  group  expect  to 
have  credit  for  over  $70.  The  luncheons  are  more 
delicious,  more  artistic,  then  when  cooked  by  a  chef, 
and  the  element  of  rivalry  overcomes  the  reluctance 
of  any  who  may  not  wish  to  assist.  The  citizenship 
and  study  sections  both  met  on  February  2,  with  such 
enthusiastic  members  that  it  was  voted  to  consider 
adding  a  second  meeting  each  month  for  these  sec- 
tions. 

On  February  10  a  splendid  and  artistic  concert 
was  given  in  the  clubhouse,  sponsored  by  the  music 
chairman,  Mrs.  Ellis  T.  Yarnell,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
club.  The  artists  presenting  the  program  were: 
Estelle  Heartt-Dreyfus,  contralto,  accompanied  by 
Grace  Andrews  and  Bernice  Morrison  Brubaker,  pi- 
anist.     A    discriminating    audience    appreciated    the 


brilliantly  executed  selections  of  these  two  artists  who 
are  well  known  in  Los  Angeles  musical  circles. 

Art  appreciation  in  this  club  reached  its  climax 
so  far  this  year  on  Monday,  February  23.  The  mem- 
bers were  greeted  at  the  door  by  Martha  Washing- 
ton, in  the  person  of  Mrs.  J.  E.  Seargeant,  a  club 
member,  who  was  later  introduced  as  the  "Mother 
of  the  Red  Cross"  in  Redondo  during  the  war,  a 
fitting  representative  of  the  patriot  motive.  Each 
member  was  given  a  red  hatchet  place  card  entitling 
her  to  a  seat  at  the  luncheon  tables  decorated  with 
colonial  candlesticks  with  wax  tapers  burning,  and 
centered  with  bowls  of  tri-color  flowers  and  flags. 
The  beautiful  painting,  "Witchery  of  Winter,"  by 
Benjamin  Brown,  held  the  center  of  the  stage,  with 
the  club's  large  American  flag  serving  to  bring  out 
the  reseate  hue  in  the  painting.  The  artistic  back- 
ground enhanced  the  appropriate  luncheon  cooked 
and  served  by  a  committee  under  their  chairman, 
Mrs.  E.  E.  Webster,  and  P.  C.  Ridgley. 

The  luncheon  speaker  was  Prof.  H.  T.  Cory,  at 
present  a  member  of  the  Redondo  High  School 
Board.  Prof.  Cory's  place  in  "Who's  Who  in  Amer- 
ica" made  his  remarks  significant  when  he  suggested 
that  a  possible  choice  of  either  the  Southwest  site  or 
the  Santa  Monica  site  for  the  university,  would 
bring  a  great  responsibility  upon  all  the  South  Bay 
cities.

The  first,  to  officially  endorse  the  action  of  the 
Southwest  site  committee,  in  forwarding  the  selection 
of  the  Palos  Verdes  site  for  the  university.  Several 
prominent  Redondo  club  women  have  acted  for  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  this  committee.  A  motion 
was  also  unanimously  adopted  to  endorse  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Lorbeer  as  candidate  for  the  presidency  of  the  dis- 
trict. 

A  high  note  of  art  appreciation  was  struck  in  the 
splendid  talk  of  Miss  Caroline  Pearson,  of  Los  An- 
geles, on  the  instruments  of  the  Philharmonic  orches- 
tra. Her  talk  was  illustrated  artistically  by  Mr. 
Louis  Huitinet,  who  is  a  member  of  that  orchestra. 
Mr.  Huitinet,  it  may  be  noted,  has  played  under  Dam- 
rosch,  and  in  several  other  famous  orchestras.  A 
number  of  pleasing  selections  were  given  on  the  diff- 
erent brasses,  all  of  which  he  plays.  Most  appreci- 
ated were  two  selections  on  the  very  rarely  heard 
bass  trumpet. 
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UNIFYING  INFLUENCE  OF  THE  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  ITS  DEMOCRACY

I  have  chosen  to  speak  of  the  unifying  influ- 
ence of  the  English  language  on  things  rather 
than  on  people — things  which  have  played  their 
part  in  the  making  of  the  language.  It  seemed 
to  me  that  I  could  get  a  little  closer  to  the  sub- 
ject if  I  thought  of  the  language  as  a  garment — 
the  mantle  of  good  English  as  some  one  has  called 
it.  If  you  will  pretend  with  me  for  a  little  while 
we  shall  don  our  mantles  and  discuss  their  mak- 
ing. We  are  going  to  wear  this  mantle  as  long 
as  we  live ;  we  shall,  no  doubt,  change  it  and 
make  it  over  many  times  before  we  have  finished 
with  it.  If  we  know  something  of  what  has  gone 
into  it  we  shall  know  better  how  to  keep  it  in 
repair  and  where  to  look  for  weak  spots. 

It  has  been  said  that  we  cannot  go  to  the 
grammar  or  to  the  dictionary  for  a  language — it 
must  come  from  the  hearts  of  the  people.  That 
is  what  dialect  is,  an  expression  of  the  hearts  of 
the  common  people — the  divine  illiterates,  Low- 
ell calls  them  in  the  Bigelow  Papers.  Dialect  is 
the  very  fiber  of  your  garment,  for  the  modern 
English  language  was,  as  you  know,  based  on 
the  dialects  of  the  Londoners,  although  it  bor- 
rowed freely  from  those  of  the  North  and  South 
of  England,  thereby  giving  the  language  its  bal- 
ance— we  have  the  common  words  of  the  com- 
mon folk  and  the  high  words  of  the  scholars. 
While  England  is  still  entangled  in  the  numer- 
ous ruffles  and  flounces  of  dialect  she  has  allowed 
to  accumulate  on  the  skirts  of  her  language,  we 
have  almost  entirely  cleared  our  skirts.  And 
paradoxically  we  have  disposed  of  our  dialects  by 
absorbing  them.  They  have  spread  into  such  uni- 
versal usage  throughout  the  United  States  they 
have  ceased  to  be  dialects  and  are  speech  common 
to  all.  So  you  see  you  can  eat  your  dialect  and 
have  it  too.  We  have  colloquialisms  and  local- 
isms, the  too  free  use  of  which  should  be  avoided. 
When  a  sailor  speaks  as  if  the  whole  world  were 
a  ship  everyone  understands ;  when  the  man  from 
the  plains  converses  in  his  breezy  local  speech  he 
brings  with  it  all  the  freshness  of  his  country ; 
but  here  are  localisms  which  are  not  so  generally 
understood  and  these  should  be  shunned  for  ob- 
vious reasons.  I  believe  I  am  correct  in  saying 
that  we  have  but  one  outstanding  example  of  dia- 
lect in  the  United  States — that  of  the  negroes  of 
the  South.  The  speech  of  the  southern  white 
folk  and  of  the  New  Englanders  can  not  be  called 
dialect — with  the  New  Englander  is  it  not  more 
a    twang    than    a    matter    of    pronunciation    or 


words.  Mark  Twain  was  once  complimented  by 
an  Englishman  on  his  choice  use  of  English.  Mr. 
Twain  replied  that  he  did  not  speak  English — 
he  spoke  the  American  language.  Mr.  Brander 
Matthews  who  knew  Mark  Twain  well  says  that 
he  spoke  such  pure  English,  so  free  from  all  dia- 
lect, that  no  Englishman  could  possibly  misun- 
derstand him,  and  he  wrote  as  pure  English  as 
he  spoke.  Mark  Twain  hoped  that  we  might 
some  day  have  an  American  language.  Mr. 
Matthews  seems  to  feel  that  such  a  thing  is  im- 
probable and  not  altogether  desirable  if  it  could 
be  brought  about.  He  does  think,  however,  that 
we  have  within  our  modern  language  everything 
necessary  to  literature,  and  he  deplores  the  grow- 
ing tendency  of  writers  to  borrow  foreign  words 
and  phrases ;  he  urges  a  return  to  the  simple 
style  of  Lincoln  and  Roosevelt  and  Twain — who 
wrote  entirely  within  our  own  language  ;  he  hopes 
for  a  doing  away  of  large  words  to  express  small 
thoughts.  He  speaks  of  writers,  especially  poets, 
seeking  always  new  words — "fresh  words  with 
the  dew  still  on"  he  calls  them ;  if  the  writer 
has  but  the  courage  to  lift  them  up  and  use  them 
he  can  find  many  such  words  in  our  language — • 
fresh  because  buried  by  long  disuse.  It  has  been 
said  that  the  English  language  has  a  marvelous 
appetite,  assimilating  everything  which  comes 
^vithin  its  grasp.  One  example  of  our  greedi- 
ness is  shown  in  our  use  of  the  word  "vaude- 
ville" which  is  a  French  word  meaning  a  satir- 
ical or  humorous  song  corresponding  to  our  top- 
ical song  in  which  the  singer  ridicules  some  well 
known  person.  It  was  called  "vaudeville"  after 
the  little  village  in  which  these  songs  were  first 
written.  We  have  deliberately  stolen  the  word 
and  twisted  it  to  mean  a  specialty  show — the 
whole  entertainment.  It  is  the  incorrect  use  of 
foreign  words  which  is  causing  some  authorities 
to  feel  we  would  better  talk  and  write  within 
our  own  language ;  in  fact  they  find  little  excuse 
for  the  borrowed  word.  Why,  for  instance, 
should  we  use  "aeroplane"  when  "airplane"  is  so 
much  easier  and  means  the  same ;  why  do  we 
have  a  "repertoire"  when  a  "repertory"  expresses 
the  same  meaning  in  English.  They  do  not  dis- 
courage, rather  do  they  encourage,  the  serious 
study  of  foreign  languages.  It  is  the  promis- 
cuous borrowing  and  improper  use  of  foreign 
words  which  is  causing  them  much  anguish  of 
mind. 
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Of  course  England  and  America  will  never 
come  together  on  the  question  of  pronunciation 
or  choice  of  words.  The  Englishman  smiles 
when  the  slang)'  American  feels  "fine  and  dandy" 
— we  laugh  when  the  Englishman  feels  "top 
hole,"  so  the  honors  break  about  even.  The  Bri- 
tish dislike  our  use  of  the  word  "sick."  Prof. 
Richard  Grant  White  tells  this  humorous  bit  he 
once  overheard.  A  young  Yankee  visiting  in 
England  was  one  night  a  guest  at  a  party  in  the 
home  of  a  Londoner.  The  host  said  to  the  young 
man,  in  what  he  took  to  be  a  rather  sneering 
tone  "We  have  not  seen  you  for  a  long  time,  I 
suppose  you  have  been  'sick'  as  you  say  in  your 
country"?  The  Yankee  replied  instantly  "No, 
I  have  been  'hill,'  as  you  say  in  yours." 

Now  slang  is  another  thing  which  has  gone 
into  the  making  of  our  mantle,  more  than  you 
may  realize  at  first  glance.  Slang  is  a  training 
school  for  the  language  and  only  the  best  scholars 
are  given  diplomas.  Certain  it  is  that  many  of 
these  words  have  made  themselves  so  thoroughly 
at  home  it  is  hard  to  realize  they  were  once  am- 
bitious upstarts.  You  may  say  that  you  do  not 
use  slang,  but  if  you  say  to  a  friend  "You  have 
a  stunning  hat"  you  have  used  slang.  However, 
you  have  said  a  gracious  thing  and  you  have  made 
your  friend  happy,  no  doubt.  If  you  say  you 
were  "held  up"  last  night  you  have  used  slang 
and  of  the  lowest  origin.  Slang  was  once  the 
cant  of  thieves  and  low  persons,  and  it  is  some 
of  the  long  lived  descendants  of  this  sort  of  slang 
which  have  placed  the  mark  of  disrepute  upon 
all  slang.  But  isn't  "held  up"  a  strong  expres- 
sion? We  instantly  have  a  mental  picture  of 
you  on  some  dark  corner  with  your  hands  ele- 
vated, and  all  the  attendant  indignities.  We  can 
safely  assume  that  these  two  words  have  received 
their  diplomas.  It  is  the  function  of  slang  to 
provide  substitutes  for  words  which  have  grown 
thin  from  constant  use.  But  just  as  too  much 
or  too  bright  trimming  on  your  dress  will  de- 
tract from  its  appearance,  so  will  the  use  of  too 
much  slang  indicate  poor  taste  in  speech.  "There 
is  in  language  as  in  life"  says  Prof.  Dowden, 
"an  aristocracy  and  a  commonalty" — and  in  our 
words  at  least  we  may  associate  with  the  aristo- 
crats. I  was  surprised  to  read  that  Mark  Twain 
never  used  slang,  he  abhorred  it,  though  he  al- 
lowed his  characters  to  use  all  the  colloquial- 
isms of  their  section. 

Since  we  have  in  this  country  no  fountainhead 
of  style  in  words  as  have  the  French  in  their 
Academy,  we  must  get  our  fashions  from  the 
best  dressed  people,  and  do  you  not  agree  with 
me  that  they  are  the  writers?  We  gain  much 
from  the  spoken  word ;  however  if  a  lecture  has 
merit  it  eventually  finds  its  way  into  print.  We 
have  the  whole  world  from  which  to  draw  in 
our  choice  of  reading  and  here,  as  in  the  matter 


of  dress,  each  one  will  choose  the  style  which 
seems  to  fill  her  individual  need.  One  woman 
may  be  a  frequent  public  speaker ;  she  needs  a 
more  or  less  elaborate  creation  with  flowing 
draperies  of  oratory  and  some  glittering  orna- 
ments of  speech.  Can  you  not  imagine  such  a 
woman  going  to  the  most  exxlusive  dressmaker 
she  can  procure?  Would  she  not  read  the  most 
brilliant  writers  of  all  periods  as  fitting  her 
needs?  Then  there  is  the  business  woman — let 
us  say  the  newspaper  woman.  Her  speech  must 
cover  a  multiplicity  of  topics;  you  can  imagine 
her  reading  everything  from  the  stock  reports  to 
the  most  sensational  novels  of  the  day.  In  the 
morning  she  may  be  called  upon  to  discuss  im- 
portant matters  with  the  practical  business  man 
who  wishes  facts ;  in  the  afternoon  she  must  dis- 
cuss the  latest  book,  the  newest  singer  with  the 
society  matron.  We  might  compare  the  mental 
dress  of  this  woman  with  the  ensemble.  In  the 
morning  she  can  go  forth  clad  in  the  conven- 
tional tailor-made;  in  the  afternoon  by  the  mere 
doffing  of  her  coat  she  is  correctly  dressed  for 
the  afternoon  function.  But  you  and  I — we 
have  so  many  advantages  over  these  other  two 
women.  We  belong  to  the  stay-at-homes — sup- 
posedly; we  have  more  time  to  give  to  the  mak- 
ing of  our  mantle  of  good  speech.  In  fact  we 
are  so  independent  we  can  join  a  good  school 
of  dressmaking — a  Better  American  Speech  De- 
partment, and  make  our  own  clothes.  At  least 
we  can  make  over  what  we  have  already  in  our 
wardrobe.  If  we  are  painstaking  we  can  turn 
out  a  fairly  neat  garment  because  we  can  in- 
spect every  particle  of  material,  every  least  bit 
of  trimming  that  goes  into  our  dress.  If  we  are 
not  painstaking  the  result  shows  in  our  speech. 
If  you  are  not  subscribing  just  now  for  a  good 
fashion  book  of  English  allow  me  to  recommend 
Brander  Matthews'  "Essays  on  English"  and 
"Parts  of  Speech"  or  Richard  Grant  White's 
"Words  and  their  Uses."  Even  though  this  last 
book  was  printed  in  1870  the  styles  are  still  good 
and  the  patterns  easy  to  follow.  It  is  for  those 
of  us  who  have  been  careless  that  Better  Speech 
Week  has  been  inaugurated ;  I  think  it  very  ap- 
propriate that  it  comes  in  the  Spring,  this  gen- 
eral overhauling  week.  Now  is  the  time  to  cut 
off  that  fringe  of  tattered  adjectives,  those 
frazzled  superlatives.  As  a  sex  we  do  talk  in  in- 
tensives,  do  we  not?  Everything  is  "terrible" 
or  "darling" ;  and  that  word  "adorable"  which 
carries  with  it  a  quality  of  reverence,  do  we  not 
hear  it  used  to  describe  everything  from  slippers 
to  cats.  I  can  imagine  an  adorable  baby  but  not 
an  adorable  cat!  Perhaps  during  this  Better 
Speech  Week  some  one  of  us  may  find  a  suitable 
patch  for  that  grown-thin-by-hard-service  "in- 
teresting." 

Certainly  we  should  not  allow  our  garment  of 
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speech  to  become  frayed  and  shabby ;  we  should 
give  it  at  least  the  care  and  respect  we  would 
any  other  heritage — for  that  is  what  our  lan- 
guage is.  I  believe  the  love  of  language  could 
easily  become  a  national  sentiment,  as  is  patrio- 
tism. A  language  is  a  living  history  of  the  people 
who  make  it  and  it  could  be  taught  to  children 
in  such  an  attractive  manner  I  do  not  understand 
why  it  isn't  done.  Here  is  where  I  think  our 
schools  fail  us.  By  the  time  the  average  child  is 
old  enough  to  seriously  study  the  language  he  is 
so  thoroughly  convinced  he  doesn't  like  it  he 
takes  little  or  no  interest  in  it.  So  much  stress 
is  put  upon  mathematics  in  the  early  school  years 
of  a  child.  He  learns  little  counting  games  and 
beads  and  all  sorts  of  bright  objects  are  given 
him  to  attractively  teach  counting.  Certainly  as 
much  attention  should  be  paid  to  his  speech. 
Mathematics  is  a  principle,  the  same  yesterday, 
today  and  tomorrow ;  good  speech  is  a  habit — 
and  the  earlier  it  is  acquired  the  better  for  the 
child.  Children  learn  and  absorb  things  so  easily 
and  naturally  it  seems  to  me  it  would  be  a  simple 
thing  to  instill  in  every  child  a  respect  for  his 
language.  It  is  all  very  well  to  say  that  if  a 
child  has  a  good  home  background  and  hears 
reasonably  good  speech  in  the  home  everything 
will  turn  out  all  right.  But  what  of  the  thou- 
sands of  boys  and  girls  who  have  not  that  back- 
ground? They  may  or  they  may  not  turn  out 
all  right  but  certainly  we  can  not  build  our 
schools  on  that  foundation.  This  is  not  in  any 
way  a  criticism  of  our  teachers — I  think  they  are 
for  the  most  part  an  over-worked,  under-paid 
group  of  martyrs  and  I  have  all  respect  in  the 
world  for  them.  But  I  do  think  our  school  sys- 
tem is  wrong  somewhere  and  I  hope  to  see  the 
love  of  the  English  language  taught  some  day 
in  our  schools. 

Now  every  so  often  we  are  beset  with  rumors 
of  the  return  of  hoop-skirts,  and  just  about  as 
often  we  hear  disquieting  reports  that  our  lan- 
guage is  deteriorating  and  that  intellectually  we 
are  falling  to  pieces.  Of  the  two  reports  I  think 
we  can  be  more  concerned  about  the  hoop-skirts. 
Dame  Fashion  was  ever  a  fickle  jade  but  our  lan- 
guage has  weathered  years  of  abuse  and  I  have 
faith  in  its  longevity.  Only  things  which  have 
ceased  to  grow  begin  to  die  and  I  believe  we  can 
say  with  Mark  Twain  that  the  reports  of  the  de- 
cline of  the  English  language  have  been  greatly 
exaggerated.  The  last  report  of  its  illness  comes 
from  the  office  of  Dr.  Nicholas  Murray  Butler, 
President  of  Columbia  University.  I  happened 
to  read  and  clip  that  article  and  there  is  much 
food  for  thought  in  what  he  says.  I  respect  his 
views  as  do  most  people,  I  think.  There  is  just 
one  thing  from  that  article  I  wish  to  leave  with 
you.  Dr.  Butler  said  that  the  language  of  both 
teachers    and    pupils    today    would    affright    the 


Venerable  Bede.  I  had  heard  Bede  referred  to 
frequently  but  had  never  taken  the  time  to  see 
what  the  encyclopedias  had  to  say  of  him.  I  was 
interested  enough  after  reading  Dr.  Butler's  ar- 
ticle to  see  what  I  could  find  about  Bede,  and  in 
case  5'ou  do  not  know  I  will  tell  you  that  he 
was  really  the  father  of  English  literature.  He 
was  born  about  the  year  673  and  when  quite 
young  was  left  an  orphan  and  went  to  live  in  the 
monastary  of  Jarrow,  England,  which  he  after- 
ward made  famous  by  his  teachings  and  writ- 
ings. But  this  is  what  I  want  you  to  remember 
about  Bede — he  was  offered  the  dignity  of  Abbot 
which  he  declined  on  these  grounds:  "The  office 
demands  household  care,  and  household  care 
brings  with  it  distraction  of  mind,  which  hinders 
the  prosecution  of  learning."  I  know  you  will 
all  be  grateful  to  me  for  this  weapon  I  have  put 
into  your  hands.  If  any  of  your  men-folk  ever 
should  make  so  bold  as  to  criticise  the  things  left 
undone  at  home  when  we  are  down  here  fashion- 
ing our  garment,  just  quote  Bede. 


EBELL  NOTES

Ebell  Scholarships — That  Ebell  has  chosen 
wisely  in  the  selection  of  girls  upon  whom  to  be- 
stow scholarships  was  the  encouraging  assurance 
of  Helen  Matthewson,  dean  of  women  of  the 
University  of  California,  Southern  Branch,  when 
she  spoke  recently  at  a  social  service  luncheon 
at  Ebell.  Mrs.  Matthewson  said  that  one  of 
the  happiest  hours  in  the  month  for  her  is  when 
the  six  Ebell  scholarship  girls  come  into  her  office 
for  their  checks  and  to  have  a  little  talk  about 
their  work.  Of  these  six,  five  are  honor  students 
and  the  sixth,  who  has  just  entered  the  fresh- 
man class,  comes  from  a  high  school  where  she, 
too,  was  on  the  honor  roll. 

These  girls,  potential  leaders,  full  of  the  op- 
timism of  youth,  will  go  into  life  with  the  broad- 
ened outlook  that  education  gives,  each  with  the 
determination  to  succeed  in  her  life  work.  Surely 
it  is  more  than  a  matter  of  sentiment,  it  is  a 
sound  economic  principle  that  Ebell  is  demon- 
strating when  she  maintains  scholarships  for  fif- 
teen girls  in  high  schools  and  colleges  in  Los 
Angeles. 

A  problem  that  gives  a  great  deal  of  concern 
to  the  Rest  Cottage  Association  is  the  provision 
for  the  old  women  who  come  to  the  cottage  for 
a  two  weeks  rest  and  who  must  then  go  back  to 
the  work  they  have  been  doing,  even  though  they 
are  ill  fitted  for  any  task.  Their  recuperative 
power  is  necessarily  growing  weaker,  and  the 
question  of  their  further  care  and  comfort  is  one 
that  is  very  difficult,  and,  many  times,  heart 
breaking.     Perhaps,  some  day  when  Rest  Cottage 
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is  sufficiently  endowed  to  need  no  further  help 
from  Ebell,  this  problem  of  the  little  old  ladies 
may  be  undertaken. 


THE  EARLY  HISTORY  OF  THE  MUSIC 
DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  Harmon  J.  Ryus,  who  for  six  years  was 
curator  of  Ebell's  music  department,  and  who  is, 
herself,  a  brilliant  pianist,  presided  at  the  lunch- 
eon following  the  musical  program  in  March. 
She  recalled  the  early  achievements  of  the  de- 
partment, telling  of  the  series  of  symphony  lec- 
tures, and  the  endorsement  of  the  Symphony  Or- 
chestra, under  the  leadership  of  Adolph  Tandler 
and  of  two  years  study  of  the  Wagner  operas, 
the  first  opera  studj'  class  in  the  city.  Then  fol- 
lowed a  year  of  French  and  Russian  music,  long 
before  the  latter  were  produced  in  this  country 
or  even  known  to  any  but  the  best  posted  mu- 
sicians. 

Then  came  the  opera.  "Fairyland"  given  at 
Ebell  by  the  National  Federation  of  Music  Clubs 
at  which  time  Cecil  Fanning  dedicated  a  beau- 
tiful poem  to  Ebell's  music  department  which 
had  done  so  much  to  make  the  opera  a  brilliant 
success. 

In  recalling  the  history  of  the  department, 
Mrs.  Ryus  proudly  claimed  that  Ebell  has  be- 
come a  pillar  in  the  invisible  temple  of  music  be- 
ing reared  in  Los  Angeles,  helping  to  create  that 


musical  atmosphere  that  is  making  the  city  fam- 
ous everj'^vhere.         

FRIENDS  OF  MUSIC 
Friends  of  Music,  a  newly  organized  club  of 
which  Mrs.  J.  J.  Carter  is  the  founder  and 
Celeste  Nellis-Ryus  the  president,  was  introduced 
to  Ebell  members  by  Mrs.  Carter  at  the  music 
luncheon  at  which  time  she  told  of  the  wonder- 
ful things  this  youngest  club  is  doing  in  lending 
a  helping  hand  to  musicians  who  are  strangers, 
to  young  artists  who  are  in  need  of  sponsors  to 
bring  them  before  the  public.  Friends  of  Mu- 
sic is  back  of  the  Hollywood  Community  Or- 
chestra which,  under  the  leadership  of  J.  Plowe, 
has  just  given  its  first  concert.  This  is  an  or- 
chestra for  the  people  and  by  the  people  and  bids 
fair  to  further  spread  the  fame  of  Hollywood 
already  known  far  and  wide  for  its  "Symphonies 
Under  the  Stars."

What  makes  for  public  welfare?  Should  we 
give  our  sympathy  and  our  helpfulness  through 
material  channels  only? 

Our  Margaret  Collier  Graham  ends  one  of 
her  books  with  the  wish  that  for  each  one  of  us 
it  might  be  said:  "She  did  not  show  me  how  to 
succeed,  but  she  gave  me  courage  to  meet  fail- 
ure with  a  light  heart."  Her  fine,  high  ideals  in 
literature  have  glowed  and  have  brightened  life 
through  all  these  years  in  our  club.  The  small, 
virile  literature  committee  has  grown  into  a  great 
company,  carrying,  always,  pleasure  and  happi- 
ness, solid  benefits. 

Music  has  filled  our  halls  and  our  hearts.  As 
one  woman  said:  "I  had  been  depressed  for 
weeks,  my  blues  had  a  real  foundation,  but  that 
day  of  good  music  at  the  club  lifted  me  out.  I 
don't  pity  myself  now,  the  world  is  bright  again." 

Drama  has  never  been  neglected  but  it  has 
grown  to  be  a  strong,  useful  arm  of  our  service. 
We  are  not  dependent  now  on  amateur  efforts 
alone,  we  have  developed  within  ourselves  talent 
that  is  recognized  in  the  dramatic  world,  minis- 


ters to  public  welfare. 

Art  is  a  vital  part  of  our  club  life.  The  Fri- 
day Morning  Club  has  made  a  national  name  for 
its  discriminating  taste  in  good  pictures.  For 
years  it  has  kept  open  a  free  exhibition  of  good 
pictures.  It  has  received  national  recognition  in 
that  a  club  chairman  of  Art  was  appointed  by 
the  American  Federation  of  Art  to  be  their  chair- 
man of  the  West  Division,  composed  of  the  seven 
western  states,  to  bring  those  interested  in  pic- 
tures into  the  organization.  Los  Angeles  won 
a  picture  as  a  reward  for  securing  the  greatest 
number  of  members. 

To  increase  the  love  of  literature,  art,  music, 
drama,  is  a  definite  contribution  to  the  welfare 
of  the  world. 

While  we  have  opened  our  windows  to  the 
visions  of  beauty,  have  we  looked  after  the  foun- 
dations of  our  club  home,  after  the  material  well- 
being  of  ourselves  and  our  neighbors? 

It  is  to  the  efforts  of  one  of  our  members  that 
we  are  indebted  for  the  Juvenile  Protective  As- 
sociation ;  to  another  for  the  Home  Teacher  in 
our  schools,  and  the  whole  scheme  of  immigrant 
education ;  to  others,  either  the  initiation  or  sub- 
sequent work  on:   the   appointment  of  juvenile 
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court  referees;  the  segregation  for  children  in  In- 
stitutions; salaries  for  probation  officers;  holding 
adults  responsible  for  contributing  to  the  delin- 
quency of  women ;  the  street  trades  clause  in  the 
child  labor  law ;  the  eight-hour  law  for  women ; 
the  state  aid  law,  mothers'  pensions;  the  incep- 
tion and  carrying  on  of  those  blessings,  Matern- 
ity Cottage  and  Resthaven.  War  was  waged  re- 
lentlessly for  equal  suffrage  for  women  from  the 
day  the  club  was  formed  till  all  the  women  of 
these  United  States  were  enfranchised.  We  were 
in  the  battles  for  pure  milk.  Our  latest  stand 
for  public  welfare  was  in  endorsing  the  child 
labor  amendment  to  the  United  States  Consti- 
tution. 

Many  minor  skirmishes  all  along  the  line  for 
public  welfare  won  for  the  club  at  first  the 
names,  a  disturber  of  the  peace,  a  nuisance;  but 
it  marched  unconcernedly  on,  attending  to  what 
it  thought  was  its  various  businesses,  though  out- 
siders were  not  so  sure  that  they  were,  to  its 
present  dignified,  acknowledged  position  as  one 
of  the  beneficial  influences  in  the  city  and  state's 
life. 

We  are  now  standing  for  separate  buildings 
or  wings  for  children  in  the  hospitals ;  for  re- 
lieving the  over-crowded  conditions  in  the  pris- 
ons ;  for  humane  quarters  for  women  prisoners ; 
for  work  and  some  compensation  for  every  con- 
victed person;  for  our  responsibility  to  homeless 
and  friendless  young  people. 

The  April  program  of  the  Friday  Morning 
Club  is  obviously  in  line  with  the  club's  tradi- 
tions for  public  welfare.  It  will  house  us  in 
lovelier  homes  and  gardens  through  talks  and  il- 
lustrations ;  it  will  teach  us  how  to  make  our 
cit\'  more  beautiful,  more  efficient,  and  above  all, 
safer ;  and  will  give  us  an  insight  into  the  work- 
ings of  our  city  schools. 

Throughout  the  years,  the  club's  efforts  have 
been,  some  aesthetic,  some  material ;  but  all  have 
been  practical  and  spiritual  forces  exerted  for  the 
well-being  of  its  own  members  and  the  world. 


W^OMEN  AND  JURY  SERVICE 

Paper  Read  Before  the  Public  Affairs  Committee

One  of  the  most  interesting  results  of  woman 
suffrage  has  been  the  admission  of  women  to  jury 
service. 

It  has,  however,  been  by  no  means  universally 
esteemed  as  a  privilege  and  an  opportunity.  Just 
as  the  right  to  vote  and  to  hold  office  has  always 
been  considered  disagreeable  by  many  who  think 
themselves  worthy  and  estimable  citizens,  so  has 
jury  duty  also  been  relegated  to  the  limbo  of  the 
undesirable  to  be  avoided  and  evaded  so  far  as 
possible. 

We  even  count  it  to  ourselves  for  righteous- 
ness that  while   others  may   serve  as  jurors  or 


avail  themselves  of  positions  of  office,  for  us  to  do 
so  would  be  beneath  our  dignity  and  we  hug  our 
little  superior  complex  with  a  secret  pride  "that 
we  are  not  as  others  are."  There  is  some  reason, 
if  not  full  justification,  for  this  attitude.  The 
jury  system  as  a  whole  is  inadequate  and  often 
futile  to  a  degree.  The  selection  by  lot  from  any 
group  of  citizens  can  not  be  limited  to  those  un- 
usually intelligent  or  especially  trained  in  crim- 
inal procedure. 

When  a  jury  is  honestly  selected  it  must,  of 
necessity,  express  the  idea  that  special  training  is 
unnecessary  to  competence  in  the  management  of 
public  affairs. 

Even  in  the  choice  of  the  twelve  members 
of  the  actual  jury  the  abler  members  are  chal- 
lenged by  the  defense  as  soon  as  possible,  leaving 
those  more  unfit. 

Those  who  have  read  of  the  case  are  supposed 
to  be  disqualified  and  a  premium  is  placed  on 
illiteracy  and  lack  of  civic  interest.  If  they  deny 
such  reading  and  are  accepted  the  jury  may  in- 
clude the  untruthful  as  well  as  the  illiterate. 

Right  here,  I  may  say,  great  latitude  is  ex- 
ercised in  our  own  Superior  Criminal  Courts. 
In  the  four  courts  in  which  I  have  recently 
served,  one's  answers  in  regard  to  these  questions 
were  often  totally  disregarded  by  both  defense 
and  prosecution.  But  the  challenges  "for  cause" 
on  religion,  politics  and  business  were  exercised 
to  the  fullest  extent — when  they  could  be  dis- 
covered. The  right,  however,  to  challenge 
"without  cause"  used  by  shrewd  unscrupulous 
lawyers  often  reduces  a  jury  to  a  most  colorless 
and  feeble  group.  Indeed,  the  thoughtful  person 
takes  it  as  a  compliment,  when  challenged  by  the 
defense. 

After  its  final  acceptance  the  typical  untrained 
jurj'  is  distracted  from  an  intelligent  and  alert 
consideration  of  the  "facts  and  the  evidence"  by 
many  causes.  The  specious  and  often  brutal 
cross-examination  of  the  witness  in  order  to  be- 
wilder and  confuse  frequently  affects  the  jury  as 
well.  The  fantastic  and  fallacious  eloquence  of 
the  attorneys  who  appeal  to  the  emotions  rather 
than  the  reason  and  the  desire  to  be  freed  from 
the  unpleasant  thralldom  of  the  jury  room,  when 
there  is  disagreement  for  many  hours  frequently 
prevents  an  unbiased  conclusion.  It  is  not  al- 
ways a  jest  that  a  defendant  is  freed  or  convicted 
that  a  hungrj-  man  may  have  his  dinner. 

All  these  things  have  a  tendency  to  obscure 
justice  and  disillusion  the  conscientious  who, 
through  chance  or  a  sense  of  duty,  happens  to  be 
included  in  the  group. 

Also  most  jurors  are  ignorant  of  the  most  ele- 
mentary law,  missing  the  meaning  of  the  judge's 
instructions  and  perhaps  totally  ignoring  them  in 
bringing  a  verdict.  The  eagerness  of  the  defense 
to  acquit  and  the  desire  of  the  prosecution  to 
convict,    both    consciously   and    unconsciously   so 
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colors  their  oratorical  appeal  that  the  poor  jury 
who  is  supposed  to  deal  only  with  evidence  and 
facts  is  left  abroad  in  a  fog  of  doubts.  Time 
and  again  juries  are  "tampered  with"  more  suc- 
cessfully than  is  realized,  and  as  every  chain  is 
only  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link,  one  "bought" 
juror  can  not  only  defeat  justice  but  defraud  the 
public  of  thousands  of  dollars,  since  one  day's 
session  of  one  of  the  twenty-nine  superior  courts 
in  Los  Angeles  costs  over  $500. 

Now  it  may  be  a  question  whether  the  jury 
system  as  it  is  found  in  England  and  America 
is  the  best  method  of  bringing  the  offender  to  a 
speedy  justice,  but  being  as  it  is,  as  it  has  been 
for  hundreds  of  years  and  as  it  will  continue  to 
be  in  all  probability  for  some  time  let  us  con- 
sider what  your  and  my  particular  attitude 
should  be  towards  it  as  it  exists  at  present. 

Trial  by  jury  as  known  in  England  and  Amer- 
ica dates  back  seven  or  eight  centuries.  Its 
origin  is  unknown.  The  Roman  jury  under  Jus- 
tinian included  a  lawyer  to  determine  the  law. 
There  was  no  trace  of  it  so  far  as  is  known  in 
the  Middle  Ages,  but  history  shows  that  the  early 
Anglo  Saxon  courts  called  at  first  one  hundred 
heads  of  families.  This  was  later  reduced  to 
twelve,  with  no  evidence  taken,  no  judges  and 
no  outside  witnesses.  The  twelve  jurors  had  to 
be  witnesses,  or  to  have  some  knowledge  of  the 
dispute.  The  proof  was  at  first  all  one-sided. 
The  prevailing  thing  was  the  oath  itself.  If  the 
accused  was  a  man  of  probity  his  own  oath  suf- 
ficed. But  if  the  accusation  was  supported  by 
the  oaths  of  others,  then  eleven  compurgators,  as 
they  were  called,  were  picked  from  among  the 
defendant's  own  friends  to  swear  to  his  credi- 
bility. 

Later  the  practice  grew  of  allowing  the  prose- 
cution to  select  witnesses  from  which  the  de- 
fendant must  choose  his  eleven.  Often  the  com- 
purgators who  supported  a  losing  cause  wer,e 
punished  severely  as  perjurers,  and,  in  fact,  these 
abuses  in  punishment  of  jurors  went  so  far  that 
humane  judges  quashed  indictments  on  absurd 
technical  grounds  in  order  to  aid  juries  to  acquit. 

But  as  time  went  on,  the  system  as  a  whole 
became  practically  the  same  in  England  and 
America  as  it  is  now,  though  England  claims, 
with  reason,  that  she  achieves  a  speedier  justice 
and  suffers  less  from  the  maudlin  sympathy  with 
which  our  juries  are,  more  or  less  justly  charged. 

The  chief  and  compelling  reason  why  you  and 


I  should  never  seek  to  evade  jury  service,  simply 
stated,  is  this: 

Suppose  every  experienced  and  intelligent 
woman  should  invent  excuses  so  she  might  not 
serve,  what  kind  of  trial  would  you  or  yours  get 
in  the  event  that  you  sat  in  the  defendant's  chair? 

We  should  remember'  that  the  dignity  and  im- 
portance of  our  position  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  administration  of  justice,  that  to  quote  an 
eminent  defense  lawyer,  the  jury  system  is  a  great 
popular  university,  a  perpetual  democracy  which 
trains  us  in  the  art  of  self  government  and  is  a 
most  fascinating,  instructive  and  emotional  ex- 
perience. 

Joseph  Choate  says  that  it  is  the  only  known 
means  of  admitting  the  people  to  a  share  in  main- 
taining a  wholesome  interest  in  the  administra- 
tion of  justice  and  that  it  is  an  indispensable  fac- 
tor in  educating  us  to  our  personal  and  civil 
rights. 

He  says  that  it  will  never  be  given  up  because 
it  is  the  best  and  safest  manner  for  the  determin- 
ation of  facts  as  the  basis  of  judgment  in  courts. 

One  of  our  own  judges  in  the  superior  court 
told  me  what  I  have  heard  stated  by  others  that 
much  better  than  a  jury  would  be  a  decision  on 
the  facts  rendered  by  at  least  two  of  three 
judges  elected  for  life  to  sit  in  judgment  on  each 
case — that  by  such  means  great  saving  would  be 
effected  in  time  and  money  for  the  people. 

In  this  connection  a  statement  by  Chief  Jus- 
tice Miller  is  of  interest.  He  says  that  he  was 
surprised  to  find  that  the  nine  judges  of  the  su- 
preme court  agreed  on  questions  of  the  lam  but 
differed  as  often  as  a  jury  of  laymen  on  questions 
of  fact. 

Many  of  the  women  who  are  present  today 
have  served  once  or  oftener  on  the  jury.  They 
know  that  it  is  by  no  means  always  an  easy  or 
a  pleasant  task.  To  any  one  of  a  non-argu- 
mentative turn,  the  closing  of  the  jury  room  door 
has  a  melancholy  sound.  There  is  always  the 
chance  of  sitting  with  the  eleven  "contrariest" 
jurors  of  ancient  fame. 

One  is  sometimes  appalled  at  the  prejudice, 
bigotry  and  narrow-mindedness  of  her  fellow 
juror.  Perhaps  there  is  no  place  in  the  world 
where  one  gets  such  a  "close-up"  of  human 
nature  as  he  does  in  the  jury  room. 

But  for  that  reason  if  for  no  other  should  we 
gladly  receive  this  wonderful  enrichment  of  ex- 
perience. 

After  all  has  been  said,  in  the  i7iajority  of  cases 
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one  is  convinced  that  most  verdicts  are  right. 

To  quote  Francis  Wellman,  a  brilliant  New 
York  defense  lawyer  who  has  lately  written  a 
most  readable  and  enthralling  volume,  "Gentle- 
men of  the  Jury"  ;  the  average  jury  presents  un- 
technical,  fresh  and  original  conceptions  of  jus- 
tice and  right.  It  acts  as  a  constant  corrective 
mfluence  on  the  routine  of  the  court.  If  juries 
had  not  habitually  reflected  the  common  opinions 
and  feelings  of  men  the  institution  could  not  have 
survived  so  long. 

He  suggests  some  radical  and  vital  changes. 
For  instance  the  establishment  of  civil  service 
lists  compelling  jurors  to  have  standards  of  edu- 
cation, ability  and  character. 

There  is  a  special  jury  in  New  York  City  with 
a  panel  of  3500  in  the  city  proper,  and  500  in 
Brooklyn.  The  District  Attorney  often  asks  for 
a  special  panel  from  this  number.  It  is  cotti- 
posed  of  carefully-selected  men  with  long  experi- 
ence as  jurors.  These  convicting  juries  are  open 
to  criticism  but  it  is  significant  that  they  have 
to  be  used. 

One  who  has  served  can  not  help  but  realize 
the  mental  development  that  comes  through  jury 
service.  A  thing  that  adds  so  largely  to  the  sum 
of  human  experience  must  have  a  vital  value. 
What  we  women  need  most  of  all  is  an  imper- 
sonal view  of  the  personal  experience  of  others 
and  I  am  sure  that  all  women  who  have  been  im- 
paneled as  jurors  feel  with  me  that  their  mental 
and  spiritual  stores  have  been  greatly  enlarged.

BROWNING  AS  A  LITERARY  ARTIST 

By  Mrs.  Hector  Geiger 

A  talk  given  before  the  Browning  Section   of   the    Hollywood   Woman's    Club 


The  chief  argument  that  has  been  used  against 
the  h'terary  art  of  Robert  Browning  is  the  ob- 
scurity of  his  writing,  and  we  hear  a  great  deal 
about  the  difficulty  of  understanding  him. 

His  poetry  belongs  to  no  special  type  of  so- 
ciety, to  no  particular  nationality,  to  no  separate 
creed  or  church,  to  no  settled  standard  of  social 
morality.  He  was  quite  free  from  the  opinions, 
maxims,  and  class  conventions  of  the  past  or  the 
present.  What  his  own  thought  or  emotion 
urged  him  to  say,  he  said  with  an  absolute  care- 
lessness of  what  the  world  might  think.  As  one 
crftic  says,  "He  flung  his  diction  at  our  heads 
and  said,  'This  is  myself,  take  it  or  leave  it'." 

The  form  of  his  verse,  arose  directly  out  of 
his  own  nature  and  was  as  original  as  his  matter. 
His  dominant  individuality,  whole  in  itself  and 
creating  its  own  powers,  separates  him  from  all 
previous  poets,  none  of  whom  he  studied  or 
imitated. 

Those  who  know  the  soul-satisfying  quality 
of  his  thought,  and  who  believe  that  his  poetry 
is  one  of  the  richest  legacies  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury has  left  to  the  centuries  that  follow,  but  who 
are  not  blind  partisans  of  Browning,  cannot  deny 
that  he  is  often  hard  reading.  It  is  all  very  well 
for  students  to  say  that  he  is  not  difficult ;  he  is. 
The  reader  does  not  easily  get  at  his  meaning, 
for  Browning  is  obscure,  not  by  his  thoughts  but 
by  his  expression  of  them,  by  a  frequent  lack  of 
clearness  in  his  art. 

He  puts  words  in  the  wrong  places,  he  leaves 
out  words  necessary  for  the  understanding  of  the 
passage,  he  leaves  sentences  half  finished  and  his 
meaning  half  expressed.  He  begins  a  sentence, 
and  having  begun  it,  three  or  four  thoughts  con- 
nected with  it  come  into  his  mind,  and  instead 
of  putting  these  aside  or  using  them  in  another 
place,  he  jerks  them  into  the  middle  of  his  sen- 
tences in  a  series  of  parentheses,  and  then  in- 
serts the  end  of  the  original  sentence  or  does  not 
insert  it  at  all. 

It  may  be  argued  that  this  is  his  style,  and  as 
one  writer  puts  it,  "The  style  is  the  man.  Strip 
the  style  away  and  where  is  the  man?  Where 
is  the  real  Browning  if  we  get  him  to  change  a 
style  of  writing  in  which  he  naturally  shaped  his 
thought?" 

This  is  true  enough,  and  no  sensible  person 
would  have  wished  Browning  to  change  his  style, 
they  would  only  have  asked  him  not  to  exagger- 
ate it  into   its  defects.      He  could  have  kept  it 


within  bounds,  for  he  has  done  so  frequently, 
and  there  are  a  number  of  poems,  the  melody 
of  which  is  beautiful,  in  which,  if  there  are  dis- 
cords, they  are  resolved  into  a  happy  concord  at 
the  close. 

There  are  others,  the  subtle  minor  harmonies 
of  which  belong  to  and  represent  remote  pathetic 
phases  of  human  passion ;  these  enchant  the  ear 
and  heart  and  they  will  endure  for  the  noble 
pleasure  of  man. 

The  difficulties  which  the  reader  of  Browning 
encounters  may  be  grouped  under  five  heads,  and 
first  among  these  is  the  vast  amount  that  he  has 
written  and  its  unequal  quality.  He  wrote  from 
the  age  of  twenty  to  seventy-seven,  and  his  pub- 
lished matter  has  immense  variety.  Its  quality 
covers  wide  range — from  the  very  highest  point 
of  poetic  imagination  to  some  of  the  dullest,  pros- 
iest matter  ever  strung  out  in  metrical  form. 

Browning  is  more  responsible  than  anyone  else 
for  the  feeling  against  him,  and  has  done  much 
to  defeat  himself  because  he  could  not  form  a 
just,  critical  estimate  of  what  he  had  written, 
and  so  failed  to  suppress  a  large  number  of 
poems,  good  as  exercises  in  philosophy  and  com- 
position, but  not  such  as  the  public  has  patience 
to  wrestle  with. 

A  second  difficulty  is  the  colloquial  nature  of 
his  writing,  and  Browning  is  at  once  more  in- 
formal and  colloquial  in  style  than  any  of  the 
English  poets  of  first  rank. 

With  spoken  words  the  meaning  is  made  clear 
by  emphasis  and  inflection,  but  in  type  there  is 
no  help  except  in  punctuation.  There  is  a  story 
told  of  a  call  Browning  once  made  on  Thomas 
Carlyle.  Carlyle  was  shaving  or  something  of 
the  kind,  and  kept  his  caller  waiting  a  long  time. 
When  at  last  he  came  into  the  room  straighten- 
ing his  collar  and  tie,  he  said  in  his  gruff  way, 
"Well,  Browning,  you  have  taught  the  English 
people  one  thing  anyway — you've  taught  them 
the  value  of  punctuation." 

Much  of  the  difficulty  which  arises  from  this 
extremely  colloquial  style  disappears  when  the 
passage  is  read  aloud,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
there  is  no  poet  whose  writings  insist  upon  be- 
ing read  aloud  to  such  an  extent  as  Brown- 
ing's do. 

A  third  source  of  difficulty  has  already  been 
touched  upon:  that  is,  the  frequent  long  sen- 
tences of  loose  structure  with  a  large  number  of 
subordinate   clauses,   and    in   dealing  with   these 
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there  is  no  rule,  except  to  keep  a  level  head,  bear 
in  mind  the  chief  point  and  mark  the  subordinate 
relation  of  other  parts  of  the  sentence. 

The  fourth  source  of  difficulty  is  more  serious. 
It  is  Browning's  vast  knowledge,  for  he  is  sureh' 
the  most  learned  man  who  ever  wrote  English 
verse.  This  position  has  sometimes  been  ac- 
corded to  Milton,  but  you  will  find  Browning's 
erudition  greater  than  Milton's,  for  it  is  more 
varied  and  curious  and  reaches  into  a  large  num- 
ber of  subjects  that  Milton  never  touched. 

But,  and  here  is  the  trouble,  Browning  over- 
estimates his  reader's  learning.  He  proceeds 
upon  the  assumption  that  his  reader  is  as  fam- 
iliar with  all  this  varied  information  as  he  is  him- 
self. Probably  Browning  never  thought  any- 
thing about  it,  but  just  went  ahead  and  put 
down  what  was  plain  to  him  and  what  would 
be,  he  supposed,  plain  to  anyone. 

Browning's  knowledge  of  the  history  of  paint- 
ing causes  him  sometimes  to  write  so  that  only 
those  who  have  been  educated  specially  in  that 
line  can  get  the  full  benefit  of  certain  poems,  as 
for  instance,  "Old  Pictures  in  Florence."  One 
must  have  something  of  Browning's  own  artistic 
instinct  to  appreciate  fully  such  interpretations 
of  artist's  struggles  and  ideals  as  he  has  given 
in  "Pictor  Ignotus,"  "Fra  Lippo  Lippi"  and  "An- 
drea del  Sarto,"  or  to  realize  how  fine  a  thing 
is  a  little  poem  like  that  one  called  "A  Face." 

Browning  is  so  thoroughly  at  home  in  music 
that  one  needs  a  course  in  that  subject  to  com- 
prehend fully  his  frequent  references  to  it  and 
similies  drawn  from  it,  or  to  get  the  full  force  of 
such  poems  as  "A  Toccata  of  Galuppi's,"  "Mas- 
ter Hugues  of  Saxe  Gotha,"  "Abt  Vogler,"  or 
his  parleying  "With  Charles  Avison"  the  great 
organist. 

Browning's  knowledge  of  so  many  languages 
creates  a  difficulty  for  us  who  have  so  few  at  our 
command.  The  reader  must  be  prepared  for 
Greek  even  in  Browning's  translations  from 
Greek  into  English,  for  they  keep  the  Greek 
idiom  so  much.  Then  one  must  have  Latin  in 
abundance,  plenty  of  French  of  course,  some  Ger- 
man, and  in  all  poems  laid  in  Italy,  a  great  num- 
ber of  Italian  expressions. 
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Browning  is  fond  of  Hebrew  and  Aramaic, 
and  in  two  poems,  "The  Melon  Seller"  and 
"Two  Camels,"  he  has  had  the  audacity  to  put 
the  Hebrew  expressions  in  Hebrew  characters. 

It  is  Browning's  wide  and  varied  learning, 
and  his  great  number  of  interests  that  make  his 
stj'le  diffuse.  He  is  constantly  under  the  tempta- 
tion to  wander  off  into  philosophising — excel- 
lent philosophising  it  often  is,  but  aside  from  his 
story. 

A  fifth  source  of  difficulty  is  the  monologue 
form  in  which  so  many  of  the  poems  are  cast. 
It  is  true  that  Browning  has  narratives  told  in 
the  third  person ;  also  that  he  has  a  large  number 
written  in  dialogue  form ;  that  is,  he  speaks 
through  the  mouth  of  the  man  or  woman  whose 
thoughts  or  deeds  are  being  told,  and  the  narra- 
tive is  consequently  in  the  first  person.  This 
strikes  the  reader  at  first  as  being  odd — so  many 
voices  telling  in  their  own  person  their  adven- 
tures and  their  thoughts;  ytt,  as  soon  as  you  be- 
come accustomed  to  it,  this  form  of  presentation 
does  not  even  attract  your  attention,  and  the  nar- 
rative in  the  first  person  is  far  more  vivid  than 
any  in  the  third  person  can  be. 

Browning  may  not  be  a  successful  dramatist, 
but  he  is  the  most  successful  writer  of  mono- 
logues, and  few,  if  any,  will  challenge  the  state- 
ment that  what  Shakespeare  has  done  for  the 
drama.  Browning  has  done  for  the  monologue — 
he  has  brought  it  to  the  highest  point  it  has 
reached  in  English  literature. 

It  is  usually  charged  that  Browning  cannot 
write  musical  lines,  and  this  charge  has  been 
passed  from  lip  to  lip  until  it  has  become  a  liter- 
ary superstition.  While  it  is  unquestionably  true 
that  Browning  did  write  a  large  number  of  harsh 
lines  of  blank  verse,  and  usually  did  it  purposely 
because  the  harsh  line  conveyed  an  impression 
of  the  thing  described,  yet  he  is  often  simple, 
lovely  and  universal.  And  when  he  speaks  out 
of  that  emotional  imagination  wherein  is  the  hid- 
ing of  the  poet's  power,  and  which  is  the  legiti- 
mate sovereign  of  his  intellectual  work,  he  will 
keep  the  delight  and  love  of  the  centuries  to 
come.  By  Avork  of  this  kind  he  will  be  finally 
judged  and  finally  endure,  and  even  now,  every 
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one  who  loves  great  poetry  knows  what  these 
master  poems  are. 

This  being  so,  we  may  accept  with  reserva- 
tions the  sweeping  statements  made  in  many 
books  and  periodicals  regarding  the  literary  skill 
shown  in  Browning's  poems,  and  just  here  I 
would  like  to  touch  briefly  upon  a  few  points  of 
excellence  in  Browning  from  the  standpoint  of 
his  craftsmanship  in  English  verse. 

First,  is  his  choice  of  words;  it  is  doubtful  if 
there  is  anyone  in  English  literature  who  chooses 
words  that  give  so  much  in  a  few  words  as 
Robert  Browning  does,  and  this  facility  in  using 
the  most  expressive  word  or  phrase  to  convey  a 
picture  vividly  to  the  mind  of  the  reader  is  one 
of  the  commonest  things  in  Browning. 

Then  there  is  his  wealth  of  diction.  His  vo- 
cabulary is  astonishingly  large  and  varied,  al- 
though as  has  already  been  noted,  it  contains 
much  that  is  not  English.  It  is  a  sort  of  cos- 
mopolitan vocabulary,  but  happily  what  is  strict- 
ly English  is  of  very  wide  range,  although  we 
may  take  exception  to  his  habit  of  coining  words 
now  and  then.  These  coinings  however,  are 
aside  from  the  main  point,  which  has  to  do  with 
words  that  are  strictly  English,  and  these. 
Browning  uses  so  as  to  give  an  impression  of 
great  wealth  of  diction. 

Another  point  that  must  be  mentioned  among 
the  excellences  of  Browning's  literary  art  is 
cadence  of  lines,  and  in  his  blank  verse  he  man- 
ages cadence  with  great  skill.  Cadence  is  some- 
thing that  cannot  be  taught,  it  must  lie  in  the 
soul  of  the  poet,  and  it  is  not  found  so  much  in 
the  words  as  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  line.  It 
is  that  which  makes  you  feel  that  things  are  com- 
ing to  a  conclusion,  and  that  the  poet  has  written 
something  ultimate. 

Poetic  imagination  is  closely  related  to  crafts- 
manship in  the  art  of  verse,  and  we  may  say 
without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  in  extent, 
daring  and  vividness.  Browning's  imagination  is 
equal  to  that  of  the  greatest  poet  of  the  world. 
This  is  plain  in  the  whole  conception  and  hand- 


ling of  his  work.  Even  those  who  are  unwilling 
to  concede  to  Browning  a  first  class  skill  in  versi- 
fication are  obliged  to  pay  their  tribute  to  his 
mind. 

In  choice  of  words,  then  in  wealth  of  diction, 
in  ability  to  draw  word  pictures,  in  producing 
of  cadence  and  in  poetic  imagination,  we  find 
him  an  artist  of  the  highest  rank,  while  in  those 
poems  where  style,  melody,  and  nobleness  of  com- 
position are  found,  where  the  joy  and  glory  of 
the  thought  and  passion  of  Browning  inform  the 
verse  with  dignity,  and  make  its  march  stately 
with  solemn  and  beautiful  music,  he  is  without 
a  peer. 

And  then,  beyond  all  these  matters  of  form, 
there  is  the  poet  himself,  alone  among  his  fel- 
lows in  his  unique  and  individual  power,  who 
has  fastened  himself  into  our  hearts,  added  a  new 
world  to  our  perceptions  and  enlarged  our  in- 
terests. And  there  are  the  separate  and  distin- 
guished excellences  of  his  work,  all  the  new  won- 
ders of  his  realm — the  many  originalities  which 
have  justly  earned  for  him  that  lofty  place  upon 
the  heights  where  his  noble  shadow  sits  today. 

Out  of  the  clamor  of  many  voices  crying  for  a 
vain  thing,  out  of  the  pettiness  and  sentimental- 
ism  of  the  average  writer  of  today,  out  of  the 
dwarfing  and  cramping  clutch  of  commercialism, 
out  of  the  vortex  of  mad  pleasure  seeking,  out 
of  all  that  is  partial  and  narrow  and  feeble,  we 
turn  to  the  greatness  and  serenity,  the  univer- 
sality and  steadfastness  of  Robert  Browning's 
soul. 

"One  who  never  turned  his  back  but  marched 
breast  forward. 

Never  doubted  clouds  would  break. 
Never    dreamed,    though    right    were    worsted, 

wrong   would    triumph. 
Held  we  fall  to  rise,  are  baffled  to  fight  better, 
Sleep  to  wake."

It  is  unlawful  to  refer  to  an  argument  except 
as  a  "talking  point"?

Why  do  the  cognoscenti  continually  iterate 
"I  hold  no  brief"  when  they  wish  to  deny  parti- 
san feeling? 

Shall  we  by  any  chance  ever  remember  that 
a  pronoun  agrees  with  its  antecedent  in  number 
and  person?  The  sensitive  ear  is  forever  bat- 
tered with  such  sentences  as:  "One  can  not  read 
this  book  without  feeling  that  they  have  been 
uplifted."  Even  Amy  Lowell  did  this  thing. 
A  poem  of  hers  begins:  "Every  one  has  their 
preferences." 

Straight  thinking  and  clarity  of  expression. 
There  is  no  more  fascinating  occupation  than 
to  search  the  mind  for  the  exact  thought  and 
then  strive  to  put  it  into  words  so  clearly  that 
no  one  can  mistake  the  meaning.

As  to  violated  forms,  there  are  many  correc- 
tives. The  varied  modes  of  advertising  alone 
would  banish  "ain't"  and  "he  don't"  and  restore 
the  final  "g"  in  the  present  participle.  Adver- 
tising is  conventional:  literature  is  adventurous. 
In  one  sense  it  is  the  modern  advertisement  that 
guards  the  language  and  preserves  the  traditions. 
If  we  are  going  to  be  alarmed  about  the  future 
of  the  English  language,  let  it  be  in  regard  to 
our  mother  tongue  as  a  medium  of  complete  and 
harmonious  expression.  What  sort  of  a  literary 
vehicle  will  it  be  when  it  emerges  from  the  ter- 
rific assault  that  is  being  made  on  it  at  present? 
Will  it  be  weakened  or  enriched?  Men  alien 
to  the  tongue  are  testing  it  as  a  medium,  tossing 
up  handfuls  of  words  to  see  how  they  catch  the 
light,  trying  strange  combinations  and  listening 
to  the  sound,  inventing  tricks  of  style,  striving 
for  plasticity,  color,  rhythm,  greater  voltage. 

And  just  when  we  need  it  most  we  have  aban- 
doned the  King  James  version.  And  we  have 
denied  that  English  has  a  subjunctive  mode. 
Conrad  strives  for  shades  of  meaning,  nuances, 
but  he  never  attains  to  the  rhythm  that  inheres 
in  the  language.  He  was  never  entirely  at  home 
in  the  foreign  medium.  His  words  never  marched 
along  companionably  together.  His  sentences 
are  always  stiff  and  inflexible.  In  Shakespeare 
and  the  King  James  version  we  have  our  Eng- 
lish in  the  perfection  of  its  rhythmic  beauty. 
Edith  Wharton  says  that  the  "English  people 
have  the  incomparable  gift  of  poetic  expression." 
Shall  we  lose  this  gift  when  ours  becomes  a 
world  language? 

If  we  can  keep  unimpaired  the  literary  medium 
we  need  not  fear  for  the  speech  of  the  people. 
The  real  lovers  of  our  English  tongue  do  not  de- 
sire an  over-refinement  of  colloquial  language. 
For  this  is  the  source  of  those  racy  expressions 
which  are  the  life  of  a  nation's  literature.  Scat- 
tered through  several  states  are  the  students  of  a 
certain  professor  of  English,  a  delightful  South- 
ern gentleman  who  used  to  tell  his  classes  that 
the  slang  of  one  generation  became  the  classic 
English  of  the  next.  And  then  he  would  add 
that  Hamlet  spoke  the  college  slang  of  his  time.

The  arid  lands  of  Arizona,  between  Phoenix 
and  Tucson,  with  their  orchards  of  mesquite, 
gardens  of  creosote  and  acres  and  acres  of  desert 
sage  brush  and  cactus,  give  the  bird  student  of 
Los  Angeles  a  new  field  for  observation  and 
study.  On  the  morning  after  my  arrival  in  Casa 
Grande  I  was  awakened  by  the  beautiful  thrill- 
ing song  of  a  bird  perched  on  the  pinnacle  of  a 
derrick  just  outside  my  window.  From  my  bed 
I  could  see  his  size  and  long  curved  bill  and 
knew  him  to  be  the  Palmer  Thrasher.  His  song 
is  sweeter  and  more  finished  than  the  Mocking- 
bird and  his  nest  is  made  in  the  center  of  a  choUa 
cactus,  where  he  is  safe  from  intrusion.      He   is

not  very  popular  with  the  ranchers,  as  he  sam- 
ples every  melon  in  the  patch! 

The  captivating  little  Verdin  lives  in  the 
mesquite  valley  and  flits  from  twig  to  twig, 
sometimes  upside  down,  and  constantly  calling 
with  his  musical  chirp.  He  is  cousin  to  the 
Bushtit  but  dresses  more  gaily  with  his  yellow 
head  and  red  epaulets.  The  Verdin  builds  more 
than  one  nest  and  during  incubation  the  male 
bird  sleeps  in  a  nest  near  by.  They  use  these 
nests  for  sleeping  all  through  the  winter. 

The  Phainopepla  is  a  bird  of  this  desert  coun- 
try and  is  seen  on  the  fence  posts  and  electric 
light  wires  along  the  road.  He  is  easily  recog- 
nized by  his  pointed  crest  and  white  wing  patches, 
which  contrast  with  his  glossy  blue-black  coat. 

Our  old  friend  the  Road-runner  frequents  the 
open  desert,  where  he  feeds  upon  lizards,  snakes, 
grasshoppers,  centipedes  and  cactus  fruit.  I  saw 
one  sitting  upon  the  lowest  wire  of  a  fence  near 
Tucson,  an  unusual  position  for  him. 

The  parks  of  the  Suhauro  or  Giant  cactus  are 
where  we  find  the  Gila  Woodpecker,  which 
builds  high  up  in  their  trunks.  The  Gilded 
Flicker  also  nests  in  them  and  the  Arizona  Fly- 
catcher uses  holes  in  this  cactus  for  its  nest, 
which  he  lines  with  hair  and  bits  of  snake  and 
lizard  skin. 

In  the  quiet  of  the  evening  may  be  heard  the 
weird  call  of  the  Texan  Nighthawk  flying  low 
in  pursuit  of  insects.  A  Say  Phoebe  built  her 
nest  on  the  engine  of  a  pumping  plant  and  incu- 
bated her  eggs  while  the  pump  was  working, 
coming  off  with  three  little  birdlings. 

It  was  my  great  joy  to  see  as  we  were  motor- 
ing to  Tucson,  the  rare  Arizona  Pyrrhuloxia. 
The  Cardinal,  every  feather  red  as  the  Cardi- 
nal's cap,  I  had  seen  before,  but  his  distinguished 
relative  was  new  to  me.  His  gray  suit  is  worn 
over  a  rose-colored  vest  and  his  crest  demands 
royal  attention.  His  home  is  in  the  foothills 
of  the  Catalina  mountains.

She  has  introduced  to  the  market  here  a  new 
household  cleaner,  "3-C"  Certified  Chemical 
Cleaner,  her  own  invention  and  now  her  own 
business  venture. 

When  Mrs.  Menafee  had  completed  develop- 
ing this  cleaner  and  was  ready  to  market  it  she 
was  told  that  this  was  an  almost  impossible 
task  without  great  capital.  She  refused  to  be 
daunted.

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OUR  NEED  FOR  MORE  PARKS 

By  Martha  Nelson  McCan 
Chairman  City  Planning  Committee  Friday  Morning  Club 


At  the  club  dinner  where  I  was  one  of  the 
speakers  the  toastmistress,  in  presenting  me,  said : 
"The  next  speaker  is  Mrs.  McCan.  I  don't 
know  what  she  is  to  talk  about,  but  I  suppose 
it  is  parks."  I  refer  to  this,  because  when  I 
was  asked  to  contribute  to  The  Clubwoman  I 
consented  with  the  reservation  that  I  might 
write  about  parks,  or  the  need  of  more  parks 
in  Los  Angeles. 

Since  I  was  president  of  the  Friday  Morn- 
ing Club  in  1912-13  I  have  been  interested  in 
different  plans  for  civic  development  and  I  can 
say  truthfully  that  the  work  which  I  have  loved 
and  enjoyed  most  was  that  connected  with  my 
service  for  four  years  on  the  Park  Commission, 
helping  to  carry  out  a  plan  which  will  bring 
to  the  people  opportunity  to  have  some  life 
out  of  doors  and  the  inspiration  which  comes 
from  seeing  green  and  flowering  things  grow. 

Henry  James  was  asked  when  he  was  in  Los 
Angeles,  some  years  ago  if  Los  Angeles  were  not 
the  most  beautiful  city  in  the  world — his  re- 
sponse was  quick,  "By  no  means!" 

Our  shortcomings  are  obvious,  although  w-e 
are  endowed  by  nature,  with  everything  to  make 
this  city  the  most  beautiful  of  all  cities  any- 
where, or  in  any  age  of  the  world's  history. 

We  have  lost  our  chance  of  having  a  hill  as 
beautiful  as  the  Acropolis  in  Athens  and  adorned 
with  civic  buildings. 

The  old  Dutch  settlers  in  New  York  and  the 
English  in  New  England  and  the  South — the 
French  and  the  Spanish,  not  only  built  around 
a  main  square,  but  as  the  cities  grew,  little  spots 
of  land  were  reserved  for  green  breathing  places. 
I  saw  recently  a  quaint  colored  map  of  crooked 
old  London  and  I  realized  the  only  thing  that 
has  kept  this  crowded  city  from  madness,  per- 
haps, are  the  little  squares  as  well  as  the  great 
parks  which  stretch  their  way  without  encounter- 
ing the  envious  eyes  of  the  money  makers. 

However,  it  is  like  being  color  blind  not  to 
realize  the  business  asset  of  parks  if  we  are  to 
preserve  civilization. 

In  London,  what  so  wonderful  as  Kew  Gar- 
dens "in  lilac  time" — how  interesting  is  the  Jar- 
din  des  Plantes  in  Paris  and  how  delightful  to 
watch  the  Roman  world  on  the  Pincian  Hill  on 
a  sunny  day? 

All  experts  who  are  making  a  study  of  social 
conditions  agree  that  a  people  without  the  privi- 
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lege  of  having,  sometimes,  contact  with  nature, 
its  beauty  and  its  miracles  of  grovrth,  will  de- 
generate. They  go  farther  and  state  that  experi- 
ence in  many  cities  has  shown  that  where  there 
are  parks  and  playgrounds  in  the  various  neigh- 
borhoods juvenile  delinquency  has  declined  from 
eighteen  to  fifty  per  cent.  Is  it  not  better  to 
spend  money  for  open  spaces,  recreation  centers, 
than  for  reform  schools  and  correctional  insti- 
tutions ? 

Often  in  talking  with  persons  on  this  subject, 
which  I  feel  is  so  vital  to  the  welfare  of  our  city, 
I  have  received  the  answer:  "Why  do  we  need 
parks  ?  We  have  our  gardens  and  our  flowers ; 
we  have  our  cars.  We  doubt  the  need  of  more 
parks."  It  is  the  same  old  condition  in  which 
one-half  the  people  do  not  know  and  perhaps  do 
not  care  how  the  other  half  is  living.  Los  An- 
geles is  urging  constantly  that  more  people  come 
here  to  the  garden  spot  where  the  sun  shines  al- 
most   every    day    and    flowers    always    bloom. 
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Many  come  who  do  not  have  homes  or  motors. 
Outdoor  breathing  spaces  must  be  provided  for 
them,  or  these  new  citizens  will  be  dissatisfied 
and  discontented.  They  do  not  want  their  chil- 
dren to  grow  up  warped  and  dwarfed  as  they 
will  be  if  shut  in  between  four  walls.  The 
streets  are  never  safe  to  play  in,  on  account  of 
the  great  amount  of  traffic.  Public  squares  close 
to  the  small  homes  would  give  to  each  resident 
the  feeling  that  he  owns  a  part  in  a  community 
outdoor-home  where  the  children  may  play  in 
safety. 

That  this  is  a  city  near  the  mountains  and 
the  beaches  is  no  excuse  for  the  city  growing 
into  a  Cubist  city  with  only  Malls  and  shadows 
of  walls!  Spain,  Italy,  Mexico,  and  the  warm 
South  American  countries,  have  not  ignored 
green  spots  in  their  cities — they  glory  in  them 
and  begin  early  to  cultivate  not  only  a  love  for 
the  parks  but  a  sense  of  civic  honor.  In  those 
parks  the  finest  plants  may  grow  undisturbed  by 
vandals.  Our  own  parks,  the  day  after  a  holiday 
or  on  all  Mondays  are  scenes  of  indescribable 
confusion  with  papers,  lunch  remains  and  any- 
thing that  can  possibly  be  thrown  about. 

Park  experts  say  that  cities  should  provide  one 
acre  of  park  land  for  every  one  hundred  inhabi- 
tants.   The  following  table  shows  our  condition :

The  total  park  area  of  Los  Angeles  is  4,754 
acres,  or  less  than  two  per  cent  of  its  whole  area. 
New  York  City  has  a  park  area  of  about  fifteen 
per  cent.  At  the  New  York  City  ratio  Los  An- 
geles should  have  about  40,000  acres  in  parks, 
while  a  low  park  area  would  be  about  15,000 
acres.  As  every  one  knows,  Los  Angeles  has  in- 
creased its  whole  acreage  in  every  direction  until 
it  is  now  250,240  acres  in  area  and  in  the  course 
of  this  tremendous  gro\\'th  it  has  added  very 
little  to  its  park  area. 

It  is  astonishing  that  the  builders  of  this  great 
and  wonderful  city  do  not  realize  what  has  hap- 
pened in  other  cities  by  delay  and  failure  to  meet 
the  same  situation  which  is  today  confronting 
us.  They  have  the  chance  to  profit  by  the  mis- 
takes of  others. 

Chicago  had  the  same  situation,  the  parks, 
the  water-front,  the  river  channel  and  the  play- 
ground problems.  The  people,  at  last,  rallied 
to  the  call  of  Daniel  Burnham,  the  designer  of 
the  Columbian  Exposition,  who  proposed  an  im- 
provement plan.  He  said :  "Let  your  watch- 
word be  'Order'  and  vour  beacon  'Beautv'."     It 


cost  Chicago  a  billion  dollars.  Los  Angeles  has 
all  these  problems,  which,  if  not  met  and  solved, 
will  cost  us  a  billion.  Whose  fault  is  it?  Have 
the  women  considered  these  conditions  and  the 
ultimate  result,  the  effect  upon  the  health  and 
happiness  of  our  citizens?  Do  we  go  to  our 
clubs,  pass  resolutions  and  then  go  home  to  for- 
get all  about  the  need  of  immediate  action? 
The  Regional  Planning  Commission,  the  City 
Planning  Commission,  the  Park  Commission  and 
the  Playground  Commission,  are  all  struggling 
with  these  problems.  Do  you  show  any  interest 
in  them,  or  do  you  encourage  work  that  calls 
imperatively  for  your  sympathy  and  support? 

There  must  be  a  definite  policy  created  and 
a  concrete  plan  worked  out  under  which  these 
various  bodies  can  agree.  These  are  now  being 
carefully  considered  and  when  the  exact  course 
is  outlined  there  must  be  an  organized  force 
back  of  it  to  put  it  through,  for  it  is  pathetic 
to  think  of  this  magnificent  city  with  no  breath- 
ing spots  in  its  center,  except  the  little  Plaza, 
Pershing  Square,  Westlake  Park  and  LaFayette 
Park.  What  would  happen  if  there  were  a 
disaster  like  those  of  San  Francisco  and  Tokio? 
Los  Angeles  is  like  Topsy — she  has  "just  grow- 
cd"  and  she  has  "growed"  so  fast  that  her  clothes 
are  too  small  for  her.  And  they  will  be  smaller 
and  smaller,  if  we  don't  watch  out.

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AN  APPRECIATION  OF  GEORGE  MEREDITH 

"ffe  Spend  Our  Lives  in  Learning  'Pilotage' " 
By  Emma  B.  Keepers 


A  paper  read  before  the  Books 

"Leave  self-pity  to  others — that  is  the  method 
of  your  redemption."  I  cannot  leave  it  to  others 
— for,  I  have  a  bit  for  myself — that  I  may  not 
say  something  vi^orth  while  of  this  great  man  who 
has  done  such  valiant  service  to  literature.  After 
many  years  of  deliberate  neglect  he  was  at  last 
proclaimed  by  many  noted  writers  "Master  of  us 
all."  Oscar  Wilde,  that  keen  critic,  who  along 
w^ith  George  Moore  at  first  proclaimed  him  an 
eccentric,  at  last  wrote  the  following  tribute — 
so  penetrating,  so  true : 

"One  incomparable  novelist  we  have  now  in 
England,  Mr.  George  Meredith.  There  are 
better  artists  in  France,  but  France  has  no  one 
whose  view  of  life  is  so  large,  so  varied,  so  im- 
aginatively true.  There  are  tellers  of  stories  in 
Russia  who  have  a  more  vivid  sense  of  what  pain 
in  fiction  may  be.  But  to  him  belongs  philoso- 
phy in  fiction.  His  people  not  merely  live,  but 
they  live  in  thought.  One  can  see  them  from 
myriad  points  of  view.  They  are  suggestive. 
There  is  soul  in  them  and  around  them.  They 
are  interpretative  and  symbolic.  And  he  who 
made  them,  those  wonderful  quickly-moving  fig- 
ures, made  them  for  his  own  pleasure,  and  has 
never  asked  the  public  what  they  wanted,  has 
never  cared  to  know  what  they  w^anted,  has 
never  allowed  the  public  to  dictate  to  him  or  in- 
fluence him  in  any  way,  but  has  gone  on  intensi- 
fying his  own  personality,  and  producing  his  own 
individual  work.  At  first  none  came  to  him. 
That  did  not  matter.  Then  the  few  came  to 
him.  That  did  not  change  him.  The  many 
have  come  now.  He  is  still  the  same.  He  is 
an  incomparable  novelist." 

To  write  too  briefly  of  George  Meredith  is 
to  obviously  ignore  much  of  value,  as  he  has 
contributed  a  unique  quality  to  English  litera- 
ture. He  rejoices  alike  in  body  and  in  mind,  in 
soul  and  in  matter — and  in  all  that  goes  to  make 
up  the  study  of  life;  and  "Life"  he  says,  "is 
sometimes  worthy  of  The  Muse." 

He  worked  ardently  for  posterity,  and  what  is 
posterity  itself  but  the  imperishable  elite  of  gen- 
erations yet  to  come.  A  brilliant  critic  has  re- 
cently deplored  the  lack  of  respect  which  is  ac- 
corded the  writer  of  criticism.  He  says,  "He 
cannot  hope  by  a  whole  lifetime  of  devoted  labor 
to  win  either  fame  or  the  recompense  which  is

reserved  for  the  author  of  the  most  transitory 
popular  novel  or  play."  "Art  is  the  natural 
flower  of  human  life"  and  literature  should  per- 
petuate the  most  valuable  human  experiences. 
Yet  "Art  is  not  an  explanation  of  either  Nature 
or  of  life,  but  is  the  interpretation  of  Nature 
and  life  in  terms  of  the  human  spirit,  its  long- 
ings, fears,  passions  and  dreams — for  the  world 
wisdom  of  the  people  comes  not  from  its  scien- 
tists who  discover  things;  but  from  its  poets  and 
artists,  who,  from  these  materials,  create  life 
and  art ;  and  its  wisdom  gains  just  in  propor- 
tion as  their  idealisms  are  the  interpretation, 
and  not  an  imaginary  universe."  You  recall 
where  Diana  says,  "Happiness  is  not  possible  to. 
the  senses.  It  is  rather  that  essence  we  distill 
through  the  senses." 

My  devotion  to  George  Meredith  began  at  an 
early  age,  when  Mid-Victorians  were  a  respected 
majority,  and  I  must  critically  hold  to  my  opin- 
ion as  far  as  possible.  George  Meredith's  in- 
tegrity bears  absolute  witness  to  truth,  and  un- 
like many  of  the  modern  writers  he  is  always 
clean  and  unrevealing  of  the  over-personal.  He 
was  concerned  with  soul  problems  rather  than 
with  the  doubtful  sex  morals  which  are  the  out- 
come of  psychology,  "which  is  still  a  hypothesis." 
Too  few  writers  of  today  have  vitality  and 
moral  vision.  Perhaps  they  lack  a  scientific  back- 
ground. "Men  should  be  touched  to  more  ele- 
vated convictions  and  a  deeper  understanding  of 
how  to  utilize  this  natural  universe  which  sci- 
ence has  made  possible."  "You  talk  of  Fate" 
says  Meredith.  "It  is  the  seed  we  sow  individu- 
ally and  collectively;"  and  with  that  clear  un- 
derstanding of  human  nature,  he  has  created  the 
many  brilliant  novels  which  I  should  feel  it  a 
privilege  to  review.  He  refuses  to  ignore  any- 
thing of  truth  or  of  unattractive  strength,  yet 
he  is  always  found  reverent  before  human  des- 
tiny. He  does  not  deny  that  Nature  and  cir- 
cumstances are  strong  to  mould  life,  neverthe- 
less he  recognizes  the  great  call  of  heredity.  He 
seems  to  flash  the  light  of  reason  into  dark  places, 
and  compel  us  to  understand.  I  must  be  cau- 
tious if  I  wish  to  give  value  to  praise,  or  weight 
to  censure,  for  one  of  the  strongest  tendencies 
we  have  to  fight  against  today  is  that  presump- 
tuous ignorance  which  is  willing  to  mislead  by 
defining  its  output  as  psychological. 
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In  George  Meredith's  remarkable  "Essay  on 
Comedy"  and  the  uses  of  the  comic  spirit,  we  are 
served  a  feast.  Life  he  likens  to  the  comedy 
of  Moliere,  and  assures  us  there  is  no  scandal  in 
the  comparison.  Life,  we  know  too  well,  is  not 
a  comedy;  but  something  strangely  mixed.  If 
we  would  know  Meredith,  we  can  make  no 
easier  progress  than  by  reading  this  "Essay  on 
Comedy."  Then,  we  might  read — "The  Tragic 
Comedians" — a  novel  complete  in  about  two 
hundred  pages,  written  in  1879.  It  is  a  fas- 
cinating love  story  founded  on  the  life  of  Ferdi- 
nand LaSalle,  who,  in  this  tale,  is  called  "Alvin," 
a  brilliant  Jew  with  whom  Clotilde  Von 
Rudiger  becomes  infatuated.  This  book  has  a 
delightful  originality.  It  is  a  remarkable  tale 
told  in  Meredith's  most  brilliant  vein.  This 
man,  Alvin,  was  armed  against  the  world  in 
opposition,  yet  longing  earnestly  for  peace. 

"The  Ordeal  of  Richard  Feveral,"  that  bril- 
liant achievement,  was  an  early  production,  and 
is  at  least  one  of  the  most  amazing,  and  easily 
one  of  the  saddest  things  he  has  written.  It  is 
even  hinted  that  this  brilliant  book  was  received 
coldly  because  in  "The  Pilgrim's  Script,"  a  run- 
ning commentary  on  English  life,  by  Sir  Austin 
Feveral,  the  education  then  in  vogue  in  Eng- 
land was  criticized.  This  being  resented  by  a 
provincial  England  caused  the  book  to  be  re- 
ceived with  less  enthusiasm  than  it  deserved ; 
but  it  has  become  one  of  his  most  popular  novels. 

In  his  superb  understanding  of  men  Meredith 
has  created  many  egoists  with  a  subtlety  unsur- 
passed. In  "The  Egoist"  Sir  Willoughby  Pat- 
terne  is  the  prince  of  egoists.  This  book  was 
written  in  1879  and  is  a  comedy  in  narrative 
form,  accomplished  in  five  months.  Alvin,  Sir 
Austin  Feveral,  Lord  Fleetwood,  Lord  Ormont, 
Richmond  Roy,  Adrien  Hawley,  all  are  bril- 
liantly created  types,  egoists  all. 

Adrien  Hawley,  George  Meredith  calls  a 
heathen  god,  a  disposer  of  men,  polished,  luxuri- 
ous, and  happy  at  their  cost.  He  lived  in  emi- 
nent self-content,  as  one  lying  on  soft  cloud 
lapped  in  sunshine.  Nor  Jove  nor  Apollo,  cast 
■eye  upon  the  "Maids  of  Earth,"  with  cooler  fire 
of  selection,  or  pursued  them  in  covert,  with 
more  sacred  impunity.  And  he  enjoyed  his 
reputation  for  virtue  as  something  additional. 
Stolen  fruits  are  said  to  be  sweet,  undeserved 
rewards  are  exquisite.  He  made  no  pretences — 
he  did  not  solicit  the  favorable  judgment  of  the 
world.  Nature  and  he  attempted  no  other  con- 
cealment than  the  ordinary  mask  men  wear. 
And  yet  the  world  would  proclaim  him  moral, 
as  well  as  wise.  In  a  word,  Adrien  Hawley 
had  mastered  his  philosophy  at  the  early  age  of 
one  and  twentj'.  Many  would  be  glad  to  say  the 
same  at  that  age  twice  told,  they  carry  in  their 
breasts  a  burden  with  which  Adrien's  was  not 
loaded.      Mrs.   Dorian  was   nearly   right   about 
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his  heart — a  singular  mishap  at  his  birth,  per- 
haps, or  before  it,  had  unseated  that  organ  and 
shaken  it  down  into  his  stomach,  where  it  \vas 
a  much  lighter,  nay,  an  inspiring  weight ;  and 
encouraged  him  onward.  There,  it  looked  on 
little  that  did  not  arrive  to  gratify  it.  Already 
that  region  was  a  trifle  prominent  in  the  wise 
youth,  and  carried  as  it  were,  the  flag  of  his 
philosophical  tenets  in  front  of  him.  He  could 
make  jokes  delicately — but  so  delicately  so — 
that  it  was  not  decent  to  perceive  it.  He  seemed 
to  consider  which  would  be  more  interesting,  to 
meet  the  temptings  of  Eve,  or  to  pique  her.  He 
never  received  the  devil's  wage  without  service 
rendered.  Sir  Austin  Feveral  leaves  this  high- 
minded,  inexperienced  boy  in  the  care  of  this 
polished  egoist.  But  Richard  was  not  the  boy  of 
yesterday — he  had  embarked,  and  was  on  the 
waters  of  life  in  his  own  vessel.  It  was  as  vain 
to  call  him  back,  as  to  attempt  to  erase  what  time 
had  written  with  the  judgment  blood.  This 
child  for  whom  he  had  prayed  nightly — the  dan- 
gers were  about  him  and  the  devil  on  board 
piloting. 

After  "Richard  Feveral"  and  "The  Egoist" 
it  was  bountifully  shown  that  Meredith  had 
written  for  success.  We  find  that  rare  quality 
which  compels  circumstances  to  obey  character. 
He  says,  "Character  is  the  source  of  destiny." 
He  is  a  maker  of  tragedy  and  yet  he  is  full  of 
humor. 

"Of  me  and  of  my  theme  think  what  thou  wilt: 

The    song    of    gladness    one    straight    bolt    can 
check." 

That  women  should  not  try  to  understand 
and  appreciate  Meredith  is  almost  tragic,  for  he 
has  always  championed  the  cause  of  woman  and 
displayed  a  kind  of  veneration  for  her  intelli- 
gence. How  pathetic  that  we,  who  are  the  best 
agents  of  publicity,  have  not  repaid  him  with 
gratitude.     He  says  somewhere  of  women : 

"Their  sense  is  with  their  senses  all  mixed  up — 
Destroyed  by  subleties,  these  women  are. 
More  brain,  oh  Lord,  more  brain  or  we  shall 
mar 

Utterly,  this  fair  garden  we  might  win." 

An  ardent  French  critic  adds  this  enlighten- 
ing advice,  "If  women  are  unable  to  make  proper 
use  of  their  brains,  the  best  stimulus  will  be  to 
study  George  Meredith." 

"The  Shaving  of  Shag  Pat"  caused  George 
Eliot  to  marvel  at  such  a  harmony  of  qualities. 
She,  who  could  not  imagine  language  so  radi- 
ant, such  a  profusion  of  richness  and  color,  was 
dazzled,  and  her  enthusiasm  proclaimed  it  a  new 
work  of  genius.  When  "Modern  Love"  was 
written  and  less  than  appreciated,  TMgernon 
Swinburne  became  so  vehement  that  he  wrote  an 
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ardent  criticism  which  shook  the  lovers  of  true 
thought  and  depths,  to  the  very  core.  He  pro- 
nounced it  the  finest  thing  in  English  literature, 
a  very  symphony  of  beauty.  This  is  written  in 
fifty  sixteen-lined  sonnets,  where  two  people 
have  taken  up  a  lifeless  vow  to  rob  a  living  pas- 
sion. Behind  the  clash  of  human  discords,  back 
of  the  grand  harmonies  of  the  tragic  climax,  we 
feel  the  presence  of  these  suffering  victims.  This 
poem  has  an  intellectual  grandeur  that  saves  it 
from  morbidity.  Each  detached  sonnet  has  an 
individual  beauty.  Meredith  and  Swinburne 
were  the  closest  of  friends  for  more  than  fifty 
years  and  died  within  a  few  months  of  each 
other  in  1909.  Remember  always  that  neither 
in  verse  or  prose,  does  Meredith  yield  up  his 
meaning  immediately.  We  frequently  delve  to 
get  at  the  heart  of  his  best  things.  The  in- 
herited race  experience  of  humanity  is  not  ac- 
quired in  a  day,  and  even  as  those  before  us  were 
prodigal  of  their  sweat  and  blood,  so  we  also, 
must  pay  dearly  for  all  that  is  worth  while.  We 
must  feel  the  urge  to  contribute  something  of 
value  to  the  world  that  has  produced  us. 

"Richard  Feveral"  is  a  tragedy,  so  is  "The 
Amazing  Marriage,"  so  is  "Rhoda  Fleming," 
so  also  are  many  of  the  fine  things  he  has  writ-

ten,  both  in  verse  and  prose.  He  calls  Comedy 
the  fountain  of  sound  sense.  Never  does  he  con- 
fuse farce  vf'ith  comedy.  Poise,  common-sense, 
sanity,  are  the  true  foundations  of  comedy.  For 
comedy  he  considered  a  moderate  degree  of  in- 
tellectual activity  between  men  and  women  a 
necessity.  A  perception  of  the  comic  spirit  gives 
high  fellowship.  You  become  a  citizen  of  the 
selecter  world.  Good  hope  sustains  you ;  weari- 
ness does  not  overwhelm  you ;  ego  is  greatly 
moderated ;  yet  comedy  is  not  hostile  to  the 
sweetness  and  beauty  of  life.  "I  take  the  hap 
of  all  my  deeds.  The  wind  that  fills  my  sails 
propels,  but  I  am  helmsman."  Now  is  this  not 
finer  than  that  universally  loved  thing  of  Hen- 
ley's— "My  head  is  bloody,  but  unbowed." 
Henley  and  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  were  ardent 
admirers  of  Meredith.  Thomas  Hardy  and 
George  Gissing  were  indebted  to  Meredith  for 
their  first  recognition.  While  Meredith  was 
reader  for  the  Fortnightly  Review  he  discovered 
the  talent  of  both  these  men.  After  many  years 
of  friendship  Hardy  writes  at  the  time  of  Mere- 
dith's death  a  rugged  tribute  in  verse  to  the 
memory  of  this  grand  pathetic  figure  sitting  in 
an  invalid's  chair  in  Flint  Cottage,  at  Box  Hill, 
where  he  dwelt  in  seclusion  for  many  weary 
months.  "Neither  the  Dorking  nor  the  Abbey," 
which  Barrie  wrote  makes  vivid  pictures  of  the 
many  characters  which  Meredith  created  for  our 
delight  and  pleasure.  "Modern  Love,"  "Son- 
nets," "Ballads  and  Poems  of  Tragic  Life,"  "A 
Reading  of  Earth,"  "Dwarf  Lyrics,"  and  other 
verses  make  up  a  rich  collection  which  proves 
Meredith  a  poet  of  great  beauty.  One  is  re- 
paid by  a  serious  study  of  these  things.  It  was 
in  poetry  he  earnestly  hoped  to  do  his  best  work, 
and  one  may  be  excused  for  questioning  one's 
own  opinion  as  to  which  she  may  give  her  allegi- 
ance. Perhaps  his  "Hymn  to  Color"  defines 
most  deeply  his  spiritual  attitude. 
"With   Life   and    Death    I    walked   when   Love 

appeared 
And  made  them  on  each  side  a  shadow  seem. 
Love  took  my  hand — then  said,  "There  lie  they, 
Life  and  Death  in  one. 
Whichever  is,  the  other  is:  but  know. 
It  is  thy  craving  self  that  thou  dost  see. 

Not  in  them  seeing  me. 
The  song  had  ceased  :  my  vision  with  the  song. 
Then  of  those  Shadows,  which  one  made  descent 
Beside  me  I  knew  not:  but  Life  ere  long 
Came  on  me  in  the  public  ways  and  bent 
Eyes  deeper  than  of  old :  Death  met  I  too. 

And  saw  the  dawn  glow  through." 
Does   this   not   make   clear    his   hope    for    Im- 
mortalitv?

WOMEN'S  UNIVERSITY  CLUB

Youth  and  April  made  a  background  for  Jena- 
bee  Fazel  at  the  Women's  University  Club, 
Saturday,  April  4.  Young  members  of  the  club 
were  servitors,  moving  deftly  among  the  lunch- 
eon tables.  Whistling  Peggy  Warren's  magic 
evoked  the  spring  dawn  in  her  bird  music, 
"Waiting  for  Sunrise."  Through  the  windows 
a  blue  sky  and  puffs  of  white  clouds.  In  dra- 
matic contrast  to  this  youngness  and  freshness 
and  the  beginnings  of  things,  the  speaker  set 
moving  figures  from  an  older  time.  He  re- 
called legend  and  history  interpreted  literature 
and  religion,  point  out  similarities  in  language 
between  the  oldest  Aryan  civilization  and  newest 
— between  Persia  and  the  United  States — and  so 
established  the  liaison  between  them ;  and  urged 
the  need  of  a  better  understanding  between  them 
that  should  lead  to  a  constructive  peace.  Jena- 
bee  Fazel  does  not  call  his  native  land  Persia, 
but  Iran,  the  birthplace  of  the  Aryan  people. 
Mr.  Fazel's  language  was  unacademic,  for  he 
explained  that  he  had  learned  English,  not  from 
books  but  by  conversation.  This  made  his  pene- 
tration more  interesting  to  one  who  had  studied 
the  history  of  our  mother  tongue.  His  ear  has 
caught  the  kinship  between  his  language  and 
ours.  "Father,"  "mother,"  "brother,"  and  other 
family  and  household  and  accustomed  words. 
In  fact,  he  almost  grasped  what  is  known  among 
scholars  as  "Grimm's  Law,"  patiently  worked 
out  by  a  German  philologist, — the  regular  shift- 
ing of  consonants  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
Aryan  tongues — proving  that  all  are  from  the 
same  or  kindred  roots.     Sanscrit,  Greek,  Latin, 


French,  German,  English — simply  divergent 
streams  from  the  same  source. 

Mr.  Fazel  was  formerly  a  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  University  of  Teheran.  He  is  an 
enthusiast  in  regard  to  the  Bahaia  or  Peace 
movement  in  his  country.  Whatever  the  topic 
on  which  he  speaks,  some  time  before  he  closes 
he  will  grow  eloquent  in  a  plea  for  universal 
peace. 

He  emphasizes  the  similarity  in  the  mental 
processes  of  all  Aryan  peoples.  Sometimes  he 
does  this  with  a  sly  and  subtle  wit,  as  when  he 
wished  to  make  clear  that  his  people  did  not  vi^or- 
ship  the  sun.  Rather,  to  tbem  the  sun  was  "a 
symbol  of  the  invisible  light."  He  illustrated 
by  an  analogy.  He  said  that  if  we  saw  an  occi- 
dental on  the  act  of  worship  kissing  a  golden 
cross,  we  would  not  infer  that  the  man  wor- 
shiped gold.  The  engaging  smile  with  which 
he  said  this  brought  appreciative  laughter. 

Two  distinguished  visitors  were  introduced  at 
this  luncheon — Dr.  Edna  Carter,  Head  of  the 
Physics  Department  of  Vassar  College,  the  Alma 
Mater  of  Mrs.  Charles  F.  Turner,  President 
of  the  club.  Dr.  Carter  is  spending  her  sab- 
batical year  in  Southern  California.  Another 
guest  was  Mrs.  Jessie  Eldridge  Southwick  of  the 
Emerson  College  of  Oratory,  Boston. 

Miss  Vivian  Stringfield,  Chairman  of  the  Art 
Section,  has  secured  for  the  club  the  present  ex- 
hibit of  landscapes  by  Miss  Lucy  Jack,  a  promis- 
ing young  painter  who  is  working  out  some  in- 
teresting ideas.  Miss  Jack  is  a  member  of  the 
Arthur    Wesley    Dow    Art    Club,    one    of    the^ 
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alumnae  of  the  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles,  and  in  other  ways  identified  with  the 
painters   in   oils. 

Ruth  Comfort  Mitchell,  at  the  Friday  Morn- 
mg  Club,  April  18,  presented  the  first  in  the 
Women's  University  Club  series. 

Is  there  no  limit  to  Ruth  Comfort  Mitchell's 
power  of  expression?  We  were  aware  that  she 
could  write  plays  that  got  themselves  produced, 
poetry  that  was  accepted  by  the  best  magazines, 
fiction  that  was  marketable ;  but  we  were  wholly 
unprepared  for  that  marvelous  instrument,  her 
speaking  voice.  She  can  read !  \  ou  do  not 
know  her  poems  until  you  have  heard  her  read 
them.  Her  flexible,  resonant  voice,  capable  of 
the  most  delicate  nuances,  evokes  the  personality 
that  speaks  through  the  poem.  The  poet,  as  she 
reads,  submerges  herself  in  the  character.  "My 
Grief  That  I  Married  a  Gypsy  Man,"  is  the 
M-oman  herself  speaking  with  the  rich  accent  that 
haunts  you  long  after.  "The  Old  Maid"  is  an- 
other indescribable  bit  of  character  study.  The 
woman  who  tells  the  story  is  so  real  that  we 
shall  all  know  her  if  we  ever  meet. 

Other  things  she  read  from  her  published 
poems,  "Narratives  in  Verse"  of  which  William 
Rose  Benet  says  "they  possess  all  the  human  in- 
terest of  a  collection  of  short  stories."  The  hu- 
man interest  dominates,  for  the  narratives  are 
not  always  poetry.  But  there  is  unfailing  hu- 
man sympathy  and  utter  freedom  from  snobbery, 
either  social  or  intellectual.  She  was  delight- 
fully confidential  about  some  of  her  experiences. 
Of  her  satire,  "The  Choosing,"  she  finds  her- 
self in  sympathy  with  Lot's  vaie  who  says : 
"Now  I  was  born  a  Righteous  and  The  Right- 
eous are  my  kin, 
And  gates  of  bliss  shall  open  wide  to  welcome 

me  within. 
Yet  Sodom  sinners  are  my  friends,  so  I  love  sin 
And  the  pleasant  wicked  in  Gomorrah" ! 
Miss  Mitchell  told  us  that  she  had  great  diffi- 
culty in  finding  a  publisher  for  this  poem.  One 
editor  told  her  that  it  was  the  wickedest  poem 
he  ever  read.     Another  wrote  her  thus:  "Golly!

We  are  losing  hold  on  our  three 
great  English  classics,  The  Bible,  Shakespeare 
and  Mother  Goose.  But  it  isn't  strange  that 
Ruth  Comfort  Mitchell  grew  up  to  be  a  poet 
when  her  childhood  was  nourished  on  the  strong, 
simple  Anglo  Saxon  words,  the  native  idioms  of 
our  mother  tongue  and  the  magnificent  rhythms 
of  the  King  James  Version.

BIRD  SANCTUARY 
DEDICATION

Perhaps  no  event  of  recent  date  has  so  thrilled 
the  local  bird  student  as  the  dedication  on  April 
14  of  the  upper  end  of  Vermont  Canyon  for  a 
Bird  Sanctuary.  Twenty  organizations,  includ- 
ing Audubon  Societies,  Bird  Study  Clubs,  Friends 
of  our  Parks,  Nature  Study  Clubs,  our  City 
Schools,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Cooper  Ornitho- 
logical Society,  Western  Bird  Banding  Associa- 
tions and  Los  Angeles  Park  Commissions  voiced 
their    approval    by    gathering    under    the    small 
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grove  of  native  sycamores  to  listen  to  the  dedica- 
tory addresses  by  Mrs.  Harriett  Williams  Myers, 
president  Seventh  California  Audubon  Society, 
Mr.  William  L.  Finley,  Western  representative 
of  the  National  Association  of  Audubon  Societies, 
Mr.  Arthur  Newton  Pack,  Secretary  American 
Nature  Association  and  Mrs.  G.  H.  Schneider, 
director  of  the  California  Audubon  Society,  who 
unveiled  the  tablet  with  personal  reminiscences 
of  the  early  wild  flower  and  bird  life  of  this 
canyon,  which  will  now  be  permanently  pre- 
ser\'ed  for  future  generations.  She  gave  merited 
credit  to  Mr.  Van  Griffith,  President  Los  An- 
geles Park  Commission,  for  his  initiative  mea- 
sures and  their  practical  development  into  this 
wire  fenced,  water  piped,  nesting  and  feeding 
sanctuarv'  for  wild  birds. 

A  bronze  tablet  upon  a  large  boulder  marks 
the  entrance  to  this  sanctuary,  which  will  be 
closed  to  the  general  public  except  by  special  per- 
mit ;  but  from  the  trail  above,  the  wild  life  can 
be  studied  at  leisure  through  binoculars.  Many 
bird  students  will  avail  themselves  of  this  privi- 
lege in  the  near  future.  On  June  3,  1920,  Grif- 
fith Park  was  dedicated  as  a  bird  sanctuary  by 
the  Los  Angeles  Audubon  Society,  but  no  certain 
area  was  enclosed  for  the  sancity  of  our  feathered 
friends. 

Although  all  hunting  is  prohibited  within  the 
park,  the  domestic  cat  shares  all  park  privileges 


with  the  superintendent's  family  and  by  his  sleek, 
glossy  coat,  tells  to  the  world  his  power  to  dis- 
criminate between  a  lean  field  mouse  and  a  plump 
young  birdling. 

With  increased  interest  in  conservation,  by 
establishing  nature  study  sections  in  the  various 
women's  club  and  Juvenile  Audubon  Societies 
in  the  schools,  the  public  will  some  day  awake  to 
its  responsibilities  and  learn  to  protect  and  pre- 
serve its  own  natural  resources  of  our  trees,  birds 
and   flowers;  but — will  it  come  too  late?

The  literature  section  of  the  Woman's  Club 
of  Hollywood  came  into  being  some  ten  years 
ago  with  a  nucleus  of  less  than  a  dozen  women 
who  met  together  in  a  little  studio  room  of  the 
clubhouse  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  history 
of  the  English  novel.

The  department  has  progressed  by  leaps  and 
bounds  until  now  the  meetings  are  held  at 
luncheon  in  the  dining  room  of  the  clubhouse  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  and  between 
three  and  four  hundred  women  attend  with  many 
others  turned  away  because  of  lack  of  space.  On 
account  of  the  large  attendance  personal  study 
and  discussion  has  had  to  be  given  up,  and  the 
programs  for  the  most  part  consist  of  book  re- 
view sby  club  members ;  gradully  it  has  come 
to  be  regarded  as  the  duty  of  this  section  to 
keep  its  members  informed  as  to  the  high  points 
of  modern  literature  —  fiction,  non-fiction,  and 
poetrj'.  However,  the  standard  classics  of  the 
past  are  not  neglected  and  some  work  along  the 
lines  of  comparative  study  between  the  old  and 
new  has  been  attempted  with  interesting  results. 

It  was  the  thought  of  Mrs.  Willsie  Martin, 
curator  of  the  department  for  two  year,  to  en- 
courage the  creative  work  of  the  Pen  Pointers, 
a  High  School  organization  of  boys  and  girls  in- 
terested in  writing  poetry,  and  at  various  times 
the  literature  section  of  the  club  has  enjoyed  pro- 
grams offered  by  these  talented  young  folks  and 
prizes  have  been  awarded  for  their  best  efforts.

ART  COMMITTEE 

By  Mrs.   Gustav  Biorkman,  Chairman  Art  Committee 


"When  we  look  at  pictures,  we  are  looking  at 
the  world  through  other  peoples  windows  and 
thus  we  see  something  which  we  might  never 
have  seen  with  our  own  eyes.  Often  we  see  much 
that  the  artist  did  not  himself  see,"  said  Gardner 
Simons  in  a  heart-winning  talk  at  a  California 
Club  dinner  one  night. 

Such  an  appeal  did  this  idea  make,  that  we 
were  all  impressed  and  I  was  particularly  touched. 
During  this  year  we  have  been  hanging  two 
exhibitions  a  month,  ranging  from  the  ultra- 
modern to  extreme  conservative,  and  I  feel  that 
we  have  drawn  inspiration  and  a  message  from 
each  artist  according  to  the  amount  of  imagina- 
tion we  brought  to  his  work. 

Those  rare  souls  who  have  acquired  great 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  art,  have  got- 
ten much  real  pleasure  from  our  shows,  while 
those  rare  others  who  have  developed  tolerance 
towards  artists  with  whom  they  did  not  agree, 
have  taken  something  of  the  artists  poetic  fancy 
and  romantic  feeling  out  from  the  gallery  which 
they  did  not  bring  in  with  them. 

So  the  artists  might  well  raise  a  song  of  grati- 
tude for  these,  because  an  understanding  and  ap- 
preciative public  is  as  necessary  to  them,  as  is 
the  artist's  inspiration  indispensable  to  those 
whose  everyday  paths  do  not  wind  through 
dreamy  ways.  Hence  mutual  help  is  necessary, 
so  let  us  la^'men  consider  when  we  are  enjoying 
beauty  through  the  artist's  eyes  and  soul  expres- 
sion, that  these  creative  folk  are  often  pressed  too 
hard  at  times  by  stern  reality  and  grim  necessity. 
California  sunshine  alone  is  not  enough  to  sustain 
physical  life,  so  these  works  of  the  artist's  brush 
and  chisel  should  be  going  into  our  homes,  in 
order  to  continually  refresh  and  inspire  us  and 
our  families  as  well  as  to  support  these  gifted 
people. 

Because  I  do  in  no  way  profit  from  art,  I  can 
speak  with  an  honesty  which  I  hope  will  help 
rather  than  harm  anyone.  It  astonishes  me  that 
such  large  numbers  of  women  faithfully  view 
works  of  art  with  apparently  little  thought  that 
one  of  these  might  grace  their  homes.  Pictures 
by  some  of  our  best  artists  can  be  bought  for  a 
song,  comparatively,  and  we  have  great  need  of 
them  in  the  average  home,  so  why  is  there  not 
more  effort  made  to  obtain  them?     I  wonder — ! 

To  increase  our  appreciation  has  been  the 
motive  for  our  monthly  meetings  in  the  gallery, 
and  there,  many  artists  have  given  us  their  various 
view  points  and  made  us  enjoy  more  fully  the 
work  on  exhibition.     Among  the  delightful  talks 


given,  I  first  must  speak  of  that  on  Japanese 
prints  by  Mrs.  Andrew  Lobingier  and.M.  T.  R. 
Fleming.  It  opened  our  eyes  in  a  way  to  the 
exquisite  and  remarkable  print  collection  loaned 
us  by  Mr.  Fleming. 

Mr.  Erwin  Furman  spoke  twice,  delightfully; 
first   on   Artists,    Public   and   Dealer   and    their

relations.  Later  on  etchings  apropos  of  the 
famous  Zorns  Whistlers  and  Rembrandts  then 
showing.  Clyde  Forsythe  was  sparkling,  as 
usual  in  his  illustrated  cartoon  talk,  while 
Edouard  Vysekal  and  Roscoe  Shrader  were  very 
interesting.  Cassos  Kanellos,  an  authority  on 
ancient  Greek  arts  and  crafts,  gave  us  an  illumi- 
nating talk  on  that  subject.  May  Gearhart's 
witty  and  clever  discourse  on  the  "California 
Home,  Its  Color  and  Arrangement,"  kept  us  in 
gales  of  laughter  over  its  truthful  stabs  at  our 
love  of  poh'chromed  eucalyptus  and  other  such 
art  effects. 
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Henri  de  Kriuf  as  an  imaginative  painter, 
tried  to  make  us  realize  that  we  do  not  need  color 
photographic  realism  in  painting  but  imagina- 
tion rather.  Mary  Halliday  telling  us  of  the 
why  and  wherefore  of  the  famous  French  impres- 
sionists, was  altogether  delightful  and  left  us  with 
a  decidedly  warmer  feeling  toward  the  work  of 
these  great  painters.  Miss  Halliday  offered  one 
hundred  dollars  to  start  a  fund  for  purchasing 
one  of  the  Degas  paintings  for  Los  Angeles,  as 
we  are  so  poor  in  municipal  ownership  of  great 
art.  The  possession  of  great  masterpieces  would 
be  an  inspiration  to  art  lovers  and  students  and  a 
great  help  to  our  aspirations  toward  becoming  a 
great  Western  art  center. 

Los  Angeles  in  many  ways  is  progressive,  but 
in  the  patronage  of  the  fine  arts  is  far  behind 
other  cities ;  for  as  a  city,  we  do  very  little  to 
encourage  artists  in  beautifying  our  Municipal 
buildings.  Now  that  great  city  and  county 
building  projects  are  afoot,  there  will  be  much 
opportunity  for  art  expression,  and  as  the  stand- 
ard bearers  of  culture,  the  women  should  be  in- 
terested in  demanding  beauty  for  our  city.  John 
Nilsen  Laurvik,  director  of  the  San  Francisco 
Palace  of  Fine  Arts  was  the  climax  of  our  Art 
programs,  with  his  uncompromising  demand  for 
truth  in  art  expression.  His  brilliant  and  earnest 
plea  was  for  sympathy  and  tolerance  for  contem- 
porary art,  because  it  is  a  clue  to  the  spirit  of 
the  times  which  the  artist's  sensitive  soul  captures 
and  portrays,  being  not  less  than  twenty  years 
ahead  of  his  time  in  understanding.  The  mis- 
educated  masses  protest  their  mediocrity  with 
classical  tradition,  being  unwilling  to  lay  pre- 
judice aside,  and  instinctively  accept  the  message 
of  contemportry  art.  Art  must  have  a  perman- 
ent universality  of  appeal  and  must  discover  or 
rediscover  eternal  principles  in  order  to  survive. 

Each  month  a  goodly  number  of  art-loving 
souls  have  met  at  the  club  and  then  journeyed 
out  to  visit  the  studios  of  various  creative  folk 
who  sculp  and  paint.  On  these  studio  tours  Mrs. 
Jack  Smith,  our  charming  pilot,  has  guided  us  to 
these  exclusive  and  secluded  haunts  where  these 
good  people  were  most  hospitable  and  cordial 
hosts. 

The  first  Friday  in  each  month  has  been 
recognized  as  an  opening  exhibit  day,  with  an 
informal  reception  at  which  our  club  women 
could  meet  the  few  artists  who  had  the  courage 
to  face  club  women  en  masse.  And  those  brave 
ones  we  appreciated. 

Since  we  have  had  some  really  notable  shows 
this  year,  I  should  like  to  mention  some  of  them. 
Our  miniature  chairman  Miss  Ella  Bush,  has 
kept  beautiful  minatures  rotating,  with  one  big 
exhibit  of  the  members  of  the  California  Mina- 
ture  Society.  Mrs.  C.  L.  Powell  as  chairman  of 
the  Arts  and  Crafts  put  on  a  fascinating  show, 
from  which  she  sold  enough  to  buy  our  gallery

six  pedestals.  Ivan  Kalmykoff's  bizarre  and  color- 
ful oriential  themes  brought  us  the  flavor  of 
India.  Both  the  California  Art  Club  and  the 
Water  Color  Society  put  on  splendid  shows, 
revealing  great  range  of  interest  and  technique 
among  its  members.  Masters  of  French  Impres- 
sionism, including  Monet,  Manet,  Renoir,  Degas 
was  the  most  remarkable  collection  shown,  only 
seconded  by  the  famous  etchings  of  Zorn  Whis- 
tler. Rembrandt,  loaned  by  the  Biltmore  salon 
and  also  the  paintings  by  well-known  Eastern 
artists.  Women  sculptors  made  a  good  showing 
in  December  and  according  to  Julia  Brocken 
Wendt  they  have  never  shown  thus  in  a  special 
group  before.  Men  sculptors  are  having  their 
innings  in  June  with  some  lovely  bronzes  and 
wood  sculpture.  David  Edstrom  is  the  speaker 
at  the  committee  June  2,  in  the  gallery.  He 
speaks  upon  the  subject  "Sculpture  and  the 
Public." 

Our  happy  enjoyment  of  these  beautiful  art 
expressions  this  year  in  our  Friday  Woman's 
Club  and  Gallery  has  depended  greatly  upon  the 
cheerful  co-operation  of  our  leading  art  gallery 
men  and  the  artists,  in  loaning  us  the  exhibits 
and  upon  the  many  hostesses  who  have  faithfully 
kept  our  gallery  open  on  club  days. 

There  has  been  much  joy  in  this  year's  work 
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for  the  chairmen  of  the  Art  department  in  bring- 
ing these  charming  exhibits  and  delightful 
speakers  to  our  club,  and  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to 
co-operate  with  our  dear  president,  Mrs.  Florence 
Kreider  in  her  untiring  effort  to  obtain  the  best 
in  thought  and  expression  for  us.

A  morning  of  Song,  Dance  and  Drama,  by 
members  of  the  Delta  Tau  Mu  Sorority  of  the 
University  of  California,  Southern  Branch,  was 
one  of  the  most  artistic  programs  of  the  j'ear. 

The  club  members  were  given  a  fine  under- 
standing of  the  modern  trend  of  art  at  the  lecture 
given  by  John  Nilsen  Lorviik  on  May  8th. 

Mr.  Lorvik  is  director  of  the  Museum  of  Art 
in  San  Francisco  and  is  a  critic  of  the  highest 
note.  The  club  Gallery  has  had  two  noted  ex- 
hibits during  the  month  of  May — One  of  the 
French  Impressionists,  with  the  work  of  such 
men  as  Munet,  Renoir,  Degas  and  Sisley,  and 
the  other  an  exhibit  of  portrait  and  figure  paint- 
ings which  include  the  work  of  Robert  Henri  and 
other  well-known  artists. 

"In  the  Footsteps  of  Buddha,"  was  the  sub- 
ject of  James  A.  B.  Scherer's  lecture  which  was 
most  stimulating  and  instructive  as  Mr.  Scherer 
has  lived  many  years  in  the  Orient  and  made  an 
intensive  study  of  its  culture.

Under  the  inspira- 
tion of  my  wonderful  spiritual  guardians  my  one 
enchanting  dream — my  one  persistent  effort — 
has  been  to  broadcast  thought  so  high  and  far- 
extending  in  its  wisdom  that  every  restless, 
questioning  being,  with  that  insistent  urge  for 
new  experience,  would  joyfully  accept  my  mes- 
sage.

But  since  I  am  the 
soul  "that  doth  the  body  make"  I  must  perforce 
bring  forth  the  soul's  activities — the  thought,  the 
feeling,  the  intuition  that  flows  unceasingly  from 
my  inner  consciousness — that  I  may  fulfill  the 
end  for  which  I  was  conceived.  Administrations 
come,  administrations  go,  but  I  go  on  from  year 
to  year  readjusting  my  personality — "the  only 
permanent  thing  in  life" — to  changing  conditions, 
striving,  with  meekness  (I  trust),  tolerance, 
goodwill,  but  always  striving  to  interpret  life  in 
terms  of  Art.  "That  Art  which  is  the  molding 
force  of  every  culture  that  man  has  at  any  time 
or  place  produced."  Greater  than  this,  striving 
to  interpret  life  in  terms  of  unity,  solidarity. 
For  my  mission  is  to  educate.  Therein  I  am 
akin  to  human  soul,  for  I  am  "poetic,  artistic, 
romantic,  mystic."

would  have  you  understand  your  relation  to  the 
platform.  I  am  not  the  court's  jester  for  the 
whiling  away  of  an  idle  hour,  though  I  am  filled 
with  the  playful  spirit  of  youth,  and  the  joy  of 
living,  I  am  not  a  propagandist  of  any  insiduous 
theories,  although  I  am  not  fettered  by  any  creed 
and  I  stand  for  the  law  of  liberty.  Having  no 
"superiority  complex"  I  am  not  bombastic,  nor 
am  I  striving  "to  reform  the  world  overnight," 
as  I  am  sometimes  accused.  My  purpose  is  not 
to  exalt  the  individual — I  am  the  friendly  moni- 
tor pointing  the  way  not  only  to  "the  truth  that 
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sets  us  free,"  but  to  the  sterner  things  of  reality. 
I  bring  you  in  contact  with  the  forces  that  make 
or  destroy  civilization  ;  that  test  the  worth  of 
your  culture  and  of  your  citizenship;  that  meas- 
ures your  value  to  your  city,  your  state,  your 
country  by  your  deeds  as  well  as  words.  How- 
ever we  may  love  to  dwell  "where  the  Eternals 
are,"  "The  Good  the  Lovely  and  the  True," 
there  is  still  another  phase  we  are  constrained  to 
know  while  we  are  dwellers  in  the  world  of  time 
and  space.  We  are  all  a  part  of  that  great  pro- 
saic complexity  we  call  business — as  producers, 
consumers,  conservers  or  wasters  of  life.  Its  suc- 
cess or  its  failure  depends  on  the  way  we  play 
our  part. 

The  platform  asks  you,  dear  human  friends,  in 
the  words  of  one  of  your  own  statesmen,  "that 
you  acquaint  yourselves  with  our  domestic  prob- 
lems, our  agricultural  problems,  our  transporta- 
tion questions,  the  regulation  of  our  great  natural 
monopolies ;  the  wild,  inordinate,  extravagant, 
corrupt  tendencies  of  government,  state  and 
national — that  fatal  desease  of  all  republics ;  the 
enforcement  of  law,  and  the  protection  of  prop- 
erty and  human  life  ;  the  staying  of  this  awful 
saturnalia  of  crime — things  which  call  for  a  con- 
secration of  heart  and  mind  second  to  that  which 
built  the  republic  itself."  How  can  we  be  intel- 
ligent, christian  citizens  without  this  knowledge  1 
Knowledge  reaches  the  mind  through  many  chan- 
nels— the  home,  the  church,  the  school,  the  press. 
The  platform's  vision  includes  them  all.  How 
can  we  "keep  those  channels  clean  for  the  instincts 
which  respond  to  our  highest  and  best  aspira- 
tions." 

We  need  more  knowledge  to  protect  ourselves 
against  ourselves.  We  need  to  know  our  rela- 
tion to  world  problems.  We  are  citizens,  not 
only  of  our  own  country,  we  are  citizens  of  the 
World. 

The  platform  brings  us  intimate  vision  of  the 
world's  great  statesmen,  the  world's  great  scien- 
tists, the  art,  the  music,  the  romance  that  be- 
longs to  the  universal.  It  holds  up  the  causes, 
the  cures,  the  preventions  of  those  tragedies 
wherein  man's  unbalanced  mind  has  destroyed 
the  harmony  of  the  world. 

The  platform  is  the  measure  of  what  the  great 
collective  mind  of  our  women's  clubs  is  thinking. 
It  is  the  mirror  wherein  we  gaze  and  see  our- 
selves as  others  see  us.  "Who  are  the  women  of 
your  clubs?"  said  an  inquisitive  speaker,  "are 
they  rich,  poor,  intellectual,  or  merely  idlers?" 
And  the  answer  was:  "Listen  to  the  voice  of  the 
platform  which  will  tell  you  unerringly  the  char- 
acter of  a  club's  personality,  for  the  platform  is 
the  register  of  the  lowest  as  well  as  the  highest 
mentality."

WOMEN  S  UNIVERSITY  CLUB 

By  M.  E.  Tannehill,  Press  Chairman 


A  glance  through  the  recent  magazines  indi- 
cates that  not  only  should  undergraduate  scholar- 
ships be  increased,  but  that  post-graduate  research 
must  be  widened  if  learning  is  to  have  "its  roots 
set  deeply  in  the  soil  of  current  life."  The  follow- 
ing quotations  make  a  mosaic  on  this  theme.  All 
are  from  magazines  less  than  four  months  old. 

From  "Tools  for  Tomorrow,"  by  Richard  J. 
Walsh,  "Century"  for  February: — 

"The  waste  of  brain  in  this  world  is  a  tragedy 
of  the  first  order"  .  .  .  "Dr.  William  Osier  said 
twenty  years  ago  that  postgraduate  education 
repaid  a  physician  who  took  it  at  the  rate  of 
ten  hours  saved  for  every  hour  put  in,  because 
he  learned  'mastery  of  direction.'  One  of  Osier's 
successors  says  that  the  advance  of  medical  study 
has  been  such  that  today  one  hour  of  postgradu- 
ate study  means  one  hundred  hours  saved." 

"The  research  workers  are  the  makers  of 
modern  history  as  no  other  body  of  men  are.  The 
difference  between  the  conditions  under  which 
our  forefathers  lived  and  those  under  which  we 
live  today  is  due  to  the  research  workers"  .  .  . 
"One  creative  worker  who  adds  an  increment  to 
the    heritage    handed    down    from    generation    to 


generation  ultimately  means  more  to  the  nation 
and  the  race  than  a  hundred  mediocrities  trained 
to  their  capacity." 

From  "Personajities,"  "World's  Work  for 
May — Quotation  from  Dr.  Leo  H.  Baekeland  : — 
In  science  the  facts  are  recorded  for  all 
future  generations  so  that  the  treasure  of  informa- 
tion piles  up  from  age  to  age"  .  .  .  "Accumu- 
lated knowledge  is  like  money  in  the  bank,  bear- 
ing interest,  but  we  are  always  short  of  know- 
ledge." 

From  an  address  by  Dr.  Alexis  Carrel  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital,  "World's 
Work"  for  May:— 

"Dr.  Carrel  urged  the  importance  of  pure 
science  that  'has  no  immediate  practical  purpose.' 
Its  object  is  merely  to  find  the  truth  and  to 
understand  the  universe.  It  does  not  attempt  to 
make  discoveries  which  should  be  applied  to 
industry  or  medicine,  but  seeks  an  accurate  de- 
scription of  the  world  in  which  we  live  and  of 
our  relations  to  it."  .  .  .  "When  Pasteur  dis- 
covered the  role  of  micro-organisms  he  did  not 
have  the  cure  for  a  single  disease,  but  he  had 
the  key  to  the  cure  of  dozens,,  .  .  .  "More  and 
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more  our  great  universities  must  turn  to  this 
invaluable  service.  Among  their  tasks  is  to  give 
students  an  education,  to  train  leaders,  to  des- 
seminate  the  knowledge  we  already  have ;  but 
beyond  that  they  have  the  great  duty  of  produc- 
ing, encouraging,  and  supporting  those  scien- 
tists whose  search  is  after  the  fundamentals" 
.  .  .  "Such  study  can  not  be  self-supporting.  It 
must  be  endowed,  and  endowed  not  only  with 
money,  but  also  with  skill,  faith  and  infinite 
patience.  And  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  university 
to  serve  the  public  in  this  way,  it  is  likewise  the 
duty  of  those  amongst  us  who  have  acquired  great 
wealth  to  support  the  universities  in  this  seem- 
ingly impractical,  but  actually  most  practical 
investment  in  the  continued  improvement  of 
society." 

From  "Higher  Education  to  Safeguard  Demo- 
cracy," by  Charles  Franklin  Thwing,  President 
Emeritus  of  Western  Reserve  University,  in 
"Current  History"  for  March: — 

"The  comprehensive  danger  of  democracy,  to 
sum  up  the  perils  to  which  I  have  alluded,  is 
the  peril  of  an  advancement  of  power  without  a 
corresponding  advancement  in  intelligence  and  in 
intellectual  considerateness."  .  .  .  Universities 
are  the  searchers  for  truth,  and  they  are  the  in- 
terpreters to  the  minds  of  the  children  of  men" 
.  .  .  "The  higher  education,  as  manifested  in 
the    universities    of    the    world,    also    represents 


merit  and  the  assignment  of  merit  to  its  proper 
place"  .  .  .  "The  higher  education,  too,  in  a 
democracy  helps  to  form  a  body  of  maturer  in- 
tellectual men  whose  presence  and  whose  voices 
are  of  the  utmost  value  in  the  creation  of  that 
most  worthy  asset,  public  opinion." 

From  James  Rowland  Angell,  "Some  Reflec- 
tions on  Democracy  and  Education,"  "Yale 
Review" : — 

"Probably  no  test  will,  in  the  long  run,  be 
so  decisive  for  democracy  as  its  ability  and  will- 
ingness to  exercise  wisdom  in  the  selection  of 
its  leaders.  Putting  the  same  issue  from  a  dif- 
ferent angle,  it  may  be  said  that  democracy  will 
be  critically  tested  by  the  willingness  of  those 
who  have  been  best  trained  and  who  have  en- 
joyed the  fullest  privilege,  to  make  the  neces- 
sary sacrifice  of  comfort  to  serve  the  state." 

Albert  Edward  Wiggam  in  "The  New  Deca- 
logue of  Science"  says.  "The  final  test  of  demo- 
cracy is  its  capacity  to  breed  leaders."  He  also 
quotes  from  Everett  Dean  Martin : — "Education 
is  the  formation  of  those  mental  habits  which  en- 
able an  individual  to  react  to  real  situations." 

From  "State  Universities  in  State  Politics," 
by  Glenn  Frank,  "Century"  for  May: — 

"Politics  should  be  the  point  at  which  know- 
ledge meets  life  and  becomes  socially  effective" 
.  .  .  "Politics  needs   a  better  understanding  of

The  chairman  of  this  committee  needs  no  intro- 
duction to  the  club  world,  Mrs.  Shelley  Tol- 
hurst.

The  following  programs  were  presented  to  the 
club  through  the  efforts  of  this  committee : 

In  October,  at  the  Tuesday  morning  meet- 
ing, the  Water  and  Power  Act  was  presented 
to  the  club. 

In  November,  at  the  Friday  meeting,  a  won- 
derful program  was  given  called  "Nature's  Story 
of  Creation".  In  the  judgment  of  many  mem- 
bers of  the  club,  this  stands  out  as  the  most  for- 
ward looking  movement  in  the  world  of  better 
films  that  has  been  presented  to  us.  To  make  it 
more  interesting,  Mr.  Louis  Tolhurst,  son  of 
our  chairman,  is  one  of  the  producers.  Films  of 
this  character  are  going  to  do  more  to  enlighten 
the  people  than  many  lectures  and  sermons. 

Another  most  interesting  Friday  program  in 
November  was  one  given  by  Takashi  Komatsu, 
his  subject  being  "Getting  Better  Acquainted." 
It  was  a  most  intelligent  discussion  of  our  rela- 
tions with  the  Japanese. 

Tuesday's  program  in  November  presented 
Mary  Ware  Dennett,  the  president  of  the  Vol- 
untary Parenthood  League.  She  discussed  the 
need  of  change  in  the  Federal  law  which  re- 
stricts the  scientific  investigation  of  birth  control 
and  asked  the  club  to  support  the  Cummins- 
Vaile  Bill  which  was  before  Congress  at  that 
time.  The  club  responded  by  sending  letters 
and  telegrams  to  Senator  Shortridge  urging  his 
support.  The  bill  was  buried  in  committee  and 
was  lost  for  the  time  being.  This  meeting  stimu- 
lated the  formation  of  a  local  group  of  interested 
physicians  and  laymen  to  form  a  Mothers'  Clinic 
which  has  been  doing  a  much-needed  work  since 
the  first  of  April. 


Mrs.  Oliver  P.  Clark,  Just  Elected  President  of  the 
Friday  Morning  Club. 

In  December  we  had  "The  Problems  of  the 
British  Commonwealth"  by  J.  A.  Stevenson.  It 
was  most  interesting  to  hear  that  others  had 
problems  and  ours  did  not  seem  nearly  so  hard 
to  solve. 

For  Tuesday  "Murder  Trials  Here  and  in 
England"  was  the  topic  chosen.  ~  We  learned 
that  American  courts  are  much  slower  and  many 
less  convictions  are  obtained. 

In  January  our  Public  Affairs  Committee  had 
a  number  of  speakers  on  "The  American  Child 
in  Industry".  This  program  gave  us  many  views 
on  the  proposed  Child  Labor  Amendment.  We 
are  proud  that  the  California  Legislature  most 
promptly  ratified  the  proposed  constitutional 
amendment. 
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The  Tuesday  program  in  January  gave  us 
"Phases  of  Community  Service"  by  the  chairman 
of  Community  Service,  Miss  Rose  Smith.  This 
was  one  of  the  most  interesting^  programs,  giving 
us  an  insight  into  that  line  of  public  work  which 
was  most  appreciated. 

In  February  Sarah  Wainbaugh  gave  us  "Six 
Years  After"  (the  first  six  years  of  peace). 

Another  February  program  on  the  Indian 
Question  was  most  enthusiastically  received. 
John  Collier  spoke  on  "The  Oldest  Civilization 
and  the  Youngest."  He  gave  many  of  us  an 
entirely  different  view  of  the  American  Indian. 

March:  "The  Delinquent  Woman — Califor- 
nia Prisons  for  Women"  was  the  subject  most 
ably  handled  by  Rabbi  Cofiey.  The  need  of 
separate  prisons  with  greater  opportunities  for 
employment  was  made  very  apparent. 

In  April  we  had  our  attention  drawn  to  local 
civic  affairs.  Programs  entitled  "What  Shall 
We  Make  of  Our  City"  and  "Building  Streets 
for  Public  Safety"  were  given  on  Friday. 

The  April  Tuesday  program  was  "How  Our 
City  Guards  Its  Health"  by  Dr.  George  Parrish, 
the  new  health  officer.  Dr.  Anna  Rude  also 
told  us  of  the  Child  Welfare  work,  especially 
explaining  the  Shepard-Towner  Bill  which  rather 
recently  became  a  National  law. 

In  May  we  had  the  "Drama  of  the  Colorado," 
this  being  a  most  discussed  subject  in  our  South- 
land. 

The  last  program  in  June  contributed  by  our 
Public  Affairs  Committee  was  "Democracy — 
Its  Obvious  Limitations,"  by  Mrs.  Florence  Kel- 
ley.  Mrs.  Kelley  has  for  so  long  been  fighting 
the  battles  of  women  and  children  that  her  mes- 
sages  are   full   of  experience. 

Beside  the  programs  given  to  afford  a  broad 
outlook  on  public  life,  we  have  put  our  shoulder 
to  the  wheel  and  have  endeavored  to  influence 
public  opinion,  as  the  following  resolutions  will 
attest. 

On  September  17,  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Friday  Morning  Club  endorsed  the  general 
Citizens'  Telephone  Committee's  plan  of  hand- 
ling the  telephone  case  in  behalf  of  Los  Angeles 
and  surrounding  communities. 

September  24  the  board  endorsed  to  plan  to 
assist  the  Park  Commissioners  in  their  program 
to  keep  our  parks  and  streets  clean.  Also  en- 
dorsed the  plan  of  the  official  City  Planning  Com- 
mission to  beautify  Fifth  Street  north  of  the 
new  library.  Our  president  endorsed  the  Major 
Traffic    plan. 

October  5  the  board  endorsed  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  federated  women's  clubs  to  petition 
the  Council  to  hold  up  the  Mayor's  veto  in  the 
matter  of  forming  a  recreation  park  on  the  East 
Side.  Representatives  were  sent  to  several  meet- 
ings.

of  the  Friday  Morning  Club. 

The  Friday  Morning  Club  Art  Committee 
recommended  to  the  boar^  and  the  board  passed 
the  following:  "The  Friday  Morning  Club 
petition  the  Mayor  to  appoint  an  art  committee 
composed  largely  of  trained  artists,  said  art  com- 
mittee to  appoint  an  acjvisory  board  of  artists, 
and  said  art  committee  to  at  least  have  veto 
power  on  all  matters  referring  to  the  fine  arts 
of  the  city.  To  encourage  the  construction  of 
beautiful  statues,  etc.,  in  our  city.  Several  favor- 
able replies  were  received. 

On  March  22  the  board  approved  the  plan 
instructing  the  chairman  of  Public  Affairs  to 
send  a  note  to  our  State  senators  disapproving 
the  Oleomargarine  Assembly  Bill  408-810-878. 
Also  that  a  communication  be  sent  Senators  and 
Assemblymen  opposing  Rosenshine  Bill  748. 

A  telegram  was  sent  to  the  regents  of  the 
State  University  urging  the  regents  to  favor 
the  university  site  nearest  Los  Angeles. 

It  was  recommended  to  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  Los  Angeles  City  Library  that  an  exhibit 
room  be  placed  in  the  new  library  to  show  the 
work  of  California  artists,  sculptors,  etc. 

The  same  recommendation  was  sent  for  the 
new  Chamber  of  Commerce  Building. 
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All  of  these  communications  have  been  favor- 
ably answered. 

The  cLub  has  endorsed  recommendations  of 
the  Women's  Political  League  for  a  woman  to 
have  a  seat  among  the  judges,  particularly  in 
cases  dealing  with  women  and  children,  and  urge 
the  supervisors  to  hasten  this  appointment  if 
opportunity   offered. 

The  board  endorsed  the  Major  Traffic  plan, 
also  the  Civic  Center  plan. 

Endorsed  the  Cummins-Vaile  Bill. 

Endorsed  the  ordinance  to  preserve  municipaL 
ocean  frontage. 

As  club  members  we  have  given  fourteen  red- 
wood trees.  One  and  parts  of  two  others  were 
given  by  the  board. 

We  are  making  plans  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  Kindergarten  convention.  Mrs.  Gibson's 
"Appreciation  of  Madame  Seveiance"  will  be 
given  the  delegates  to  the  convention  as  a  gift 
from  the  club. 

Many  of  our  members  worked  hard  for  the 
Child  Labor  Amendment. 

The  Mothers'  Clinic  has  received  support. 
The  club  sponsored  a  day's  program  during  Child 
Welfare  Week,  the  ladies  of  the  club  acting  as 
hostesses  and  music  being  obtained  through  the 
efforts  of  our  Mrs.  Murray  Jones. 


The  entire  club  endorsed  the  sterilization  reso- 
lution sent  us  from  the  Ebell  Club,  which  has 
since  been  adopted  by  our  State  Federation. 

Many  times  our  rooms  have  been  leased  to 
various  charitable  organizations  with  but  the 
slightest  charge  for  overhead.  Many  meetings 
have  been  housed  free  of  all  charge. 

During  the  year  we  have  distributed  several 
hundred  guest  tickets.  Many  bouquets  of  flowers 
have  been  sent  where  it  was  felt  they  would 
afford  pleasure. 

We  have  contributed  to  the  Community  Chest 
as  well  as  to  many  other  worthy  causes. 

This  resume  of  the  year's  activities  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Affairs  we  offer  to  show 
that  we  as  a  woman's  club  are  assisting  actively 
in  the  forming  of  sane  public  opinion,  in  the 
beautifying  of  our  cit^',  in  safe-guarding  our 
children  and  our  homes  and  in  helping  those  less 
fortunate  than   ourselves. 

We  in  the  Friday  Morning  Club  owe  much  in 
the  accomplishment  of  this  year's  work  to  the 
open-mindedness  of  our  president  and  the  chair- 
man of  our  Public  Affairs  Committee,  for  they 
have  given  us  every  opportunity  to  do  our  best 
work.

WOMANS  VNiVeRSll^Y'CL'UB

The  closing  meeting  of  the  Women's  Univer- 
sity Club  was  on  a  day  of  June  on  the  hills  of 
San  Fernando.  A  cabaret  luncheon  at  the  En- 
cino  Country  Club  combined  the  second  affiliated 
meeting  of  the  year  1924-25  with  the  ceremony 
of  installing  the  recently  elected  officers.

Friendly  groups 
chatted  on  the  wide  verandas.  Others  strolled 
through  the  grounds  or  idled  by  the  lake.  The 
more  athletic  bowled  on  the  green. 

The  following  officers  were  installed  for  the 
year  1925-1926:  President,  Mrs.  Lawrence  L. 
Larrabee ;  first  vice-president,  Mrs.  George  Cur- 
tis De  Garmo ;  second  vice-president,  Miss  Kath- 
arine Carr;  third  vice-president,  Mrs.  George  F. 
Olsen ;  recording  secretary.  Miss  Helen  West- 
brook  ;  corresponding  secretary,  Mrs.  Rebecca 
Boughton ;  treasurer,  Mrs.  Thomas  F.  Cooke ; 
directors,  Mrs.  Norman  Pabst  and  Mrs.  Charles 
F.  Turner. 

Such  a  day  holds  sadness,  yet  is  filled  with 
promise,  as  do  all  human  occasions  with  life 
continually  in  the  flux.  Very  reluctantly  the 
club  parts  with  its  presiding  officer,  Mrs.  Charles 
F.  Turner,  so  faithful,  so  unconscious  of  herself, 
so  controlled,  so  tolerant,  yet  so  positive.  So 
exacting  with  herself,  yet  so  charitable  to  others, 
she  has  not  yet  learned  how  to  make  an  enemy. 
This  may  seem  so  many  words,  but  when  one 
is  able  to  add  that  the  two  retiring  members  of 
the  board  of  directors  express  openly  their  regret 
at  the  severance  of  this  relation,  it  leaves  no 
doubt  as  to  the  unbroken  harmony  of  the  year. 

Yet  with  unshaken  confidence  the  club  will 
go  forward  under  its  new  leader,  Mrs.  Law- 
rence L.  Larrabee.  Too  modest  to  so  declare  her- 
self, in  this  period  of  varied  activities,  it  is  evi- 
dently her  conviction  that  concentrated  effort 
is  wiser  than  scattered  energies.  Mrs.  Larrabee 
is  possessed  of  wide  human  sympathy.  A  Welles- 
ley  woman,  hers  is  the  spirit  of  those  "who  have 
been  trained  and  who  have  enjoyed  the  fullest 
privilege,  to  make  the  necessary  sacrifice  of  com-

fort  to  serve  the  state."  From  1919  to  1921 
Mrs.  Larrabee  was  chairman  of  the  member- 
ship committee  of  the  Women's  University  Club. 
She  has  a  keen  interest  in  the  League  of  Women 
Voters,  in  which  she  has  been  active  since  its 
organization.  She  was  secretary  of  this  organ- 
ization for  two  years.  She  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Friday  Morning  Club. 

The  Women's  University  Club  is  not  ashamed 
of  the  year's  showing.  A  detailed  report  is  not 
available  at  this  time,  but  some  data  can  be  given. 
The  membership  is  now  about  860.  More  than 
one  hundred  members  have  been  added  this  year. 
There  are  now  one  hundred  life  members,  eighty- 
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nine  of  them  paid  up  memberships.  A  recent 
gift  of  one  thousand  dollars  has  reduced  the  in- 
debtedness on  the  club  house  to  about  eighteen 
thousand  dollars.  To  a  woman  the  club  mem- 
bers seem  to  have  responded  to  the  appeal  of 
Mrs.  Turner  that  each  make  an  individual  con- 
tribution either  of  service  or  money  or  an  article 
of  needed  equipment.  In  many  instances  the 
response  has  been  in  the  way  of  assistance  at  the 
luncheons  prepared  and  served  by  the  different 
sections.  The  various  gifts  would  make  a  long 
and   extremely   interesting  list. 

The  last  lecture  in  the  triad  presented  by  the 
Women's  University  Club  was  given  by  Mary 
Austin  at  the  Friday  Morning  Club  on  Saturday, 
May  30.  The  following  review  is  by  Mrs.  A. 
M.  Marsh  of  the  Press  Committee: 

"The  lecture  course  presented  by  the  club 
this  year  reached  a  delightful  climax  Saturday 
with  a  most  scholarly  and  remarkable  appropriate 
and  appealing  lecture  by  Mary  Austin  on  'The 
American  Rhythm.' 

"Following  the  presentation  of  a  beautiful 
United  States  flag,  the  gift  to  the  club  by  the 
Holh'wood-Beverly  Hills  Section,  Mrs.  Austin 
was  introduced  by  the  president,  Mrs.  Charles 
F.  Turner.  The  audience  and  speaker  both  re- 
sponded to  the  spirit  of  Memorial  Day  as  she 
sounded  the  keynote  of  appreciation  for  things 
American,  aboriginally  and  traditionally.  Mrs. 
Austin  has  long  been  an  outstanding  figure  in 
securing  recognition  for  Indian  verse  and  Indian 
music.  She  gave  an  interesting  analysis  of  the 
origin  of  rhythm  among  Greeks,  Romans,  Anglo- 
Saxons,  Indians,  pioneers  and  moderns,  showing 
how  rhythm  in  poetry  and  music  is  an  expression 
of  the  effect  of  outside  stimuli ;  and  she  appealed 
to  her  listeners  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  true 
American  poetry  in  both  blank  verse  and  rhyme. 
In  a  most  fascinating  manner  Mrs.  Austin  dem- 
onstrated the  rhythm  of  a  number  of  classics 
selected  from  ancient  and  modern  verse  and 
prose.  Among  the  selections  Shelley,  Walt  Whit- 
man and  Abraham  Lincoln  were  represented. 
Especially  interesting  was  her  illustration  of  the 
rhythm  in  Lincoln's  Gettysburg  address,  which 
she  described  as  the  rhj'thm  of  a  person  \valking 
a  path,  showing  the  trail  habit  and  ending  with 
the  movements  of  a  wood-chopper — 'Of  the  peo- 
p'le,  by  the  people,   for  the  people.' 

"The  chaotic  noises  of  cities  she  illustrated  as 
abhorrent  to  poetic  expression;  and  she  charac- 
terized the  ugliness  of  modern  cities  as  the  dinos- 
aur of  modern  civilization,  to  counteract  which 
we  need  decentralization  with  new  rhythms  of 
beauty  in  art,  music  and  communal  dances  that 
We  may  carry  on  complete  human  orchestration. 
Dr.  Dorothea  Moore,  a  member  of  the  club  and 
one  of  its  leading  literary  critics,  declared  em- 
phatically that  Mrs.  Austin's  lecture  was  the 
best  she  had  heard  this  year."

BEVERLY  HILLS  WOMAN'S 
CLUB

Following  the  purchase  of  two  splendidly- 
located  lots  in  the  lovely  foothills  of  Beverly 
Hills,  at  the  corner  of  Benedict  Canyon  and 
Chevy  Chase  Drives,  the  Beverly  Hills  Woman's 
Club  has  been  working  energetically  toward  the 
erection  of  a  club  house.  With  the  completion 
of  the  plans  the  ground  breaking  exercises  were 
held  at  1  o'clock  Monday,  May  18,  and  con- 
,struction  was  started  at  once. 

The  club  house  will  be  a  modern  adaptation 
of  the  graceful  lines  of  the  Italian  Renaissance.

The  first  unit  of  the  building  as  designed  by 

f  the  architects  will  include  a  large  lounge  room

and  caretaker's  quarters.    A  large  enclosed  loggia 

will   be  built  on  the  west  side  of  the  building 

overlooking   excellently    planned    patio    gardens. 

The  loggia  will  be  arranged  for  teas  and  other 

social  functions. 

The  second  unit  will  include  a  main  audi- 
torium with  a  large  stage  and  all  necessary 
facilities,  including  dressing  rooms,  lighting  sys- 
tem, and  other  theatrical  equipment.  Tennis 
courts  and  a  swimming  pool  will  be  constructed 
on  the  grounds,  with  dressing  rooms  to  be  built 
in  the  basement  of  the  auditorium. 

According  to  present  plans  the  club  house  will 
be  completed  during  the  summer  months  and  the 
first  meeting  of  the  club  year  in  the  autumn  of 
1925  will  be  held  in  the  beautiful  new  home.

The  re-establishment  of  the  Industrial  Farm 
for  Delinquent  Women  at  Sonoma,  especially 
interested  the  club.  The  committee  sent  letters 
and  telegrams  in  an  effort  to  have  Assembly  Bills 
776  and  777,  passed  by  the  Legislature.  These 
bills  provided  for  $100,000  for  new  buildings, 
and  $50,000  for  maintenance.  After  much  pres- 
sure by  various  clubs  and  organizations  of  the 
state,  the  bills  passed  both  houses  but  were  vetoed 
by  the  Governor.  He  gave  as  his  reason  that  the 
problem  was  metropolitan  rather  than  state. 

Several  bills  were  introduced  to  the  Legislature 
pertaining  to  the  educational  problems  of  the 
state. 

The  Deuel  Bill  provided  that  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Education  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor.  The  committee  opposed  this  change 
and  was  glad  to  see  the  bill  postponed.  A  new 
bill  will  be  drafted  to  come  before  the  legislature 
in  1927. 

Letters  were  written  concerning  the  Teacher 
Tenure  Act  and  relating  to  a  law  making  legal 
the  Teacher's  pension. 

The  committee  lent  its  support  to  the  Indian 
Defense  Association.     The  bills,  which  provided 


for  $25,000  for  a  survey  of  conditions  among 
the  Indians,  and  $100,000  for  Indian  relief, 
passed  both  houses  but  were  vetoed  by  the  gover- 
nor. Miss  Hall  had  two  conferences  with  Mr. 
Merriam  and  sent  several  telegrams  concerning 
these  bills. 

During  the  session  an  effort  was  made  to  pass 
bills  which  would  kill  the  intent  for  the  initiative 
and  referendum.  The  committee  was  active  in 
using  its  influence  to  defeat  these  attacks  on  the 
initiative.

MICHILLINDA  WOMAN'S 
CLUB 

"History  presents  the  pleasant  features  of 
poetry  and  fiction,  the  majesty  of  the  epic,  the 
moving  accidents  of  the  drama  and  the  surprises 
and  moral  of  the  romance,"  and  nowhere  can  be 
found  resources  more  colorful,  more  romantic, 
than  the  history  of  our  own  California. 

It  has  been  said  that  we  Californians,  as  a 
rule,  do  not  know  nor  appreciate  sufficiently  the 
dramatic  and  stirring  incidents  and  characters 
of  the  early  history  of  this  state,  and  so  it  has  been 
the  aim  and  custom  of  the  History  and  Land- 
marks section  of  the  Community  Woman's  Club 
of  Michillinda  to  set  aside  one  day  each  year, 
to  be  known  as  A  Day  of  Reminiscences,  when 
the  entire  program  shall  be  given  over  to  the 
refreshing  of  the  memory  with  the  thrilling  events 
that  have  made  the  history  of  this  state. 

Mrs.  W.  W.  Folke,  curator  of  the  study  sec- 
tion, has  asked  each  member  to  bring  to  the 
meeting  an  article  of  historical  interest,  or  any 
piece  of  fine  handiwork  or  heirloom  of  any 
period,  and  it  was  a  most  delightful  surprise  to 
each  member  when  the  collection  was  placed  on 
exhibition. 
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Among  the  most  interesting  was  a  collection  of 
gowns  and  antiques  brought  from  the  home  of 
Judge  Sewall  of  Boston.  Judge  Sewall  was  a 
judge  of  the  Superior  Court  in  Massachusetts 
during  the  time  of  witchcraft  and  it  was  he  who 
sentenced  Ann  Hathaway  to  be  burned  at  the 
stake.  Mrs.  Amy  Sewall  Roehm,  aunt  of  Mrs. 
Foulke,  discovered  this  fine  collection  of  antiques 
in  the  attic  of  the  old  Sewall  mansion  in  Boston, 
and  the  club  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs.  Roehm 
for  the  privilege  of  exhibiting  it.  The  gowns 
were  worn  by  Mrs.  Roehm,  Mrs.  Foulke,  Mrs. 
Chamberlain,   Mrs.  Vollbrecht  and   Miss  Mott. 

Among  other  interesting  articles  in  this  col- 
lection were  a  Valentine  written  by  a  young  lady 
to  her  sweetheart  in  1785,  a  bandeau  rriade  of 
three  strands  of  braided  hair  with  clusters  of 
curls  at  the  side.  The  bandeau  was  found  in  a 
small  wooden  box  together  with  a  picture  of  the 
^^earer.  There  were  many  lace  caps  and  fichus, 
a  Bible  one  inch  by  one  and  one-half  inches, 
printed  in  Boston  in  1813,  and  a  book  of  recipes 
in  Mrs.  Sewall's  handwriting. 

Mrs.  Robert  Ramsay  was  dressed  in  a  ball 
gown  worn,  at  a  ball  during  the  administration 
of  George  Washington.  This  gown,  despite  its 
age,  is  in  perfect  condition.  It  is  a  lovely  silk 
in  a  soft  fawn  color,  trimmed  in  points  of  a  steel 
gray  silk. 

Another  historic  gown  was  one  of  a  beautiful 
heavy  white  grosgrain  silk  with  brocade  %elvet 
flowers  in  many  colors.  This  was  made  in  the 
hoop  skirt  sti,le.  and  was  owned  and  worn  by 
^Irs.  Abraham  Lincoln  at  the  inauguration  of 
President  Lincoln.  It  is  now  the  possession  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ora  Shorb  of  Los  Angeles.  Mr. 
Shorb's  grandfather  was  the  owner  of  Shorb 
Rancho  and  Shorb  station  was  named  for  him. 
The  gown  was  purchased  from  Mrs.  Lincoln  bv 
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Mr.  Shorb's  grandmother,  and  it  was  through  the 
courtesy  of  Mrs.  W.  J,  Vollbrecht  that  it  was 
brought  to  the  exhibit.  jMrs.  Vollbrecht  also  ex- 
hibited a  box  made  from  cedar  from  a  tree  in  the 
home  place  of  Charles  Dickens.  Also  some 
Bohemian  mugs  decorated  with  miniatures, 
Indian  rugs  and  baskets  made  by  the  Indians  at 
Palm  Springs  and  in  Alaska. 

Another  interesting  dress  was  one  of  blue 
homespun,  the  possession  of  Mrs.  W.  C.  Spensley, 
and  brought  across  the  plains  in  an  oxcart  in 
1849. 

Among  the  other  heirlooms  were  six  homespun 
counterpanes  in  lovely  blue  and  white  over 
seventy-five  years  old,  one-pieced  and  finely 
quilted  bedquilt  of  huge  dimensions,  made  for  the 
high  feather  beds  of  our  grandmothers,  and  one 
made  by  the  grandmother  of  Mr.  B.  E.  Williams 
at  the  age  of  15  and  brought  around  the  Horn  in 
1852. 

Mrs.  Antoinette  Potter  brought  a  silver  tray 
or  platter,  which  had  come  over  in  the  May- 
flower and  had  been  handed  down  to  the  young 
woman  in  each  generation  bearing  the  name  of 
Hannah. 

There  were  many  pieces  of  antique  china,  brass 
candlesticks,  and  potter>',  one  bowl  over  200  years 
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found  at  Gallup,  N.  M.  Mrs.  James  Slack 
brought  a  feather  fan,  over  200  years  old  and  a 
black  lace  veil  worn  by  her  great  grandmother, 
also  a  beautiful  Colonial  counterpane. 

Mrs.  L.  R.  Minor  has  in  her  possession  a  strand 
of  glass  beads,  made  in  Italy  but  unearthed  by 
ground  squirrels  near  Napa,  California.  Mrs. 
Minor  also  exhibited  a  part  of  the  original  roof- 
tree  of  the  old  San  Fernando  Mission,  made  of 
bamboo  bound  together  with  thongs  of  hide. 

At  the  regular  session  of  the  study  section  at 
10:30,  Mrs.  Ingram,  who  has  lived  in  the  east- 
ern part  of  Pasadena  since  1872,  gave  an  informal 
talk  on  the  points  of  historical  interest  in  the  San 
Gabriel  Valley.  Mrs.  Ingram  has  seen  the  large 
holdings  of  the  Chapman  and  Rose  Ranches 
change  into  small  ranches  and  city  lots,  and  the 
sale  of  3000  acres  of  Pasadena  property  for  1000 
silver  dollars.  She  knew  intimately  the  families 
of  the  splendid  pioneers  of  this  part  of  the  valley 
and  her  informal  talk  was  most  interesting  and 
instructive. 

The  luncheon  speaker  was  Mrs.  Corrinne 
Wright,  San  Gabriel,  author  of  note,  who  has 
translated  many  interesting  and  valuable  manu- 
scripts from  the  original  Spanish,  and  who  was 
given  a  master's  degree  for  searching  out  and 
translating  the  "Pastores,"  a  collection  of  manu- 
scripts, presented  to  the  museum  at  Exposition 
Park.  These  old  plays  had  become  lost  among 
many  other  old  papers,  but  were  discovered  by 
Mrs.  Wright  after  a  long  and  tedious  search. 

The  afternoon  program  was  opened  with 
dances  by  Miss  Dorothy  Wright,  who  was  charm- 
ing in  a  beruffled  gown  of  green  taffeta  and  wear- 
ing a  tiny  poke  bonnet.  Miss  Wright  was  ac- 
companied for  her  delightful  numbers  by  Mrs. 
Hiestand  of  San  Marino. 

Percival  J.  Conney,  novelist  and  author  of 
Dons  of  the  Old  Pueblo  and  Kinsmen,  gave  a 
most  illuminating  talk  on  "Historic  Spots  in  the 
Los  Angeles  County"  and  was  followed  by  Mrs. 
Florence  Schoneman,  who  spoke  on  "Old  Spanish 


Customs."  Mrs.  Schoneman,  who  is  one  of  the 
Dominguez  family,  was  dressed  in  the  afternoon 
costume  of  the  Spanish  senora  and  gave  a  most 
delightful  talk  on  the  home  life  of  the  women, 
and  the  hospitality  of  the  old  Spanish  families.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DRAMA  CHAIRMAN,  1924-1925 
By  Helen  Thurston,  Chairman 


If  opportunity  be  the  measure  of  responsibil- 
ity the  program  committee  of  1924-1925  will  go 
down  to  history  as  that  one  of  which  most  might 
be  expected.  With  a  membership  of  twenty- 
eight  hundred  upon  which  to  depend  for  sup- 
port, a  liberal  allowance  for  expenditure,  an 
urgent  desire  on  the  part  of  artists  and  speakers 
to  appear  before  us  during  this  our  first  year  in 
our  new  home,  and,  above  all,  with  the  finest 
play  house  in  the  city  at  our  disposal,  we  realize 
that  only  an  incurable  optimism  coupled  with  an 
abundant  self-confidence  enabled  us  to  fix  our 
eyes  on  the  glittering  opportunity  and  ignore  the 
tremendous  responsibility. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  your  Drama 
chairman  was  eminently  successful  in  enlisting 
the  co-operation  of  those  members  who,  giving 
generously  and  abundantly  of  their  time  and 
ability,  could  make  the  most  and  the  best  of  each 
department.  Delegating  her  duties  to  them 
remained  for  her  but  to  wear  as  gracefully  as 
might  be  the  laurels  won  by  others. 

The  first  need  was  met  by  an  advisory  com- 
mittee of  three,  Miss  Eleanor  Bissell,  Mrs. 
Charles  Barrington  and  Mrs.  H.  N.  Wells,  but 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  as  each  member  of  the 
general  committee  proved  herself  an  able  ad- 
viser, we  found  that  "in  the  multitude  of  coun- 
sellors there   is  safety." 

To  Miss  Alice  Alden  we  owe  the  drama 
page  in  the  Bulletin  (and  much  else)  and  when 
the  editorial  duties  weighed  too  heavily  Mrs. 
Arthur  James  and  Mrs.  Richard  Davis  came 
gladly  to  her  assistance. 

Mrs.  Martin  Carter  brought  to  the  Motion 
Picture  Committee  her  experience  in  that  de- 
partment, and  gathered  about  her  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Noble,  Miss  Eleanor  Booth,  Mrs.  John  Vru- 
wink,  Mrs.  Louis  Tolhurst,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Russell, 
and  later,  as  the  work  increased,  Mrs.  Eliot  Al- 
den, Mrs.  Richard  Davis  and  Mrs.  Leo  Smith. 
It  is  to  this  group,  rather  than  to  any  other 
agency,  that  the  community  owes  its  children's 
films  and  matinees,  and  it  is  their  faithful  work 
as  pre-viewers  that  has  given  us  our  dependable 
bulletins  of  "Best  Pictures." 

Mrs.  Otis  Castle  has  kept  us  in  touch  with  the 
stage  of  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity.  She  and  her 
co-workers,  Mrs.  Ernest  Bent,  Mrs.  Andrew

sey,  Mrs.  Robert  Leonard  and  Mrs.  James  Shel- 
ton  have  viewed  and  revievi^ed,  and  have  posted 
the  concensus  of  opinion  on  our  bulletin  board. 
They  planned  and  carried  out  a  special  matinee 
for  F.  M.  C.  members  at  the  opening  of  "La 
Golondrina,"  and  have  done  much  to  encour- 
age the  "Little  Theatre"  movement  among  us. 

The  latest  published  plays  have  been  the  spe- 
cial province  of  Mrs.  Van  Steen  Berg,  whose  re- 
ports have  been  given  in  the  monthly  bulletin 
as  well  as  at  our  Tuesday  meetings. 

Early  in  the  year  a  playwriting  contest  was 
inaugurated  with  a  committee  selected  and 
headed  by  Mrs.  Milbank  Johnson  to  decide  upon 
the  rules,  read  the  plaj's,  and  award  the  prizes. 
As  a  result  some  eighteen  plays  were  submitted, 
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of  which  two  were  subsequently  produced  by  the 
A.  D.  C.  and  first  and  second  prizes  and  three 
"Honorable  ^lentions"  were  awarded.  There 
remains -a  little  balance  in  the  treasury  which  it 
is  hoped  will  form  the  nucleus  of  next  year's 
fund,  and  the  comrnittee  is  confident  that  this 
year's  small  but  most  significant  success  will 
lead  to  far  greater  accomplishment  in  the  future. 
The  Amateur  Dramatic  Club  came  into  exist- 
ence with  Mrs.  Albert  Bagnall  as  chairman.  Mrs. 
Park  French,  director,  and  Mrs.  Andrew  Black- 
more,  vice-chairman  and  assistant  director. 
About  these  three  there  gathered  a  small  group 
who,  spending  liberally  their  strength  and  sub- 
stance, and  working  indefatigably  day  and  night, 
met  with  their  reward.  On  March  20  they  pro- 
duced three  plays  of  such  excellence  that  all  were 
repeated  on  various  occasions,  and  "Joint 
Owners  in  Spain"  has  first  place  in  the  Los  An- 
geles District  Eisteddfod  Association  contest. 
At  a  tea  given  in  February  for  all  the  club  com- 
mittees, Mrs.  French  and  Mrs.  Blackmore  pre- 
sented the  little  play  "Columbine,"  and  the  new 
curtain  for  the  Assembly  Hall  stage,  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  Bagnall,  was  used  for  the  first  time. 
Shortly  afterwards  Mrs.  J.  Wells  Smith  was  ap- 
pointed chairman  of  the  A.  D.  C.  Mrs.  Bag- 
nail's  resignation  on  account  of  prolonged  ab- 
sence being  accepted.  Encouraged  by  their  suc- 
cess, on  June  12,  the  A.  D.  C.  again  appeared 
before  the  club  with  three  one-act  plays,  written 
by  club  members  and  produced  for  the  first  time. 
This  daring  enterprise  justified  itself  and  the 
achievement  won  new  laurels  for  the  A.  D.  C. 
as  well  as  recognition  for  the  three  authors.  The 
membership  of  this  little  group  of  actors  con- 
sisted of  Mrs.  Blackmore,  Mrs.  Biorkman,  ^Irs. 
W.  K.  Chambers,  Mrs.  G.  M.  Chapman,  Mrs. 
R.  S.  Davis,  ]\Irs.  A.  W.  Elwood,  Miss  Louise 
Everett,  ^Irs.  H.  S.  Marshutz,  Mrs.  E.  W.  Rig- 
gle,  and  Mrs.  S.  L.  Wright. 

Our  first  program  for  the  year,  "The  Ten- 
der Passion, — Prehistoric,  Historic  and  Mod- 
ern," we  shall  recall  with  mingled  feelings,  for 
it  was  presented  by  our  beloved  Willamene 
Wilkes,  whose  tragic  death  is  a  loss,  no  less  to 
the  entire  dramatic  world,  than  to  her  own  im- 
mediate circle,  and  who  is  doubly  endeared  to  us 
for  the  sake  of  her  mother,  the  late  Eliza  Tupper 
Wilkes. 

The  Christmas  Festival  on  December  19  was 
preceded  by  "Los  Pastores,  a  Christmas  Mystery 
Play  of  the  California  of  Long  Ago,"  by  Susanna 
Ott  and  its  religious  atmosphere  owed  much  to 
the  music  provided  by  our  Music  chairman,  Airs. 
Stivers. 

In  January  we  were  responsible  for  three  of 
the  five  programs,  namely,  the  dress  rehearsal  of 
"The    Goose    Hangs    High."    the    generous    gift

our  own  Lillian  Burkhart  Goldsmith. 

The  A.  D.  C.  furnished  our  Alarch  program 
and  in  April  we  had  the  great  pleasure  of  wel- 
coming Alaurice  Brown  and  Ellen  Von  Valken- 
burg  to  our  stage  in  their  Ballad  Play,  "The 
Aiother  of  Gregory,"  sombre,  profoundly  moving, 
but  in   the   last   analysis   inspiring. 

June  12th,  witnessed  most  appropriateh  the 
final  appearance  of  the  A.  D.  C.  in  the  last  of 
the  eight  programs  provided  by  the  Drama  Com- 
mittee. 

With  all  the  force  of  tradition  behind  us  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  October  the  Drama  Com- 
mittee, so-called,  gathered  about  its  luncheon 
tables,  outlined  its  activities  for  the  coming 
year,  made  the  acquaintance  of  its  sub-committee, 
and  listened  to  a  brief  and  spirited  talk  by  Aliss 
Alden  on   "Is  the  Play  the  Thing?" 

Our  Tuesday  in  November  will  be  remem- 
bered  as  an   intensely   interesting  occasion   when 
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to  Mrs.  Van  Steen  Berg's  scholarly  interpretation 
of  "The  Verge"  by  Susan  Glaspell  we  added 
our  own.  Doubtless,  Paul  Jordan  Smith's  talk 
on  "Certain  Manifestations  of  the  Dramatic 
Spirit"  helped  us  to  the  clear  vision  and  ex- 
pression  which   made   the   day   memorable. 

In  December,  together  with  the  other  com- 
mittee we  decided  upon  "No  Luncheon!"  and 
found  that  Roger  Storrett's  reputation  was  suf- 
ficient to  fill  the  Assembly  Hall  at  2  in  the  after- 
noon. His  highly  technical  talk  on  "Stage 
Craft"  was  greatly  appreciated. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Tuesday 
mornings  were  established  and  Mrs.  Heywood, 
District  Federation  Drama  Chairman,  gave  an 
able  summary  of  the  "Plays  of  the  Period,"  the 
only  Drama  meeting  from  which  your  chairman 
was,  most  regretfully,  absent.  The  chair  was 
ably  filled  by  the  vice  chairman,  Mrs.  Bagnall. 

The  meeting  on  February  17  will  never  be 
forgotten  by  those  present,  since  it  was  the  last 
public  appearance  among  us  of  our  beloved  and 
honored  member,  May  Goldman.  With  char- 
acteristic generosity,  at  personal  inconvenience, 
she  gave  us  a  memorable  survey  of  her  recent 
theatrical  European  experiences.  While  the  loss 
to  the  club  at  large  is  great  and  irreparable  it  is 
in  the  Drama  Committee  that  it  must  chiefly  be 
felt.  She  was  ever  the  last  court  of  appeal,  her 
decision  was  final  and  it  was  her  approbation 
that  was  most  valued. 

In  March,  following  the  reading  of  two  little 
plays.  Dr.  Edwin  St.  John  Ward  of  Beirut, 
Syria,  made  an  extremely  interesting  and  most 
unusual  contribution,  which  gave  us  pause,  for 
he  spoke  from  his  abundant  experience  of  the 
powerful  influence  exercised  by  the  motion  pic- 
tures which  we  send  them  upon  the  people  of  the 
Near  East. 

April  brought  us  Mrs.  William  de  Mille, 
without  whom  no  Drama  year  is  complete,  pre- 
senting the  motion  picture  industry  in  a  manner 
at  once  novel  and  convincing. 

We  were  happy  in  May,  having  seen  his  work 
of  April,  to  listen  to  Maurice  Brown  as  he  laid 
before  a  sympathetic  audience  his  views,  and  we 
felt  that  theory  and  practice  upheld  and  eluci- 
dated one  another. 

At  the  last  meeting,  in  June,  the  report  of  the 
year's  work  was  read  by  the  chairman  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  committee,  and  Mrs.  Grace  Frey, 


District  Federation  chairman  of  Motion  Pictures, 
introduced  Mrs.  John  Vruwink,  chairman  of 
Children's  Films  and  Matinees  for  the  District 
Federation  and  member  of  our  own  motion  pic- 
ture committee,  who  gave  a  clear,  concise  and 
convincing  account  of  her  work.  She  was  fol- 
lowed by  Mr.  Joe  Jackson,  publicity  man,  and 
Mrs.  Hedda  Hopper,  who  spoke  gaily  and  enter- 
tainingly of  their  own  experiences  in  the  motion 
picture  industry. 

Early  in  the  New  Year,  certain  members  of  the 
Drama  Committee  realizing  that  there  was  a 
need  to  be  met  which  no  sub-committee  hitherto 
organized  could  fill,  instituted  a  series  of  lectures 
on  psychology.  This  committee,  with  Mrs.  Leo 
Smith  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Russell  as  joint  chairmen, 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Louis  Tolhurst,  carried  to  a  suc- 
cessful conclusion  the  note-worthy  undertaking  of 
providing  a  course  of  lectures,  free  to  all  club 
members,  defraying  the  expenses  by  the  sale  of 
tickets  to  non-members.  These  lectures  were 
given  in  the  club  house  on  Wednesday  mornings 
at  a  cost  of  $250,  beginning  on  February  4,  by 
the  following  well-known  authorities  on  the  sub- 
ject: Dr.  Miriam  Van  Waters,  Dr.  Aaron 
Rosanoff,  Dr.  Harold  Williams,  and  Dr.  Mary 
Neff.  Too  much  credit  can  hardly  be  given  the 
little  group  for  their  courage  and  perseverance 
on  the  face  of  difficulties,  but  the  result  justified 
their  efforts. 

The  record  of  the  year  is  incomplete  without 
the  names  of  the  Friday  luncheon  speakers, 
whom  we  secured,  many  at  short  notice,  and  with 
difficulty,  and  who  carried  further  the  .thought  of 
the  morning  program,  amplified  its  message,  and 
deepened  the  impression  it  had  made.  Among 
these  were  Gilmor  Brown,  Frayne  Williams, 
Hal  Roach,  Perley  Poore  Sheehan,  Mrs.  Herbert 
Adams  Gibbons,  and  Mrs.  Roger  Burnham. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  enumerate  the  meet- 
ings attended  by  representatives  of  your  Drama 
Committee.  The  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Drama  Department  of  the  District  Federation, 
for  instance,  has  never  been  without  a  delegate 
from  the  F.  M.  C.  and  in  all  of  these  contacts 
we  have  freely  given  and  abundantly  received. 

In  closing,  your  chairman  must  again  express 
her  gratitude  to  all  those,  who  serving  in  various 
capacities  on  the  Drama  Committee,  have  made 
the  year  a  success.  It  is  to  them,  each  and  all, 
that  the  thanks  of  their  chairman,  as  well  as  the 
elub  at  large,  are  due. 
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The  Ebell  of  Los  Angeles  is  most  fortunate 
in  securing  so  many  able  and  well  known  women 
as  curators  for  its  many  departments.  Two  of 
the  club's  past  presidents  are  among  the  number : 
Mrs.  W.  S.  Bartlett,  who  will  be  at  the  head  of 
the  Art  and  Travel  Department,  and  Mrs.  Sum- 
ner P.  Hunt,  who  continues  as  leader  of  the  very 
popular  Department  of  Psychology.  Mrs.  Zoe 
Ballard  Shively,  who  before  her  recent  marriage 
was  so  well  known  as  Zoe  Ballard  Fuller,  brings 
to  the  Better  American  Speech  Department  her 
wide  experience  as  a  professional  reader. 

The  Bible  Literature  Department  should  have 
a  distinctive  year  with  Mrs.  Lena  Leonard  Fisher 
as  curator  and  lecturer.  Mrs.  Fisher  is  a  bril- 
liant and  convincing  speaker  with  an  unusual 
background  of  theological  training  gained  as  the 
sister  of  Bishop  Adna  Leonard  and  as  the  wife  of 
Dr.  John  T.  Fisher,  head  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment of  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, where  she  herself  is  a  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty. She  also  has  spent  several  years  in  China 
as  a  missionary.  Mrs.  Jack  Vallely  will  remain 
as  curator  of  the  Books  and  Current  Literature 
Department,  where  she  gained  an  enviable  repu- 
tation as  a  student  and  lecturer  on  literature. 
Many  of  the  other  clubs  had  her  repeat  some  of 
these  lectures  and  she  conducted  several  private 
classes.  She  is  planning  an  intensely  interesting 
year.  Another  curator  who  will  continue  in 
office  is  Mrs.  A.  H.  Purdue  of  the  Drama  De- 
partment. Besides  the  excellent  programs  which 
were  given  under  her  direction  last  year  the 
Drama  Workshop  was  started  and  she  hopes  to 
make  it  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  coming 
year's  work. 

Mrs.  Charles  C.  McKelvey,  who  is  Parlia- 
mentarian for  the  district  and  Chairman  of  Reso- 
lutions for  the  State  Federation,  as  well  as  pres- 
ident of  the  Henry  M.  Roberts  Parliamentary 
Club,  will  again  lead  Ebell's  class  in  Parliamen- 
tary Law.  It  is  a  privilege  to  have  instruction 
in  this  necessary  subject  from  a  woman  of  such 
knowledge  and  ability.  The  curator  of  the 
Shakespeare  Department  will  be  Mrs.  Norman 
D.  Hall,  president  of  the  Los  Angeles  Shake- 
speare Club,  and  is  thereby  closely  associated  with 
that   student   of    Shakespeare,    Frederick   Ward. 


Mrs.  Milton  K.  Young,  curator  of  Browning, 
is  a  charter  member  of  the  Browning  Society  of 
Los  Angeles  and  has  spent  many  months  in  Italy 
and  England  studying  in  the  localities  where  the 
Brownings  wrote  their  immortal  poems. 

The  new  Department  of  Public  Affairs  will 
have  as  its  curator  Mrs.  John  Stearns  Thayer, 
who  is  well  known  as  the  past  district  chairman 
of  Programs  and  the  present  recording  secretary 
of  the  district.  She  has  always  been  an  active 
worker  in  Ebell,  having  been  on  the  executive 
committee  for  several  years. 

Mrs.  R.  E.  Filcher,  curator  of  French,  and 
Mrs.  Franklyn  Rauscher,  curator  of  Spanish,  are 
both  women  of  culture  who  have  had  special 
training  in  expression  and  have  been  interested 
in  the  study  of  languages.  Mrs.  Rauscher  has 
just  returned  from  a  year  abroad.  The  curator 
of  the  Music  Department,  Mrs.  Ernest  J.  Dill, 
is  a  pianist  and  composer  who  is  making  a  dis- 
tinct contribution  to  the  musical  life  of  Los 
Angeles.

Los  Angeles  Ebell 
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Testing  Your 
Gas  Meter 


By  S.  E.  BANGERTER,   Foreman 

\  FORCE  of  carefully  trained  ex- 
■^^  perts  is  constantly  busy  testing 
the  gas  meters  on  our  system  to  de- 
termine how  accurately  they  register. 
The  testing  apparatus,  called  a 
"prover,"  consists  principally  of  a  bell- 
shaped  air  vessel  or  holder,  similar 
to  a  toy  gas  holder,  which  has  a  care- 
fully measured  capacity. 

The  gas  meter  to  be  tested  must  first 
have  been  in  the  testing  room  at  least 
12  hours  immediately  preceding  the 
test  to  acquire  the  room  temperature. 
It  is  then  connected  to  the  prover  and 
enough  air  is  permitted  to  pass  out 
of  the  prover,  through  the  meter,  to 
cause  the  pointer  on  the  testing  dial 
of  the  meter  to  make  a  complete  revo- 
lution. A  scale  on  the  prover  shows 
how  much  air  has  passed  through  the 
meter  and  also  indicates  whether  the 
meter  being  tested  is  accurate  or  in 
need  of  adjustment.  Our  provers 
have  been  calibrated  by  the  California 
State  Railroad  Commission. 

Every  gas  meter  disconnected  from 
our  mains  for  any  cause  whatever  is 
tested  before  again  being  put  into 
service.

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KEEPING  IN  STEP

Keeping  in  step  with  your  chosen  work, 
whether  you  are  president,  chairman  or  layman, 
is  progress  and  only  in  progress  is  there  growth 
in  work  or  individual.  Word  has  come  to  me 
from  T.  Gilbert  Pearson,  president  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Audubon  Societies  who  is 
also  president  of  the  International  Committee  for 
the  Protection  of  Birds,  organized  in  London, 
England,  June  20,  1922,  that  he  has  just  re- 
turned from  Esch,  Luxembourg  where  the  con- 
ference on  wild-bird  protection  was  held  in  April. 
He  saj's  there  is  a  great  field  for  education  in  the 
economic  value  of  bird-life  throughout  the  coun- 
tries of  Europe  and  that  the  International  Com- 
mittee has  aroused  the  interest  of  conservation- 
ists throughout  the  world  in  this  important  work. 

To  quote  from  his  letter — "I  am  acknowl- 
edging letters  from  Norway  and  Sweden  where 
three  large  organizations  have  recently  joined 
the  national  sections  of  the  International  Com- 
mittee which  I  had  formed  in  these  countries. 
In  Denmark  they  are  struggling  hard  to  stop 
the  abominable  practice  of  netting  hundreds  of 
Eider  and  other  ducks  which  often  rot  at  the 
wharfs  in  Copenhagen  because  the  market  is 
glutted — I  am  in  touch  with  our  bird  friends  in 
Argentine  who  are  greatly  exercised  because  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  Tinimous  are  being  shipped 
to  markets  in  the  United  States  and  these  mag- 
nificent game  birds  are  threatened  with  extinc- 
tion— Another  matter  I  am  trying  to  run  down 
is  the  origin  of.  the  cigar  and  cigarette  holders 
made  from  the  bones  of  the  Albatross  wings. 
Also  an  expedition  fitted  out  to  go  to  the  Islands 
of  the  South  Pacific  to-  hunt  Penguins  for  their 
oil.  All  over  the  world  the  slaughter  goes  on 
and  only  in  spots  has  it  been  checked ;  but  thank 
the  Lord,  the  bill  pending  in  English  Parliament 
to  stop  the  blinding  of  songbirds  as  decoys,  has 
passed  and  is  today  a  law." 

From  William  L.  Finley,  naturalist  and  west- 
ern representative  of  the  National  Association  of 


Audubon  Societies,  "Another  set  of  educational 
leaflets  has  been  arranged  for  the  Pacific  Coast. 
You  certainly  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  in 
your  educational  work.  It  helps  to  sow  the  seed, 
and  California  is  advancing  very  rapidly  in  Jun- 
ior Audubon  work." 

What  an  opportunity  for  work  there  is  in  the 
conservation  world!  What  a  field  for  research 
for  the  ardent  student  among  the  trees,  flowers, 
birds  and  insects.  Vacation  to  the  Nature  stu- 
dent means  study  for  Nature,  ever  resourceful, 
reveals  its  secrets  only  to  those  who  delve. 

Among  the  Audubonites,  Miss  Helen  Pratt  is 
acting  as  Nature  Guide  at  Pine  Flat,  in  the 
High  Sierras.  Mrs.  A.  J.  Mix,  newly  appointed 
chairman  of  Birds,  Flowers  and  Game,  Los  An- 
geles District,  C.F.W.C.,  has  just  returned  from 
an  intensive  study  of  the  wild  flowers  and  native 
birds  in  the  San  Diego  mountains.  Miss  Ruth 
Spender,  Librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  Audubon 
Society,  while  in  Alaska,  will  check  up  on  our  na- 
tional emblem — the  Bald  Eagle  upon  whose  re- 
gal head  a  bounty  is  levied  in  Alaska.  Why? 
Because  he  would  feed  his  young  upon  the  slug- 
gish salmon  after  it  has  spawned.  Efforts  are 
being  made  to-  restore  to  him  the  liberty  and 
freedom  which  he  symbolizes.  Several  "de- 
votees" are  engrossed  in  banding  the  birds  in 
Big  Bear  valley,  under  the  Western  Bird  Band- 
ing Association,  working  for  the  Biological  Sur- 
vey, Washington,  D.  C. 

Mrs.  Robert  Fargo  who  still  lingers  in  the 
Middle  West,  writes  of  the  thrill  of  securing  a 
discarded  nest  of  a  Baltimore  Oriole  whose  fam- 
ily life  had  been  checked  off  daily  while  the 
young  were  fed  and  taught  to  fly. 

A  few  "stay-at-homes"  are  seeking  secluded 
corners  in  parks  or  their  own  back  yards  for 
illustrations  of  practical  application  of  spiders 
and  beetles  versus  certain  species  of  birds. 

All  are  "keeping  in  step"  along  the  fascinating 
"trails  and  open  spaces"  of  this  important  work 
of  conservation.

The  Wednesday  Morning  Club,  while  work- 
ing quietly  and  modestly,  provides  for  its  mem- 
bership sections  and  department  work  compar- 
able to  the  larger  clubs,  which  have  higher  en- 
trance fees  and  yearly  dues.  Study  Sections  in 
Shakespeare,  English,  drama,  music,  art,  parlia- 
mentary law,  current  events  and  public  welfare 
are  furnished  free  to  members,  with  no  extra  in- 
struction charge,  all  classes  being  under  the  lead- 
ership of  expert  instructors.  No  other  club  in 
the  State  Federation  offers  the  study  opportuni- 
ties that  can  be  obtained,  for  no  other  charge 
than  the  yearly  dues. 

The  club  was  organized  in  1898  from  a  small 
group  of  women,  who  had  been  meeting  at  the 
homes  for  the  study  of  Shakespeare.  In  1900  the 
club  was  federated,  and  was  one  of  the  four  clubs 
in  Los  Angeles  at   that  time   to   help   bring  the 


biennial  to  this  city  in  1902.  The  Friday  Morn- 
ing Club,  meeting  in  their  own  building  on  Fig- 
ueroa  Street ;  Ebell  Club,  meeting  in  the  dwell- 
ing on  the  back  of  the  lot  where  Barker  Brothers 
now  stands ;  Ruskin  Art  Club,  meeting  in  a  room 
in  the  vicinity  of  where  the  City  Hall  now 
stands,  and  the  Wednesday  Morning  Club,  at 
that  time  meeting  in  the  Congregational  Church 
parlors,  in  what  is  now  the  Lincoln  Heights  sec- 
tion of  the  city. 

After  meeting  around  in  different  halls  for 
nearly  ten  years,  which  was  very  unsatisfactory 
in  many  ways,  much  talk  was  heard  about  build- 
ing their  own  clubhouse.  With  this  object  in 
view  the  Shakespeare  Section  planned  a  two-day 
carnival  and  bazaar,  which  'was  held  in  the  old 
Slusher  Hall.  Their  slogan  was  to  "Raise  $500," 
as  a  beginning  of  their  clubhouse  fund.  At  this 
time  Miss  JXIartha  Thompson,  who  owned  the

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lot  where  the  clubhouse  now  stands,  offered  to 
donate  the  lot  to  the  club,  provided  it  would 
manage  to  build  a  clubhouse  costing  not  less  than 
$5000. 

This  the  members  determined  to  do,  and  by 
giving  dinners,  bazaars,  asking  every  member  to 
donate  $10,  and  by  every  conceivable  way  of 
earning  a  dollar  for  their  own  clubhouse,  the 
building  was  made  possible.  (Another  way  they 
raised  money  was  by  taking  people  out  automo- 
bile riding  and  charging  them  for  the  ride.) 

The  new  Wednesday  Morning  Clubhouse  was 
opened  in  January,  1911,  costing  a  little  over 
S5000.  For  the  following  ten  years  many  im- 
provements were  added  to  the  building;  addition 
to  stage,  dressing  rooms,  class  rooms  and  other 
features ;  in  fact,  as  soon  as  one  note  was  nearly 
paid  off,  another  mortgage  was  taken,  until  finally 
in  1924  the  final  mortgage  was  burned  and  the 
club  stood  free  from  debt.  By  this  time  the 
membership  and  requirements  of  the  club  had 
outgrown  the  clubhouse  to  such  an  extent  that  a 
mortgage  of  $10,000  was  placed  on  the  building 
for  enlargements  and  further  improvements, 
which  were  made  in  the  summer  of  1924. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Piatt  Decker,  when  president  of 
the  General  Federation  many  years  ago,  referred 
to  the  Ebell  Club  as  being  the  "middle-agej 
woman's  uni\ersity."  With  this  idea  in  mind 
the  W^ednesday  Morning  Club  has  grown  into 
one  of  the  foremost  study  clubs  in  this  district. 

The  building  achievements  of  the  club  are  not 
the  only  things  accomplished,  as  the  influence  of 
the  club  has  been  widespread.  Women  joining 
from  all  part  of  the  city,  following  the  line  of 
study  that  best  suited  their  interests,  thereby  fit- 
ting themselves  to  go  out  and  take  places  of 
prominence  and  responsibility,  not  only  in  club 
work,  but  in  other  lines  of  work.

The  Philanthropy  and  Civics  Club  was  the 
scene  of  the  largest  assemblage  of  women  gath- 
ered within  the  confines  of  the  club  in  recent 
months,  Thursday  afternoon,  July  9,  at  which 
time  a  special  luncheon  was  held  to  welcome  Lil- 
lian Burkhart  Goldsmith  upon  her  return  from 
an  extensive  eastern  tour,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  installing  the  newly-elected  officers  for  the 
coming  year. 

Exquisite  flowers  adorned  the  auditorium  of 
the  club,  as  tribute  to  Mrs.  Goldsmith,  in  honor 
of  her  seventh  consecutive  year  of  service  as  presi- 
dent of  the  organization.  Preceding  the  instal- 
lation, Mrs.  Goldsmith  spoke  eloquently  regard- 
ing the  many  conferences  she  attended  in  seven 
of  the  large  cities  throughout  the  country,  and 
she  especially  stressed  the  fact  that  every  con- 
vention was  note\\'orthy  because  of  the  rapidly 
dawning  realization  that  religion  is  a  social  obli- 
gation, and  that  since  the  war,  people  are  pass- 
ing from  a  dead,  and  inert  mechanical  world,  into 
one  that  is  God-illumined.

Charging  the  new  officers  with  their  obliga- 
tions, Mrs.  Goldsmith  said  that  no  special  bril- 
liance was  required  to  realize  that  life  is  calling 
to    every   woman    from   innumerable    directions, 
and  because  of  life's  very  dullness,  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  illumine  it.     Mrs.  Goldsmith 
concluded  her  installation  address  with  the  fol- 
lowing poem  that  was  written  by  Mrs.  Anthony 
Wayne   for   the    24th   Continental   Congress   of- 
the  Daughters  of  the  Revolution.

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HISTORY  OF  AMERICAN  FLAG 

(Continued) 


"We  take  the  star  from  heaven,  red  from  our 
mother  country,  separating  it  by  white  stripes,  thus 
showing  that  we  have  separated  from  her,  and  the 
white  stripes  shall  go  down  to  posterity  representing 
liberty.'' 

On  the  same  day  of  the  passing  of  the  resolution 
concerning  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  another  was  passed 
reading  as  follows: 

"Resolved.  That  Captain  John  Paul  Jones  be  ap- 
pointed to  command  the  ship  Ranger."  And  Captain 
Jones  declared  "The  flag  and  I  are  twins,  born  at  the 
same  hour."  He  took  command  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H., 
when  the  Ranger  was  launched,  but  she  had  no  flag, 
so  a  group  of  Portsmouth  girls  held  a  "quilting  party" 
and  made  a  flag  from  the  breadths  of  their  best  silken 
gowns. 

On  her  first  voyage  the  Ranger  met  the  Drake  in 
combat  and  for  the  first  time  a  British  man-of-war 
struck  her  colors  to  the  new  flag.  This  same  little 
silk  flag  was  the  first  to  receive  a  genuine  foreign 
salute.  Early  in  1778  the  Ranger  spoke  the  French 
fleet,  off  Brest  Roads.  Captain  Jones  was  willing  to 
take  chances  in  a  sea  fight,  but  not  in  the  matter  of  a 
salute,  so  he  sent  a  polite  note  to  the  French  com- 
mander stating  that  the  flag  worn  by  the  Ranger  was 
the  new  American  standard  which  had  never  yet  re- 
ceived a  salute  from  any  foreign  power  and  asking  if 
it  would  be  returned  gun  for  gun  if  the  Ranger  of- 
fered a  salute.  The  reply  was  that  the  same  salute 
would  be  given  as  to  an  admiral  of  Holland,  or  any 
other  republic — that  is,  four  guns  less  than  the  salute 
given.  Captain  Jones  anchored  at  the  entrance  of 
the  bay  and  sought  further  information.  Upon  find- 
ing the  admiral's  reply  was  correct  according  to  cus- 
tom, he,  on  the  following  day.  sailed  through  the 
French  fleet,  firing  a  salute  of  thirteen  guns  and  re- 
ceiving a  salute  of  nine  guns,  which  was  an  acknowl- 
edgment of  American  independence,  and  the  first 
salute,  by  a  foreign  naval  power,  ever  paid  to  the 
Stars  and   Stripes. 

In  1791  Vermont  was  admitted  to  the  Union  and  in 
1792  Kentucky  came  in,  making  fifteen  states  with 
only  thirteen  stars  and  stripes  in  the  flag,  so  in  1794 
the  Senate  passed  a  bill  increasing  to  fifteen  the  num- 
ber of  both  stars  and  stripes.  This  bill  was  sent  to 
the  House  and  after  much  discussion,  was  passed  and 
went  into  effect  May  1,  1795.  This  flag  of  fifteen 
stars  and  stripes  was  the  one  worn  by  the  frigate 
Constitution,  "Old  Ironsides,"  and  was  the  flag  under 
which  we  went  forth  to  three  wars  each  fought  to 
uphold  the  rights  of  American  citizens.  The  first 
with    France,   the   second    with   Tripoli    and    the   third 


ivith  Great  Britain.  And  it  was  also  this  flag  that 
inspired  the  writing,  by  Francis  Scott  Key,  of  "The 
this  poem  the  only  monument  ever  erected  in  honor 
of  George  Washington  was  erected  in  Baltimore,  and 
a  few  days  before  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of 
this  monument,  a  little  company  sailed  from  Alexan- 
dria, Virginia,  to  Pope's  Creek,  Westmoreland  County, 
where  Washington  was  born.  With  them  they  carried 
a  simple  freestone  slab  on  which  was  chiseled  his 
name  and  the  date  of  his  birth.  Wrapped  in  the 
banner  of  fifteen  stars,  it  was  borne  reverently  to  its 
resting  place  by  the  hands  of  the  descendants  of  four 
Revolutionary  patriots. 

The  flag  of  fifteen  stars  and  stripes,  at  the  time  of 
its  adoption  in  1795,  represented  each  state  in  the 
Union,  but  in  less  than  one  year  it  was  out  of  date, 
Tennessee,  Ohio,  Louisiana,  and  Indiana  having  been 
admitted. 

The  people  began  to  realize  that  in  giving  up  the 
thirteen  stripes  they  had  dropped  a  valuable  historical 
association  and  had  lost  their  old  significant  "Thir- 
teen." 

The  matter  was  brought  before  Congress  and  re- 
mained there  for  nearly  sixteen  months,  when  Peter 
H.  Wendover  of  New  York  called  the  attention  of 
the  House  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  itself  was 
paying  no  respect  to  its  own  laws  in  regard  to  the 
flag — that  the  law  demanded  fifteen  stripes,  but  that 
Congress  was  at  that  moment  displaying  a  banner  of 
thirteen  stripes — that  the  navy  yard  and  marine  bar- 
racks were  flying  eighteen  striped  flags,  and  that  dur- 
ing the  first  session  of  the  preceding  Congress  the  flag 
floating  over  their  deliberation  had  had  only  nine 
stripes.  At  this  the  law-makers  aroused  themselves 
and  the  following  bill  was  passed,  and  signed  by 
President   Monroe,   April   4,    181S: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  that  from  and  after 
the  fourth  day  of  July  next,  the  flag  of  the  United 
States    be    thirteen    horizontal    stripes,    alternated    red 
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and   white;    that   the   union   have   twenty   stars,   white 
in  a  blue   field. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  on  admission 
of  every  new  State  into  the  Union,  one  star  be  added 
to  the  union  of  the  flag;  and  that  such  addition  shall 
take  effect  on  the  fourth  of  July  next  succeeding  such 
admission. 

And  so  we  have  our  glorious  "Star-Spangled  Ban- 
ner." Captain  S.  C.  Reid  designed  it,  and  a  specimen 
flag  was  made  by  his  wife  and  was  hoisted  on  the 
flagstaff  of  the  House  of  Representatives  a  few  days 
after  the  law  legalizing  it  was  passed.  Forty-one 
years  later,  in  1859,  Congress  formally  thanked  Cap- 
tain Reid. 

The  pet  name,  "Old  Glory,"  is  said  to  have  been 
given  to  the  flag  by  Captain  William  Driver,  a 
Massachusetts  shipmaster  who  later  moved  to  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee.  More  than  thirty  years  before  the 
Civil  War,  just  as  he  was  starting  on  a  voyage,  some 
friends  presented  him  with  a  beautiful  American  flag. 
As  the  breeze  caught  it  and  spread  out  its  folds.  Cap- 
tain Driver  exclaimed  "Old  Glory!"  and  "Old  Glory" 
it  has  always  remained.  In  Tennessee,  this  flag  which 
he  had  taken  with  him  when  he  moved  there,  was 
hung  out  on  every  day  of  public  rejoicing  and  when 
the  Civil  War  broke  out  and  he  remained  loyal  to  the 
Union   even  against  his   own   family,   his   Confederate 


neighbors  searched  his  house  hoping  to  get  possession 
of  that  flag.  They  searched  in  vain,  however,  for 
Captain  Driver,  with  cunning  sailor's  stitches  had 
carefully  quilted  his  beloved  banner  into  his  com- 
forter, and  there  it  remained  until  the  Union  troops 
entered  the  city,  when  the  Captain  brought  it  from 
its  hiding  place  and  asked  permissioii  to  run  it  up 
over  the  State  Capitol.  This  was  granted  and  with 
an  escort  he  marched  to  the  building  and  ran  up  the 
flag.  As  he  gazed  at  it  fluttering  in  the  breeze  his 
eyes  filled  with  tears  and  he  said,  "I  have  always  said 
that  if  I  could  see  it  float  over  that  capitol  I  should 
have  lived  long  enough — now  Old  Glory  is  up  there, 
gentlemen,   and   I   am  ready  to   die." 

For  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  saw  the  Union  flag 
float  over  the  capitol  of  his  chosen  state,  but  the  day 
following  the  one  on  which  his  own  particular  "Old 
Glory"  was  run  up  it  was  reverently  taken  down  and 
replaced  by  a  new  and  strong  one,  and  at  the  Cap- 
tain's death  in  1886  his  dear  "Old  Glory"  was  sent 
to  the  Essex  Institute   at  his  birthplace. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  flags  of  the  recent  war 
with  Spain  was  borne  by  the  First  Regiment  of  the 
United  States  Volunteer  Cavalry.  A  squadron  of 
men  for  this  regiment  left  Phoenix,  Arizona,  on  their 
way  to  the  field  of  war.  It  was  noticed  they  had  no 
flag  so  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  the  G.  A.  R.  took 
it  in  hand.     They  bought  silk  and  sewed  all  day  and 
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all  night,  making  a  flag  and  decorating  the  staflE  with 
a  knot  of  red,  white  and  blue  satin  ribbon.  This 
flag  was  carried  to  camp  and  with  dignity  and  cour- 
tesy, presented  to  the  two  hundred  men  who  were  to 
form  a  part  of  the  First  Regiment  of  the  United 
States  Volunteer  Cavalry,  better  known  as  the  "Rough 
Riders."  The  regular  bunting  flags  were  scarce, 
therefore  this  little  silken  flag  held  the  most  promi- 
nent place  in  all  parades  and  was  even  set  up  before 
the  tent  of  Colonel  Leonard  Wood.  In  the  attack 
on  Santiago,  the  party  that  first  landed  at  Daiquiri, 
carried  this  flag  with  them.  An  officer  from  Arizona, 
on  a  transport  in  the  harbor,  observed  the  troops 
climb  the  hill,  saw  the  raising  of  the  flag  and  dis- 
covered with  a  glass  what  it  was.  The  story  is  as 
follows: 

"He  threw  his  hat  to  the  deck.  Jumped  to  the  top 
of  the  bulwark,  and  yelled,  "Howl,  you  Arizona  men, 
— it's  our  flag  up  there!"  And  the  men  howled  as 
only  Arizona  cowboys  could.  Someone  on  the  hurri- 
cane deck  grabbed  the  whistle  cord  and  tied  it  down, 
the  band  of  the  Second  Infantry  whisked  up  instru- 
ments and  played  "A  Hot  Time"  on  the  inspiration 
of  the  moment,  and  every  man  who  had  a  revolver 
emptied  it  over  the  side.  Almost  in  an  instant  every 
whistle  of  the  fifty  transports  and  supply  vessels  in 
the  harbor  took  up  the  note  of  rejoicing.  Twenty 
thousand  men  were  cheering.  A  dozen  bands  in- 
creased the  din.  Then  guns  of  the  warships  on  the 
flanks  joined  in  a  mighty  salute  to  the  flag  of  the 
nation.  And  the  flag  was  the  flag  of  the  Arizona 
Squadron." 

This  same  flag  led  the  regiment  in  the  fight  of 
Las  Guasimas,  where  only  nine  hundred  unmounted 
cavalry  drove  back  three  thousand  intrenched  Span- 
iards. It  was  at  the  front  all  through  the  heat  of 
the  battles  of  Kettle  Hill  and  San  Juan  Hill.  It 
waved  over  the  trenches  before  Santiago,  and  was 
later  borne  through  the  captured  city  to  the  transport. 

On  Flag  Day,  1914,  Franklin  K.  Lane,  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  delivered  an  address  to  the  employees 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  which  I  consider 
a  classic.     A  portion  of  it  is   as  follows: 

This  morning  as  I  passed  into  the  Land  Oflice,  the 
Flag  dropped  me  a  most  cordial  salutation,  and  from 
its  rippling  folds  I  heard  it  say:  "Good  morning,  Mr. 
Flag  Maker." 

"I  beg  your  pardon.  Old  Glory,"  I  said,  "aren't 
you  mistaken?  I  am  not  the  President  of  the  United 
States  nor  a  member  of  Congress,  nor  even  a  general

pushed  the  opening  of  that  new  ditch  in  Colorado,  or 
made  that  mine  in  Illinois  more  safe,  or  brought 
relief  to  the  old  soldier  in  Wyoming.

her  boy   an   education.      She,   too,   is   making  the   flag. 

"Yesterday  we  made  a  new  law  to  prevent  financial 
panics,  and  j'esterday,  maybe,  a  school  teacher  in 
Ohio  taught  his  first  letters  to  a  boy  who  will  one 
day  write  a  song  that  will  give  cheer  to  the  millions 
of  our  race.     We   are   all  making  the  flag." 

"But,"  I  said  impatiently,  "these  people  were  only 
working." 

Then  came   a   great  shout  from  the   Flag: 

"The  work  that  we  do  is  the  making  of  the  flag.

The  Ebell  of  Los  Angeles  is  to  have  a  beauti- 
ful new  clubhouse  in  he  near  future  on  one  of 
the  most  desirable  club  sites  in  the  city.  After 
watching  the  steady  westward  growth  of  th<=  city 
and  realizing  the  importance  of  having  a  club 
of  this  character  in  fitting  sorroundings,  the 
officers  of  the  club,  Mrs.  William  Read,  presi- 
dent, have  purshased  the  lot  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  Wilshire  Boulevard  and  Burke  Place. 
The  property  has  a  163  foot  frontage  on 
Wilshire  and  runs  486  feet  to  Eighth  Street, 
which  gives  plenty  of  room  for  a  handsome  build- 
ing in  a  setting  of  spacious  lawns  and  gardens. 

Having  outgrown  its  present  building  the  club 
has  been  looking  for  the  past  two  or  three  years 
for  an  appropiate  location  on  which  to  build  its 
new  home.  A  lot  at  the  corner  of  Wilshire 
Boulevard  and  Shatto  Place  was  purchased  a 
little  over  two  years  ago  but  the  re-zoning  of 
Wilshire  brought  such  congestion  at  that  part  of 
the  boulevard  and  such  a  tempting  advance  in 
the  price  of  the  lot  that  it  was  decided  to  wait 
and  build  further  west.

The  Friday  Morning  Club  has  at  present  re- 
presentatives enjoying  the  delights  of  European 
travel.  Among  those  w^hose  letters  and  cards 
bring  charming  glimpses  of  foreign  vistas  to 
their  home-keeping  friends  may  be  mentioned 
Mrs.  David  Spangler,  Miss  Katharine  Spangler, 
Miss  Helen  Ferguson,  Mrs.  Martin  Carter, 
/Miss  Theresa  Levy,  Mrs.  P.  W.  Garn,  Mrs. 
Adella  K.  E.  Cook,  Mrs.  Margaret  McCord, 
Mrs.  Lyda  M.  Skinner,  Miss  Helen  Louise 
Kimball  and  Miss  Caroline  M.  Darnall.  The 
last  two,  both  members  of  our  last  years  Board 
of  Directors,  who  resigned  to  spend  a  year  in 
travel,  though  not  in  the  same  party,  have  met 
frequently  and  their  notes  on  their  wanderings 
have  proved  absorbingly  interesting. 

In  a  recent  letter  to  a  Friday  Morning  Club 
friend  Miss  Darnall  writes:  "We  cross  Miss 
Kimball's  path  occasionally  and  then  perhaps  we 
travel  together  for  awhile  which  makes  it  very 
nice.  We  certainly  are  living  a  strenuous  life 
these  days.  On  board  the  Rotterdam  everything 
was  marked  "N.  A.  S.  M."  which,  I  think,  are 
the  initials  of  the  Dutch  name  of  the  Holland 
American  line  but  for  the  benefit  of  their 
American  passengers  they  say  it  means,  "Never 
A  Sad  Moment." 

We  sightsee  furiously  and  I  have  to  confess 
that  when  I  go  all  day  long  I  just  cannot  write 
letters  at  night.  We  were  six  weeks  in  Italy, 
reaching  the  Riviera  about  the  middle  of  May 
when  the  wild  flower  season  was  at  its  height. 
We  stayed  in  Nice  ten  days  and  did  the  principal 
things,  including  three  visits  to  Monte  Carlo 
although  I  did  not  have  the  courage  to  try  to 
break  the  bank!  Near  Nice,  Kathleen  Norris 
has  bought  a  hilltop  town,  vrhich  consists  of  old 
houses,  enough  perhaps  for  a  hundred  people,  an 
old  church  and  a  palace  with  a  lovely  garden 
and  a  magnificent  view.  We  motored  up  to  Aix- 
les-Bains,  two  days,  and  the  trip  was  through 
mountains  and  a  valley  which  skirts  the  French 
Alps  and  it  was  just  like  driving  through  an 
estate,  kept  like  a  park  with  wild  flowers  and 
streams  and  lovely  trees.  The  approaches  to 
some  towns  have  a  row  of  \vell-kept  trees  on 
each  side  of  the  road  for  several  miles.  The 
way  all  these  countries  over  here  care  for  their 
trees  makes  me  realize  that  we  Americans, 
especially  Californians,  are  barbarians  in  that 
respect.  When  I  see  some  of  the  towns  and 
cities  whose  beauty  is  due  so  much  to  their 
trees  and  I  think  of  the  natural  advantages  of 


Southern  California  and  how  so  much  of  her 
beauty  is  being  destroyed  it  makes  me  sad.  From 
Aix  we  motored  to  Chamounix  and  there  sat  at 
the  foot  of  Mont  Blanc  for  nearly  a  week;  we 
took  the  mountain  train  trip  as  far  as  it  was 
open  and  the  wild  flowers  were  growing  close 
to  the  glaciers.  Then  we  went  to  Geneva  and 
Montreux  and  took  a  trip  to  St.  Bernard  and 
climbed  for  two  miles  up  a  good  grade  over  ice 
and  snow.  What  work  w^e  do  perform  in  the 
name  of  pleasure!  We  saw  the  monastery,  the 
dogs  and  some  of  the  brothers  and  on  the  way 
back  we  took  the  round  of  the  Italian  lakes. 
Miss  Kimball  came  up  and  did  this  with  us  and 
from  there  we  went  to  the  Matterhorn  and 
stayed  all  night  at  the  "Garner  Grat"  and  I 
think  that  is  the  most  wonderful  07ie  ihing  I 
have  ever  seen  in  mountain  scenery.  Miss 
Kimball  left  us  there  and  went  to  Interlaken. 
We  took  the  trip  up  the  Jungfrau,  interesting 
but  different  from  Matterhorn.  At  Lucerne 
Miss  Kimball  caught  up  with  us  again  and 
we  came  back  to  Strasbourg,  a  most  interesting 
mediaeval  town.  We  traveled  around  it  and 
enjoyed  the  cathedral,  old  streets,  houses  and 
bridges.  Then  on  to  Heidelberg  where  the  old 
castle  and  the  university  buildings  interested  us. 
We  visited  the  house  where  the  students  still  hold 
their  duels  every  few  days  and  saw  the  prison 
in  which  every  student  endeavor  to  get  lodged 
at  least  once,  otherwise  his  school  day  experience 
would  lack  the  proper  flavor. 

From  Strasburg  Miss  Kimball  and  I  went  to 
Brussels.  This  is  not  so  beautiful  as  Southern 
France.  Brussels  is  just  a  lovely  modern  city 
with  the  exception  of  the  mediaeval  buildings 
surrounding  the  square  and  the  ancient  town 
hall  of  that  period.  In  one  of  the  houses  Victor 
Hugo  wrote  his  "Les  Miserables."  At  Amster- 
dam we  visited  the  "Island  of  Marken 
Volendam,  saw  Rembrandt's  ''Night  Watch"  and 
''Anatomy "  and  marked  Amsterdam  off  our  list. 
We  took  the  regulation  trip  around  the  Hague, 
saw  the  Peace  Palace,  the  seashore  and  the 
queen's  "Little  House  in  the  Woods"  where  she 
lived  during  the  war  and  where  the  treaty 
between  Russia  and  Japan  was  signed.  Yester- 
day we  went  by  street  car  to  Delft,  visited  the 
old  churches,  paid  our  respects  to  the  tomb  of 
William  I  of  Orange,  Father  of  Dutch  Inde- 
pendance  and  then  took  a  little  steamer  through 
the  canal  of  Rotterdam,  about  two  hours  trip, 
and  we  saw  much  of  the  canal  life,  as  nearly  all 
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the  freight  traffic  is  done  on  the  canals.  Nearly 
everybody  rides  a  bicycle ;  there  are  thousands 
of  them.  Miss  Kimball  leaves  tomorrow  for 
Bruges  and  my  friend  and  I  go  to  Brussels 
again.  Before  I  get  home  I  hope  to  have  my 
travels  all  properly  sorted  out  and  put  where 
they  belong. 

Extract  from  a  letter  from  Helen  Louise  Ki/nball 

uritten  to   her  sister  Airs.  Katherine  Kimball 

Forest  from  Cairo,  Egypt. 

Friday  afternoon  we  got  up  a  party  and  went 
down  to  the  old  part  of  the  city  and  saw  the 
whirling  dervishes.  It  was  most  interesting. 
The  ceremony  which  is  deeply  religious  and  very 
solemn  took  place  in  a  kind  of  mosque.  There 
was  a  circular  space  in  the  middle  of  the  floor 
with  a  railing  around  it  and  a  circular  balcony 
above.  After  a  while  about  a  dozen  men  dressed 
in  tight  white  jackets  and  long  immensely  white 
skirts  with  heavy  hems — each  man  had  on  a 
queer  high  hat  and  long  black  cape — sat  down 
cross  legged  around  the  edge  of  the  circle.  Pretty 
soon  the  grand  mogul  appeared,  dressed  the  same 
but  with  a  different  hat.  He  squatted  by  him- 
self on  a  rug.  Then  the  orchestra  filed  into  the 
balcony  and  another  priest  came  in  and  stood  by 
the  orchestra.  Priest  No.  1  began  to  chant  from 
the  Koran  and  No.  2  answered  from  the  balcony 
with  an  occasional  tap  of  the  drum.  This  went 
on  until  we  began  to  think  they  were  going  to 
read  the  whole  thing.  Then,  the  orchestra 
started  up  a  queer  chanting  march,  reedy  pipes 
and  drums  marking  the  time.  The  men  got  up, 
took  off  their  hats  and  capes  and  started  by  the 
first  priest  in  a  ceremonial  march  with  much 
bowing  to  him  and  each  other.  After  making  the 
circuit  three  times  each  man  as  he  passed  the 
priest  started  to  whirl.  Their  full  skirts 
gradually  began  to  whirl,  until  they  almost  stood 
out  straight,  as  the  music  increased  its  tempo. 
It  was  certainly  weird.  They  looked  as  though 
they  were  on  pivots  and  revolving  mechanically, 
their  bare  feet  making  no  noise.  After  continu- 
ing this  dizzy  round  until  we  expected  them  to 
fall  in  heaps  on  the  floor,  they  suddenly  started 
the  processional  again.  Not  one  of  them  even 
staggered  and  the  whole  thing  was  repeated. 
They  do  this  for  hours,  until  the}'  or  their 
audience  are  exhausted. 

I  must  tell  you  about  our  wonderful  trip  to 
the  pyramids,  that  Caroline  and  I  took  Saturday 
night  by  moonlight.  We  started  from  the  hotel 
about  8  :30  in  a  closed  car  with  a  dragoman.  We 
drove  to  the  base  of  the  largest  pyramid  where 
we  got  out  and  walked  slowly  along,  sitting 
down  on  some  convenient  boulder  to  look  at 
the  huge  pile  of  massive  blocks  of  sandstone.  It 
looked  far  higher  in  the  moonlight  than  by  day 


and  was  almost  overpowering  in  its  grandeur. 
We  walked  slowly  along  toward  the  Sphinx, 
Mademoiselle  mounted  on  a  camel  leading  the 
\v2iy.  There  were  very  few  about  and  everyone 
seemed  to  feel  the  spirit  of  the  past  as  we  gazed 
on  those  vast  monuments  which  have  stood  there 
nearly  six  thousand  years.  We  sat  down  on  a 
high  sand  dune  near  the  Sphinx,  at  a  little 
distance  a  group  of  dragomen  and  camel  drivers 
were  chanting  a  weird  song,  an  American  girl 
was  having  her  fortune  told   in   the  sand   by  a 
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squatting  Bedouin,  and  off  to  our  right  the 
majestic  pyramids  and  winding  between,  a  little 
caravan  of  six  camels  completed  a  wonderful 
picture,  never  to  be  forgotten.  Mystical,  mys- 
terious, inscrutable,  the  spirit  of  Egypt.  It  was 
to  me  the  great  outstanding  experience  of  the 
entire   trip. 

Now  to  go  back  to  our  drive  on  Sunday  after- 
noon. As  we  left  the  hotel,  we  saw  the  most 
remarkable  wedding  procession.  A  native  band 
mounted  on  gorgeously  decorated  camels,  car- 
riages covered  with  flowers  and  filled  with  young 
girls  and  children,  then  the  bride  in  a  gorgeous 
state  carriage  with  closely  drawn  curtains, 
followed  by  more  carriages  and  a  full  brass  band. 
We  drove  on  out  into  the  country  a  number  of 
miles  through  lovely  fields  and  winding  canals 
with  picturesque  little  sail  boats  skimming  along. 
At  last  we  came  to  a  place  they  call  "Mary's 
Tree  and  Pharoah's  Well,"  supposedly  the 
identical  tree  under  which  the  Holy  Family 
rested  and  where  Mary  drew  the  water  to  wash 
the  Infant's  garments.  The  tree,  a  gigantic 
sycamore,  much  of  it  dead,  the  branches  held  up 
by  props,  certainly  looked  old  enough  to  have 
been  growing  at  that  time.  The  well,  close  by, 
is  very  picturesque.  A  treadmill  turned  by  a 
blindfolded  bullock  was  drawing  water  by  a 
turning  wheel  with  buckets  lashed  to  the  rim. 
It  was  all  so  primitive  and  foreign. 

I  presume  the  natives  have  been  drawing  water 
from  this  in  exactly  the  same  way  for  hundreds 
of  years.  Customs  do  not  change  much  in  Egypt. 
As  it  was  getting  toward  sunset,  we  drove  on  to 
Heliopolis  Palace  for  afternoon  tea.  Is  is  said 
to  be  the  most  magnificent  hotel  in  the  world  and 
it  certainly  is  gorgeous.  It  is  pure  Moorish  in 
"design,  inside  and  out  and  massive,  lofty  and 
beautiful.  I  am  glad  I  was  not  billed  there.  It 
is  not  Cairo  to  me.  I  wanted  to  see  the  wheels 
go  round  and  hear  them  whirr  and  I  certainly 
did. 

Monday  afternoon  we  joined-  a  party  and 
drove  about  twenty  miles  to  old  Memphis  and 
the  Pyramids  of  Sakkara,  where  interesting  dis- 
coveries have  been  made.'  It  was  a  lovely  drive. 
I  felt  I  could  not  leave  Cairo  without  a  scarab, 
so  have  one  set  in  a  ring,  which  (the  scarab)  is 
of  the  18th  dynasty,  about  1900  years  B.  C, 
found  at  Sakkara.  The  drive  back  at  suset  was 
lovely,  men  driving  the  cafnels  and  oxen  loaded 


with  the  cut  alfalfa  and  piles  of  garden  truck, 
home  from  the  fields.  The  flocks  of.  sheep  and 
donkeys  were  so  loaded,  they  looked  like  bundles 
of  grass  with  legs  attached  walking  along  the 
road.  The  babies  were  riding  astride  their 
mothers'  shoulders  and  there  were  laughing, 
screaming  children  every  where.  It  was  a  lovely 
pastoral  scene  that  fitted  into  the  landscape  with 
the  gorgeous  sunset  sky  and  the  pyramids  in  black 
silhouette  against  the  light.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  pictures  I  shall  carry  with  me  of  this 
trip.

There 
was  a  program  of  music  given  by  Mrs.  Vernice 
Brand,  contralto,  of  Los  Angeles  and  Santa 
Monica,  possessor  of  a  rich  beautiful  voice, 
Franz  Hoffman,  basso  who  sang  splendidly,  Mrs. 
Jean  Lee  Beckert  and  Mr.  James  O'Connor, 
accompanists,  and  little  Margaret  Schoen,  a 
musical  genius  of  eleven  years.

RANCE

Plans  for  the  opening  of  their  new  home  are 
occupying  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  ex- 
ecutive board  of  the  Women's  Club  of  Torrance.

LA  CRESCENTA  WOMAN'S 
CLUB 

By  Nettie  Gilliland  Sivan 

The  recent  opening  of  the  new  building  of  the 
La  Crescenta  Woman's  Club  at  Los  Angeles 
and  Piedmont  avenues,  culminates  years  of  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  this  organization  to  have  a 
home  of  their  own. 

The  very  first  organization  of  women  in  the 
valley,  manifesting  the  spirit  out  of  which  has 
grown  the  present  club  of  about  two  hundred 
members,  dates  back  twenty-five  years  or  more 
when  a  few  of  the  early  settlers  organized  a  lit- 
erary study  club  which  disbanded  for  a  time 
and  about  four  years  later  "The  Mothers'  Meet- 
ing" was  formed  with  only  three  members,  their 
purpose  being  to  aid  the  teacher  in  the  various 
school  problems.  The  pioneer  women  who 
formed  this  society  and  who  have  lived  here  con- 
tinuously since  that  time  are:  Mrs.  J.  Scherb 
(lovingly  called  by  her  many  friends  "Mother 
Scherb"),  Mrs.  J.  L.  Hauber  and  Mrs.  D.  E. 
Wetberbee.  Their  membership  gradually  in- 
creased, they  became  interested  in  civic  affairs, 
and  no  need  for  the  betterment  of  the  community 
was  overlooked  that  it  was  in  their  power  to 
meet. 

There  was  little  here  in  the  way  of  social  life 
in  those  days  and  the  women  looked  eagerly 
forward  to  these  meetings,  going  in  buggies  or 
on  horseback  and  often  walking  for  miles  over 
rough  roads  to  the  meeting  place.  One  of  the 
pioneer  women  remarked  to  the  writer:  "Oh! 
if  you  could  only  realize  what  those  meetings 
meant  to  us  women  years  ago." 

As  their  numbers  increased  and  their  field 
broadened,    the    name   of   the    organization   was 
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changed  to  "The  Ladies'  Club"  and  in  1911  was 
again  changed,  bringing  into  existence  the  La 
Crescenta  Woman's  Club.  Meetings  were  held 
at  the  homes  of  the  different  members  and  as 
their  membership  increased  the  need  for  a  cen- 
trally located  headquarters  and  club  house  was 
felt  and  they  began  then  to  plan  and  work  for  it, 
so  that  this  club  home  has  really  been  under  pro- 
cess of  construction  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
the  members  during  all  the  past  seventeen  years, 
and  the  real  building  of  the  club  includes  the 
effort  and  sacrifices  made  by  all  the  women  who 
were  members  of  these  organizations  in  the  past 
twenty-five  years. 

During  the  last  club  year  when  destruction 
threatened  the  giant  redwoods  in  Dyersville 
Flats  and  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  women's 
clubs  of  the  state,  to  assist  in  raising  a  Redwood 
Grove  Memorial  fund  for  the  preservation  of 
the  trees,  the  local  club  responded  with  one  hun- 
dred dollars.  One  of  the  giant  redwood  trees 
was  dedicated  to  the  club  in  the  name  of  the 
president,  Mrs.  Margaret  Green  Turclc. 

The  motto  of  the  La  Crescenta  Woman's 
Club  is  "Loyalty,  Devotion,  Friendship  and 
Truth."

Early  in  the  spring  of  1907,  the  ladies  of  the 
Fallbrook  community  gathered  at  the  Methodist 
church  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  woman's 
club  with  the  main  object  of  having  a  place  for 
women  from  the  country  to  meet.  Although 
some  thought  of  it  as  a  social  affair,  that  idea 
did  not  carry  and  it  was  from  the  beginning,  al- 
ways has  been  and  always  will  be  a  civic  club. 

There  was  a  large  attendance  at  this  first 
meeting  and  plans  were  talked  over  for  a  per- 
manent organization  and  since  that  time  it  has 
been  one  of  the  big  factors  in  the  community  life 
of  Fallbrook. 

This  club  is  a  booster  club  and  can  be  de- 
pended upon  to  do  its  full  share  and  more  on 
any  matter  which  pertains  to  the  good  of  the 
town.  Some  years  ago  it  purchased  one  of  the 
best  blocks  in  Fallbrook,  improving  it  with  trees, 
shrubs  and  flowers  with  the  idea  in  view  of  some 
day  presenting  it  to  the  city  for  a  park. 

This  plucky  body  of  women  have  never  solic- 
ited help  from  anyone,  but  have  given  socials, 
dances,  home  theatricals,  etc.,  and  in  this  way 
have  kept  up  payments  and  made  improvements 
on  their  property  from  time  to  time. 

In  1922,  the  club  building  was  remodelled 
at  a  cost  of  $2500,  an  entire  new  floor  being  laid. 
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the  stage  built  over,  roof  repaired,  new  kitchen 
built  on  with  all  modern  conveniences  and  many 
other  improvements  made. 

The  members  of  the  club  are  interested  in 
many  activities  among  which  are  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  luncheons  every  Tuesday  and  a 
moving  picture  show  once  a  week.  This  year 
the  club  is  planning  to  give  several  plays  and 
various  other  entertainments.  The  meetings  are 
held  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month  with  the 
exception  of  July  and  August.  /

Club  is  looking  forward  to  a  very  bright  and 
successful  year  in  1925-26  and  send  best  wishes 
for  the  same  to  all  other  clubs.
